ACCOUNT OF THE CHRISTMAS FESTIVITIES AT FONTHILL. 

(by a CORJtESPONnENT WHO WA^ PRESENT.) 

i^EVERAL of the firft artifts in the noble fpccimen of Gothic architeffur? 

kii gdcni, whole talents, in thtirdif- now crefling at Fonthill, being at prefen? 
vlfgSrerl branches, have been engaged t.jr there to pals the Chriftmas holidays, Mr. 
the plans and oinaments of an ahky, a liecj^-foid thof? this cccafion to ^ive an 

• • en- 
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rntertalnment to the numerous bfdy of 
daily workmen who have been, and will 
Jong be, employed on this edifice, or on 
the grounds and plantations where it is 
iituated. 

On Friday, Jan.6,bcmgTwelfth Day, 
the feaft was given without doois ; but 
i'o far was it from being confined to the 
vi'orKmcn juft mentioned, wh(}k amount 
to upwanfs of three hundred, that the 
poor in general of, the two Fon^liiJls, of 
the fewn or Hindon, and many otherfpoor 
perloiis of the neighbourhood, all together 
near one thouiaiid, received tickets to 
paitake of it} not to meiiaou that bread 
Snd Itiong beer were piovidcd for ten 
thouiaiid o£*the multitude of fti angers, 
who were admitted into the park as ipec- 
tators of the entertainment. The din¬ 
ner, to the pi.rjQn& invi'icd, coniifhd of 
an ox, and ten fiVep,roalte 4 whole. A vei y 
large ftju ire tent, or booth, coved in tl(c 
icof, and coveted with canvafs, having 
fcveii long parallel tables, each receiving 
one hundRil peribiis, was eieifed ott the 
lawn, befoie the Notth fiont of the 
houfe, for t he purpole of the dinner. At a 
proper dilfance, on one fide of this capa¬ 
cious booth, a confide) able length of biick 
wall, to fuppcrtlhe ntccflaiy iron ranges, 
was reared for the cccafion. Eleven great 
riles which lupplied tlicm, partly for the 
pnrpol'e of roaltieg the mi at, and partly 
tjiat of wanning ilic aii, tUay be imagined 
to have had a ltiiki..i; elfeit in tlie co/tp 
’miU'oeil. On theoj pi.fite lide of the booth, 
and in front or the home, a portion of 
ground was fficed out, within which 
was pitched a Tuikifli tent, for the re¬ 
ception of Mr. Bcckford, and a large 
cump.any of ladies and gentlemen. In 
the area, between this and the dinner- 
tent, two bonfires were lighted, and, at 
due diftances from each, were pl.iccd two 
femicircular tables, to receive a number 
of children at dinner, chiefly brlong‘mg 
to the permns feated in the grand bo-dh. 
Betwixt the bonhies fuflicieiit. fpace was 
left for the exhibition of feveral of Jlie 
rural fports with which the company 
weie entertained both before and after 
dinner. Prizes wei'e given to- the beift 
wrcftlers, runners, pkiycrs at Angle ftick, 
and thole who excelleil in various other 
performances. The game of foot-ball, 
on an open part of the lawn betwixt the 
icene already deferibed anc> the lakc^ 
afForde »4 admii'able diverfion. This en¬ 
gaged not only the two parties concernetl 
in The match, hut put ten thoufand fpe£f a- 
tors, chiefly conlifting of the ueafantiy 
gl btnli leaes, u motion, all in lugn glee 
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at the different turns of the game, and 
yet without riot, or any other diforder 
than a lively and continual cliange of 
place. This diverfion formed to thole 
wlio beheld it from high gi'ound at feme 
diftaiice, taking in the occafional feenery, 
combined with the views of the houfe, it* 
I'uir; ui'.dinghills,woods and water,a Ipec- 
. tacle aitogeihei of fingubu Intereft, and, 
indeedjC^curiofity.The bonfires andallt^e 
dthers,which remained burning all night, 
with their flames and long wreathed co¬ 
lumns of ditfcrently coloured finoke rifing 
among the lofty firs and luilcaved oaks in 
the neighbourhood of the tent, ftill 
crouded by a flioutlng multitudsi,^ dimly 
ften dancing round tfiem, dilplayed to. 
Ipeffators in the houfe an effeft equally 
jficiiiieique and uncommon. Many gen¬ 
tlemen of the county, the Mayor, the 
C’o; poiation, and other gentlemen of the 
City of Sallfbuiy, having expielfed a de- 
i<re to pay their icfntfis to Mr. £eck- 
f rd on this cccafion, a fiiperb dinner, in 
the old ftile of ivaionial h fpitallty, was 
Icrvcd intheGiecian hall, which, with 
tlie C'llonadcs and pali-.gti leading to it, 
was beautifully iiluininateJ. A chofen 
band ofc vocal and inlfruniental mufic en¬ 
tertained the company during the whole 
cvenipg, and the greatcif good-humour 
and hilarity prevaiDi bcyoiid the earlieft 
hours cf the movtung. T!ie colkcfion 
of fongs, catches, and ifices, pvejiared 
by Ml. Cerfe, and printed for trie occa- 
fion, that books might be dlurilniNfi to 
the wliole company, was judicioully 
made, and. tlie execution ot them did 
equal credit to his taftc and that of .the, 
Salifbury choir. The effett of fome of 
the choiullSs, particularly that cf GoJ 
fav.' tbe Kt).£, accompanied as thi^ 
were by the organ, and the full band of 
military inllrumen's, and thefe joined by 
hundiecU of voices in the’hall, and in the 
apaitnients contiguous, with thofe of 
perfoils who filled the colonades ar.d 
lurroundcJ the houfe, was inconceivably 
grand, and exb’.ted in the minds of many 
of the tompai y a lively recollediion of 
the fiift pertormances of Wellmlnfter'

On the f^me day, •Mr. "Beckfoid's 
Wadtlineu, tenants, andfevi ral other par¬ 
ties, dined in ditVerent apartments of the 
houle; and the ^h-'le nnmber entertained 
within door^, including his own family, 
amounted, at h dt, to four hundred pir- 
fons. The whole cntirtuinment on 
Twelfth-day (not to notiei^thofc which 
'Commenced with Chriftmas) was ch.ai ac- 
terifed by that good order, piJliircfqiie 
arrangementj hoTpitality, and magnifi- 


tcnce, which have on feveral oceafions 
been witnefled at Fonthill. 

The joy, gratitude, and contentment, 
exprelfed by rcpe»ted acclamations from 
fuch a multitude of the pealantry as af- 
Jemblt'd on the lawn, their neat appear* 
ance, and, above all, their orderly con- 
diacf (hroiighoiit the day, were circuni- 
* if.anccs, in thcl'e* times, highly to their 
credit, and fti ve to lliewthe vaft influence 
which getitlemen of foftiine and brtiefi- 
cent (lilpofitions, reiidinp on their effates 
in the country, can ftill maintain, in op- 
j'oiition to the eflctls of more modern 
habits and f.ifliionahh; life, which, totally 
eftianging tlie highci from the lower 
ranks of lociety, tend to Incrcafc the hard- 
fliips and difeontents of the latter, and, 
in tlicir con'cqueiiees, to halten that le¬ 
velling and conf’ufion of all oule'is, which 
the higher ranks arc fo fecnliarly inte- 
rclted, l>y their liell exertions, fo avert. 

We eannot dole this account without 
menlioniug. what we have learnt on good 
autlioi iiy, tliat the Chriftmas feftivities of 
Fonthill, which appear to have been con- 
dut‘K’(l with fuch extraordinary holjiita- 
lity, wore begun by afls of thtinoft I’ub- 
ftantial chanty j Mr.Bcckford having 
ordered fvvo bundled blankets to be dil'- 
tribntcd among the poor families of hot I* 
the Foiithills, with a load of fuel to each , 
of them, bel’wies conlidcrable I’ums of mo¬ 
ney to the indigent of his own and other 
neighbouring parifluis. 

As fome iiuerefting circumftanccs le- 
l.ifive to Fontliill, and the works which 
ha\c be-en c.urying on there for theie lalt 
fixteenyeais, are little* known to thT pub¬ 
lic, much the* fine ft parts of the place be¬ 
ing never Ihewn but to Mr. Beekford’s 
p.irticular friends, and the primaiy mo¬ 
tives of theie great projtils being little 
undci (food, we hope to be able, in onv 
next, to gratify our readers, through the 
fame channel by which we have pro¬ 
cured the above account, with a commii- 
niration of feme pm ticnlars, which will, 
peifiapo, be thought mote valuable, as 
they are of a lefs temporary nature than 
thofc we have now prefented.

The Hate of Trinity College, Dub¬ 
lin, at that time will be found, to 
him who will give hlmlclf the trouble of 
making the ncccHary inquiiy,' veiy 
wretched aad contemptible indeed: It 
could Icarcely produce a fcliolar lit to 
take upon him charge of a«country 
parifli jaiKl hcnceArchbilhopUlhcr,aiAl the 
other Prelates of that Univerlity, in their 
letters to the Englilh Divines, were al¬ 
ways importunate with them to ule their 
intereft in fending Minlfters to heland. 
While the Church was in fuch a condi¬ 
tion, It is not to be wondeied at, that 
the old I'uperftltion fljould generally pre¬ 
vail. It is a matter that delerves lomc 
conlideratlon, ^jhetherthe Iinpoverirtung 
of the Church by alienating its poifLlhons 
to the laity, did not throw very powtilul 
obftacles in the progrefs of the Kefoinia- 
tlon ; and afterwards, when fomc great 
men endeavoured to regain them, did not 
prove an advantage to thole who were 
bent on delhoying both Chinch and 
State ? Hut to leturii to oui iiiiniediate 
fubjeil, the ArchbUliop viewed the con. 
dition of the In(h Church with deep 
conccin, and, theiefore, let about the 
'ncceflaiy work ol rcl'orination j and fo 


fuccefsful was he therein, that in a few 
years the Proteftant Clergy were put 
upon a refpe^lable footing. Archbi/faop 
Ulher, knowing the weight of/his inilu., 
ence, and the ftrength ot his zeal, pro¬ 
cured him to be eleiied Chancellor of the 
Univeility; bftt that fociety was always 
in a itateof diffraflion, and was perpe¬ 
tually giving the Pilinate caule of vexa¬ 
tion. The eleiilon of a Provolt never 
tailed festing the College in a flame, and 
fheicft#« itjwas, that Archbilhop Ulher 
concurred with our preKitc in the 
then lahitary meafure ot removing the 
defHon out of the hands ot the fellows. 
Belldes there was another leal'on tor this 
ilep, and that was the ^rcat auiL>predo- 
rainating fway which Roman Catho-’ 
lies had in Dublin, and the danger which 
t^ejee threatened this Proteltant leminary. 

Archbifliop Laml had no other views 
in aggramllzlng the monarch th.in to le- 
cure theieby the interefts of learning and 
religion. Simply to aggrandize his So¬ 
vereign was never his objeft j and in all 
thu great and trying circiunftances of his 
puolic life, nofuppoit will be found for 
this injudicious allcrtion. A fuller view 
of his llte and character, however, wiH 
loon appear, from which, I truft, it will 
befeen that his zeal was difiuterdted, his 
motive upright, and his principles pure 
and conlfitutioiial.

AN ACCOUNT OF SIMON OCKLEY, 

ARABIC PROFESSOR AT CAMBRIDGE. 


OIMON OCKLEY, an eminent Orien- 
® talift, was of a ^ntjeman’s family 
at Great Ellingham in Norfolk, where 
his father lived; but was born acci¬ 
dentally at Exeter in 1678. After a 
proper foyndAion in fchool-learning he 
Was fent in 1693 to Queen’s College in 
Cambridge, where he ibon diitinguillied 
himfelf by great qvicknefs of parts, as 
well as by (what do not Hways accom¬ 
pany them) intenfe application to Litera¬ 
ture; to the Oriental Languages more 
particularly, fur his uncommon {kill in 
- 4 rtiich he afterwards became famous. 
He took at the*ufuiP tllnes the degrees 
in Arts, and that of Bachelor in Divinity. 
Having taken holy orders alfo, he was 
tn 1705, through the intereft of Simon 
Patrick, Bifliop of Ely, prefented by 
Jefus College, in Cambridge, lit the 
Yuarage ot Swavefey in th-at fountyj 
Mpl in 1711 cholcn Arabic Profeflfor of 
thil. Univerfity. Thelc prtimr.ciits he 


held to the day of his death, which hap¬ 
pened at Swavefey the 9th of Augull, 
1720; immaturely to himfelf, but more 
fo to his family. 

Ocklcy had the culture of Oriental 
learning very much at heart; and the Ic- 
veral publications which he made were 
intended folely to promote it. In x 706 
he printed at Cambridge an ufeful little 
b(f»k, entitled, IntroJuliio ad linguas 
OrientaUs, in qnd its difcendu via muni-, 
tur, et earum ujtts ojlenditur.

If we eould but procure 500!. to be judiciouflv laid out in 
the Eaff, m fuch Books as Itould mentien for the Public'Library at Cambridge, it would 
be the greateft improvement tliat could be conceived s but that is a liappinefs npt to be 
tMC^d in my time.

ftrd, fell into d.ilgiacc when he wanted 
him moll; and I.-,Ills (tor we mult not 
omit to note it) that he had Ibme llru- of 
that common infirmity among llieleanied, 
viz. a negTefl ot nccc’nomy, and want e.t 
prudentiai rcg.'id to outwaid things j 
without whi.h, I'-Gwcvci, all the wit and 
all the learning in the world will but 
ferve to rendei a man themoie niileiable. 

As to his litenry chaiai'ler, whicli is 
the* chief point we have to do with, 
.it is certain that he was extremely well 
Ikillcd in all the ancient languages, and 
particularly the Oriental; lo that the 
very learned Rcland J thought it not too 
much to declare, that he was vn, // qua 
aims harvm Ittadfum pfrttus. He was 
likewife very knowing in mtidern hui- 
guages, as the French, Spanilli, It,rlian, 
&c. and upon the whole, ccnfideicJ as a_ 


Lmguilt, we may prefume that few hare, 
exceeded him.

The 
gieatelt alHiition is, that I am Do^or 
J.ne Lib />, and cannot piopole to do 
any gi e.it matter to adorn my proteflloit 
without the Bodleian Library. Our 
Iteck is lo^lmail heie, that thole Arabic 
books we liave leem rather like cm iolitles 
than an Oriental Library; and if we 
could do any thing that way, oifl- Unlver- 
lity prefs does nor afford us one Oriental 
type that is fit for any ufe.

GEORGE THE FIRST. 

/ There was a gentleman who lived In 
the city in tlie beginn ing of the reign of th is 
monarch, who was lb (hrewdly fu Ipetled of 
Jacobitifm, that he was taken up two 
or three times before the Council, but 
who defended himfelt fo dextroully that 
they could fiifteii nothing on him. On 
the breaking out of the rebellion in fyis, 
this man, wly) mixed feme humour with 
his politics, wrote to the Secretary of 
I State, that, as he took it for granted th?t 
B li;nc lil^e the prudent lie Ihould be 
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taken up, as ufual, for a Jacobite, he had 
only one favour to beg, that if the Ad- 
miniftration meant any fuch thing, 
they would do it in the courle of the nex& 
week ; for the week after hoswas going 
down to DevonOiire upon his own buii- 
nefs, which, without this ex])lanation, 
no doubts would be conltrued as ti anf- 
adfing the bufinefs of the Pretender. 

Lord Townfliend, who was Secretai'y 
of State at that time, in one of his con¬ 
vivial moments with the King llievvetl 
him this letter, and^aiked him what his 
Majelty^uulddireflto be done with fuch 
a fellow ? “ Poll ' poh !” lays the King, 
there can be little harm in a man who 
writes fo plealantly j 1*11 tell you what 
you lliall dos let him know 1 am wil¬ 
ling to make a drawn battle of it—lo 
that, if he ^ts me alone, he may depend 
upon it I lliall do the fame by him.” 

It was veiy fortunate for George the 
Firft, and, indeed, for the happinefs of 
his fubje^s, that, at fo critical a period 
of his coining to the throne of thele 
realms, the politics of France ftood in 
the relative lituatioii that they did. On 
the death cf Liuis the XIVth, Spain 
equally threatened to deprive the Duke 
c't Orleans of tlie Regency, as the King 
of England cf his doniinioire ; this be¬ 
got a pcifonal comic£lion betjNcen the 
two laft-mentioned perfonages, which, 
confirmed by ticaties, continued till the 
majority and mari iage of the young King 
of France; then, ini^ed, the peaceful cor- 
H'fpondcuce between the two nations wai; 
not foftrong; but, by that time, the King 
of England had fupprelTeil a rebellion^ 
and was, in other refpefls,' fully efta- 
bliilied on«{iis throne^ «

the flavcs a few bananas or plantains ; 
eating oranges, and drinking water, 
which, in a little time, relieves then:^fVoln 
every complaint, by flipping them oft’ to 
eternity. In every ^art of the cftlony 
they are no better •treated, but, like 
horl'es, they mult (having unloaded the 
vell'tls) drag the commodities to the dil- 
tant Itore-houfes, being bathed in fweat, 
and bullied with bad language, fometiines 
with blows i while a few negroes are 
ordered to attend, but not to work, by 
the direflion of their mailers, which 
many would willingly do to relieve the 
di'oopihg Tailors,*to whom this uf^e 
mull be exceedingly dillieai tening and 
galling. The planters even employ 
thofe men to paint their houl’cs, clean 
their I'afti-wincfows, and do nuinhulels 
Ollier menial offices, for which a I'eani.in 
was never intended. All this is done 
to lave the work of their negroes; while 
by this uf'age thoulands are f'wept to the 
grave, who, in the line of their jirotcllion 
alone, might have lived for many years ; 
nor dare the Weft India captains to re- 
fiife their men, without incurring the dif- 
plealuieof the platrlers, and feeing their 
ftiips r ot in the harbour without a /c/tc/- 
//ijf j nay, I have heard a failor fervently 
wifli he had been born a negro, and beg 
to be employed aitiongft them in cultivat¬ 
ing a cdfFee plantation.” 

Admit the truth of the farts above 
ftated in their lull extent (and tliere is no 
fcafon to call them in queltion), and then 
fay whether flavcs ar e the only ohjerts nf 
a juft man’s cerr.paflion ; and whether 
Kuropeans and Freemen are not otten 
plunged in deeper and more pungent etif- 
trei's. 

Soon after his arrival our author was 
attacked by a violent fever, in confe- 
quence of an intemperate and difTqiated 
<:ourfc of life in a very unhealthy c'limate. 
In this calamity he was treated wit h great 
kindnefs and humanity by many of the in¬ 
habitants of Suriniun. But he attributed 
his recovery chiefly to the good offices 
and ten4i;r nul ling of Joanna, who, hear- 
ing^of his malady, came, with one of her 
Ic offer her fervices. By her im- 
tting care and attention he had the 
good fortune to regain his health and 
fbirlts ill a great mcaliirc j at IcajJ, fo 
far A to take aa airing in the carriage of 
a friend.

I had chiefly been Joanna's friend ; but 
now I began to feel I was her captive. 
I rene\aed my wild propofals of purcha- 
ling, educating, and tranfporting her t»

Yet, though a Have, I have a foul, 
I^iope, not interior to that of an Euro¬ 
pean ; and blufli not to avow the regard I 
retain for you, who have diftingiiifhed 
me fti jnuch above all others of my un¬ 
happy birth. You have. Sir, pitied me; 
and now, independent of every other 
thought, I lhall have pride in throwing 
mylelf af your feet, fill fate fhalJ part 
us, or my conciurt become fuch as to give 
you naule to banifh me from your pre¬ 
fence.” 

“This (lie ultered with a downcaft 
look, ami tears dropping on her heaving 
boloin, wljile fire held her companion by 
the liaiid. 

“ Fiosp that inftant this excellentcrea- 
tme sv-.i.s mine ;—nor had I-ever caufe to 
repent of the fh p I had taken, as will ap¬ 
pear more particularly in thf courl'e of 
this narrative. 

“ I cannot omit to record, that having 
purchaled for her prefents to the value of 
twenty guineas, I was the next day great¬ 
ly alfonilhcd to lee all my gold returned 
upon rny table j the thai'ming Joanna 
having carried cver^' article back to the 
niercliants, who rtieei fully returned "her 
the money. 

“ Your generous irtentions alone, Sir, 
(file faid) were fufticicnt: t)ut allow me 
to tel! you, that I cannot help confidering 
any lupeifluous cxpence on my account 
as a diniinuli|^n of that good opinion 
which I hope you have, and wifi ever 
entertain, of my difinterefted dilpofi- 
tion.” 

Such was the language of a flavc, 
whoh^ llmplenaturejjjly for her inftruc- 
tor, the purity ofV'hole fentiments ftood 
in need of no ornament; and thefe I was 
now determined to improve by every 
care.”

The diredt concJufion 
from this is, “ tlut there is no where any origin or beginning of motion, but every thing is 
TtectlTarily p reduced by an eteina! chain of caufes and eifedts, without any independent ori¬ 
gin.’’ Such reafonmg a, this exadlly refembie* that of the Indian, who fuppofes the caith to 
reft on a crocodile, the crocc dile on an elephant—but what doea the elephant reft on ? In 
iadt, to coinpvre the operat ons of the mind to any of thequalities of matter, is W compare, 
libs Di. Claike obferves, a fq'ja’c to the co'our of blue, or a triangle to a found. It is like 
the blind man, who, tieing afked what idea lie bad of jitrhtf foid, he £uickd U muft be 
finipeching tike the found of a drum. • 
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be the Incipient caulh* or the beginning 
of motion or a^ion of any kind ; it muU 
• be altogether under the command and di- 
i'e^ion of external objefl/j it muil be 
altr'gether inert or palSve, having no 
principle of a£lion in itlelf. On tins ac¬ 
count, as I before intimated, there would 
be much more uniformity in the aifions 
'of men, if they were fubjeil to a fatal 
influence, than there appears to be j there 
would be no difficult in deciding Vhat 
miift be their condflil in any given cir- 
cumftances. 

“ A freedom of deliberating, chufing, 
and determining upon things, is what 
every man feels in himfelf*. It is the 
diiflate of nature and common fenfe ; one 
of the firft perceptions we have of the 
operations of our own minds^ It does not 
lie with us, therefore, to prove, that the 
human mind is free ; but it lies with the 
opponents of liberty to that it is 

nu free j and this ought to be done upon 
direft, pofitive, expeiimental evidence; 
and not upon fanciful analogies or con¬ 
jecture. 

“The only argument which the fatalifts 
have ever been able to adduce, which at 
all bears upon the point, is this—that 
men aft from motives, and thefe motives 
are dependent upon iituation andextennl 
cWcumflances. This, then, is really 
the point at iflue between the fatalills, 
and tlie advocates for the free agency of 
man. The former fuppole the in¬ 
fluence of motives fjom external caiiles 
to be abfolute and unlimited ; the latter 
allow the influence ot motives to a certain 
extent, but they deny that it is ablolute 
and unlimited. 

** In the prefent ftatc of human know¬ 
ledge, it is, indeed, a fpccies of dogma- 
tiitn not tobeenduicd, to pretend pre- 
cifely to aicertain how far the influence 
of external motives extends over the 
mind of man. That external caufes 
fliould have a certain weight and influence 
with us, is certainly_coulirtent with the 
wifdom of Divine Providence, and con- * 
filfent with that order and regularity 
which he has every where eftablifned. If 
men were to aft entirely independent of 
all influence from external caufes and 
circumftanccs, the world • would be an 
entire fccne of confufion and difor- 
der ; if, on the contrary, they were en¬ 
dued with no power .of choice or deli¬ 
beration, ‘the whole would be an inani¬ 


mate uniform mafs, llibjeft to Certain and 
definite laws, as much as inert matter. 
In thi^ therefore, the fame happy medium 
appean to be eflabliihed as in other in- 
ftances. Man, from his natural relation 
to external things, from that wonderful 
connexion which cxifls between the body 
^nd the mind, is f'ubjeft to a certain in¬ 
fluence from fituation and circumftances ; 
but (here is Hill in his own mind a poWer 
of reflefting, dwlibcrating, and deciding 
upon his motives and conduft. 

“ Another argument In favour of fata¬ 
lity is deduced from the prefcience of-the 
Deity. “If God foreknows ail things 
(it is alleged), then every event mtift be 
prcdetcimined." But this argument 
refts upon the fame prefumptuous foun-> 
datioR as the preceding, which would 
pofitivcly determine the precife degree of 
influence that external caufes mufl have up¬ 
on the mind ofraan. Dsgmatiliu certainly 
never was the road to truth, and is utterly 
inconfiftent with that modefty and humi¬ 
lity, whicii is the very chaiafteriftic of a 
leal PliUolopher. The prefcience of the 
Deity ' Who will dare to lay that he is 
able to define it ? W'ho will dare to al¬ 
lege that ht underftands every particular 
ciicuniftance and attribute of the Divine 
oiflence h To fay that God cannot ex- 
creiichis own powers in that way vvhichis 
mult agreeable to the ends that infinite 
wiidcra propofes, and infinite goodneis 
would diftate, is to define and limit om¬ 
nipotence ! and to ainnn ^hat God can¬ 
not conftitute man a free agent, cannot in 
this inflance dil'penie with his own pre- 
fcicncc, is to fay, that God is not omni¬ 
potent. This was long my own opinion^ 
and I was happy to ftiid it confirmed by ' 
the excellent and judicious Dr. Henry 
Moi'e, whole fentiments on this iubjeoc 
were pointed out to me by a friend. “ 
is true (lays he) we cannot otherwife 
think of God's farr-knoiuletJge, but as 
being every way clear and perfeft, and 
without poilibil^y of error, as to thofc 
objefts about which he judges or pHo- 
nounces. And furely he does always 
judge and determine of things according 
as they are j that i# to lay, of a contin¬ 
gent thujg as it is qintkigent ; .and of a 
ncccflary thing as it is neceflary. Whence 
it Comes to pafs, that thofe things which 
are contingent and proceed from a free 
principle of afting, are allowed to be feea 
by God's confent. 


*** * As It is in the motions of the body, fo it Is la the thoughts of our minds j whero 
any one it fuch, that wc have powe» to uke It up, or lay it by, according to the prefer 
rent e df the mind, there wc are at liberty.—Locke's k^ay, B. ii, c. st. 
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“ But not to confine Go'l'^omnifcience 
■within narrower, nor afcribc to it wider 
boumis than we do to his onnupotencef 
which all luppole to be an abilitj to do 
whatever implic!. not a contraditlion ; let 
ns diipatch the difficulty in a tew words, 
by laying, that th' fnre-kyioivled^e of 
rruhn^tni cffeils, which proceed trom ^ 
flic- /;rincipl,' f)j afitnj, dots either iin- 
j'ly a contraditUon, or it does not.

But it it dees not inijily a contradiilion, 
then we actually coiilefs, that divine 
frefcunct, and human frei -tvill, are not 
inconfiftent, but that they may Hand to¬ 
gether. , 

“Themoft dec ifive argument, hbwever, 
flgainit the tatalitts, is, the extravagant 
Ci rclufiuns to which this gloomy and 
Of mroi tlels doflrinc leads, and the hor- 
j ible conlequences which aie attached to 
it. It man is a necijfai r-3gent, he cannot 
potlibly be an accountable lieing to!' how 
prcpoltercus i.<; the thougiu, how incon- 
liilent would it be with erery juincijile 
of jiiilice, to punidi any being whatever, 
or in any degree, for what he cottid not ha\ e 
avoided ? In a theological view, iheretoic, 
this dodlrine appeaissto conduil! diieiJftly 
to atheiiin ; tor we cannot conceive of 
the Deity jji fuch a manner as to fiippofe 
him wantonly cruel or unjnll. To lay 
that future puniflunents ate not to he (as 
the orthodox party conceive) tteinal in 
theii duration, does not leinove the dit- 
ficulty j to jiunith w/ all for involunt uy 
offences, is ciuelt) and injuftice. Tlic 
lytlem ot lice agency, on,the eontrary, 
is conlKlcnt with rnl the attiibutcs of 
God, and is higliK coniblaloiy and in- 
llru6Hve to man. 'I'liis lyltcin rells upon 
the cleareli .bafis of jiiilice. Man is 
«reated free j he has good and evil placet! 
before him, with the ftrongelt and moll 
conciliating motives in the Clirillian dil- 
penlation. to purluc the oifc, and to avoid 
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the other. If he perverfely takcfr the 
wrong courle, and proves incorrigibly 
wicked, every principle of real'en and 
equity ianfli^ns the jullice of his pu- 
nillunent. Into.,the nature of that puiiilli- 
ment, it is not my pmCent bufinels to eiit 
quire. It will doubtlefs be fuch as to 
latisfy infinite jullice, yet tempered by 
the Iwcet and falutaiy exercifeot irifinite 
mercy. 

“If the divine Iwws are thus oiumged 
by the prepoftcious hypothefis of a fatal 
necellity, human laws, I fear, will not 
Hand upon a nihch firmer ibundaticn. 
To punilli any criminal for an error 
which he could not avoid, is certainly 
not only cruel, but wicked in the ex¬ 
treme ; and yet fuch mull be the calc,' if 
thedodlrine of the fatalills is true *. 

“ On the whole, it is the part of true 
philolbphy to avoid eqvally the dangerous 
extremesof an arrogant dogmatilm, which 
profefles, like the ignorant opponents of 
Sociates, to know every thing, and of 
that perplexing Icepticilm which would 
deprive the human underllandingof capa¬ 
city and intelligence. As finite beings, 
many fails arc ntcefliirily placeil beyoiul 
the leach of onr relearcties. They arc 
neither liiited to our faculties, nor our 
lituation in this life ; and where we have 
no bafis of fail on which to reil'un, err<)\' 
will generally be the conliquence of onr 
Indulging in vifionary Ipecidations. 

“To confoie us tor this deficiency,we 
may Hill remark, with latisiaillon and 
gratitude, that if much is concealed, 
much allb is known. There is an ini- 
menfe fund of prailical knowleilge per 
fcflly within the grafp of our f.icultics. 
There isl'carccly any human I'cicncc,which, 
to know it well, is not fulKcient to em¬ 
ploy the molt protrailcd cxiltence of man. 
It will be more confillent with happinci's, 
as well as with modelly, to .acquaint our- 
lelves with thele, before we launch into 
the unfathomable abyls of metaphytical 
fpeculation ; nor, indeed, can any thing 
be more dil'gutling, than to hear a loqua-

Much greater Is his merit, 
much founder is his judgment, who fa¬ 
bricates the fimpleft machine, or plans or 
executes the plained undertaking that 
may be practically ufefci) to mankinds 
“ Yet we may innecently ainul'e our 
curiolity ; we may innocently giatify 
our third of knowledge } we rhay inno¬ 
cently exercife our faculties. But let us, 
in the name of rcafon, exercile them on 
their proper objects ; let us I'eek for 
knowledge where it is really to be found; 
let our curiofity employ Itfi-lf where faCt, 
experiment, and oblervation, may lead to 
fome certain conclislion. Tl»e book of 
nature is open to us; the material world 
is difplayed for our infpeCtion, and for 
our improvement; the intellectual world 
is covered with an almolt impenetrable 
vtfil. What God has cholcn 'to reveal of 
himfelfin the Holy Scriptures, may be ea- 
fily comprehended ; what he has chol'cn 


for the prefent to keep in refervc, no mor¬ 
tal efforts will ever be able to develojpe. 
The limsleft and molt unlearned perfbtt 
who (tuches with a pure heart, and an 
undepraved mind, the Sacred Volume, is 
p'raCtrcally wile; the brighteft under- 
uanding, the mod exalted geiiius, who 
attempts to go beyond it, becomes inevU 
tably a foci.” 

We cannot help lamenting that Dr. 
G. ha*s not tomgrehend'd adronomy in 
his plan. The general merits of -this 
woi k arc great; it relates expei'iments 
and difeovories, many of which were 
never before printed, and others have 
been brought together from a great vari¬ 
ety of Ibiirces ; thefe materials collected 
from almod all the departments of fcicnce 
ferve, |he help of a judicious arrahge- 
inent, mutually to illutfrate each other. 

The dile is every where accurate and 
perfpicuous, and, in Ibme parts, elegant 
and impredive. The author I'eems to 
take a pleafure in indruCling ; and no 
perfon,^elirous of knowledge, can read 
the whole of this work without finding 
fome parts calculated either to improve or 
ainule him.

rpHIS little work profefTes a great deal, 
and, what is not very frequent in 
human concerns, it performs more than 
it profenies. To h'orvigntrs, a peckit 
'•jolume which conveys faithful and ready 
information mud be a very valuable 
companion ; and the younger tlafs of 
Jltulents neither require nor delight in a 
Voluminous book. All futh perfbns 
will^nd in this minute manual a brief, 
buiPpiBciently clear explanation of mod 
of the words In the Englifh language ; 
and the various founds and effeCts of all 
the vowels as inferted in woids being 
placed at the head of every page, the 
mode of pronouncing adopted by the 
better educated clafl'es of natives may be 
collejlcd with iudicient precilion. To 
facilitate this objrCl dill fai t her, in the 
Dictionary 4 )cforc us, as in Mr. Sberi-^ 
Jan'tt to the genuine ortliogr.tpby of 
each tetm. It aiinexed another moae of 
I'pelling it, which reachei cxaClly, of 
apjiroaclMis very nearly 19 the true pro¬ 


nunciation. In this pnrficnhr the pre- 
iLnt work may expected to liirpals its 
prcdeceflbi, both becavftc falhion is mak¬ 
ing perpetual al(eration.s in the oral de¬ 
livery ot a living language, and becauie 
Mr. Sheridan’s method of fjxtaking is 
known to have been vitiated by Hibernian 
fmgularitles. Of this fcveral indances 
arc adduced in Mr. Jones’s prefatory Ad- 
vertifement. Hcaulther informs us, in 
the fame place, that without having mul- 
ti]>Iied words by inlet ting derivatives, 
but by adding merely fuch i.idicals as 
could not with any propriety be omitted, 
the articUji new to ttie •^efent edition^ 
compared ivith the firjl, amounts nca'is 
Jy to two thoufand. This iad remark 
is intended to guard the public from a 
hady and,very iinperfeCt republication of 
this book by another hand, with all its 
imperfr^ions on its bead. Mr. Jones is 
of opinion, that the original compiler 
merely, worked upon Mr. Sheridan's Dic¬ 
tionary, and of coutfc exhibits in his 
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copy the lame defcfts. It appears, in- 
deco, that he lias made fevcral ol the 
fame exiraffrdinarj •verbal omijjions, and 
fpells with the lame pro’vinctal [Peculia- 
ri/y with his prototype. 

Of the furrepiitious edition Mr. Jones 
remarks, < lat feveral errors of the prefs 
iuthc iJtfinttionSf as well as other gene-' 
ral miftakes, are retained from the oi iginal 
work j he alio cites numerousexamples of 
negligence in compilation. ase cer¬ 

tainly poiitive and undeniable defc6^sj and 
though an author is not to be implicitly 
tnilfed in what he declares in'favour of 
himielf, yet it leems realbnable to lup- 
poi'e, that a longer time for revifion mull 
nave produced a proportionable accin acy 
and improvement. The advantages of 
an evlicr appearance in the lliop^would 
never have been relinquilhed, nor would 
a rival have been thus permitted to enjoy 
an undivided harveft of purchal'ers, if 
the prefent Editor had not fully confided 
in the luperiority of his claims with the 
Public for a complete indemnification. 

In this renuoik, which we have made 
as Critics, and therefore b:.und to exa^ 
impartiality, though we have not exa¬ 
mined the }ival luoik, we have no quef- 
tion of the reader's concurreike. 

We have already hinted that this book 
contains inoic matter than is ipecified in 
the title-page. We find, in the firft 
place, a Ptajodial Grammar^ extrafted 
chiefly from the bulky volumes of Dr. 
Johnlcmand Mr. Sheridan. Theie are alfo 
Sbort Rules in the Art of Reading ,coTit%\n- 
ing very ufefui Information for thofe who 
aie called upon to fpeak in public ; to 
thefe are fubjoiiied foine neceflaiy remarks 
on Punbiuattont and Exp^unalions of the 
more common Abl^tmiations of IVords, 
At the end of the book there Is a Collec~ 
tion oj IVords, Jlmtlar, or nearly Jimtlar 
in Stand, ^ut differing in Spelling and 
Signtftcalton. This lift, though not very 
long, is made out with care, and will 
probably be found by foreigners extremely 
uleful. There is moraover a •vety con- 
eij'e account of' tbe Heathen Mythology, 


intended, as wefuppdfe, for younger read* 
ers } and, what we fhuuld not have looked 
for ill a book of this nature, a Ljji of 
tbe Cities, Bftoughs, Market Toivns, and 
remarkable Villages in England and 
Wales, their dtjiance from London m 
meafured Miles, and the days on •whtch the 
Markets ate bt Id. A Traveller from the 
Continent with this volume in his pocket 
may poflibly find his account in the few* 
conjluding pagesawhich are employfd 
in the detail lafl-iTvmtioned, efpecially if 
his affairs fliould call him to various 
parts of this kingdom ; but fuch infor- 
maticn, however ul’eful, could fcrircely 
diave been expelled among the labours of 
a Lexicographer, 

In turning over the pages of this Dic¬ 
tionary, we have dilcovered evident 
marks of induftry and exaSnefs. Some 
few errors we Have ijpted ; but our Au¬ 
thor, being fupported by the authority of 
Dr. yobnjon, perhaps will be well con¬ 
tented to proteil himfelf under the IhicIJ 
of that Ajax in P>iiglifh Literature. Bi* 
angulous is a word inferted from the 
Folio, we think without any good au¬ 
thority. Cantata is defined generally as 
^ tong, though, in Englifh, rfcitalin.'e'\^ 
afwa) s implied in the idea. Dm is cited 
as one of the meanings of the w'oid 
frousy, though the authority of Snvift 
quoted for it by Dr. Johnfon is at bell 
ambiguous. 

The word piracy is fpelt with an s ; 
but this is evidently an eiror of the prefs. 
For theie and fuch like tiivial miftakes 
Mr. Jones makes a inodetl and wile apo¬ 
logy in his pietatoiy Adveitilyr.ent, as 
Well as for the extreme minutciicls of the 
letter In which the work is ju'Intcd. 
This, indeed, was an evil unavoidable, 
wlicre mucli matter was to be iiicloled in 
a fmall and tome inconvenience to. 

us fpetlafled Cutta is, as our Author 
fuggclls, no material ohjeilion to a book, 
which is rather to be occafionally con- 
Julted than regularly perufed.

Chap. V. Tranlaflions at Clowey, 
and on our journey, till our arrival at 
the Copper-mine River.—“ During our 
Itay at Clowey we were joined by up¬ 
wards of five hundred ^ndians from dif- 
tcient quarters, moft of whom built *ca- 
nqps at this place j bift as I wa<! under 
the proteftion of a principal man, no 
one offered to moleft me, nor can I lay 
they were very clamorous for any thing 
I had. This was undoubtedly owing to 
Matonabbec’s informing them oi my 
true fituation, which was, that I had 
not, by any means, fufficicnt necelTai'ies 
formyielf, much Icfs to give away. In 
the night (of the 28th of May, 1771) 
one of Matonabbce’s wives and another 
woman eloped.. It was I'uppofed they 
went off to the Eaftward, in order to 
meet their former hulbands, from whom 
they had been feme time befoie taken by 
force. This aft'air made mere nolle .and 
biilile than I could iiave fuppofed ; and 
Matonabbee feemed entirely dikoncLited, 
and quite inconfolable for the lol's of his 
vyife. She was certainly by far the hand- 
foiralf of all his flock, of a moderate 
five, and had a fair complexion j Ihe ap¬ 
parently pofl'efjcd a^mild temper, and very 
engaging manners. In faiH:, flic feemed 
to have eveiy good quality that could be 
expected in a Northein Indian woman, 
and that could render her an agreeable 
companion to an inhabitant of this part 
of the world. She had not, however, 
appeared happy in her late fituation, and 
chole rather to be the foie wife of a 
I’prighi ly young fellow of no noMkhough 
very capable of maintaining flPf* 
to have the feventh or eighth lhareofthe 
affcilion of the gieateftman in the coun- 
try. 

“ I am forry to mention an incident 
which happened while we were building 
the canoes at Clowey, and which by no 
means does honour to Matonabbee : it 
is no Icfs a crime than that of having 
aflirally Itabbed the hulband of the above 
mentioned girl in three places, and, had 
it not been for timely afliftance, would 
certainly have murdered him, for no 
other reafon than becaufe lhe_ poor maa 
had fpokeii'difrefpeftfully of him for 
having taken away his wife by force. 
The cooj deliberation with whicli Mato¬ 
nabbee committed this bloody a^iog 


convinced fne It had been a long preme¬ 
ditated defign ; for he no Iboner neard of 
the rnan’s arrival, than he opened one 
of his |vives bundles, and with the: 
reateft compofure took out a new iong- 
andled knife, went into the man’s tent^ 
and, without any preface whatever, took 
him by the collar, and began to execute 
hi% horrid defign. The poor man, anti¬ 
cipating his danger, fell on his face, and 
called /or affi^fance, but before any could 
be had he received three wounds in the 
back; fortunately for him, they all hap¬ 
pened on the fhoulder-blade, fo that his 
life was I'pared. Wheai Matonabbee 
returned to his tent, after committing 
this horrid deed, he fat down as com- 
polcdly as if nothing had happened, called 
for vv:4er to wafh his bloody hands and 
knife, lir»ked his pipe as ulual, feemed 
to be perfeflly at eale, and a&ed if I 
did not think he had done right ?—It ha^ 
ever been the cuftom among thofe people 
for i he men to wrettle for any woman to 
whom they are attached, and, of cour/e, 
the ftro»ge(t party always can tes off the 
prire s A weak man, unlcl's he be a 
good liuntcr, and well-beloved, is feldom 
permitted to keep a wife that a ftrdnger 
man thinks vVorth his notice; fur at anv 
time wlien the wives of thole frrong 
wreftltTs art heavy-laden either with furs 
or piovifions, they make no fcniplc of 
tearing any other man’s wife fj;om his 
bolbm, and make her bear a part of his 
luggage. This cuftom prevails through¬ 
out all their tribes, and caufes a great 
fpirit of emulation among their youth, 
who are upon all occafions, from theii 
childhood, trying their ftrength and fkik 
in wieftling. This enables them to pro- 
tefl their property, ftnd particularly 
their wives, from the hai)ds of thole 
pjwerful ravifhers, fome of whom make 
almoft a livelihood by taking yhat they 
plcafc from the weaker parties, without 
making them any return. Indeed, it is 
reprefented as an aft of great genero/ity, 
if they condefeend to make an unequal 
exchange ; as, in general, abufe and in- 
f'ult are the only return for the lofs which 
is fiiftained. 

“ The way in which they tear the 
women an^ other property from one aao> 
thcr, though it has the appearance of 
the greateff brutality, can fcarceiy be 
called fighting: I never knew any of 
them receive die leaft hurt in thefe ren¬ 
contres ; the whole bufinefs conlifts in 
handling each othcr.about by the tuir of 
the head j they are feldom known either 
to ftrike or kick one another. It is noe 
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.uncommon for one of them to cut off his 
hair, and to grcafe his ears, immediately 
before the conteft begins. This, how¬ 
ever, ib done piivately j and jt ^s fome- 
tinies truly l.iughable to lee one of the 
parties llriitting about with an air of 
importance, and calling out, “ Where 
is he ? why docs he not come out * 
when the other will bolt out with a 
clcaii-lhorned head andgreafed cau, rtifli 
on his antagonift, fei7c him by thf hair, 
.and, though perhaps a much wc.iker man, 
i'oon drag him to the grov while tlie 
ftronger is not able to’lay hoM on him. 
It is vciy frequent on thole occaiions fbr 
each party to have ipies, to watch the 
other’s motions, which puts them more 
on a footing of equality. For want of 
hair to pull, they Iciie erch otlieic about 
the wailt, with legs wide extciuled, .and 
try their Urcngth, by endeavouring to 
iriewhocan fint throw the other down.”

“ Their difpolilions arc in general 
morofe and co\etou.s, and tliey leem to 
be entirely unacquainted even with the 
name ot jrirtitude. Thi y are forever 
pleading pf'vci ty, v. cn among themfelve’s, 
and when tliey \ ifit the lactoi^', thcie is 
Hot one of them that has not a tliouf'iid 
wants. When any real dii.refied objefls 
prellut t’*Tnlcl\eb .at tiie Company’s fac¬ 
tory, they aic always relieved with 
victuals, clo.aths, medieines, and every 
other nec;;l!r.iy, gr.alis ; and, in return, 
they jnftrll^f eveiy one ol their country- 
men how t<' behav'* in orde'r to obtain the 
lame cha: !:y. Thus, it is very common 
to fee hotli mi n and women come to tlie 
fort hair ij.akeci, wlieu either the leveie’ 
cold in winter, or the extreme troublc- 
Ibmencfs ot the flies in fummer,, make it 
nccetfary fcr every part to be covered. 
On thole cccafions tliey aie (eldom at a 
lofs for a plaufiliic ftcry, which they re- 
late .as the crcalion of their clillrel's (whe¬ 
ther real or prctemdcd), *ind never tail to < 
interlard their hiftoiy with plenty of 
fighs, tears, and groans, Ibmciimes af¬ 
fixing to be l.ime, and even blind, in 
order to excite pity. Indeed, I know of 
no people th.at have more conflnand of 
their paflions on fiich occafions j and in 
this lef'peX the women exceed the men, 
as I can affirm with ti utb ; I have feen 
/bme of them with one fide of the fate 
bathed in tears, while the other h.is ex¬ 
hibited a fig.iilicant linile. Falle pre- 
fttets for obtaining charity are fo com¬ 
mon among thole‘people, aixi fo often 


deteXed, that the Governor is fr^qtjently 
obliged to turn a deaf car to many who 
apply for relief; for if he did not, he 
might givevaway the whole ol the Com- 
p.any’s goods, and by degrees all the 
Ncrthern tribe would make a trade of 
begging, inftead of bringing furs to 
purchale wh.at they want. It may be 
truly laid, that they pofl'el's a confiderable 
degree of deceit, and are very complete 
adepts in'the art tf flattery, whifh they 
never fpare aslongf.s they find it conduces 
to their intcreft, bwt not a momeht 
longer. They take care always to feen^ 
attached to a new Governor, and flatter 
hispiide by telling him that they look 
up to him as the lather of their tribe, 
on whom they can fately place their de- 
pcndancc ; and they never fiiil to depre¬ 
ciate the generoiitv of his prcdecelfor, 
howevei cxtenfive tlmt might have been, 
however humane or difintcrefted his con- 


duX ; and if afperfing the old, and flat- 
tcriiig the new Governor, has not the 
dvi.ie-d effeX in a rcaf«nable time, they 
re-pieleiit him as the woift of charaXers, 
and tell him to his lace th.at he is the 
iTicft cruel of m>-. i that he- has no feel¬ 
ing ror the didreil’e-s of their tribe, and 
that many have peiiflied for want of pro¬ 
per afliflance- (which, ifit be true*, is only 
the-wantof humanity among theniielve^) ; 
and then they boall t f having received 
untimes the favours and pre'feiits from 
his predeceflbr. It is remarkable, that 
thole aie mod lavilh in their prailes, who 
h ive never either deferved or received any 
favours from him. In time, however, 
this language alio ceafes, and they aie 
perfeXly reconciled to the man whom 
they would willingly have made a fool, 
and lay, “ he is no child, and not to be 
deceivedby them. ’ ’ 

“ TflkdilTer fo much from the reft 
of mankiml, that hailh uncourlcous ul'agc 
feems to agree lietter with the generality 
of them, particularly the lower clal's, 
than mild treatment j for if the Jeaft re- 
IjieX be ftie-wn them, it makes them in¬ 
tolerably infoleiit; and though Ibine of 
their leaders may be exempt from this im¬ 
putation, yet there arc few even of them 
who have lenfe enough to fet a proper 
value on the favours ami indulgences 
which are granted to them while they 
remain at the Company’s faXorics, or 
elfcwhere within their territories. Ex¬ 
perience has convinced me, that by keep¬ 
ing a Northern Indian at a aiftance, lie 
may be made fcrviccable both to himlelf 
and the Company j hut by giving biii^ 
tilt lead indulgence at the lUXqry, lie 





will grow Indo!eat» ina£llve» and trou- 
blelbme» and only «ontrive methods to 
tax tht; generolity of an European. 

“ The greatett parli of thefe people 
' never ,fail to dcfratid Europeans when¬ 
ever it is in their power, and take every 
method to overreach them.ia the way of 
trade} they will difguiie their perloi^ 
and change their names in order to defratm 
them of their lawful debts, which they 
aie Ibmetimes permitted to C(y>tra6t at 
the Company's J'aflory; and all debts 
that are outltanding at the fucceflion of 
a new Governor are entirely loft, as they 
always declare, and bring plenty of wit- 
nclhfs to prove, that they were paid long 
before, but that their ivames had been 
forgotten to be ftruck out of the book. 

Notwithftandingall thofe bad qualities, 
they are the mildeft tribe of Indians that 
trade at any of t^ie Company's fettlements, 
and, a^the greateftpart of thtm are ne\er 
heated with liquor, are always in their 


fenfta, and neverproceed to riot’* 
violence beyond bad language. 

” The men are in generS very 
of %heir wives 5 and I make no doubt but 
the lame fpirit reigns among the w6mnt} 
but they are kept fo much In awe or 
their hulbands, tmtthe liberty of think¬ 
ing is the greateft pl'ivilege they enjey. 
The preience of a Northern Indiaaman 
ftrikes a peculiar awe into his wives, a« 
he always aft'umes the lame aitthority 
over them t^at the malter of a family iij 
Europe uiually does over his dotoeftic 
lervants.” ^

This }c%nied man perhtps owed his 
great and extenflve application of mind 
to a particular accident. He was natu- 
rally of a very lively difpofition. Chi 
fltting one day under a pear-tree in the 
yard of the boarding-houfe at Harrow, 
where he was at I'chool, fome of the 
fr^it‘fell off, and there was a general 
fcramble of the Ijoys that were near the 
tree for itpoor youbg Jones had his 
thigh broken in the prcl's, and was di- 
rerily conveyed to bed, where he lay 
for a long time, and contracted a love of 
reading from the books that were 
brought to amufe him. 

Sir Willianfi gave an ample tedi- 
mony m his belief of Chridianity in a 
blank leaf of one„of his Arabic MSS. 
His defence of the Chronology of Mo- 
fes, againft the wild fydenis of the 
Eadcrn Philolbphers, is pruferved in 
the Aflatic Tranfaftions. The lad a^t 
of his life was an aft of homage to the 
Supreme Being, who, in kindnefs to 
mankind, alTorded them a difpenfation 
of his will, and brought life and immor¬ 
tality to light. Sir William died in a 
kneeling attitude in his clol'ei, with his 
hands clafped together, and his eyes 
turned up toi^ards Heaven. « 

Sir William Jones's opinion of the 
Bible was written at the end of one be¬ 
longing to him, as follows : 

I have regularly and attentivcljr 
read thefe Holy Scriptures, and iam of 
opinion, that this Volumiii^ indepcii- 
denily of its divine origin, contains 
more fublimiiy and beauty, more pure 
morality, niuie important hidory, and 
finer drains of poetry and elocuence, 
than can be collected from all other 
books, in whatever age or language 
they may have been compol’ed.” 

Sir William Jones, India has lod 
her great'ed ori\ament, the Commeura- 
tor of her Poetry,the Invcdigalor of her 
Hidory, and the Elueidator of her An¬ 
tiquities, her Lhws, her Manners, and 
her Opinions.

him on the part of the Executive 
Direflory, with that franknefs and that 
fpint of conciliation which correfpond 
with the juft and pacific intentions of 
his Court.

Confidential Memorial, on tbe-principal 
OhjeSi of Refiitulion, Compenfation, 
and Rcaprocal Arrangement. 

The principle, alrcadjf eflablilhed, as 
the bafwof the Negociation, bjr thecon- 
fent of the two Governments, is founded 
on Reftitutions to be made by His Bri- 
tannick Majefty to France, incomptnfa- 
tion for the arrangements to which that 
Power may eonfent, in order to fatisfy 
the juft pretenfions of the Allies of the 
King, and to preferve the political 
balance of Europe. ^ « 

In order to accompliCi.thefc Objects, 
in the manner the raoft comoleat, and 
to offer a frcfli proof of the fineerity of 
hiswiflvee for the re-eftablilht8ent of 
general tranquillity, His Majefty, would 
broBofe, that there Ihould be glve^ to 
VtfL. XX?CJ. Jan. » 797 » 
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this pi^nciple, on each fide, all tBe latl^i 
tude of which it may be fufCcptibie. 

J. His Majefty demands therefore, 
ill. The reftitutioh, to His Majejfty 
the Emperor and King, of all his domi* 
nions, on the footing of the Stains ante 
Bellum. 

2(1. Th% re-tftablilhmcnt of Peace 
between the (Sermanic Empire and 
France, by a fuitable arrangement, 
conformable to the refpedlive interefts, 
and to the general fafety of Europe* 
This arrangement to be negociated wjth 
His ImperiBl Majefty as conftitutiotial 
Head or the Empire, either by the .in* 
terv^tion of the King-, or immediately, 
as His Imperial Majefty lhall prefci*.. 

3d. The evacuation of Italy bj the 
French troops, with an engagement not 
to interfere in the internafaffairsof that 
country j which Ihould be re-eftabl^hed, 
as far as polFible, upon the footing of 
the Status ante Bellum, 

In the courfe Df the Negociation, n 
more detailed difeuflion may be entered 
into of the further meafures which it 
may be pniper to adopt, refpedliiig the. 
objeCls of thefe three Articles, in order 
to the prtwiding more effedluaily for the 
future fccurity of the refpedlive limita 
and poffelfions, and for.the'in^DMiance 
of general tranquillity. 

II. With regard to the other .^es 
of His Britannic Majefty, His JV^efty 
demands, that there be refervety to Her’ 
Majefty the Emprefs of all the Ruftiat* 
a full and unlimited power ((f taking 

S art in this Negociation, wbefiever j(he i 
lay think fit, or ef acceding to the 
Definitive Treaty, and there^ retpm- 
ing to a ftaie of Peace with. Finance. ^ 
III His Majefty alfo denyuids, thb( 
Her Moll Faithful Majefty maj be com¬ 
prehended in this Negociation, and may' 
return to a Hate of peace with France, 
without any ceilioil or burthenfome con|, 
dition on either fide. 

IV. On thefe conditions^ His Majefty 
offers’ to France the entire and unre. 
ferved reftitution. of all the Conquefts 
which jie has made on that Power in 
the Eift’and Weft Indies, prbpofing at 
the fame time that a'mutual underftand- 
ing fiioold be eftabliflied as to , the 
means of fecuring for the future the 
tranquillity of the two Nations, and of 
confolidating, as much as pojfibtd^ 
advantages«their refpefiive poffeffioni. 
His Mijcfty offers, in. iUui Auumer, 
O iht 
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the reftitution of theltlands of St. rierre 
and Miquelon, and of the Filhery of 
Newfoundland, on the footing of the 
Status ante Bellum. 

But if, in addition to this, His Majedy 
were to wave the right, given to him 
by the exprefs ftipulationsof the Treaty 
of Utrecht,'of oppofing the ceffion of« 
the Spaniih pan of St. Domingo to 
France, His Majefty would then de¬ 
mand, in return for tivs cohcelfion, a 
compenfation, which might fecure, 
at lead in fomc degree, the mainte¬ 
nance of the balance of the rcfpeftive 
poITelfions in that part of the world. 

V. In all the cafes of celTions or 
reditutions, which may come in quedion 
inthecourfe of this Negotiation, there 
IhoujTbe granted on each fidt^, to all 
individuals, the mod unlimited right to 
li'ithdraw with their familjes and their 
property, and to fell their land and 
other, immoveable pofTeffions ; 3nd 
adequate arrangements ftiould alfo be 
made, in the courfe of this Negotiation, 
for the removal of all fequedrations, 
and for the fatisfaftjon of the jud 
tiaiins which individuals on either fide 
may have to make upon thq. refptftivc 
Governments.

COKYltl^STIAL MFMOR.IAL ON THE 

PEACE WJTH SPAIN AND HOE- 

EAND. 

THE Allies of France not having 
hitherto exprelTed any defirc or difpoli- 
lion to treat with the King, His Ma- 
jedy might have forborne to enter into 
any detail on th'j|ir account; but in 
order to avoid any details prejudicial 
to the great objeft which the King has 
in view, and to accelerate the work, of 
a General Peace, 'His Majedy will not 
refule to explain himiclf in the fird 
ludance on the,points which concern 
thofe Powers. If, then, the Catholic 
King Ihould defirc to be comprehended 
in this Negociation, or to be allowed to 
accede to the Definitive, Treaty, this 
v.ov.ld meet with no ob'lacle on the part 
of iUs Majedy. Nothing having 
hifheico been conquered by*8ither of 
the two do.ercigns from the other, no 
other point could, at the prefent mo¬ 
ment, come into qneltion but that of the 
re-edablilhment of Peace, limply, and 
without any reditution or compenfation 
whatever, except fuch as might poidbly 
refult from the application of the prin- 
declared at ih* cod of th« foiwth 
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article of the Memorial already delivereA 
to the Minider for Foreign Affairs. 

But if, during the Negociation, any 
alteration Ihoufd take place in the date 
of things, in this refpedl, it will the^ 
be proper to agree upon the reditu- 
tions and compcnfaclons to be made on 
each fide. 

With regard to the Republic of the 
United Provinces,HU Britannic Majedy 
and hU A*llies find ttfemfelvcstoo nearly 
intereded in the pdlicical fituation of 
tUofe Provinces to be able to confent 
in their favour to the re-efiablilhment 
of the St/itus ante Bellum as with 
refpert to territorial poflelfions, unlels 
Fra nee could, on her, part, reIndate 
them in all reCpefts in the fame politi¬ 
cal fituation m which they dood before 
the War. > 

If at lead it were* poffible to re- 
edablilh in thofe Provinces, agreeably 
to what is believed to be the wilh of ,a 
great majority of the inhabitants, their 
ancient Cbnditution and form of 
Government, his Majedy might then 
be difpofed to relax, in their favour, 
from a very confiderable part of the con¬ 
ditions on which the prefent date of 
things obliges him to infid. 

But if, on the contrary, it is with 
the Republic of Holland, in its prefeijf 
(late, that their Britannic and Imperial 
Majefties will have to treat, they will 
feel tliemfcivts obliged to feek in 
territorial acqiiilitions, thofe compenfa- 
t'ons, and that fecurity, which Inch a 
date of things will have rendered 
iiul'fpenfible to them. 

Reftitutions of any kind, in favour 
of Holland, could in that cafe be 
admitted in fo far only as they lliall be 
compenfated by arrangements calcu¬ 
lated to contribute to the fecurity of the 
Audrian Netherlands. The means of 
accomplifliing this objeft will be found 
in the celfions which France has exafied 
in her Treaty of Peace with Holland, 
and the poffellion of which by that Power 
would in any cafe be abfolutely incom- 

S atible with the fecurity of the Auflrraa 
fctherlands, in the handaof his Impe¬ 
rial Majedy. 

It is on thefe principles that hie 
Britannic Majedy would be ready to. 
treat for the re -edabiilhment of Peace 

with the Republicof Holland in jts pre¬ 
fent date. The details of fuch ad if. 
cudion mud ncceffarily lead to the con- 
fideration of what would be due to the 
intered and the righo of the Houfe of 
OAnge.

Mr. Ellis returned here from London 
♦n Thurfday laft/ the i^th inftant, at 
five P, M. and delivered to me the 
dilpatches No. 11 and 12, with which 
he was charged by your Lord (hip. 

Although nothing can be clearer, 
more ably' drawn up, or more fatif- 
fadfory, than the inftruftions they 
contain, yet as if was of * th« laft 
importance that IvCiould be completely 
mafter, of the fubjeft before I faw the 
French MiniRer, I delayed afking for a 
Conference till late on Friday evening, 
with a view that it (hould not take 
place till Saturday morning. 

He appointed the hour of eleven A, 
M< on that day, and it was near one be> 
fore we pmrted. Although what is faid 
by M. Delacrohe before he has com¬ 
municated with the Direftory cannot 
be confidered as officially binding, and 
probably may, in the event, be very dif¬ 
ferent from what 1 (hall hear when he 
fpcaks to me in their name, yet as it 
is impolfible they (hould not nearly 
conjcdlure the nature of the overtures 
I (hould make, and of courCe be pre- 
pared in feme degree for them, it is 
material that your Lord(bip (hould be 
^curately acquainted with the firft 
imprelTions they appear to make on M, 
Delacroix. 

I prefaced what I had to communicate 
with faying, that I now came authorifed 
toenter with him into deliberation upon 
ene of the moft important fubjedts that 
perhapj was ever brought into dif- 
cufilon—that its magnitude forbade all 
JineJfe, excluded all prevaricarion, fuf- 
pended all prejudices, and that as 1 had 
It in command to fpeak and adt with 
freedom and truth, I expedledthat he, 
on hU part, would confidcr thefe as the 
only means, which could or ought to be 
employed if he wilh»d.to fee a Negocia.- 
(ion, in which the happinefs of millions 
was involved, terminate fuccefsfuliy. 
That, for greater prec’lbn, and with 
a view to be clearly underfiood in what 
i was about to propofe, I would give 
him a (Confidential Memorial, accompa¬ 
nied by an Official Note, both of which, 
when he ha4 perufed them, would 
fpeak for themfelves. The Memorial 
contained the .conditions, on the ac- 
which His Majefiy 
confidered the refioratiun of Peace to 
depend. The Note was expreffive of 
hii.Majefty’s readinefs to ^nter into any 
fX^iaaatioo required by the pirefitory 
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on’ the fubjedf, or w reesaire any Cburrct 
Projeii refiing on the fame bafia, whiei^ 
the lAredkory might be difpofed to givti 
in. That, moreover, -1 did not he- 
fitate declaring to him, in conformity M 
the principles which I had laid down, 
andjtrom which I certainly never flioul 4 
.depart at any period of the Negocia# 
tion, that I was prepared to anfwer anjt 
queftioDS, explain and elucidate any 
poirfts, oq which it was polfible to forefee 
that doubts or ntifeonceptions c mid aril'a 
on the confideration of thefe Papers, 
And having faid thus much,l had only 
to remark, that I believed, in nofirai- 
lar Negociation which had ever taken 
place, any Minifter was authorifed, in 
the firft inftance, to go fo fully intq 
the tfifculfioa as I now was—That f 
was fufe neither the truth, of this rt- 
mark, nor the mafiifeft conclufion to 
be drawn from it, would efcape M. 
Delacroix’s obfervation. 

I then put the two Papers into hia 
hands. He began by reading the Note, 
on which of courfe he could only exprela ' 
fatisfaftion. After perufing the Cob- 
(jdential Memorial with all the attention 
it deferved, he, after a (hort pau(b,fBid|, 
that it ajllicared to him to be Uabk 
to infurinoiintable objefilions } that it 
feemed A him to require much more 
than it conceded, and, in the event, 
not to leave France in a fijuation of 
proportional greainefs to the Power» 
of Eucope. He faid, the A£l «f their 
Confiitution, according to the manner 
in which it was interpreted iy tbe bejt 
Publidjis (and this phrafe is worthy 
remark^, made it impoifible for the 
Republic todo what we required. The- 
Auftrian NetherUnfis were annexedtw 
it} they could not he dilpofcd of without 
flinging the nation into all theconfufiow 
whichmuft follow a cpnvucation of the 
Primary Alfemblies} and he faid, he 
was rather furprifed that Great Bri» 
tain fhouid bring this forward as the 
governing condition of the Treaty, fincq* 
he thought he had, in fume of our late 
converfations, fulIy explained the nature 
of their Cbnftitution to me. 1 replied, 
that every thing I had heard, from him 
on thi#4jpint was perfeflly in my re- 
cnlledtion, as it probably was in hisj 
that though I had liflened te him witft . 
that attention I always *afForded> to 
every thing he faid, yet I had never 
made him any Ibrt of reply, and bad 
neither admitted tior controveiited hit 
opinion ; that although 1 believed I 
could eafily dafprove tbii^ opinion from 
G a tine 
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the rptrit of the French Conftitution 
itfelf} yet the difcuifiOD of that.Coo* 
Hitution t^as perfe£tiy foreign to the 
•bje£f of my miflion { nnce* even allow¬ 
ing his two pofitiont, vi;(. thtc the re* 
troceiOon of the Aufttian Netherlands 
' was incompatible with their Laws, and 
that we ought to have known that be-c 
forehand ; yet that thereexifteda Drcif 
public in Europe, paramount to any 
Droit public they might ^hink prope'r to 
eftabliih within their own dominions ; 
and- that if their Conftitution was 
publickly known, the Treatielt cxifting. 
iietween hit MajeRy and the Empe¬ 
ror were at leaft equally public, and 
in thefe it was clearly and dillinClIy 
enounced, that the Two Contradbng 
Parties reciprocally promife not Aj lay 
down their arms without the rclVitution 
of-all the dominions, territories, &c. 
which may have belonged to either of 
them before the W-ir. That the da'e 
of this ftipulation was previous to their 
annexing the AuRrian Netherlands to 
' France; and the notoriety of this 
uBght, at the very moment when they 
had paired that Law, to have convinced 
them, that^ if adhered to, it muR prove 
an infurmountablc obRaclc to Peace. 
1 ajiplied his maxim to the WcR India 
IRands, and to the fettlemen^s in the 
Eaft Indies; and alked him, Whether 
it was exycfled that wc were ro wave 
our right of poflclfion, and be required 
iitll to conRder them as integrfji parts 
of the French Republic which muji be 
reAoreci, and on which no value was 
to be fet in the balance of compenfa- 
tion ? J alfo Rated the poffible cafe 
^ France having loR part of what Ibe 
deemed her integraf dominions, inRead 
of having added tothem in the courfe of 
the War, and whether then, under the 
apprehenfian of Rill greater Ioffes, the 
‘Government, as it was now compofed, 
ihould confider itfel? as not Vefted 
with powers fufficient to fave their 
country from the impending danger, 
by making Peace on tne conditions of 
facriheing a portion of their dominion; 
to fave the remainder ? M. Delacroix 
faid, thi; V..1S Rating a cafe of necelfity, 
and fuch a mode of reafoning eiid not 
attach to the . prefent circupnRances. 
{ rcfdily admitted the RrR part of thi; 
projmition, hut contended, that if the 
potVer exifled in a cafe of neceflity, • 
It equally exiRed in all others, and 
particularly in the caft before us,,flnce 
he hitnfeif had repeatedly told iire th;|t 
PcacoMVas wb^t thi| Country apid 
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GnvernmeBt wiflied for, and even 
wanted. 

M. Delacroix, in reply, fliifted his 
ground, and fey a Rring of’arguments 
founded on premifes calculated for this 
purpofc, attempted to prove, that from 
the relative fuuation of the adjacent 
Countries, the prefent Government of 
France would be reprchenfihle in the 
extreme, and deferve impeachment, if 
they t«/cr fuffered thfe Netherlands to be 
feparated from their (lominions; that by 
the partition of Poland, Rullia, AuRria, 
and Prullia, had increafed their powe-r 
to a iiviR furmidable degree; that Eng¬ 
land, by its conqueRs, and by the 
aftivity and judgment with which it 
governed its Colonies, had doubled its 
ftrength.—Your Indian Empire alone, 
faid M. Delacroix with vehemence, has 
enabled you to fiibfidiie all the Powers 
of Europe againR us, and your mo¬ 
nopoly of trade has put you in pelfeiliou 
of a fund of inexhauRihlc wealth. 
His words were : “ Votre Empire duns 
t^lnde •vous a fourm les Muyens de fuiary 
routes les Vmffances contre nous, et vous 
avt% accapucc le Commerce de Mam ere 
me toutfs les Ricbeffes du Monde fe ver^ 
/ent dans VOS Coffres." 

From the ntcefliiy that France Ihould 
keep the Netherlands and the ^.eiV 
Bank of the Rhine fur the purpofe of 
preferving its relative fuuation in 
Europe, he p-affed to the advantages 
which he contended would refult to the 
other Powers by fucH an addiiion tq 
the French dominions. Belgium (tpuie 
his word) by belonging to .France, 
would remove what had been the 
fuurce of all VVars for two centuries 
paR, and the Rhine, being the natural 
boundary of France, would enfure the 
tranquillity of Europe for two centuries 
to come, i did not feel itnecelTary tq

bility of admitting an extenfio^n of the 
Jiniits of fiance op the fide rf Cleriiia- 
yiv. But as the French Minifter no 
iels lireniitiully cppoled the rcftitiittou 
of the Netlici lands to the Emperor 
than I teiianoufly infilled upon it, 
the further eptitnlion of my claim could 
mot of courfc become a fubjetbof argu- 
ment. 

I believe I have now, wjth a tolcnble* 
degree of accuracy, intormcfl \our 
LordOiipof all that the Efciich Miniftcr 
laid on mv opening myfelf to him on 
that part of niv inftriiclionj whicn more 
iinmetlijtely relates to Peace between 
^Jreai Biiram, his Imperial 'Majeily, 
and I*i-ance.' It remains with me to 
inforrn your I,ornniip what pnfiTcd be¬ 
tween us on the lubjetl of our refpec- 
tivc Allies. 

On the artVles referving a right to 
the Court of ft. Pctcrfliurgli, and to 
yhat of Lifb.UK to accede to the Trtaty 
of Peace on tij'i ftricl Stnfus antr Bfi- 
/?/!«, the Fremh Minil'ter made no other 
rtiTiirk thrn by mentioning the Allies 
of itic Rtpublu, and by t'Ujuinng 
whetliTr I w,«, prepared to- fay any 
thing re'lative to their intereftf, wliicli 
fcrtainiy the Republic could never 
abandon. This afforded me rheoppor- 
tuniry of tivu.g in the Confidential 
Memorial B rel-uive to Spain and Hol¬ 
land, and I prefaced it by repeating to 
him the fubflarce of the firtl part of 
your Lordlkip's No. 12. ^ 

Although I had toucheS upon the 
fti^jtfl of the Spanifli parr of St. 
Dommeo, when 1 had been fptaking 
to M. Delacroix on the Peace with 
France, yet, as it did nor become a 
matter of difcuHinn between us till 1 
came to mention the Peace with Spain, 

I thought It berter to plate all that 
aalRd OD the fuoj. 61 tn this part of iny 
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difpatchj it was the only-point on which 
he entered, but I by no means tiifcr 
from his nor bringing forward lome 
claims for Spain, that we are not to hear 
of any in the ccurfe of the Ncgocia- 
tioii; on the contrary, I have little 
doubt that many, and moft of them 
inadimiriblc, will be made before it 
can end. He, however, was filcnt on 
them at this moment, and confined all 
htfihad fo fay to combating the idea that 
Spain was bouiVl oy the Treaty of 
UtrLi.hr not to alienate ner polTeirions 
in America. J had rlie Article couK-d 
in my pocket, and I read it to him. 
He confellcd it was clear and explicit, 
but that circunlftances ha<l fo materially 
altered fiiice the year 1713, that en¬ 
gagements made then ought not to be 
funfulcred as in ft-rce now. I fai.d fh<it 
the fpirit (jf the Article itfelf went to 
provide for dillant contingencies, not 
for ivhat was exptAed to liapjien at 
or near the time whep the Treaty 
was nude, and that it was becaufe 
the alteruion of circumflancts he al¬ 
luded to was foreleen as poflible, that 
the cl.iuic was inl'erted ; and that if 
Spam paid any regard to the faith of 
'Preaties, Ihe mufi. confider herfelf a& 
no Ids ftritHv bound by this claufe 
now, than at the moment when iicvas 
drawn i p. 1 went on by faying, that 
it did not, however, appeftr quire im- 
polfible tl at this point might be fettled 
without much difficulty } and that means 
might be devifed that his Catholic 
Majefty ffioiild not break his faith^ 
and both England and France be equal y 
fatisfied. 1 then held out to him, but 
in general teims, that cither Spain 
might regain her part of St. Do¬ 
mingo, bv making lome confiderahle 
cefiion to Great Britain and France, as 
the price of I’tacc, or that, in return 
for leaving the w hole of St. Domingo to 
Frarice, we fliould retain either Mani- 
nico (r St. Lucia and Tobago. M. 
Delacroix lifttned with degree of 
attention to thele propolals,. but he was 
fearful of committing himfclf by any 
exprefFu n of approbation, and he dil- 
mifled the fubjeff of the Court of. 
Madrid, by obferving, that France 
never would forfakc the intcrclls of it^ 
Allies. * 

Our converfation on thofe of i.s other 
Ally, Holland, was much longer, a; 
tfte wording of the Memorial inevita¬ 
bly led at once deep into the fubject. 

'M. Delacroix afTefted to'treat any 
deviation from ihc Treaty of Peace. 

con^fiK^i^ 
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concluded between France and that 
Country, or any refloration of Terri¬ 
tories acquired under that Jl'reaiy to 
France, as 'juite imprafilicabie. He 
treated as equally injprafticable a.ny at¬ 
tempt at reftoring the ancient Form of 
Giivernmeiit in the Seven United Pro¬ 
vinces. He talked with an air of tri¬ 
umph of the cftablifhmcnt of a National 
Convention at the Ha^ue, and w|jh an 
affeftaiion of feeling^ that by it itie 
caiife of Freedom had extended itlelf 
over (iich a large number of People. 
He however, was ready to confei’s, that 
from the great Ioffes the Dutch Re¬ 
public had full.iined in its Colonies, 
and particularly from the weak man¬ 
ner in which they had defended them, 
it could not beexpedfed that his Majefty 
would conl'ent to a full and complete 
rcffitiition of thenf, ^nd that it was 
reafonable that foine fliould be facri- 
fieed ; and he alked me if 1 could in¬ 
form him how far bur views extended 
on tills point ? —1 faid, I had reafon to 
believe that what his Majefty would 
require would be poffeffions and fcttle- 
liients which would not add either to 
the power or wealth of our Indian 
dominions, but only tend to fecure to 
us their fafe and unmolefted pofftftion. 
Yojfcniean by this, faid M. Debicroix, 
the Cape ancf Trincomale? I faid, 
they certainly cameunder that deferip- 
tioij; and I faw little profpeft of their 
being reftored to the Dutch. Monf. 
Delacroix launched forth on this into a 
moft laboured differtation on the value 
of the Cysc of Good Hope, which he 
did not confider at all as a J>ott de 
teldche, but as a poffeffion which, in 
our* hands, \vould become one of the 
moft fertile and moft produflive Colo¬ 
nies in theEaft; and, according to his 
eftimation of it, he did not fcruple to 
affert, that it would ultimately be an 
acqnifiiion of infinitely greater import¬ 
ance to England than that of the Ne¬ 
therlands to France } and, if acquiefeed 
in, Ihould >e reckoned as a full and 
ample con.penfation for them. He 
added, “ If yo« are matters of the Cape 
and Trincomale, we fhall hold all our 
fettlements in India, and the Iflands of 
France and Ilourbon, entirely at the 
tenure of your will and pleafure ; they 
will be ours only as long as you choofe 
we lltouid retain them. You will be 
Idle matters in India, and we fhall be 
entirely dependent upon you.” 1 re¬ 
peated to him, that it was as means of 
iefeneg, not of offence, that theTe 


poffeffions would be tnfifted on; antf 
that, if the matter was fairly and 
difpaftionittely difeuffed, he would 
find that they afforded us a great tddi>- 
lional fecurity, but no additional power 
of attack, even if we were difpofed to 
difturb the peace of that part of the 
world. If thtfe, and perhaps fom'e few 
other not very material luttlcme.ots be¬ 
longing, to the Dutch, were to be in- 
fifted upon, aitd if Jic'would be plcafed 
to enumerate all we Ihould Hill have to 
reftore to them, while they had notiiin j- 
to reftore to England, it was inipof. 
fible not to confider the terms on wliich 
his Majefty propofed Peace to Holland 
as generous and liberal. 

M. Delacroix was not at all dirpufed to 
agree with,me on this point j and faid, 
Holland, ftiipt of thefe pofleflions, would 
be ruined. He then held out, but as if the 
idea had juft ciofted liis mind, tliepoffi. 
bility of imkmii^ing the Dutch for their 
Ioffes in J rdia, ^ giving them a traft of 
territory .towards the Mciife (I could not 
find out whether he meant Aix-la-Cha- 
pelle, Liege, or the countries of Julitrs 
and Berg), and hinted, that if this was n«t 
to be done, additional fugar ifland 
might, perhaps, be ceded to the Dutch 
Kepiiblic. { told him aji this might be^ 
come a lubje6l of future difcuffion j and 
I conceived, that if we could agree upon 
the moie effeutial points, tlieTrcatjfwould 
not bieakoffon thefe ftcondary confidera- 
tions. Our coiiverfation had now been 
extiemely long, and M. Delacioix'ended 
by laying, that, aliboiigh he had taken 
upon himlclfto enter with iiiethusfai upon 
the fiibje6t, yet I mult not confulei any 
thing he laid as binding, or as pledging 
the Kepublic, till fiich time as he bad laid 
the papers I had given him before the Di- 
recloiy; and, in order to do this with 
more accuracy, he agiin affked me, Whe¬ 
ther in his Report he was to ftate.the dif- 
unitiug Belgium from France as a fine 
qua non from which Ins Msjelty would not 
depait ? I replied, It moll certainly was a 
fine qua non from which his Majefty 
would not depart; and that any prppofal 
which would leave the Nctliei lands annexed 
to France would be attended with much 
greater beiftfit to that.Power, and lofs to 
the Allies,than (he prelent relative fituation 
ef the Belligerent Power, could entitle 
the French Govemnient to expeft, 

M. Delacroix repeated his concern at 
the * peremptory way in which I made this 
affertinn, and alked. Whether it would 
admit of no modification ?—I replied, If 
Fiance could) in a Ctnin-Projet, point 

out 
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««it H praflicable and acle<{\iate one, ftilJ 
keeping in view, that the Neihei lands mu(t 
not be French, or lilcely again tfo fall into 
the hands of France, Aich a proporal might 
certainly be taken into connderaiion. 

M. Delacroix by nomeans encouraged 
me to explain mylelf more billy j he re¬ 
peatedly faid, that this dilhciilty lelatwe 
to the Netherlands was one which could 
not be overcome. 

Juft as 1 was taking lefive of. Him, he 
begged nw to explain what was meant by 
the words in the memoire (A) in the +rli 
paragraph, beginning de s'futcn re mu- 
tuel'ement fur Ui Mdvem d'ajfurer^ atid 
ending at leun l>offiJfwn$ reffitHi-ViS, I 
told him it lefeirer) to the deftriiftive 
fyftem adopted by France lit the Weft 
Indies, and went to exprels g wi/h, that 
the two Powers fliould agiee on fome 
general and uniform i'yftem of internal 
police in the fetileinents theie, which 
would contHliiite to the/ecniity of thtl'e 
pofTeftiuns to the rrfpeili* countries, and 
at the fame time to the happincls pt cvtiy 
defer ption of inhabitants in them. 

M. Delacroix, a little hint at my ex- 
prelTion relative to the fyftem adopted by 
France, endeavoiiied to recrjminate on us} 
but he ended by faying, that they fhould 
certainly be williag to conci^ti m any ai - 
rangement iel.it'vie to the Negiocs, which 
did not militate againft the principles of 
their Obnftitution. Here out confeiencc 
ended, and as, during the whole touife of 
it, I bore in my mind the pofllbiiny, 
that although this our firll miglit be, the 
only favourable oppoitunfty 1 ihoi.l 1 ever 
have of Ipeaking on thegener.d piinciphs 
on which Ins Majelly was difpofcd to tieat, 

I endeavoured, |jy advening mfie or lets 
to almoft eveiy point in my inftruflions, 
to enable M. Delacicix (it he reports 
faithfully) to ftaie to the Dliedtoiy what 
I faid itT inch a manner as to put it out of 
their power to mifconceive what yveie ins 
Majefty’s intentions, to leinove all pofll- 
biliiy of cavil on this cafe, and t bung 
them to a clear and diftindt anfwci, whe- 
thcr they would agiee to open a Netbcia. 
tion on the piinciple of the Status ante 
Bellam,\}\- on one diffeiing from it only in 
form, not m fubftance, 1 hope in attempt¬ 
ing to do this 1 did not, in ttib firft m- 
ftance, commit myfelf, or dilcover mote 
of my inftiudf ions'than it became me to 
do, and that in the converfation with M. 
Delacroix nothing elcaped me which might, 

■t fome fubftquent period, hurt the pro- 
grefs of the Negociation. I iiave, 1 be¬ 
lieve, given this conference nearly verbatim 
td^oui Lordftiip) tmd 1 was particularly 


anxious to do this correflly and minutely, 
as well that you may judge on the propriety 
of what I faid myfelf, ^as that what M. 
Delacroix l$id to me m^y accurately 
known, and remain on record. 

It muft, however, be beirtenib'cred (as 
I obferved in the beginning of this dif- 
patch) that he fpoke from himleif, as 
Miniiler indeed, but not under the 
immediate inftrudtions of the Diredfofy, 
and this confiderfttinn will take a little 
away from the liligiilarity of fome of 
the poiitions he advanced. 

1 coi^efs, my Lord, from the civility 
of his mnners, and from his apparent 
rcadinefs to difcufs the fubje^t, the im- 
prelfion which remained im my mind on 
leaving him was, that the Negociation 
would go on, but be liable to fo many 
difficulties, and fume of them fo nearly 
itifurmountablc, that, knowing as I do 
the opinion of the Dire6tory, I faw 
little profpeft of its terminating fuc- 
ccLfuliy. B it -I did not expeA the 
coiidutt of tlie Direftory would imme¬ 
diately be fuch' as to evince a ma- 
nifelt inclination, and even determina¬ 
tion, to break off on the firft propofals ; 
and I was not a In tie furpnfed at re¬ 
ceiving, on Sunday, at three P. M. 
the inciofed letf r (A) from M. Dela¬ 
croix : he fent it by the Principal^^e- 
cneiary of his departmettt (M. Guirau- 
dei) wlio commiiiiicaced to me the ori¬ 
ginal of the arreieof the Direftory, of 
which this letter, abat.ng the alteration 
111 the form, is a literal copy. After 
perufing it, I alked M. Guiraudet 
whether ht was informed of its con¬ 
tents, and this led tok fhort coni’erfation 
on them. 1 told him, that both the 
lemands wcie fo unexpe^eij tu%t I 
could nor reply to -hem otf-hand : that 
as to the firft, it was quite unufu'tl to 
fign Mtmi rials which were annexed 
to a Note actually figncd, apd^that I 
fcarctly felt rnyfelf authorifed to 
depart from what was, I bcl evcd, an 
invariable rule. That as to the feconJ 
demand, made ip fo peremptory end 
unprecedented a way, 1 could without 
much hefitatiun fay at once that it could 
not be cottipl'cd with. Monf. Gui- 
raudet lamented this much, and fatd,that 
this being the cafc,T:c, feared our prin¬ 
ciples of Negociation would .never co¬ 
incide. 1 agreed with him in my ex- 
prelfions of concern. We converfed 
together afterwards for fome time, but 
nothing.paffed at all worthy remark. I 
told Wim 1 Ibould fend my ktifwer the 
Axt day* On reflecting more attend 

* tivefy 
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lively on thc/reqneft thatT would fign 
the two Memorials which I had given 
in, itfti uck me that the coyiplying with 
it pledged me to nothing* that it was 
merely gratifying them on a point in- 
filled on {ieeviftily, and that the doing 
it would put them flill more in the 
wrong. 

As to the llrangc demand of an Ul¬ 
timatum, it was pcrfcdly clear what 
it became me to ray^*and I hope that in 
the inclofed anfwer^B. (which I fent 
yefterday morning at twelve o'clock to 
Al. Delacroix), 1 fhdi be found to have 
adhered as clofcly as poflibly to the fpirit 
of my inflfruftions. 

Yefterday evening, at half pad nine, 
M. Guiraudet brought me the Note C. 
to winch I immediately replied by the 
Note D, They require no comment; 
and as I intend leaving Pans to-mor- 
roW, and travelling with all convenient 
fpced,I fltallfo foon have it in my power 
to fay the little which remiinb to f.iy 
relative to tliis fudden, though perlnps 
not uniooked for, clofc to mv iSlilIion, 
that 1 need not trcl'pals any further on 
your T.ordfliip's patience.

it is well Jenown, that early in the 
prefent year his Majefiy, laying afide 
the confideration of many circumltances 
of difficulty and difeouragement, de*- 
termined to take fuch Heps as were 
befi calculated to open the way for 
Negociation, if any correfponding dc* 
fire prevailed on the^part of his enemies. 
He directed an overture to be made in 
his name by his Mini'fier in SwiffcrlanJ, 
for the purpofe of afeertaining the dif- 
pofitions of the FrcnchGovermnent with 
refpedf to Peace. The Anfwer which 
he received in return wa^ at once 
haughty and evafivc: It affedfed to 
qucltion the lincerity of thofe difpo- 
(itioiis of which his M ijcfty’s conduft 
all irdeJ fo unequivocal .1 proof} it raif- 
td groundlefs objcilions to the mode of 
Negociation propoled by his Majefiy 
(that of a G'.neial Congrtfs, by wnicli 
Peace hrtS fo often been refiered to 
Furopt); but it ftudioully palfed over 
in filtnce his ?/lajcfty’s dclue to learn 
what other mode would be preferred by 
France. It at the fame time allertcd a 
principle, which was dated as an indit- 
pcnlabie Preliminary to all Negocia- 
f.on; a principle under which the terms 
of Ptece niuft have been regulated, nao- 
by the iifual confiderations of jiiftice, 
policy, and reciprocal convenience; but 
by an implicit fubmiilion, on the pair of 
all ocher Powers, to a claim founded on 
the internai Laws and feparate Cnnfii- 
tution of France, as having full autho¬ 
rity to (uperledc the Treaties entered 
into by Independent States, to govern 
their Intcrclls, to controul their En¬ 
gagements, and to difpofe of their Do- 
minions. 

A pretenfion in itfelf fo extravagant 
could in no infiance have been admitted, 
nor even lifiened to for a moment. 
Its application to the prefent cafe led to 
nothing left than that France ihould, at 
a Preliminary to all Difcuilion, retain 
nearly all her Conqueffs, and thofe par¬ 
ticularly in which his Majefty was moft 
concerned, both from the ties of incerefi,.

fion, fince thi' mode of Negociation 
offered by his Majefty had been peremp¬ 
torily rejcAed by them, and no other 
had been ffared in which they were 
willing to concur. 

Hi> Majeffy was, howevef, ijo* dif- 
couraged -even by this relult from ftill 
pursuing fuel) meafures a* appeared to 
him nioff conducive to the end of 
Peace ; and thewifhes of his Ally, the 
Kmperur, correfponding with thofe 
which his MMefiy had manifelkd, fen- 
timents of a mnilar tendency were ex- 
preffied on the part of his Imperial Ma- 
jelly at the lime of o|)ening the Cant- 
paign : but the continuance of the fame 
fpirit and principles on the part of the 
Enemv rendered this frelH overture 
equally unfucetTsfu). 

VV’hilc the Government of France 
thus perfiffcdin obffru6tiiig every mea- 
fure that could even open the way to 
Negotiation, no endeavour was omitted 
to miflcad the public opinion through¬ 
out all Europe with reipeft to the real 
caufe of the prolongation of the war, 
^nd to caff a doubt on thofe difpofftions 
which could alone have dictated the ffeps 
taken by his Mqeffy and his auguft 
ally. 

In order to deprive his enemies of 
all poilibiliiy of fubterfuge or evaffun, 
and in the hope that a juft fenfe of the 
continued caUmities of War, and of 
theTITcrcafmg dillreffes of France her- 
fclf, might at length have led to mure 
juft and paciffc difpofftions, his Majeffy 
renewed in another form, amd throtign 
the intervention of a friendly Power, 
a propol'al for opening Negotiations for 
Peace. The manner in which this in- 
terventiou was received, indicated the 
moil hullilc diljx’^'tion towards Great 
Britain, at the fame time affbrdeel 
to all Europe a drilling iDffii,nce (•! that 
injurious and offenitvc cundu£> wlueh 
is obferved, oa the pari of the French 
Governroenti towards all other coun¬ 
tries. The repeated overtures made in 
his Majefty’s napic were nevertitelefs of 
I'uch a nature, chat it was at kft found 
inipoinble to perfiff in the abfolute re- 
jtdion of them, without the diredaod 
undifguifed avowal of a determination 
to rffufe to Europe all hope of the se- 
fforation of tranquillity. A channel 
was thfrcfoi.e at length i^ic%t^d, 
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through which the Government of 
France profeffed itfeif willing to carry 
on a /Negotiation, and a readineis w«s 
expreifed (though in terras kr remote 
from any f^rit of conciliaticn) t« re¬ 
ceive a Miniffer authorised by his Ada- 
jeffy to proceed to Parts for that pur- 

Many cirrumffances might hare been 
urged as affording powceful motives 
againff ailopriog this fuggeftion, until 
the Governnidbt of France had given 
fome indication of a fpirlt better caU 
culated to promote the fuccefs of fuch 
a Million, and to meet thefe advanees 
' on the part of Great Britain. The 
King's delire for the reftoration of 
neral Peace on juft and hotiourable 
terms, his concern, for the interefta of 
his fuBje£ls, and .his determination to 
Ic-avc to his enemies no pretext for im¬ 
puting to him the confeauences of their 
own ambition, induced him to overlook 
every fuch conlidcration, and to take a 
ffep which thefe rcafons slope could juf- 
tifv. 

The repeated endeavours of the 
French Government to defeat this Mif- 
lion in Its outfet, and to break off the 
intcrcomfe thus opened, even before 
the firfl ffeps towards Negotiation could 
be takifn, the indecent and injurious 
language employed with a view to ir¬ 
ritate, the captious and friv^ous objec¬ 
tions raifed for the pnrpofe ot obilrudib- 
ing the progrefs of the difeuiCon ; all 
thefe have fulHciently appeared from the 
Official Papers which paiTed on both 
Tides, and which are known to all Eu^- 
rope. 

But, above all, the abrupt terminatina 
of the NegociatioiMias afforded the moft 
conciulive proof, that at no period of it 
was any real wil^ for Peace entertained 
on the part of the French government. 

After repeated evafiun and delay, that 
Government had at length confented to’ 
c(ljblith,as the Balls of the Negociation^ 
a principle propofed by his Majefty, li¬ 
beral in its own nature, equitable to- 
wards his Enemies, and calculated to 
provide for she intereffs of his Allies, 
and of Europe. It Had been agreed, that 
Co^^jenlacioo Ihouid be made to France 
by proportionable Reffitutions fsom hia 
Majefty‘a Conquefta on that Power, fot 
thole arrangements to which ilic IhottM 
be called upon tM confent, in order tot 
fatisfy the ^pft prerenfions of his Allies, 
and to preferve pnlitical Balance of 
Europe. At the deffre of the French 
Goveenment itfeif,. Mctqsoriiik were 
X pre- 
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prefirnted by his Majefty’s Minifter, 
which contained the outlines of termsof 
I’epxe, grounded on the Bahs f.l efta- 
blillied, and in which bis MajeAy pro- 
■poltd to carry to the utmoA polfible &x- 
rent the application of a principle fb 
• qi’itable v'lth refpr£t to France, and I'o 
liberal on his MajeAy’s part. The dc- < 
livery of ihtfe Papers was acrompanied 
by a Declaration exprefsiy and repeated¬ 
ly made, both verbally ^nd iu writing, 
that his MajcAy's MiniAer was willing 
and prepared to enter, vviih a fpirit 
of contiliation and fairnefs, into the dil- 
euifion of the different points there con¬ 
tained, or into that of any otlier nropo- 
I'al orlchenic of Peace wiiich the French 
Government might wiAi to fubfiictite in 
its place. ^ ' 

Jn reply to this Communication, he 
received a demand, in form the inoA 
offenfive, and in fubAance the nioA ex¬ 
travagant, that ever was rnadc in the 
courfe of any Negotiation. Jt was pe- 
rcmptonlv required of him, that in the 
veiy outfit of the ffufinefs, when no 
anfwer had been given by the French 
Government to his firA propofal, when 
he had not tven leamed, m any regular 
Aiape, tiie nature or extent of the objec¬ 
tions to It, rfiid nnirli Itfs received frt m 
that Governnunr any other offi. r or plan 
of Peace, he fliould, in hours, deliver 
in allattmKiu of ibe final tern.s to which 
his Court would in any cafe atcede ; a 
demand tending evidentlv to Auit the 
door to all Neg'cianon, lo preclude all 
dtfculfinn, all explanririun, all poHlhility 
of the ani'cable’ adjiiAment of prints 
of diffeience ; a demand in its nature 
prepoiierous, in its execution impradti- 
cahle, fince it -s plain that no fiich ulti- 
iTiatc refiplution, relpeAting a genera! 
plan of peace, ever can be rationi|)y 
formed, umtli Itfs declared, without 
knowing what points are principally 
ciiicAed to by the enemy, and what fa- 
fditics he ’Ti'sy be willing to offer ih re¬ 
turn for cowtclfion in tliofe rtfpcils. 
Having declined compliance with this 
demand, and explamcil ihe rcafonswhich 
renducd it in.xlmiirihie, but having, at 
Hie fame time, exprefsiy renewed nhe 
dtclara ion of ins rcadinels to ens^r in¬ 
to the difciiAion of the ptfp.dal he had 
conveyx-il, or of any other \vliich might 
be cbmmunicattd to him, the King’s 
JVliiiifter received no other anfwer than 
• n abrupt command toquit Pans infor- 
ty-e^ght i.ouis.—If, in addition to fuch 
art iniuit, any further proof were pe- 
ceffary of the di/pofition* of thofc by 


whom it was offered, fu'dh proof would 
be abundantly lupplied front the con¬ 
tents of the Note in which this order 
was conveytif. The mode of Nego¬ 
tiation, on which the French Govern¬ 
ment had iiftjf )nfiAed,'is thire rejedt- 
ed, and no prafticable means left open 
for treating with efi'edf. The bafis of 
Negotiation, fo recently eAabliihed by 
mutual cutifent, is there dilciaiincd, and 
in Its {room a principte, clearly inadmif- 
fiblc, IS re-afferted, the only ground 
on which France can confent to treat, 
—-the very fame principle vvhich had 
been brought forward in reply to his Ma- 
jcAy’s firit overtures from Swifferjand, 
which had, then been rejected by his 
MajcAy, but which now apptars never 
to have been, in fadb, aliantloncd by the 
Government of France, howevet incoiir 
fificiit with that on which they had ex¬ 
prefsiy agreed to treat. 

Jt IS thereforeneceffary ihatall F.urope 
Aiould underhand, that tiie rupture of 
the Negotiation at Paris docp nor aiife 
from the failure of any finccre attempt 
on the part of France to reconcile, by 
fair dilculfion, the views and intercAs 
of tiie contending P^^vers; fucliadif- 
cuHion has been repeatedly invited, and . 
even folicit'ed on the part of his Ma- 
jefiy, blit has been, in the firA inAanr^i, 
and ablolutely, precluded by the adt of 
the French Government. 

Jt allies exclufivcly from the deter¬ 
mination of that Government to rejedt 
all means of Peace—a detet(Uinatioii 
which appeared hut too Aiongly in all 
the preiimm.iry difcuHions j which was 
clearly manifelied in tlie demand of an 
yitimatum, made in the,very outfet of 
the Negotiation 5 hut which is'proved 
beyond ail poUibility of d'uiiit, by thp 
obAinate adherence to a rlaini which 
never can be admitted—a claim that the 
conArud'tion wliicii that Government 
affedfs to put (though even iii that re- 
fpedt iinfupponcd by the tadl) on thp 
internal ConAitiition of its own country , 
fhall he received by ail other nations as 
paramount to every kntiwn principle of 
public law in Europy, as fupLrior to the 
obligations of Treaties, to the ties of 
cc (nmon infereft, to the moA prcffing 
and urgent eonfidcrations of general fc- 
ennty 

On fuch grounds it is that the French 
Government has abruptly terminated a 
Negotiation which it commenced with 
reludfance, and condudted with every 
indication of a rcfolu'tion to prevent its

the further efTufian of blood, the con- 
tiiiutd calantUks of War, the interrup- 
tioiis of peaceable and, friendly intcr- 
Lourfe among mankind, the prolonged 
dillreiresof Europe, and the accumula- 
tcil ndfertesof France iti'eIf, are by the 
Government of that country to be julli- 
fled to tlie world. 

His Majtfty, who had entered into 
the Negotiation with jjood faith,,who 
has fufferci! no impetl^mcnt to prevertt 
his profecuiing it with earne(lni.(s and 
fmeerity, has now only to lament its 
abrupt termination; and to renew, in 


the face of all Europe, the folemn de¬ 
claration, that, whenever his enemies 
ftiall be tiifpofcd to enter on the work of 
general Pacification, in a fpirit of eoit- 
tiliation and equity, nothing fhall be 
wanting on his part to contribute to 
the accomplifhment of that great objeft, 
with a view to which he has already 
offered fuch confiderable facrifiees on his 
art, aijd which is now retarded only 
y the exorbical^t pr^tenlionsof his ene¬ 
mies.

A very loufj debase now tookpl^ce 
oit .1 motion of General Fitzpatr ck to 
addre/'s his Majefty to intercede with 
rhi. Emperor for the liberation of Ge- 
Dtr.il La Fayette, Mcffts.Latonr Mau- 
beuge, and Bureau de Pufy, who were 
kept in clofe tonftnement in the prifon 
of Olmutz, as fuch imprironrnent was 
injurious to the caufe ot the Allies* 

The General drew a'rnclarrcboly jJiC" 
turc of La Fayette and his companions 
in rheir captivity* .The right, toim- 
prifon them, he faid, could be juflified by 
no law of any civilized nation whate¬ 
ver, It was as unjufl' as their treatment 
had fnce been barbarous., and cruel. 
The undeferved fufFcrings of Madame 
La Fayette he painted in the pa¬ 
thetic terms. After feeing her rr.orher, 
fjfter, and other dear relations, fud'er un¬ 
der the axe of Robcfpierre, Ihe had the ’ 
fortune to elude with her two daugh¬ 
ters the vigilance and fuiy of the ty- 
rant. Jnftantly /he flew to the fuccour 
of hei hu/band, and with f'>me difTicul- 
ty obtained an audienceof the Emperor, 
■who did not hear her tale of woe ivithout 
tmoiion. Slie afked leave to alleviate 
her hulband's fufferings by Tharihg h's 
confinement, and hinted ahopi of lus h- 
bciatioii. Til the firli the yftuug So¬ 
vereign confented, but faid afi to the 
General'^ liberation —“ thy bufincfs 
was complicated-*-lushau:l 5 were bound 
upon the fubje^l.” 

Here General Fitzpatrick drew a de- 
ph-iabie pi6i:ure of the Hate in which 
/lie and her daughters found, and con. 
ruiued with her liu/laand m the pi ifon. 
Fed on unwfaolefomc food, in vj!e 
cioathing, and in ^‘’loathfome cell, her 
health in three months was- loft, and 
flic fo'icited leave to repair to Vienna 
fr, '^'•sutz, for medical aftiftanbe,— 
The Imperial Minifteis faid, Ihe 
might do fo, but it muft be one^'dl- 
tton of returning to her hufbahd no 
mere.’* Theamiablc woman and young, 
females preferred death to fuch tcifms ;

Alluding to the propsfltion of annex* 
ing to France all her conquers by an 
internal law, Mr. Pitt faid, that it was 
too abfurd for even the mod infatuated 
friends of France and French condudt 
to lupport. No one would be fo infane 
as to contend that all*the treaties; raws, 
and relations, whicl^ bound together the 
various nations of Europe, were to be 
• preliminarily furrcndcrcd at the feet of 
that country. 

In the phrenfy arifingfrom fome idle 
report of a defeent upon Ireland, it was 
fortunate they did not think of annexing 
that country as a department to France; 
it was happy they did not think of an¬ 
nexing the City ai»d Liberties of IVeJl- 
tntnjier to tndivt/tble France. 

He believed^ and indeed be nuas Jure, 
that there nuas not a man in'bis MajeJlys 
Councils who ’would ev^ yield to fitch 
difgraccful humiliation as fuing for peace 
in the mode prefcribtd. He hoped there 
•were but feio in the Britifb Parliament 
•who •would agree to it ; and be trujled, 
that theie luas not one Subjed in his Ma- 
jejly's dominions, •who, knowing the dif- 
gracc fiffitch a meafure, •would agree to 
be the Courier of it. 

Inipre (Ted,with ihefe feelings and con- 
viftion, he would move an addrefs to 
his Majefty, which he did to the ufual 
effett—that is, echoing the MeflTagc. 

Mr. Erlkine rofe to oppofe the Ad¬ 
drefs, and was entering into a detail of 
the mdnry of the war, when he was 
taken fudJcnly ill, and fat down, unable 
to proceed. 

Mr. Fox lamented that after a war of 
four years, in which 200 millions of 
money had been expended, 6,000,000!. 
added to the annual taxes, apd more 
blsod (hed than at any period on record, 
Minifters were come to this point, to 
complain of the haughty and inadmilli-. 
ble demands of the French government. 
He entered iiuo an examination of the 
papers before the Houfe, of the argu¬ 
ments adduced by the Minifter, ridi¬ 
culed the renewed aCTertion of France 
being again on the verge of bankruptcy^, 
and cenfured a principle of .snticipatioB' 
hitherto fo fallacious and fatal to to* 
country. The Direfto^ry, he cont^d- 
ed, had in every meafure of this Go¬ 
vernment iiicontcftible proofs of the in- 
fincenty of us proffered amity, and 
withsiut fome grounds of mutual confix 
dence, no negociation could prove ru6*\

cefsful ^ there could be none between 
the French Government and his Ma- 
jelly’s Miniftcrs; and if Gentlemen 
had pcrfonal motives for preferring the 
Minirter, and ihould think every hazard 
of war ought to be incurred to deftroy 
French principles, they muft choofe be¬ 
tween tiie Minifter and peace, for they 
were incompatible. Could the French 
DireAory be 1 icve.j^erfonsto be in ear¬ 
ned to conclude peace with them, who 
had declared the country was in danger 
the moment peace arrived from the in- 
fluxof French principles ^ Unlefs Mi¬ 
niftcrs difavowed the principles »f the 
war, there could be no hopes of peace. 
Mr. Fpx, after difculling a variety of 
fubjc6ts introduced i^Mr. Pitt's fpeech, 
entered into a full examination and hif- 
tdry of the negociation. He infilled 
upon the abfurdity and imbecility of 
Lord Malmelbuiy’s miffion ; who was 
feiit to tVeaton fubjeAs on which he had 
no power to conclude any terms, and 
with powers to come 10 a definitive con- 
clufioii on fubjeAs of which he was not 
empowered to treat. The terms pro- 
pof'ed to France left her nothing, and 
were not fucti as the Allies were jufti- 
fied by their comparative circumftances 
in demanding. The Minifter excelled 
in artifice and fophiftry ; but thefe were 
not the qualities now wanted to ^ve re- 
pofe to Europe. The Houle, by all'ent- 
ing to the Addrcl^, afTcnted to the pro- 
ftcunon of the war till Belgium was 
rcltored to the Emperor^ He called on 
Gentlemen, if convinced of the pro¬ 
priety of I'uch a principle, to avow it, 
and a6t openly, and jjot go into the 
country with falfe pretences of having 
voted for peace : Parliament were not 
in that credit with the country, and they 
did not deferve to be in that creult.''''"' 

[Here Mr. Fox was interrupted by 
Mr. Y orke, who tailed to order. After 
fome obfervationsfroniMr. Yorkc, Mr. 
Serjeant Adair, and the Speaker, Mr., 
Fox refumed hisfpecch.] He declared 
he did not mean to fereen himfelf be¬ 
hind explanations ; he wilhed to fpealc 
plainly ; he was ftating, that the Houfe 
had not fftj^h credit with the country, 
and did nor'deferve to have it, as to 
make it poHiole that the country Ihould 
fuppofe this Addrefs was not a vote for 
continuing the war j that the country 
was no longer to be impofed upon. He 
would fay t he Parliament did not enjoy 
that credit with the nation which former 
Parliaments had done. He.knew this was 
not refpeAful to the Houfe ; he always 
K defired 
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deiired to be fo } but there were 'times 
that did not admit of the ordinary 
modes of conduct. He concluded by 
moving an amendment in oppofition to 
the Addrefs, in fubftance as follows : 

“ Your Majcfty’s faithful Commons 
have learned, with inexpreflible con* 
cern, that the Negociation lately com¬ 
menced for the reftorati^Q of*peace, *has 
been unhappily fruftrated. 

“ Jn fo awful and momentous a cri- 


ferved her nct|rality towards France, 
Your M.^efty’s faithful Commons 
have further deeply to lament, that 
foon after the commencement of the 
War, when, by the vigilance of your 
Mhjefty’b arms, with the ailiftance of 
your Allies, the Republic of Holland 
had been rei'eued from invafion, and the 
greateft' "part of th» Netherlands had 
been recovered by tlfe Emperor, at a 
time too when moft of the PrincM of 


fis, we feel it our duty to fpeak to your 
Majefty, with that freedom and car- 
neiVnefs which becomes men anxious to 
preferve the honour of your Majefty’s 
crown, and to fecure the interelU of 
your people, 

“ In doing this we fincercly deplore 
the neccdlty we feel of declaring that, as 
well from the manner in which the late 
negociation had been condudfed, as from 
the fubllance of the memorial, which 
appears to have produced the abrupt 
termination of it, we have reafon to 
think your Msjelly’s Minifters were 
not.iincere, in their endeavours to pro¬ 
cure the blellings of peace, fo nccellAry 
for this dfftreffed country.' * 

“ The profpefl of peace, fo arxioully 
looked for by all drfcriptiolft of your 
Majcfty’s fubjefls, is at once removed 
fiomoii* vie.w ; on the one hand, your 
Majefty’s Minifters infift upon the ref- 
toration of the Netherlands to the Em¬ 
peror, as a nua non from which 
they have pledged* your Majefty not to 
recede ; while on the other hand, the 


Europe, with refoiirces yet unexhaafted, 
continued firm in their alliance with 
Great Britain, your Majcfty’s Minifters 
did not only not avail themfclvcs of'this 
high and commanding pofuion for the 
Negociation of an honourable Peace, 
and the c^abliftiment of the political 
balance of Europe, but» on the contrary, 
without any example in the principles 
and prafticeof this or any other nation, 
refuied to fet on foot any Negociatisn 
whatfoever with the French Republic ; 
not upon a real 8r even alledged refufal 
on her part to liften to the propofuions 
now rejefted by her, not to any fpecific 
propofal of indemnity or political fecu- 
rity, but upon the arrogant and iiifuii- 
ing pretence that her Government was 
incapable of maintaining the accuftom- 
ed relations of peace and amity amSftgft 
nations; and upon that unfounded and 
merely fpeculative alTumption, advifed 
your Majefty to continue the War t® 
a period when the difficulties in the 
way of Peace hive been fo much in- 
creafed by the defeftion of moft of the 


Executive Direftory of the French Re¬ 
public, with equal pertinacity, claim 
the prefervation of that part of their 
awn conqueftsas a condition from which 
they cannot depart. 

Under thefe circuniftanccs, we

Geiitr.d 
Davidovitch foppolcs the enemy's lof'-, in 
killed and wounded, to have been vei y 
coiiliderablr, and (fates Ins own to have 
amounted to four humlied men, killed, 
wounded, andmilhng.

Sa'vannuht Nov. 29. On Saturday 
thei6th inftaiu this city exhibited a 
feeneof dcfolation and diftrefs, proba¬ 
bly m»)ie awfully calamitous than any 
previmfly experienced in America. Be¬ 
tween fix and ftven o’clock in the even¬ 
ing a fniall bakc-houfc, belonging to a 
Mr. Gromet, in Market fqiiare, wns 
difeovered to be on fire. The citizens, 
together with the officers and crews of 
the veffcls ill the harbour, were fooix 
convened} but, unfortunately, no im¬ 
mediate and decifivc mcafures were 
adoptcil by whicLthe fire could be (lop¬ 
ped in its begin nitig. 

The feafor, for two months previous 
to this accident, had been dry ; the 
right was cold, and light breeze 
from N. N. W. was foon increared 
by the etPedl of the fire. The 
coverings of the buildings being of wood 
\vete, from the ab.i\e circuinftances, 
rendered highly coinbuftible. Several 
of tlie adjommg huufts were foon af- 
ftdicd, and tflen almoft inflantly iit 
flames. The wind now became ftrong, 
and whirled into the air, with agiiStcd 
violence, hirge flakes of burning (hini. 
gles, boards, and other light fubflanccs, 
which, alighting at a diftanct, added 
confiilion to th other tcrrois of the 
conflagration. The ufe of water was 
now rendered totally vain ; its comit\Oti 
exringuilliing power Itemed to be loft, 
—Torrents of flames rolled from houf* 
to houfe, with a deflrudlive rapidity 
which b'd defiance to all human con- 
rroul, and indivi.lual exertions were 
from this time prin;'pally pointed to¬ 
wards the fecuring of private property. 
The direilion of the fire being now 
committed to the wind, it. rage was 
abated only when, by extending ro the 
common, it found r.f farther object 
wherewith to feed its fury. On ihe 
north lidtof Matket-lquirc, and thence 
in a fouth-ealicrlv dirttlion, the inha¬ 
bitants weic enabled, by favour of the 
wind, to favc their huufts, and limit 
the couflagiation. — On the other hand, 
by the time it had extended on the Ray,, 
nearly to A'su-rcorn-flrtet, the prodi¬ 
gious quantity of beat; already produced 
in ilie center of the cits ^ beiian to dr^tw 
in a current of air I'nim the tail, fliuJ

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tants and fenintn to fave a few houfcs 
in that quarter, after having been in 
Iminincnr danger. Betweeh twelve and 
one the rage of the fire abated, and few 
other houfes front this time took hre. 
The exhaufted fufTefers, of both fexes, 
had now to remain expofed to the in¬ 
clemency of a cold frofty night, and to 
witnefsthediftreinngfpeftacltof thcirnu- 
meroas dwellings, covered with wduiiics 
of fmoke aifd flame, falling into ruins. 

Thus was this little city, loon after 
emerging from the ravages of our revo¬ 
lutionary. war, and which had lately 
promifed a conflderable figure among 
the commercial cities of our Sifler States, 
' almoft deftroyedin one nighv. The num¬ 
ber of houfes (exclufive of other build¬ 
ings) which are burned, is faid to be 
nearly 30®, but of this (together with 
an eftimare of property dtftroyed) a 
more particular flatement than we can 
BOW furniib is expeiled Ihortly to be 
offered to the public. We can *u)w only 
fay, that two thirds of the city, appear 
in rum, in a dire£f:on from the corner 
of Market-fquare, along the Bay of 
Abercorn-ftrtet, thence Tn a fouth-eaft 
dircftion, taking the whole centre of 
the city to the f.'uth and call commons; 
a few hoaios quite in the<')Uth-eaf^ pait 
only excepted. It is f.iid, that three 
or fcur wliitc men ftno two or three 
negroes k‘(l their lives in rendering 
affiltance during the lire ; and whether 
any more, is not yet afcertaincd. 

During the conllugratmii on Satur¬ 
day night laft, in four hours 22^ houfes, 
btfidt out-houfes, ,&c. were burnt, 
amounting to one million of dollars, ex- 
c,lull VC of I00I5 property j 375 chimnics 
arc Itaiiding hare, and form a difmalap 
pcarance-—171 houfes only, of the com- 
paft part of the city, arc handing—more 
than 400 families are dellitute ot houfes.

In tlie fame year, by his Majcfty’g 
perinillion, he engaged himfelf in the 
ieivieeot his SeieueTlighnefs the Eleftor 
I’al itiiie. Reigning Duke ot Bavaria, and 
was employed in vaiious public fei vices, 
partieulaily in airanging his military af- 
lairs, and iiUioducing a new fyltem of 
Older, dileipline, and economy Jmong 
his (loops. But theic weie not the molt 
impoitant !e: vices rendered to theElcftor 
by Count Riimtoid : he formed cablilli- 
meiits tor the leliet ot the poor at Mu¬ 
nich ; tuinllhed them with employment j 
put a complete ftop to mendicity, then 
exceedingly prevalent; and, by eltahli/h- 
ing good legnlations, brought the whole 
vagi ant tribe to pieler indiiltry to idle- 
neis, and cleanlinels and tlecencv to filth 
and legs. He luggellid in.my jilans lor 
Jiiovidmg tlie poor with tood, wliole- 
lome, agieeible, and nouiilliing, at a 
linall ixpence ; and bv various experi¬ 
ments, was enabloel to fave in the article 
ot tiul a gieat part ot the expence which 
befo 1 been incurred in tlie article of 
drelling the pioviiion for tiie table. In 
purluing thcl'e enquiries he made many 
valu ible<li';it)veries in the cnnltniftion of 
chiinneys ; and was enabled lo point out 
the means, which have fiiice been fiircefs- 
lully employed, of incieafmg tin heat, 
and at the lame time decieallng the 
quantity of fuel. In many parts of the 
three kingdoms, thei'e expel inients have 
been tiled, and found to aiiiwer the pro- 
poled end ; and, at tlie time we are wilt¬ 
ing this Memoir, mimhers are employed 
in adapting the chimneys of many no¬ 
blemen and gcatlemen to receive the be- 
M z nefit 
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ef the plan. He was the means of 
introducing into Germany the ufc of that 
wholelome vegetable the polatoe; of fii- 
miliarizing the ufe of it to the people in 
general; and of conquering the natu nal 
prejudice againft it. He intioihictd ma- 
i)ufa6lures, until then unknown, into 
Munich ; and before he kit that pl.ue to 
come to England, had the plealiue to 
aflift in packing up, and fending off ovej 
the Alps, by the Tjrol, iix hundred ar¬ 
ticles ot clothing of different kinds, for 
the poor of Verona. At that jum'Uire 
he had hope foon to fee the poor of Ba- 
vaiiagrow lich by tnamifafliiring cloth- 
ing for the pooi (f Italy. How far this 
expcdlation has been defeated by the ca¬ 
lamities of war, which h.is fince raged in 
the place where his improvements were in¬ 
troduced, we arc afraid to enquire. 

Services luch as tliefe, though origi¬ 
nally intended for particular places, arc 


rot to be confined to them i but 
are calculated for every fituation not 
forbidden by climate or inveterate pre¬ 
judice. Much of C'eaiint Riimford’s plans 
might be adopted in ihet'e kingdoms, to 
the benefit of evciyclafs; and fome of 
them have already met with a cordial re¬ 
ception. Where fo much has been done 
as at Munich, it m:.y well be concluded 
that the Auihor has not gone unreward¬ 
ed.

RAYON Pifiures are in their nature 
more delicate, and ccnfcquently moie 
liable to injury, than almoft every other 
kind of painting : they arc ufually exe¬ 
cuted upon a paper ground, paHcd over 
the fiiiell linen, and are often painted upon 
blue, but moil copirponiy upon paper pie- 
pared with a fize ground, rendered of a 
middle teinl for the fake of expedition, 
and fomentJmes upon papti pe-rfeirly 
whirt. It muff not be concluded that 
bccaufe Crayon piclures aree-ahly iniiiied, 
that they cannot with eaie he prelei varl 
•i great length of time; nay, fer many 
centuries; but it will alw 13 s he neceflai y 
to keep thr;in v/tth attention, and above 
all things to take cqre that they are not 
left in damp rooms, or in nioilf plates, 
for the paite which is uied in preparing 
the groun.ls will inevitahlv pioduce a 
mildew, and blacks and the elaikelt 
colours be covered with fpots. 

AH the light tcints of Englirti Crayons 
are perfcdtly lafe and durable, and piflures 
ofth^defeription are to be leen that have 
been jtointed more than forty years, and 
which have been expofed to the climates 
cf the Eaft and Weft Indies; and are, 
twithllanding, in no lefpeft rlecaycd.

Abraham Cowley, our celebrated Eng- 
ii/h Poet, boi rowed his notion of a Pbtlo- 
foplnc Colit i>e from Lord Bacon’s Ata- 
lantis; and from Mr. Cowley’s idea of 
luchn Colhge, the prelent Royal Society 
had its beginning. ^ 

An Author on*e brought a poem to 
Mr. Cowley, for his perulal and judgment 
of the performance, which he impatiently 
demanded at the next vifit. Mr. Cow- 
Jey with his ufual modefty deliied, “ that 
he would be pleated to look a little more 
to the giamin.u' of ft.”—" To the gram¬ 
mar of it,” echoed the Poetafter, “ what 
VoLf XXX, 1 .

DENNIS 

("Tbe Critic)^ 

Amongft the lingularitiesofthis learned 
feJf-tormentot, he either hated or affefted 
to hate a pun lo mufh, that he either 
grew outrageoufly angry, or quitted the 
company whenever a pua happened to be 
let off in his prefence. He has exprefTcd 
his contempt of this IpeCies of wit in 
many paits of his writings, particularly 
in one where he makes this very particu* 
lar remaik : “ I look Upon the difference 
between a pun, and a lentiment well con¬ 
ceived and happily executed, to be as 
gieat, as the pain oftealing—and the ex- 
qiiiiitc plealuies of fruition.” 

With this well known prejudice againft 
him the wits of his time conflantly 
availed themielvts: One night in parti¬ 
cular, at Button’s, Steele wanted to make 
a party without Dennis, tho’ he could 
not decently do it, as Dennis was in the 
coffce-houlcat the tame time ; ruminating 
for feme time how to get rid of him, he 
at lalt oblervcd Rowe fitting at the oppo- 
fite fide cl the fame box, wneii coming up 
to Dennis he afked him aloud, “ what 
was the matter with him The matter 
with me,” fays Dennis, “ what do you 
mean by that?”—“ Why,” lays Steele, 
“ I did not know ; but you appeared to 
me to be like an angry waterman j you 
lock one way, and Rowe another.” 

This was enough for our angry critic, 
who immediately bounced up, and left 
the room, thundering his anathemas 
againd all puns and milcrable punfters. 

This acerbity of temper Ituck to poor 
Dennis to tf Jail, as the following anec¬ 
dote, not generally known, will prove ; 
nor could even the liberality or aliiduity 
of his friends allay it. Having outlived 
an annuity which he had of one hundred 

f iounds per year, the latter part of hia 
ite was I'upporfed partly by the beneftc- 
tions of his friends, and partly bv ben^- 
fit plays, which they occaiionalfy pro- 
N wnA 
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cured for him. His laft benefit was 
“ The Provoked Hiifband,” which was 
obtained by the inttreft of Pope and 
Thoinfon j and as it turned out fuc- 
cersf’ul, Savage, who could contribute 
nothing but by his pen, wrote and pub- 
lifhcti, in Dennis's name, fome compli¬ 
mentary verles on the occalion. Whvii 
Dennis heard thele lines repeated to him 
(for by this time he was quite bliiid), he 
exclaimed in a great fury, “ Why am I 
treated in this manner? by G—d this can 
be no other than that fool Savage.” 

This was perhaps his lalt flafh of 
critical refentment, as he died two days 
afterwaids. 


DUKE DE hCHOMnERr,ll. 

This celebrated (ieneral, who from his 
eminent I'erviccs railed Iiimlell to the title 
of a Duke In Engl.ind, and hence is en¬ 
titled to rank amongft celebiated Knglilh 
chara^ers, was no lefs reniaikable for 
his polite and eafy behaviour, and his at- 
tacliment even to the laft to young and 
gay company, than tor his military ac- 
complilhments. His ptrlbn was agree¬ 
able; he made a fine figure on Ijorleback; 
danced and walked well, and was fo far 
from feeling any of the incommodities 
of age citlicr in body or mind, 
that in point ef drefs, exercife, and 
fpri|;htly humour, he came nothing fhoi t 
of the company he kept. He ufed to 
fay, “ that when he was young he con- 
verfed witl» old men to gain wililom and 
experience ; and now that he was old, he 
delighted in the company of young men 
to keep up his fpirits.” 

The year befoie his death, as he was 
walking in tlie park with a number of 
young officers about him, a grave old 
Nobleman of hIs acquaintance met him, 
and rallied him a good deal on the youth¬ 
ful company he kept. “ Why, yes, my 
Loid,” replied Schombergh, “ I do it 
on a military principle, as you know a 
good General fhould always make his 
retreat as late as he can.” 

This veteran officer was killed by a 
cannon ball at the bead of his regiment at 
the famous battl? of the Boyne, in Ire¬ 
land. ^ 


LORD ST.MR. 

When this Nobleman was at the Cotirf 
•f Louis XIV. his manners, addrefs, 
and eonverfation, gained very much on 
the efteem end fricndfliip of that ino- 
■aarch s infomech that one day in a cir- 
ck of hi» courtiert, talking of the ad- 
wuages of gwd breeding and eajj mar^ 


tierst thoKing offered to lay a wager he 
would name an Knglilh Nobleman that 
fhould excel in thole particulars any 
Frenchman about his Court: the wager 
was jocularly accepted, and his Majelty 
was to choole his own time and place 
for the experiment. 

To avoid I'ulpicion, the King let the 
fubjc^l drop for I'ome months, till the 
com tiers imagined he had forgot it; he 
then chole the following Ifratagem He 
appointed Loid btaii and two of the molt 
polillied Noblemen ol his own Couit to 
take an aiting wit!* him, alter the break¬ 
ing up of the Levee; the King accuid- 
ingly came down the great llatrcalc at 
Verlailles, attended by thole three Lords, 
and, coming up to the fide of the coach- 
door, inltcad of going in firft .as nlual, 
he pointed to the two French Lords to 
enter : they both, tin*accultomed to this 
ceremony, ihrunk batk, and I'ubmilfively 
declined the honour; he then pointed to 
Lord Stair, who made his bow, and in- 
ftantly I'prung into the coach ; the King 
and the two French Lords then followed. 

When they* were all I'eatcd the King 
exclaimed, “Well, Gentlemen, I believe 
you’ll acknowledge I have now won my 
wager.”—.“ How f,, Sire?" replied the 
courtiers.—“ Why," continued thc- 
King, “ when I defired you btth to,go 
Into my coach, you declined it; but this 
polite foreigner (pointing to Lord Stair) 
no fooner received the comviatids of a 
tho’ not his Sovereign, than he in- 
Itintly obeyed.”—The couitieis hung 
then heads in confulion, and acknow¬ 
ledged the jurtice of his M.ajcfty’s claim. 

Farinelli, the celebrated finger who 
made lb nnn It noifit in this country about 
half a century ago, having acqaired a 
very confiderable fortune here, lettled in 
Spain, where he became fo great a fa¬ 
vourite with the Qii^cen (conlbrt to Fer¬ 
dinand), that he for a v/hilc not only go¬ 
verned her councils, hot at her intercef- 
fion was m.ide a Knight of Caravalla. 

The Spanilh Nobles felt this dil'gracc 
fo much, that on the day of Inlfallation, 
whim the gtjUt fpurs were putting on 
Farinelli, a gr.tndi e alked Lord Stair, who 
happened to be preknt at the ceremony, 
“ whether it was the (alhion in Eng¬ 
land to do fo much honuirr to their 
caflrato fingers?” Upon which his Lord- 
fhip (who felt by a fympathy congenial 
to great minds the indignity pnt upon 
the Spanilh Nobles) quickly replied, and 
loud enough to be hcaid, “ No, my 
Lord, we put fgurs on our game cocks, 
’tis true; but never on our Qipons," 

• Hii 
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His Lorctfliip was AmbaiTador to the 
Court of Fiance in the laft illnefs of 
Louis XIV. and having got intimation, 
that the fwelling in the King’s legs de- 
noted a mortification, he, according to the 
cuflom of his country, offered a wager 
that he would not outlive the month. 
This wager was accepted of, and an Em¬ 
piric having revived the King a little by 
lome elixir which he aUtninillered to him, 
confidvrable odds were offered in favour of 
the King’s life. Lord Stair took them 
alJ and won them, as the King died Ibme 
days before the dole of September 1715. 


DUKE OF M.SRLBOROUGH. 

The fortune of this Nobleman was lb 
iinmenfe, that Voltaiie lavs his widow 
(the Dutchcl's) told him, when In Eng¬ 
land in the year \ -aG, that after giving 
^ferv handlome fortunes to his four 
children, he had remaining, independent 
of any gifts fioin the Crown, Stvenlv 
Thoufand Pounds per annum, clear of all 
outgoings.—To this he adds, “ had not 
his frugality been equal to bis greatnels, 
he might have formed a party in the 
kingdom that the Queen could not eafily 
hav e overthrown ; and had his wife been 
p little more complaifant, the Queen 
would never have broken her chaios.” 

MRS. BARRY, 

(Tbf erlfbrntid Ab/re’/s). 

This great oranment to the Theatre, 
whom Cibber has {>raircd lo highly (and 
of whom Dryden, in his preiacc to Cleo- 
menes, has left this ftiM ftronger eulogium: 
“ Mfs. Barry, always excellent, has in 
this tragedy excelled herfelf, and gained a 
reputation beyond any woman I have ever 
I'ecn on the Theatre),” podelled, hefide 
her great theatiical .ihilities, alnioff equal 
talents as a linger, and in this line often 
had the honour to allilf at Queen's 
Mary's * concerts, as well as at many of 
licr private parties. 

In the catalogue of her fongs Ihe was 
particularly diftingui/lied for ilnging 
“ Mad Bel's,” and the Queen often uled 
to lend for her to Kenllngton Palace to 
ling thU fong, which was one of her 
greitcH favorites. One day fhc happened 
to have the honour of a command when 
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ihe was drelHng for the ftage; and at fhe 
had but a lew hours to fpare before the 
play began, flie went in her morning 
gown and her hair in uapillotes to the 
Palace, apologizing for herdrefs and the 
fhortnefs of the time Ihe had to Itay. The 
the Queen gracioufly told her how much 
obliged to her fhc was for coming fo fboft, 
and under luch a preffure of bufinefs j but 
as there was a foreign lady of diltinflion, 
pointing to a lady who ftood oppofite to 
her,who was going abroadnextday,llie had 
lent for her to oblige that lady with the 
fong of “ Mad Bel’s.” Mrs, Bairy 
iiilfantly obeyed, and I'ung the long with 
liicli a power of a^fioii as well as voice, 
that by the time Die had hnilhed, Ihe had 
torn eveiy one of the f apillotes out of her 
hair, and Icattercd them on the fl. or. 

The ciicumlfances of thi/li^le anec¬ 
dote come from the old Lord Bathuifl 
(grandfather of the prel’ent Lord), who 
often told the ftory with a perleiil remem¬ 
brance of many of the particiilais, which 
were afterwards confirmed to him by one of 
the Louis in waiting at that time. Loid 
Bathurff being about fix or feven years 
of age, he was conffantly at the Palace 
as a companion to the Duke of Glou- 
ccller (the only Ion of the Princefs, 
afterwards Queen Anne), who was much 
about his age; and Lord Bathurff de- 
clarod, they were both lb much frighfened 
all the timeMrs. Barrywas finginghcr long, 
and tearing the papillotes out of her hair, 
that theyweredoingnothingelle butgather- 
ing them up, under an idea that if they 
did not do this, that fhe would kill them. 

Mrs. Baiiy died towards the latter end 
of Queen Anne’s reign ; and what was 
reinaiK.tble at her death was, the follow, 
ing exprelfion which fell from her in her 
laft hout s: 

“ Ha, ha! and fo they make us Lords 
by dozens.” 

Tho’ this fpcech in all probability 
was the effeft of a dcliitum; yet, the 
Qu^een having juft at this time created 
tivrlvf nrtL' Ptfn (of whom Lord 
B.athtirft was one), the public would un- 
derftand it as a politicalalhi^on, and thus 
circulated a laugh at the expence of td- 
miniftration. v

T he old Fort, where we held our ule of the African (laves.—I wa* 
hofpital, was contiguous to a bury- aftoniflied one afternoon to obferve nu- 
iug ground, chiefly appropriated to the mcrous parties of I«iV(uis about the dif- 

• King William's Ogecn, N z ferent 
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fercnt graves } but foon learnt that thofc 
perfons were excrcifing certain rites over 
the tombs of their deccaftd relations ; a 
euftom which at dated pciiods they all 
religioully obl'erve 

The ceremonywas truly fingular, and 
afforded me the greatpft liitisfaction.—It 
difcovercd, I mud own, as great a 
degree of luperftition as ever exittcd, but 
at the lame time evinced liicK lively 
marks of giateful aflefiiijn, as cannot be 
oblerved without itifpiring a fender fyni- 
pathy j it formed a light which, though 
confideredin the abftraft it may be thought 
moft grolTly ludicrous, was lUll .eIpedaclc 
highly fentimenlal, and delicauly pk-a- 
fing. 

It is not in great events alone, that na¬ 
ture vifits our arteftions. The fimple, 
artlcfs, tender littje girl, who weeps the 
lofs of her departed i'panow, holds as 
flrong a flue to i'er.libihty,—as the im¬ 
perious monarch who niouins his loft do¬ 
minion in a prilon, wifli all the' roy.;! 
dignity of grief. One !•> a pine ftriike ot 
nature, the other is dafhed with pude. 

Amidft the numerous parlics^by wlilcli 
I was furrounded, I at length eiil'covered 
one, that from the linguianty paiticiilaily 
mrrefted my attention j tliis groupe con- 
fjfted of three men, and one woman—I 
approached them with an air ol re.peel 
»nii diffidence inlpiied by my feelings; 
I thought my prelence might interrupt 
their rites, and was dctei'mincd to hue 
retired, if my cuiiofity appeared to be 
intrufive; howeve-r, their attention w.is 
too much eiigrolled to obfeivc me, and I 
found inyfelV, as it were, an jniifible 
fpeflator of their actions, a ciicumllance 
which greatly favoured my wiftics. 

The men were of a middle age, and 
fine athktic tigun's, but the woman had 
an appc.irance lo fingiilai, that I cm 
comp .re hei to nothing but the llril- mg 
ifliiiL of Famine, given us by Ovid, in 
is Metamorphofts. If you acid to t'ns, 
the infljinitics of extreme old age, and ,i 
fkin of a jet black, except where Ipottecf 
with iho kpioly, you m.iy conceive an 
ideaof this wretclic.d creatuie, wh' le I’uf- 
ferings appeared to reproach exiftence ; 
yet, however incrcdiSlii^it may appear, 
file continued for near half an In ur 
hobbling a fav.ig.- dance around the 
grave of her relation, as did tile men, 
who followed her, ling mg at tlie fame 
time a fong in the Afrlc.in language, 
which was addrelkd to the de(;e.iled : it 
had a general chorus, and, .as t.rr ns I could 
judge, was only a conftant repetition ot a 
few Ihort fentences; the founds, how¬ 


ever, appeared highly cxprefTive of rpgret, 
and It was lung with fervour and emo¬ 
tion. 

During all this time, a fifth perfon 
(whom I had not c^ferved at fiift) flood 
upon the grave, and employed his feet in a 
l ep fomewhat fimilar to rhe fluiffle in a 
Scotch hornpipe, only done much flower, 
lie was a man ot a vti y flight makeand low 
ffature, his fkin ol the deepeft black, but 
his hair and beard weie of a grivly filver; 
he appealed to hold the oriice of a prieft, 
and evidently coiuhkUd the prefeiit cere¬ 
mony, which he finally doled foon after, 
by pouring a libation of new rum upon 
til.; grave; this being done, the mould 
wliich had been kicked off, was replaced 
by a kind of {hovel, and they .ill retired. 

I vililcd feveral ather parties before I 
had an opportunity of fatisfying my cu- 
I ic'fity, when obierving an vincominon 
croiui of nigioes at a more remote part of 
the l>ui vinggroimil, 1 immediately )oined 
them.

Then ftiip approached juft as Al.co 
had hrmed hiniletl with his how ami qui¬ 
ver, and lefthisdWedling to leek toi lood, 
M.iila was fitting alone, tending bet in- 
laiit charge,and waiting his ielurn,when 
the thunder of a inukiutt and the' ftincks 
or terror allaileil her cars ! She ftarted up 
at the unkno\''n lout if, and, llraining 
her infant to her fluttering hieaft, went 
ftcmblmg to thefntia''.ce ot he-r cave - 
hut who can paint Uft leu prl'/e ami dil- 
may, as ihc fuivcyed tile Itraiige lace 
dragging turioutly, unir.ir.dtul f t age t>r 
lex, her tellow natives by tin* l.nnis, 
and loading them with chains! Some, 
who Ipu'-ned reftraint, and whe.m the

My Dear Sir, 

AM juft returned from a four months 
exturfion with his Exctlloity the A'/<. 
and, as a Iketch of our ramble may 
iftord you fome amufemeiit in an idle 
hour, I (hall detail a tew ot the moft 
.i:;ieejble and intLiefting ciicmnitaaces 
vvhicli otiuiui,. We lelt Imho-.v on tlie 
ittli (XHoher I lit, and dir-ilcd our cuuile 
tou.uds Hat an I h ■ our Kafttla ccnlliled 
r.'t about 1.0,000 men and 20,000 be.ilts, 
I < uipuled ot I o,ooij li.Uliei'?, 1000 cavaliy, 
aiai iiL-ai 1 50 piece :> oi cannon ; 1500 elc- 
j'h.uits, ',coo Mac/;e'.ti and an innumt,- 
lable tiain of camels, holies, and bul- 
hvks ; great nuinheis of R/./s filled twth 
the' Nun'tiL's woiiKii; many laigc and 
Imall boats c.inied on carts diawn by 50, 
40, JO, or 10 bullocks j tygers, leo- 
*j«ud'', hawks, fighting-cocks, quails, 
and nightingales ; pigeons, dancing- 
women, and boys , lingers, playeis, buf¬ 
foons, and meiui'tebanks. Inlhoit, his 
F.xcellency had etery thing, eveiy obieft 
wliich could pleale or furprize, caufe a 
linile, or laileafneer, attrait admiration, 
fix v»ltli wonder, or convulle with laugh¬ 
ter ; taptivale the eye, lull the ear, or 
tickle the palate : .ibovc soo C'/'jltn were 
tinployut to cauy his (Imoting appaiatus, 
guns, powder, Ihot, and etideuis ; he 
has above icoo double bairel guns, (lie 
finelt that Manton and AWI could make, 
an<l tingle hanels, piitoU, Iwoids, and 
Ipc.us without number. 

Riliglon cor.liiallied him to ftop fome 
days at B.ntKe.h to pay hernage at the 
tomb of .1 cclebi atid .Saint (; all j; .o.l >ui n 
who are able ufcit to worftiip t;:is holy 
Anclioiite once a year, geiieially in the 
month of May j his bones weie dileoeer- 
e4 about 400 yeais ago, and maiutelk-d 
thfir lan6lity by fome miraculous marks. 
The witty and unbelieving lay, tiny 
the fkcleton of an als, wilhout thinking 
of the impiety in imagining theie is any 
retemblance between an als and a faint, 
whether dead or alive. 


Lucnoiu, i'^tb Jan. 1794. 

From Baiacnh we lieeied towaids 
Niifi/>iira, a finall town in tlie firft range 
of mountains, commcnly called the Com- 
mo:u Hilh, whicli extend from the Eaf- 
tern extii-mity ci' Bout an to llitrchoai , and 
divide Hiod'jjiuti irom hhet and Napul, 
Game ot all foits were deftioyed every 
moining and evening without number or 
diltinftion; his EMt lUncy is one of the 
belt iiuirklmen I ever law; it would be 
Itraiigc it he was not, as ont day vvitli 
anotliei he fires above too ftiots at evtiy 
fpeties of birds and animals. The tiilt 
tiger wc faw and killed w.-.s in the moun¬ 
tains*: we went to attack him about 
noon j he was in a ni'rrow valley, vhicts 
the Nawnb iurioundcd with above 200 
elephants ; we luaid him growl horribly 
in a thick bulb in the middle of the val¬ 
ley. Byirg accuftemed to thelpotf, and 
veiy eager, I puthed in my elephant; the 
fieice bead chajgedme immediately; the 
eliphant, a tiimd animal, as they gene- 
tally aie, turned tail, and deprivid meof 
the opportunity to file; I ventured again, 
attended by two or three other elephants ; 
the tiger made a Ipiiijg, and ncarlj^r 
reache-d the back ot one of the elephants, 
on which weie three 01 four men ; the 
clijihant fliook himfclt !o ioicibly as to 
thiow thcle men e-tf his back; they tumb¬ 
led into the bufli; I gave them up for 
loft, but was agii-i ably I'urptized to fee 
fliim citep out m.liuri. Ills ExceUnuy 
was all this time on a lif.ng ground near 
the thicket, looking on ralinly, and beck¬ 
oning to me to drive the tiger towaids 
him , I made another attempt, and with 
mcie lucccls; he darted out towaids me 
an my appioach, i -aiing furioully, and 
ladling his lieles with his tail. 1 luckily 
got a ihot, and hit him; heletrcatedinlo 
the budi, and ten or tw ivt eleph.ants juft 
then puthed into the thieke-t, alarmed the 
tiger, andobligtelhim tolun out towards 
the biuicubf WHO inftaiitly gave him a 
warm reception, and, with the aftiftance

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of fomc of his Omrcos, laid the tiger 
fprawJinw on his fide as dead as a (lone. 
A loud (flout of wia ! wAa / proclaimed 
the viclory ; and tlioie who had been too 
timid to approach before, from idle ap- 
prehenfion, allumed their valour, and 
rufhedon the fallen hero with llaughtering 
fwords. On elephants thcie is no d.in- 
ger in encountering thefc lavage beads, 
wh.ch you know from repeated tri.ili. I 
have been at the killing of above thirty 
tigers, and feldom law .iny one hurt ; if 
you rccollefl, I was once thrown otT my 
elephant on one, and efcaped with a 
bniile. 

The next (port we had of any magni¬ 
tude was the attack on a wild elephant, 
which we met a few days attei the battle

in having the lentiinents which he had 
difiiiicd through many, engraved upon 
one whicli I'cems calculated to bid defiance 
to time, and w'hich lij, pci haps, the 
hiongcit and molt conlpimous iccoul of 
paity-pj-ejudice that the laH or any age, 
pn ceding or lucccediug, li.is pioductd.

I have menlicned the authoi ol thole-ino- 
luiiiienfaliecoulswith lome littlealpei Lty, 
for endeavouring to immoitalize prejudices 
which It voiild liave been much better 
to have buried in olilivnn, I would not 
be underltood to wilU to convey a geiieul 
reflexion upon his cli.iiac'tc-i, which was 
that ot a man eijiially pious aiidieained ; 
but only to Ihew that theie is, even in 
. *belt and moll enlightened minds, 
loinelliing whlcli will, at times, icpiels 
that liberality ol Icntiuient which leligioii 
and erudit'uii, philanthiojiy and philo- 
lojih), ought to inlule into them. 

In this piopenl'ity we can only lament 
the imperteiiVion ot luiiinn natuie, and, 
from li*ch exaiujdes, endeavour to collect 
any tiinpoiaiy depravity ot heait, Inch 
as, from theii condu.'.l, we mav Jiulge 
lometimes to leign even in thcle ot men 
otheiwile diltmguilhcd tor wililom and 
virtue : in which dais, I repeat, I mem 
to include the Rev. Di. Gale, ot whom I 
lhall lubjoln llic lew following aneedofts : 

This Gentleman was boin in ilu \e,ir 
1654,at Sciuton, in Yoiklhire. llewas 
educated at Weltininiter Stheol, tioni 
which he lenioved to Cambridgi, where 
he contliiuecl levcialycais, bcca-ite a Fel¬ 
low ot Trinity College, and atteiwaids 
Ciietk Profelior in that llmveilily. lie w 
long he continued in this tituation is un- 
feiiain } but we find that, in thu jear 
1672, having, as I beloie obfeived, t’cm 
the year i6<)6, dillinguifticd bitnleil by 
bis politic.il writings, he was chofen 
Head Matter of St. Paul’s School, and 
foon after had the honour to be named by 
the City to Compote thole inictiptioiis eiv- 
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graved upon the Monument, which have 
been lo muchcciilurcd ai-d celebrated, for 
which he was, by the Corporation of 
London, rewarded with a piece of pkatc*. 

In the year 1676 he received a tar more 
ample renuineiation j Ir.r he was made s 
Prcbendaiy ot St. Paul's, being one of 
ihole terimil onijimjit. f>c> tunu '. 

Dr. Gale had, as loon as he was (]U3» 
lified, taken the Degiee ot Deftor ol Di¬ 
vinity ) he w-as alio tholen a fellow of 
till.- Royal Society ; and gave to tl.ciepo- 
lltoiy of Giclh.mi Coll.ge a Reman uin 
with its allies. 

About the ye..r 1097 he m-ade a dona¬ 
tion to the new- Liluary ot '1 unity Col¬ 
lege of a gieat number ot Aiabic Manu- 
Ictipts. 

Having continued Head M.after of St, 
Paul’s School twenty-live ye.u-s, he, in 
the lame ycai 1697, w.as preterred to the 
Dcanry ot tile Metropi'iu.in Church of 
Yoik, in which I'ltuation his"piety, hof- 
pitality, and bemvokute, were equally 
conlpicuous ; as was .'.!lo his caie for, 
ai'.il good goveinnicnt ot the Chapter,and 
his .lUidiiity in upaiiing and beautiljing 
tliai venci.ilile .uui .lugult Cathedral. 

It was a inistoiture lanicmed by his 
fiiends and the bteiaiy woiM, that Dr. 
Gale- did not long enjoy cl’at elevated 
Hat ion to which his ir.cnt, in an anxious 
and laboiious cnijiloynicnt, lud lailird 
him, He died at his Dcanry, April .lie 
!lih, 1702, leaving behind him the clra- 
lai'tei ot aieair.ea divine, a gieat liillo- 
11.111 and aiitii|V..iiy, and one ot the bell 
Guculls ot Ills tune.

played theie, or are engaged to produce, 
the world will h.ive leis latisfaition in 
contemplating the various works at 
FonthiJl as monuments ot Mr. Beck- 
ford’sdiftiiiguiflied tafte in the Fine Arts, 
than as a continued cxercile of that ge¬ 
nerous and cliaiitable dilpofiticn, which 
is ever lemlering his piiricely tortune, in 
lunie way oi other, liibJtrvicnt to the 
benefit or happinels of othei.s. 

Although parts ot the original eftate 
at Fonthill are covtied witli Mnc oak 
timber, yet Icmc thoulaad acits of the 
ground pin dialed by Mr. Becktord’s la¬ 
ther, as well as by himlelf, the leaks ot 
which have been continually iallin^,;?^ 
wi-ie ur.])ianted. Not to mention ti.e 
great pliiitation begun by the late Mr. 
Beckfoid, the piefent gentleman has 
been, every year liiice his pulidlion, cou- 
tiiming them upon a gramki ii.ilc. Jr'e- 
veial bundled thoufand tiecs, and, feme 
yi. IS, nor lei’s than a million, and thofc 
of all the d'(Teieiit lorts ot foielt wood, 
ami ef vaiious tiibes of exotic plants 
and 111) ubs, oUeii conilitufe the woik 
but of a brgle te.il'on. As new pnr- 
dip.irs are continually adding large tiae'ls 
ef land to Mi. Bickioid’s il< main, his 
plantations will juobably ]iv< eeed in the 
lame Itiic for lonie yins to come. As 
t!ie jlaiuiiig at Fontiiill may be conli- 
dere'i as a kind ot gener."’! undei taking 
.'’lw..ys going fcnvaid in tlie- pioptr ka- 
l.,iis, a 'ingle work only intliis way ftmil 
be particulaily fpecitud, b.ecault it was 
attended by ibmc chcumlt.ntes wliicli 
gave it pteuliar merit.—The ftone of 
the prei'cnt Fonthill Houfe, built by the 
late Mr. Beck ford, was t.iken from a 
cjuai ry on the Eallern fhore of the Lake, 
at an Lnconfiderable diftance frem ll.e 
Iciteof the nianlion Itfelf. Several aciis 
of rocky ground, wliich formed this 
t|uairy, contir.ucd alter the completion 
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tlie building Kill open ; and exhibit¬ 
ing nothing but large naked mafl'es of 
white Hone and ugly ckcavations, and 
thole alinort fronting the houfe, it was 
rclolved to cover every part of this 
quairy, fome plfturefqtie features of 
rock excepted, with foil brought fiom 
adiH.ince by dint of labour, and then to 

J dant the ground with oak, beetli, elm, 
arch, fir, &c. leaving green walks, 
bordered with llirubs ami flowers, ^id 
fuch other Ipaces open, as good talle 
luggerted, according to the natuic of the 
ground. This plantation Mr. Beckford 
Icon after confideiably extended along 
the adjoining hills which hang over tiie 
Lake j on the fide of which has been 
formed a Grotto trickling with peicnnial 
fprings j the furface of its Bcck-woik 
variegated with many-coloured niofles, 
and its trevites filled with.ujuatic plains 
and flowers. Tins whole range of 
feenery, but particularly the ijuairy 
part, the wood having now attained a 
veiy conliderable giowili, may, in point 
ot beauty and original ctfei:!, challenge 
any garden feenci y in the kingdom. 

That w'oik, having etiiploycd a great 
number of hands for two oi tluee years, 
was fucceeded by an tnlaigemcnt oi the 
bed of tile river, and the removal oi a 
■ jlone bridge of feveral arches, hy wh.ch 
the water could no longer be croHLd. 
The different form of the Ihores and cx- 
tenlion now given to the breadth of tiie 
water have entirely changed its former 
alpeif and cliaraiter, and rendeted it 
worthy of its prelent appellation of a 
Lakki, The clearnefs and depth of this 
water, partly lupplied by the river Nad- 
der, and partly by tliole numerous foun¬ 
tains ifl'uing from the high ground, and 
giving the appropriate name of Fonthill 
to the vilLige, add greatly to the merit 
•of this Lake, in refpetrf to its volume and 
expanie, and entitle it to rank as one of 
the molt interefling objefts ot the place. 
Further improvements, however, are in 
due time to be made upon this v/atcr ; 
its fizc to be flill enlarged, and its form 
more varied. 

Mf. Eeckford’s next undertaking was 
the formation of a new Kitchen and 
Flower Garden, contiguous to each 
otlier, in a more convenient feite, under 
a warmer alpeft, and upon a fcale four 
tunes larger than the old one. The Hot 
^Vail:!, i>ineries, Confervatories, quan¬ 
tity of glaaed Frame-work, the Gar¬ 
dener s Houle, importation of foil for 
this extenfive fpot of many acres, with 
it* plantaliuns and nurferies, and an. 
Vol. XXXI. JaN. jyyy. 
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extenfive inclofure of handibme brick- 
Wall round the whole, hav^ altogether 
concurred to render this work almofl as 
unrivalled In magnitude and convenience* 
as it muft have been in matter of ex¬ 
pence. 

About three years ago was begun a 
Wall of confiderable height and thick- 
nefs, built of hewn Hone, and carried 
circuiaily round near leven miles of the 
loftielt and fiiiefl part of the hills and 
woods of Fonthill. This has been li- 
niflied with a flrong painted paling, in¬ 
clined outwards, as a chevaux tie jrizci 
which runs entirely round the top of the 
wall in order to fecure this favourite 
inclofure from all intrufion. Hares, 
phealants, partridges, and other game, 
with biids of long or of beautiful plu¬ 
mage, are the conflant inhabitants of this 
fecure region, and aie, lome or other of 
them, continually offering themlelves to 
fight in the air or on the ground, half 
t.ime, ai\d almoft fearlefs, as if conlcious 
ot tlieir privileged fafety. 

At tlic bottom of a wildly wooded 
hill, within this inclofure, is a natural 
].ake of tlie inofl tranfparent water ahd 
happily varied outline—

It remains now only to notice one 
particular, which certainly claims re¬ 
gard in this Memoir.

Whoever looks in thefe Volumes for an 
arbitrary folution of inexplicable pheno¬ 
mena, chimeras, and monifers of human 
creation, or .any confirmation of all thofe 
marvellous improbabilities, lies, and 
dreams, which fpeculative men iabricate 
in their clolets for the credulous multi¬ 
tude to fwallow implicitly, will afTvirediy 
be difappoinlcd. Our very intelligent 
adventuier, no abetter of iinpofture, 
embraces, with a real truly honourable to 
the libeial purfuit of fcieuce, every op¬ 
portunity that occurs of detefling ir> 
difiipating the clouds of ignorance, in 
which genuine nature is dill fo much en¬ 
veloped, and, by adhering rigidly tofa^, ^ 
clfeAually counteia^fs the prevalence of 
fiflion and faliehood. The refult, in¬ 
deed, of long and fevere exertion and in- 
veiligation aie here exhibited in fuch 
genuine and explicit chaialders, as cannot 
fail to inteied, in an eminent degree, all 
the real admirers of rural fccnery in ils 
naked and fimple date. 

The want of a copious Table of Con¬ 
tents is a detriment to the popularity 
of the work, by giving it fucli an abrupt-

It is where we expeft the great- 
eft variety of entertainment that we arc 
moft felicitous to fee tlie bill of fare •, and 
our appetites are never blunted by know¬ 
ing hetorc-hand the fpccific nature df o-jf 
provifion. 'I'he molt uleful account we 
can give of thefe Travels is, therefore, 
to fupply, as well as we can, this unpar¬ 
donable ncgleft, by laying before our 
Readers, as our manner has lately been, 
a brief fummary of what they contain. 
By fuch ananalyfis,however imperteft,we 
piay become, in feme meafuie, tlie Au¬ 
thor’s alfociates in all liis cxcuiiions} 
learn the ohjeft on which he fets out j 
appreciate his means of realizing it} 
follow him in his route; contcmpKite the 
fatigues and dangeis he encounters ; and 
calculate the acquilitions he makes; 
noting, as we proceed in whatever may 
ftrike us as rleleflivc in his plan, or, the 
execution of it. 

Our Tr.'ivclkr does not Ibfe fpecifi- 
cally what the exclufive aim of his labo¬ 
rious and expeniive undertaking is ; but 
he feems to be every where ftinmlaied by 
an iricfiftihle defiie ot improving natui.il 
hiftdry, and clpecially of examining witli 
his own eyes luch pai titular brar.ches ot 
it as aie molt to his taltc. _ Few oh- 
jefts of any value or novelty, in any fitu- 
Htion, or on any cccafion, elcapc his re- 
learch. Oftener than once we find him 
regretting his want ot botanical know¬ 
ledge, which prevented hisxiollccting the 
xMiietyof ctirious vi getables which fur- 
rounded him, ,r.'d that he had neithci tlie 
ficill norapparanis of achymiftioranaly- 
iring the difrerent fuhftances or bodies 
w’hich occurred to him, and excited his 
attention. His great paffion, which tli- 
refled and concentered all his ftudits and 
purfuits, was to range through animated 
Uature, and ftieff" from the infinite 
/warms of c.matures who people the Afri¬ 
can territorie-., fuch as are leaft known 
kothe naturalifts of Europe. He aban¬ 
dons himf'-lf entirely to syhatever he 
deems mofteirentlal and conducive to this 
ncquifition. The 'fupreme and prevail¬ 
ing end of all his ambition and labours 
Is^fuch an alTemhlage of animated forms 
PS has been hitherto prodqced by no for- 
iner tcatUralfft. Two bbjeas feem to 
occupy hjs (ittention equally, In all cir- 
ctinmances ; the knowledge of the coun¬ 
try and fuch materials as could be found 


and amafled for this depofitum. Thpfii, 
however, prove occafionally fo incom¬ 
patible, and interfere ib effentially with 
c.ich other, as to put him foinctimes to 
the greateft inconvenience. But the ul¬ 
timate relult of all his ingenuity and 
difeoverics are referved for his orni¬ 
thology, which he repeatedly piomiles 
the public, and to which his further de¬ 
tails and ti-flits of •Idl the non-delcripts 
which fall in his way, are in general re¬ 
ferred. 

Of the means he poflcifid and prepaied 
for accomplithing thele ends, he loine- 
times prefents us with veiy copious and 
minute details. The caravan be equipped 
ccmfilted of three can i iges, accompanied 
with relays of cattle for relieving e.tch 
other in the draught, feme Hottentot 
negroes who ferved him on his preceding 
journey, and fcveral new ones; hut no 
other European was fuftered to be of the 
party but himfclf. His train was like- 
wlfc fill mflitd with fonie faddlc-horfcs,aiid 
a fmall flock of Iheep, goats, and milk- 
cows . He had alfoa tew poultry, amonkey, 
his old companion, and leventeeii dogs. 
The mcichandi/e by which he meant to^ 
trailic with the native, w'cre tiinkels of 
ditfeient kinds, tobacco, brandy, niilsj 
and knives. Thefe, with fire-aims, 
powder, lead, provilions ot tools an 
iron, and ftores of inch lucelfaiie-s as 
were not likely to be found very plen¬ 
tifully, at lead in diltrfots without cul- 
tiiie, civility, or perhaps iiihabitants, 
kitchen utenfils, and inftuiments for 
hunting and preparing the materials ot 
his cabinet, compofed his luggage.^ •'For 
the confidence and fatistaHioii ot his rea¬ 
ders in what may he expcHed from his 
diligence and exertions,he delineates very 
p.irticiilarly all the app.uatus he thought 
indifpenfible both to ijletv and fuccefs. 
He even condefpends lo characterize the 
individuals who compf fo his fuite, and 
ascertain the fcveral departments they 
filled. He ftates the natuie of their ier- 
vices, the ufes to which his animals arc 
fepaiatcly appropriated, and, in propor¬ 
tion as they anfwered his purpofe, omits 
no occafion of celebrating their merit in 
the fond languageof an indulgent mafttF. 
I'he very ftru'flurc and conformation 
of his waggons, the mode of his en¬ 
campments, and the invariable care and 
precautions eflential to his fefurity, are 
corrcftly ft'atcd for the information and 
convenience of future tiavellers. The 
arts by which he fecured the game in 
moft requeft, his means of obtaining the 
Ipecific objefts of his curiolity v^ith leaft 
I • ' ' ■ damage. 
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Jnmage, of beft preparingi keeping, and 
Itowing them for carnage, and a gieat 
vnriety of ingenious devices to which he 
had occafionally rtcourl'c, where expe¬ 
rience failed, and he depended Iblejiy on 
the relburces of his own mind, are ali 
fpecihed and explained. It w'ere netd- 
lel's to add the talents and addiefs by 
which this complicated machine is labri- 
c.itcd, jput in motion, cofiduilcd, and ren- 
dcied in every rel'peft efficient. Of tneie 
every reader mult be left to form his own 
judgment, by an impartial eftimate of the 
work, on carefully perufing its contents. 

Iffie firll Volume ot thtle Travels de- 
feribes the tour of the colony, which in¬ 
cludes a conllderable trail of country 
bchiml and round the Cape. His me¬ 
teorological remarks on the adjacent 
mountains, Ibme of which overlook an 
immenfe extent, both of lea and land, 
aie cuiious and new. Some of thele 
altitudes, the very delcription of 
which renders us giddy, helpi-d him to a 
paitial anticipation of the difficulties he 
had to iurmount in the journey he medi¬ 
tated; but his ardour only mcriaful in 
pioportion as the wilds under vuw ap¬ 
peared impafl'alde. He cnuineintis, iii 
this intioduilion to the travels bLiuru him, 
various incidtius, occalloned by his 
li lenilrtiips both in town and among the 
planters on their larins, at a diltance 
which conlideiably impeded his letting 
out. Of all the captivating ipots in 
this rich and lomautic colony, a place 
calletl the Twrn/y-J-jur jRin.'iis feems to 
have charmed him molt. He mentions it 
us pceuliarly calculated for the of a 
town, which, with very little attention, 
might loon be made to rival that on the 
(.’ape ; and from the vicinity ot a capa- 
(.lous haibour, and a conllant lupply of 
the belt and clieapeif piovilions, with 
every commercial accommodation, calily 
lurpal's it botii in trade, population, and 
jnagniHcence. He travelled the whole of 
what is called Hotttntot Holland, S:vel- 
linbacb, Draaken Sifyn, Rocke’ueldf 
Rouge•■i.and, and by S'.vartland ; every 
miint as far as this enchanting retreat. 
The rel'peihvc produftions ot the levei'al 
cantons, their date of cultivation, and 
local peculiarities, are deferibed in his for¬ 
mer work. They furniftu-d him few ar¬ 
ticles for his colkiSlion on this occafion; 
and what obfervations they fuggeft, are 
chiefly confined to the charaftcis of the 
planters, and their mode of living. 
'Thele he divides into fliree claflcs : The 
fiiit are a kind of gmndees of enormous 
vjealUi, join fled at fumptuous eltiiblilh- 


ments, and marked from others by a 
dilfant, luperctlious, and haughty de¬ 
portment ; The next owe every thing to 
their own indultry, enjoy an high degree 
of independence, live in a moderate 
ftatc ot competence, and emulate each 
other in praililing the amiable virtues 
of kindnefs and holpitality: 'I'he third 
are a Iptcies ot droveis, who keep their 
flocks in the recedes ot the country, and 
expol'e them to lale in the di'ur-.-nt can¬ 
tons, lead a waiidei ing and paiforai life, 
and have no means of lubliltcnce, but 
what is deilved from this ainbuiatory 
traffic. 

The two firft Volumes of this Work, 
publilhed lix years ago, had no chart by 
which the eye could turnilh the lealt help 
to the underltanding, dn tiacing the 
courle of our tiaveller through a defert 
hitherto fo little known. 'This defefl iy 
in part at leall lupplied by the prefent 
publication, to wb.rh is prelixed a map 
explanatory of both tours } the former 
hy a red line, and this by a yellow. 
Thele extenfive routes lie in oppofite 
diieetions, on a bale m the lhape of an 
angle, the veitex of which jets out into 
the lea, and fuims one of the nioft extra- 
Oldinary capes or piomontones in the 
world, which is waiheil by the Southern 
Ocean in front, by the Indian on one fide, 
and by the Atlantic on the other. Our 
traveller reached along both fhcres very 
far up the country to a dilfii6f of CaftVa- 
11a in one voyage, and mountains inha' 
bited by the Hj-wfuanas, under the tro¬ 
pic of Capticorn, in the other. But this 
Iketch only expoles the vaftnefs of the 
latitudes Itill unexplored, and the ira* 
inenle fwarms of unknown lavages hu- 
rieil in their deep impenetrable recefles ; 
and it mntt leave on the mind of every 
judicious reader llntiments of real con¬ 
cern, that one lb competent to the talk 
had it not in his pvwver to vifit the whole. 
This map, like many others, is on too 
linall a icale to be of much ufe; and ill 
conlults the convenience of readers by a 
rigid adherence to the technical language 
of geography, which fo few underitand. 
Had the leveial tribes of favages recon- 
noitered, and their different hordes or 
kraals, been dillinflly named in Urge 
ftrong charailers, and the moil; important 
pafTes emphatically marked, every reft- 
ing-place, place of adventure, or pI%Ce 
noted by whatever accident or circam- 
flance, in the whole courle might bavd 
become equally perlpiciious to every rea- 
der.

He added likewiic to his'collec- 
tion many quadrupeds both great and 
finall I but what is of the highclt con- 
letpier.ce to the knowledge of genuine 
natuie, the habits and manners of every 
independent kind he was chiefly careful 
to examine and dil'pbay ; and from the in- 
fl.intes pioducedin thele Volumes of his 
aciilenels and diici iniination, we are 
liuntily difpofed to wifh him all jvuflihle 
liiccel's in the leveial publications an¬ 
nounced, and which are probably now in 
tiain. 

3. He emlcavoiirs to purge natural 
hiltoiy of-all the misfliapen fables which 
have liitherto disfigured and dilguiled it. 
Several la6fs doubted or dilhelieved, he 
authenticates ; aflerts the practicability 
of taming the fierceft animals from his 
own experience and example in the cafe 
of a zebra; and eftablifties tlie fafeinating 
powei ot certain reptiles from the tefti- 
mony of his own fenfes, and that of 
otUu- Icieutitic gcntknKn of it^difputabli; 

credj> 
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rrediUllty and honour : and thefe things 
ai& the more likely u> be tiue, tliat this 
puoJication niuft reach the Cape, wheic 
many witnefles are alive .and to be 
found) and infallible means of deteBing 
hfiitious-^atements arc at hand. 

4. Nothing recommends the WoiIq 
more to oiir attention, than the many 
amiable and interclling ttaits it affords 
of our common natuic.in its molt artlcls 
and fimple condition. All the Author’s 
fudeiing and expcncc of time, talent and 
property, would have been amply repay¬ 
ed by only quafliing that calumny and 
aveilion, which unfortunately conligned 
Inch multitudes of our fellow-creatuies to 
the hatred and injury of others, not mueh 
better than themlelves. But he reicius 
alfb numbcrlcrs hordes of mild andhaini. 
lefs individuals from prejudice and ob- 
feurityj makes them known and rel'peit- 
ed by each other; .ind inltiuiiis the go- 
veinnient of thcle remote fettlenrentt. Imw 
the miiirei ous tribes who oecupy the back 
grounds may be trained and made I'ei- 
vicoable : and notljiirg can be moie jilea- 
fmg than the laptuie and enthufialm with 
which he dwells and exjiatrates on their 
warm unmfpieious umpeis, the mildnel's 
anil frecdoiit of their manners, the holpi- 
tality they fliew to Itr anger-., the coirft- 
'’ •nce they exeicil'e on ail eiceafions, and 
tile veiy exquiilte plealute they unil..riiily 
take- in doing genet ous and good iraturcd 
things. 

5. The predeceflbrs of oiir travelle-r 
In foine part ot the fame route are- eveiy 
where handlbmely treateel. Of Ibme who 
cvieleutly had the improvement of fcienee 
exclulivcly at heart, he fpcaks in terms 
of high lefpefl, and reftiHes the-ir mif- 
takes with delicacy and libeiality ; but 
.others who take every thing on tuilt, 
and are fond of cxaggeiating tlie tiadi- 
tions of the populaee, and even lepcat 
with approbation the romantic tables of 
tire planters, he indufttioully expoles to 
tire infamy they merit. 

6. On the fupjiofition that we fliall 
be able to retain this incflimable I'ettle- 
ment of which we aie now in pofTellion, 
we earneftly recommend thele 'rtavcls to 
the attention cf Goycinmeac : they 
bring forward objefls ot great public im-

/hipping in the known woiM .11 e pointed 
out, and fcveial ricli fouicis of naval 
/tores laid open. New tituailons pecu¬ 
liarly inviting to lieth colunlaatiun are 
dllclufed, where the loil is fertile, the cli¬ 
mate gentle, water plenty, game abun¬ 
dant, ample communication with the Tea 
and with Europe open, and the whole 
feenery for an tinmen le Iweep of the molt 
beautiful lying grounds ex<iuilitciy rith 
and romantic. The praftlcability of tra¬ 
velling the whole of thel'e unknown regi¬ 
ons is ficcpicntly and tully alcertained; 
and the belt guide to fuch an undertaking 
are, doubticis, the adventures and expe¬ 
rience liei-e detailed. 

Notwitirltanding the fmgular degree of 
})lcaliire we have derived from the perufal 
of thele Travels, we do nof think them 
rdtogi.thei faulilefs. Many of his details 
might be proHtably coinprelfed. His de¬ 
fer iptions both of animals, vegetables, 
and occurrences, are allb very often tedi- 
oully prolix. Air.ong all tlie monlters 
he law, heacc&unis lor none of their car- 
cal’cs when de.id ; he does not once men¬ 
tion Iceingany ot their bones, or hazard 
a lingle conjedhiie on this phenomenon. 
How age is acconmiodatca among ra¬ 
vages, the Itate both of men and women 
during that interetiing period; and liAw, 
where, and with what lolcnmity their 
dead are inltned, he leaves us wholly in 
tlie dark. All tbel’pcculations he throws 
out on the vaiioiis lliades of the human 
character in this uncultivated .md unde- 
praved ll'igc, are equally lupc-rlicl.al and 
unfatisfaftoiy. Fioin the inhabitants cf 
thefe high remote latitudes, where the 
wonders of nature -are in perpetual exhi¬ 
bition, and an txtieme ki mentation ot 
the elements diver lilies her entire organi¬ 
zation, whodS^Ci Vci in other lefpeits nd 
weaknefs of intelreol, it leems odd no 
traces ot icfleftloa were dil'cerned, con¬ 
cerning either the origin of things, or 
their owadeltriiation; but this key,though 
tire belt tor unlocking all the latent cxcel- 
It-ncKs and mylU-iies of our nature, did 
not acvord vvith the philolophy of the 
new Icliool. It is at lead not fiom a dif- 
ciple of materlaliliit that we can expert 
fuch intelligence.

mull be coniideicd as completely ex- 
haultcd, it is dithcult to allign a reafon 
for the leviv.il or the exploded myltcrits 
of jbreery, and tl'.e J^niis of darkntfs. 
If it was our Atithwr’s intention, which 
we would not v/iil;-igly luppiile, to at¬ 
tack religious culirs, and, ot courfe,

Indeed, the chief 
excellence of Mr. L.’s prof- conliifs in 
this latter attribute of the r>nife\ r.l! the 
feenrs on which any care has been bc- 
ftowid exhibiting both the tnith ofna- 
tvreaodtheanipiatiou of genius. 


If the reader wilhes to he inftniflc^ 
in the fterct of railing up fpirits from 
the vafly deep, various fpecimens of that 
recondite Ibre may be cclle6Ied fronj this 
fingular performance ; and one by a ve¬ 
teran add experienced artift, no lefs a 
perfonage than the Wandering Jew htm~ 
felf. We fliall, however, IcledV an ex¬ 
ample from the feconcl Volume, which is 
rather more highly finifhed, and is no 
unfavourable tardplo of our Author’s 
adioitnefs in this Icience of darknefs and

This is an excellent prailical Seimon, 
accompanied with Notes to illultraie 
arts of it. Speaking of the two cele- 
rated Bills that paued laft Seflion of 
Railiament for the regulating alfemblies, 
Mr. Clapton fays, “ Since thofe Bills 
have jpafled into Laws, the emula¬ 
tion or excelling in harangues has fub- 
fidecl; the ardour of propoling mealures, 
of obvi.Uing oldeftions, and of forming 
relulutions, have cooled j and, inftcadof 
confulting the welfare and promoting the 
liappinell. of the State, thofe fclf-crcatcd 
Legiflators now confine tlicmlelves within 
the narrow ciicle of their own duties. 
Such are the fociai bldfu'iga ariliug from 


the two Bills, which, though mifrepre- 
fented by the united powers of artifice 
and clamour, weie oppolcd bynumbeis 
as few as their aiguments were feeble.” 

Our Divine, with great propriety, 
quotes (he following pall’age from the 
pofthumous v/ork of Mr. Gibbon, rela¬ 
tive to the fubjeft of P.ariiamcntaiy Re¬ 
form : 

“ If you do not,” fays he In a Letter 
to his noble Editor, “ relllt the fpirit 
of innovation in the firft attempt, it you 
admit the fmallcft and moft fpecious 
change in our Parliamentary fyftcm, you 
arc loft. You will be driven from one 
ftep to another, from principles juft in 
theory to confequences nv-.ft pernicious 
in pi aft ice, and^oar firft toncrjfiom •will 
be produSiive of every fiihfequent mif- 
cbirf, for which you will be anfwcrabie 
to your country and to pofterity.” 

The whole compofition of Mr. Clap¬ 
ton merits the moft attentive and ferious 
perufal of all ranks of people at the 
pref«nt time.

'■J HE following account of Capt. Sted- 
■* m.in’s killing an Aboina In.ikc is 
very enteitaining, and chaiadlerilhc ot 
the manners and iclources ot the ne- 
gioes : 

“ As I was retting in my Iwiiimock, 
between the paroxylins ot my fever, 
about half way between Connotlibo and 
Baibacoeba, while the Charon was float¬ 
ing down, the fentincl called to me that 
he h.id Iten and challenged lemcthing 
black, and moving in the brufli wood on 
the beach, which gave no anfwer ; hut 
winch, horn its tire, he concluded mult 
be a nun. I immediately dropped an¬ 
chor, and, having manned the canoe, ill 
ns I vv.io, I Itcpped into It, and rowed up 
to the place mentioned by the lentinel. 
Heiewe all Itepped allioie to leconnoitre, 
as I liiipecled it to be no other th.in .1 re- 
br-1 fpy, or atlraggling paity dctacned by 
the enemy ; but one ot iny llaves, of the 
name of David, dtclaied it was no negro, 
but a l.irge amphibious Inake, which 
could not be t.cr from the beach, and I 
might h.ivean opportunity of tliooring It 
it J plealed. To this however I had not 
file leatt inclliution, Horn the uncommon 
lize ot the crea'uic, from my weaknd's, 
and the ditHcuhy of getting through the 
thicket, which ftenred impenetiable to 
the water's edge ; and, thcrctoie oiden d 
all Oi tlum to return on bcaid. Tl.e 
ne^ro then alked me* liberty to fte p tor 
wardanel lljoot it hnnlelf, alliiimg me it 
coulit not be .11 any gie.il dilt.ince, .and 
wairantii'g me agaiiilt a!! d.uiger. '1 his 
declaration inlpiied me with lb much 
pride and eimil.ation, th.i'- I determined to 
tike hi. Ill It advice, and kill it myfelf, 
j'rovidedi he would point it out to nv, and 
be relpcr.iihlc tor the hazaid liy ttandiiig at 
n y fnle ; fiom which 1 twoie*, that it he 
euud to move, I tlioiild level the piece at 
h,m!ell', and blow i.ut his own hr tins. 

“ I o tills li'e I egii) chetilully agietd ; 
and, having loaded rny gun with a ball 
caitildge, we pioti tiled j David ctitfing 
a (athwlth a bill-hoi'k, and a marine 
fo!!.A\iiV’ v./!:!! tliiee mme leaded firelocks 
tv keej) in iiddincij. We lud not gone 


above twenty y.ards through mud and 
water, the negio looking eveiy way with 
an uncBininon degree ct vivacity and at¬ 
tention, when, ftarting behind me,he call, d 
out, “me lee fnakee and, in etfe6l, 
there lay the animal, rolled up under the 
fallen leaves and lubb.lli ot the trees, 
and fo well Covered, that it was I'ometime- 
befoie I diltinftly pe-iceivcd the head of 
this monfter, diftant from me not above 
fixtcen Icet, moving its loiked tongue, 
wh le its eyes, from their uncommon 
brigluncls, appeared to emit fparks of 
file. 1 now, 1 citing my piece uporf**li 
biMnch for the purpofc of taking 3 furer 
aim, fired, but milling the head, the 
ball went thiough the body, when the 
animal llruck round, and with liicli aflo- 
nilliiiig iorce as to cut away all the un- 
dcrwootl around him with the facility of 
a ley the mowing grals ; and, liy flounc¬ 
ing his tail, cauled the imid and diit to 
fly ovei oui heads to a corifiderahle illf- 
tance. Ot this proceeding, howtvci, we 
were not toipid Ipeilators, but took to 
OUI heels, and Clouded into the caiioc, 
'I'he negro now iiitreatcd me to renew the 
charge, alFuiing me the liiake woyld be 
<]iilet in a few minutes, and at any latc 
jierlilting In the affcition, that be was 
neillu-i able nor inclined to pm hie us, 
which opinion he fuppoitid by walking 
beh ic me till I flioiiltl be leady to file ; 
and thus I again umleiti ok to make the 
Inal, elpecially as he laid that his lint 
tu-iting backwards had only pirceeded 
fiom a (leliie to make room for me. I 
now found the fnakc a little removed 
tn.m Ills toniier llatioii, but vtiy quiet, 
with his head as befoie, lying out among 
the lallcn leaves, rotten baik, and oKi 
mols. I fired at it immediately, but 
with no better Aicccfs than the other time j 
and now, being but (lightly wounded, he 
lent up luch a cloud of du(i and dirt as 
I never I'aw but in a whiilwind, and 
made ns once more fuddenly ictic.it to 
our canoe, where, now being heartily 
tired of the exploit, I gave orders to row 
towards the barge j but David flill in¬ 
ti tating me to permit him to kill the ani- 

maly 
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mal, I was, by his perfuafions, induced 
ti> make a third and lalt attempt in com¬ 
pany with him.'^ Thus, having once 
more dilcovcrcd the fnake, wc dilchaiged 
both our pieces at once, and with this 
good ert'eit, that he was now, by one of 
us, fliot thiough tile head. David, vyho 
was made completely happy by fhis fuc- 
Celslul conclufioii, ran leaping with joy, 
and loll no time in bringing the boat- 
rope, in order to drag him down to the 
canoe { hut this again pioveJ not a very 
ealy untleitaking, lince the creature, not- 
withltanding Its being moi tally wounded, 
dill continued to wreath and twill about 
in liich a manner as reiideied it dangerous 
tor any perfon to approach him. The 
negro, howevei, having made a running 
noole on the lope, alter lome iiuit- 
lels attempts to make an approach, lluew 
it over his head with inucli dexttiity; 
and now, all taking hold ot tlieiopc,wo 
dragged him to the beach, and tied 
him to the Hern of the cance, to 
take him in tow. Being Hill alive, he 
kept fwimming like an cel; and I having 
no relifli for fneh a Ihipmate on boaul, 
whole length (notwithltanding, to my 
aHoniflmient, all the negioes declared it 
to be but a young one come to about 
half its giowth) I tound, upon nualliring 
it, to be twenty-two feet and I'ome inches, 
and its thicknds about that of my black 
boy Quaco, who might then be aliout 
twelve years old, andiound whcle walH 
1 lince nieafnud the criatuie's Ikin. 

“ Being ari'ivtd along-lide ot the Cha¬ 
ron, the next conlidciation was how to 
dirp^ic of this imiiienle animal; when it 
was at length dctci mined to bring him on 
fliore at Bailiacoeba, to have him Ikin- 
ned, and take out the oil, See. In order 
to effeil this purpofe, tlie negio David, 
having climbed up a tree with tlic ind of 
the rope, let it down over a Hrong forked 
bough, and the other negioes hoiHcd up 
the Inakc, and I'ul’pendcd him fiom the 
tree. "J'his done, David, with a fliarp 
knife between his teeth, now left the 
tree, and clung fall upon the inonHer 
which was Hin'twiHing, and began his 
operations hy ripping it up, and Hripping 
down the Ikin as he defeended. T. hough 
I perceived that the animal was no longer 
able to do him any injuiy, I contcl’s I 
could not without emotion fee a man 
Hark naked, black and bloody, clinging 
with arms and legs round the llimy and 
yet bleeding inonHer. This labour, 
how'cver, was not without its ufe, lince 
he not only dextroully HniHicd the opera- 
lion, but provided me, belidcs the Ikin, 


with above four gallons of fine clarified 
fat, or rather oil, though th^ was 
watled, pci'liaps, as much more. This 
I deliveied to the I'urgeons at Devil's 
Haiwar, for the ufe of the wounded men 
in the hofpital, for which I received their 
hearty thanks ; it being confidered, par- 
ticulaily for brulfes, a very excellent 
remedy. When I fignihed my iurprife 
to fee .the fnake Hill living after he was 
depiived of his inteflines and ikin, Cara- 
maca, the old negro, whether from exj^;- 
rience or tiadition, aflured me he would 
not die till after funfct. The negioes 
now cut him in flices, in order to drefs 
and f'ealt on him, they ail declaiing that 
he was exceedingly good and wholefbme, 
but, to then great mortification', I refufed 
to give my coiicuiience, and wc rowed 
down with the ikin to Devil’s Harwar. 

“ Of tills fpecies feveiallkiiis are pre- 
ferved in the BiitiHi and .Mr. Parkin- 
fon’s Mufeiims. It is called by Mr. 
Weftly Lyboija, and Boa in the Britifh 
Encyclopedia, to which ptiblication I 
refer the reader for the perfeil account, 
and an excellent engiaving of this won¬ 
derful cieature, which, in the Colony of 
Surinam, is called Aboma. Its length, 
when full grown, is laid to be Ibmetimes 
forty feet, and more than four feet in 
ciicunifercnce ; its colour is a giecTtifli 
black on the back ; a fine brownifli yel¬ 
low on the fid^s, and a diity white under 
the belly ; the back and fidts being f'pot- 
ted with iiregular hi ick rings, with a 
puie white in the middle. Its head is 
broad and Hat, fniall in proportion to 
the body, with a laige mouth, and dou¬ 
ble low of teeth ; it has two bright pro¬ 
minent eyes, covered all over with I'cales, 
fbrne about the fize of a fhilling ; and 
under the body, near the tail, armed 
with (wo Hrong claws, like cock-fpurs, to 
lielp it in I'eizing its prey. It Is an am- 
pliibious animal, that is, it delights in 
low and marfliy places, where it lies coiled 
up like a rope, and concealed under mofs. 
rotten timber, and dried leaves, to feize 
its prey by furprize, which from its ira- 
menlc bulk it is not aftive enough to 
purfue. When hungry it will devour 
any animal that comes within its reack, 
and is indifferent whcthci it is a fluth, a 
wild boar, a flag, or even a tiger ; round 
which having twiHed itlclf by the help 
of its claws, lb that tlie creature cannot 
efcape, it breaks, by its irrefiftibte 
force, every bone In the aiiimal's body, 
which it then covets over with a kind of 
flime or Haver from-its mouth, to make 
it Hide } and, at latl, gradually fucks it 

in 
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in till it flllapj)ears s after this the Abo- 
ina cannot fliit't its lituation, on account 
of the great knob ol knot which the f'wal- 
Jowed prey occafions in that jvirt of the 
body where it refts, till it is digcfted ; 
tor till then it would hir.der the fnake 
from Hiding along the giniind. During 
tliat time the Abtma want-, no other 
Itibliftence. I have been told of negioes 
being devoured b^ this aniin.tl, ard am 
diipuied to credit the account; for/hoiild 
they chance to come within us reach when 
hungi y, it would as certainly teiife them as 
any other aniniuil. Ido not appiehcnd that 
its flefli, whith is vi-ry white, and looks 
like that of filh, is in any lefpeol perni¬ 
cious to the Itoniach. I iliould have had 
no objeilion to the negioes u.Jng it till 
it was confumcd, had I not obleived a 
kind of difTatislaiiion among the re¬ 
maining marines, who would not have 
been pl,ca(ed with my giving the negroes 
the uleotihc kettle to boil it. Tlie bite 
of this Irake is laid not to ht V' nomoui ; 
nor do I helle'Vf it bites it 'il il'nn ni.. 
other Inipulie than that oi h" ^ i.''

Stedman adds concerning another fnafcf 
of this fpecics, though not from his owa 
perfon.il knowledge : 

“ Who wt ..Id believe, tliat almoft a 
whole detachment of eighty marines, one 
day nurclung through a thick wood, 
imagined, to a man, that they were ftep- 
ping one after anothei over a large fallen 
tree, that obftruiied their way, till at 
length it began to move, and proved to 
he no other than a full grown ferpent 
ot the Ahoma kind, meafuring, accord¬ 
ing to Colonel Fourgeond's computation, 
between thirty and forty feet in length ;

Walker of the 
contents of tins book, winch will be found 
ufeful both to the practitioner and the 
patient, the latter ol wliom by tlic perufal of 
tt may be “ divertexl from an imiiropci de¬ 
pendence tipon nodi'ums and fane ed fpccifics, 
and dirtClecl to ftek the aid of medicine under 
a jud.cious and well regulated exhibition 
it."

This venerable bard, alter delighting the 
public mote than half a century, full of year* 
and literary fiine, at the age of near 7a, of» 
fers to the world the piefent Volume, con» 
fiflmgof a few occalional Odes, &c. which he 
had bcfoie publillied fepaiately, but which 
could not be infeitcd in the lafl edition of Ins 
Pocm^, m two Volumes, X796, without too 
much mcrcafmg their fize. To thefe are 
added fuch as have Aolcn into the woild fur- 
rcptitiuufly, and otheis (chiefly juvenile 
cuinpofitions), winch he was aware exifled 
ill manufciipts in the hand.-> of ri.flcrcnt pci> 
foi'S ; and two Dramas, which had re¬ 
ceived the appiobation of certain poetical 
and critical fuends of unquefliened judgment, 
many of Ihem fince dead. Mcfl ot thefe 
pieces will be received with plrafure hy evciy 
reader of talte. The Diamas are, fiifl, 
“ Sappho,” a lyiical peiformance in thiec 
ads, which we have heard was formeily let 
to mufle by Giardini : it has not, however, 
bc.n leprcfented on the .Stage, The fecond, 
entitled, “ Aigentile and t'uran,”isa iegen. 
daiy diama, wiitten about the year 1766 on 
the old Enghfli model, and is taken from 
Vainei’s “ Albion’s England.” This piece, 
thuLigh prob.ihly intended fui the Stage, has 
never been ofttrid to it; tliau‘.,h we think.

Converfion of Difeafes, •' have been 
at once fhorrened and embittered by the 
thouglulefs encouragement which fomt 
pradlitioncrs give to the ufc of fpiri- 
tuous liquors. I have feen mod melan¬ 
choly in dances, in which habits of dram- 
driiiking have been thus acquired, 
under the lanSion of the medical at¬ 
tendant, by perlons not only temperate, 
blit even delicate m their moral habits. 
In this manner hydcncal diforders of no 
great moment are converted to fehirrus 
of the liver and dropfy, to apoplexy, 
palfy, and other fatal difeafes. “ Sed

tBFSEN'TEO - to THE AMERICAN 
SECRETARY OF StATE BY CITI¬ 
ZEN A»ET. 

rpHE underfigncd Miiilfter Plcnipo- 
•2 tentiary of the French Republic, in 
conformity to the orders of his Govcrn- 
menr, has the honour of tranfmitting to 
the Secretary of State of the United 
States, a Rcfolution taken by the Execu¬ 
tive of the French Republic, on the 
jith Milfidor, 4th year, relative to the 
condu6t which the Ihips of war of the 
Republic are to hold towards neutral 
veflels. The flag of the Republic will 
treat the flag af Neutrals in the fame 
manner as they fliall fufler it to be treat¬ 
ed by the Englifh. 

The fentiments which the American 
Government hav« manifelled to the 
Underfigned Minifter Plenipotentiary, 
do not permit him to doubt, that they 
■will fee in its true light this meafurc, 
as far as it may concern the United 
States, and that they will alfofeel, that 
it is didlated by imperious circumftanccs, 
and approved b) juftice. 

Great Britain, during the War Ihc 
has carried on againfl the Republic,has 
not ceafed ufing eve^ means in her 
power to add to that fcourge, fcourges 
Rill more terrible. She has ufed the 
well known liberality of the French na¬ 
tion to the detriment of that nation. 


Kno\?'ing how faithful France has al¬ 
ways been in the obfcrvancc of her 
Treaties ; knowing that it was a prin¬ 
ciple of the Republic to refpe^t the flags 
of all.Natiuns, the Britilh Government, 
from the beginning of the War, has 
caufad neutral veflels, and in particular 
American veflels, to be detained, taken 
them into their ports, and dragged 
from them Frenchmen and French pro¬ 
perty. France, bound by a Treaty with 
the United States, could find only a 
real difadvantagein the Articles of that 
Treaty, which caufed to be refpedttd 
as American property, Englifh property 
found on board American veflels. They 
had a right, under this confideration, to 
expefl: that America woii^ take fleps 
in favour of her violat^ neutrality. 
One of the predecelTors of the under- 
flgnccf, in July 1793, applied on this 
fubje6t to the Government of the United 
States j but he was not fuccefsful, Ne-

Verthelcfs, the National Convention, 
who, by their Decree of the 9th May 
i793t had ordered the Icizure of ene¬ 
my’s property on board neutral veflels, 
decl.^ring at the fame time, that the 
meafurc fhould ceafe when the Englifh 
fhould refpe£V neutral flags, had except¬ 
ed, on the 23d of the fame month, the 
Americans from the operation of this 
general order. But the Convention 
was obliged foon to repeal the laW 
which contained this exception fo fa¬ 
vourable to Americans: the manner in 
which the Englifh conduced theni- 
felvcs, the manifeft intention they had 
to flop the exportation of provifionB 
from America to France; rendered it 
unavoidable. 

The National Convention, by this, had 
reflored the equilibiiiim of neutrality 
which England had dtflroyed; had diu 
charged their duty in a manner jiiflified 
by a thoiifand paft examples, as well at 
by the neceflity of the then exifling mo¬ 
ment. They might, therefore, to recall 
the orders they had given to feize the 
enemy’s property on board American 
veflels, have waited till the Biitifh Go¬ 
vernment had firft definitively revoked ih« 
fame order, a rufpenfion only of which 
was produced by the embargo laid by 
Congrefs the 26th of March 1794; but 
as fuun as they were informed that, under 
orders of the Government of the United 
States, Mr. Jay was direfled to remon- 
flrate againfl the vexatory meafures of 
the Englifli, they gave orders, by the law^ 
of the 13th Nivofe, 3d year, to the fhips 
of war of the Republic to refpefl; Ame¬ 
rican veflels, and the Committee of Public 
Safe ty, in their explanatoiy Refolve of the 
141!) of the fame month, haftened to fanc- 
tion the fame principles. The National 
Convention and the Committee of Public 
Safety had every reafon to believe that 
this open and liberal condufi would de¬ 
termine the United States toufe every effoi t 
to put a flop to the vexations imposed 
upon their commerce, to the injury of tlie 
French Republic. They were deceived 
in this hope; and though the Treaty of 
frieiK^fhip, navi^tion, and commerce, 
between Great Britain and the United 
States, had been figned fix wA-ks before 
France adopted the meafure I have juft 
fpoken of, the Englifh did not abandoa 
the plan they had formed, and continued td 
flop and carry into their ports ail Amerl- 
S -taa 
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can velTels bound to French ports, or 
returning from tliein. 

This conduct was the fubjeA of a Note 
which the underfigned addrelTed on the 
the 7thVendemiaii'e(z9th September 1795, 
,0. S.) to the Secretary of State. The 
remon(trances which it contained were 
founded on the duties of Neutrality^ upon 
the principles which Mr. JefFeWbn had 
laid down in his Letter to Mr. Pinck¬ 
ney, dated the 13th September 1794. 
Yet this Note has remained without an 
fuifwer, though recalled to the remem¬ 
brance of the Secretary of State by a liif- 
Mtch of the 9th Germinal, 4th year (29th 
march 1796, O. S.) and Amcriean vef- 
fels bound to French ports, dr returnii^ 
from them, have dill been feized by tM 
Englifli. Indeed more ; they have added 
a new vexation to thofe they had already 
impofed upon Amei leans : they have im- 
freSed feamen from on board American 
velfels, and have thus found the means 
aif tlreiigtheniiig their crews at the expence 
of the Americans, without the Govern- 
-snentof the United States having made 
linown to the underfigned the deps they 
bad taken to obtain fatisfaflion ior this 
violation of ncutiality, (b huitful to the 
kxereds of France, as the underJigned 
bath fet forth in his Difpatches to the 
Secretaiy of State of the 91I1 Germinal, 
4th year (29th March 1796, O.S.), 19th 
Germinal (8ih April 1796), and id Flo- 
real (zothApiil 1796), which havj re¬ 
gained without an anfwei'. 

The French Government, then, finds 
itfelf, with refpe^ to America at the 
prefeiit time, in circumdanc^s finiilar to 
rhofe of the year 1795 : and if it fees 
itfelf obliged to abandon with refpeiff to 
tllem, and neutral Powers in general, the 
favourable line of condn£f they piirlued, 
and to adopt different nieafures, the blame 
fhould fall upon the Britifh Government: 
it is their condu£f which the French 
Government has been obliged to follow. 

. The underfigned Minilter Plenipoten¬ 
tiary conceives it his duty to lemaik^to 
Secretary of State, that the neutral 
.■Governments, or the Aiiies of the Re- 
iwblk, have nothing to fear as to the 
unent of their dag by the French, 
p.if keeping vvitbin the bounds of 
neutrality, they caufe the right of 
neu^lity to be rcfpe£>ed by the 
tlie Republic will refpeft them.

(hall a£f in the fame manner as the En‘> 
glifl).' No, certainly { for the neutrality 
of a nation confids in granting to Belli* 
gerent Powers the fame advantages { and 
that neutrality no longer exids, when, in 
the courfe of the War, that neutral nation 
grants to one of the Belligerent Powers 
advantages not dipulated by Treaties an- 
teiiortothe War, or differs that Power 
to feize upon them. The neutral Go¬ 
vernment cannot then complain, if the 
other Belligerent Power will enjoy ad* 
vantages which its enemy enjoys, or if it 
(eizes on them; otherwife that neutral 
Government would deviate with refpeft 
to it from the line of neutrality, and would 
become its enemy. 

The underfigned Minider Plenipoten¬ 
tiary thinks it ufelefs further to develope 
tliele principles. He does not doubt that 
the Secretary of State feels all their force § 
and that the Government of the United 
States will maintain from all violation 
neutrality which France has always re- 
fpefled, and will alwayj refpedf, when 
her enemies do not make it turn to her 
detiimcnt. 

The undeifigned Minider Plenipoten¬ 
tiary embraces this opportunity of reiterate 
ing to the Secretary o( State the affurance 
o( his adeem ; and informs him, at the 
dune rime, that he willcaufc this Note to

REPl.Y OF THE EXECUTIVE COVERN- 
ME.VT OF AMERICA TO CiriZEN 
ADET’s note, INCLOSINO THE DS- 
CRfE OF THE EXECUTIVE OIRKC- 
TORY RESPECTINU NEUTRAL VES¬ 
SELS. 

SIR, 

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the 

receipt of your Note, of the 27th ult. 
fevering a decree of the Executive Di- 
reftory of the Fi'ench Republic, concern¬ 
ing the comiberce of neutral nations. 

This decree makes no didindlion betweet> 
neutral powers, who can claim only the 
rights (ecured to them by the law of 
nations, and others between whom anck 
the French Republic Tieatks have im- 

pofi^ 
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•j^ed fpecial obligation*. Where no 
Treaties exift, the RepubHc* by feizing 
-.and ronfifcaiing the property of their 
enemies, found on board nptitrai veflels, 
would only exercife an acknowledged 
right tinder the law of nations. If, to¬ 
wards fiich neutral nations* the French 
Kepublic has forborne to execute th<s right, 
the forbearance has been peife£lly gra¬ 
tuitous. The United States, by viitueuf 
their Treaty of Commerce with Fiance, 
liand on dinerent ground. 

In the year 1778, France voluntarily 
entered into a Commercial Tieaty with 
us, on principles of perfefl reciprocity, and 
exprefsly ftipulating freejbtps JboulJ 
make free goods: that is, if France 
Ihould be at war with any Nation, with 
whom the United States Ihould be at 
peace, the goods (except contraband) and 
the peilbns of her enemies (foldiers in 
aftual feivice excepted) found on board 
tlie velTels of the United Stales were to be 
free fiom captiite. On the other hand— 
if the United States Ihuuld engage in war 
with any Nation, while France remained 
at (xtacc, then the goods (except contra¬ 
band) and the peifons of our enemies 
(foldiersin aftual fervice excepted) found 
on board French veffcls, were alio to be 
fiee fioni capture. This is plainly ex- 
pnfled in the 23d Article of that Treaty, 
and demonllratesthat therecipiocify iheie- 
by Ibpulated was to operate at r//^r;rw/ 
/rriof/r—that Is, at one time in favour 
of one of the conirafling parties, and 
of the other at another time. At the 
^refent time, tlie United Slates being at 
peace, they polTefs by the Treaty the right 
cf carrying the goods of the enemies of 
France without lubjtfling them to cap¬ 
ture. But what do the fpiiit of the Deciee 
of the Executive Direftory and the cur¬ 
rent of youi obfervations lequire ? That 
the United States (hould now gratuitoufly 
renounce this right. And what reafon is 
aliigned for denying to us the enjovment 
of this right ? Your own words fui nilh the 
anfwer; “ France, hound by treaty to the 
United States, could find only a real dijad- 
vantage in the articles of that Treaty, 
whicli caiifed to be rei'peflcd as American 
property Englilh property found on board 
American veffels.” This requifition, and 
the realbn afligned to fupport it, alike 
excite furprue. The American Govern¬ 
ment, Sir, cunfeious of the purity of its 
inieniinns, of its impartial obfervance of 
the iawsof neutrality, and ofits inviolable 
regard to Treaties, cannot for a moment 
admit, that it has forfeited tbe right to 
claim a reciprocal obfervance of Ifipiiiationa 
on tbe part of tbe Ftench F<p«blic, whofc 
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friendlhip moreover It hai every reafon 
to cultivate with the moft perfeft nnceHty. 
This right,formerlyinfringed bya Decree 
of the National Convention, was recoeniz> 
ed anew by the repeal of that Decree. Wb/ 
it lliould be again queftioned we are at a 
lofs t« determine. We are ignordnt of 
any new reftraints on our commerce by 
tlie Bi'itilh Government; on the contrary^ 
we polTefs reevnt official information, that 
no orders have been iffited. 

The captures made by the Britilh of 
American veffels, having French property 
on board, are warranted by the law of 
nations. The force and operation of this 
law was contemplated by France and tha 
United States, when they formed- their 
Treaty of Commerce, and their fpect^ 
nipulatioii on this point was meant aa aa 
exception to an univerful ruiei neither our 
weaknefs nor our Ifrength have any choice, 
when the queftion concerns'the obfervance 
of a known rule of the law of nations. 

You are picafed to remaik, that the 
conduct of Great Britain in capturing 
vfflels bound to and from French port's 
liad been the fiibjeit of a Note, which, oft 
of the 29th September 179$, was addrefTed 
to the Sccietary of State, but which re¬ 
mained without an anfwer. Very fuffi- 
cient reafons may be affigned for thcomif- 
fion.— The litbjefit, in alt its 
had been officially and publicly dilcufled, 
and the principles and ultimate mealures 
of the United States founded on their 
indifputable tights weie as publicly fixed. 
But if the I'ubjefl had not, by the previous 
difeuffions, been already exhaufted, can it 
be a matter of furprife that there fliould 
be a repugnance to anfwer a letter con> 
taining fitch inliniiations as ihefe : 

“ It mull then be clear to every man, 
who will difcaid prejudices, love, hatred, 
and, in a word, all the paffions which 
lead the judgment allray—that the French 
Republic have a right to complain, if the 
Ameiican Government fuffered the En- 
glifh to interrupt the Commercial Rela« 
lions which exill between her and die 
United States: if, by a perfidtotts conde- 
feetfion, it permitted the Englilh to violate 
a right which it ought, for its own Ssneur 
and inter eft, to defend : if, under closdc 
of neutrality, it prefent^ to England a 
poniard to cut toe throat of its faithful 
ally t if, in fine, partaking in tbe tyran- 
nical and homicidal rage oj Great Britain, 
it concurred to plunge the FeopUof France' 
into tbe horrors of Faminei Ft* the 
lake of prefetving harmony, filenca waa 
prefeiTeif to « comment upon 
nuations, 

s » ' -Ywi 
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Yon are alfo pleafed to refer to your 
letters of March and April laft, relative 
to imprefles of American feamen hyBri- 
tiih (hips, and complain that the Guvern- 
meiit of the United States had not made 
Jcnown to you the fteps they had taken to 
obtain faiisfaiiilion. This, Sir, w'as a mat¬ 
ter which concerned only that Govern- 
inent. As an independent nation, we 
were not hound to render an account to 
any other o> the meafures we deemed pio- 
per for the piute£lion of our own citizens; 
io long as theie was not the flighiell 
ground to fufpe£f that the Government 
ever acquiefeed in any aggreflion. 

But permit me to recur to the ftihjc6f 
of the Pecree of the Executive Direifory. 

As before obfervtd, we aie officially in¬ 
formed that the Britifh Government have 
ilTued no new oiders for capiuiing the 
velTels of the United States.—'We aie alfo 
officially informed, that on the appeal ance 
of the notification of that Decice, (he 
^inidei; of the United States, at Paris, 
applied for information, “ Whether or¬ 
ders were dfued for the feizuie of neutral 
yefleis, and was informed, that no fuch 
order was iffiied, andfurthei, that no fuch 
order would be iffiied , in cafe the Bntilh 
did not feize ourvellcls.”—This coininu- 
nication fiom the Minifter of the United 
States at Paris, to theii Minifter at Lon¬ 
don, was dated the 22th of Augiift. But 
the Decree of the Direftory bears date the 
J4.th Meffidor, anlwciing to the zd of Ju¬ 
ly. Thefe ciicumftances, together with 
fome obfervations in your Note, leave the 
American Government in a ftateof micei- 
tainty of tb; real intentions of the Go- 
vernnientof France, Allow me then to afk, 
W'hetlier, in the aifual ftateof things, onr 
ooinmeice is conlideied as liable to lutfcr 
any new relfii^fioiis on tlie part of the 
french Republic ?

I this country, on the ground of the 
referred to, its Airprife will e^ual 
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its regret, that principles ffiould now be 

i iueftioned, which, after repeated difeuf- 
ions, both here and in France, have been 
demonftialed to be founded, as we con¬ 
ceive, in the obligations of impartial neu¬ 
trality, of llipulations by Treaty, and 
of the Law of Nations .—1 hope, Sir, 
you will find it convenient, by an early 
anfwer, to remove the fufpence in which 
the Government of the United States is 
now held on the queftion above ftated. 

I ftmll dole this letter hy one remark 
on the iingularity of your caufing the 
publication ef your Note.—As it con¬ 
cerned the United States, it was properly 
addrdfed to its Government, to which 
alone pertained the light of communicating 
it, in llidi time and manner as it ftiould 
think fit, to tlie Citizens of the United 
States.

THIS d.iy, at twelve o’clock, the Pre- 
fuknt of the United States met both 
Houfes of CongrelSjin the Reprefenta- 
tiyes’ Chamber, and delivered to them 
the following 

ADDRESS.

Fclltiio CUi%nis of the Senate^ and 
of the ll'jnft: of lieprrfentati veSf 
IN rtcuriing ro the internal fituation 
of (iiir country, lince I had laft the plea- 
furc to adclrtl. you, I find ample reafun 
for a renewed expreftion of that grati¬ 
tude to the Ruler of the Univerfe,which 
a contiiuicd ferics of profpcrity has fo 
often and fojuftly called forth. 

The A£ts of the laft Scffiuns, which 
required fpecial arrangements, have 
been, as far as ciicumftances would 
admit, carried into operation. 

Meafures calculated to enfurc a con¬ 
tinuance of the friendlhip of the Indians, 
and to preferve peace along the extent 
of our interior frontier, have been di- 
gefted and adopted. In the framing of 
thefe, cafe has been taken to guard, on 
the one hand, our advanced fcttlements 
from the predatory incurfions of thofe 
unruly individuals, who cannot be re- 
ftrained bv their tribes ; and, on the 
ether hand, to proteft the rights fecured 
to the Induns by Treaty j to draw thetq 

nearer 
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nearer to the civilized Rate, and infpire 
them with corredt. conceptions of the 
power, as well as juRicc, of the Go« 
vernment. 

The meeting of the Deputies from 
the Creek nation at Colerain,'in the 
State of Georgia, which had for a 
principal objedl the purthafe of a par¬ 
cel of their land by that State, broke up 
without Its being accomplilhed ; the 
nation having, previous to their de¬ 
parture, iuftrudlcd them agaiiift making 
anyfalc; theoccadon, however,has been 
improved, to contirm by a new Trea¬ 
ty with the Creeks, their pre-exiftmg 
engagements with the United States, 
and to obtain their confent to the efta- 
blifliment of trading houfes and mili¬ 
tary polls within their boundary, by 
means of which their friendlhip and 
the general peace may be more efftdlu- 
ally feCLircd. 

The period during the late Selfion, at 
which the apprc,pi lation was palled, 
for carrying intocfF'dt the Treaty of 
Amity, Couuntree, and Navigation be¬ 
tween tne United States and liis Dri- 


tannic MdjciW, necclTarily procralli- 
natccl the reception of the polls llipu- 
laced to be delivered beyond the date 
alfigned for th.it event. As loon, how. 
ever, as the Governor General of Ca¬ 
nada could be addrelfed with propriety 
on the fubjcdl, arrangements were cor¬ 
dially and promptly concluded for their 
evacuation, and the United States took 
polTcirion of the principal of tliem, com¬ 
prehending Ofwcgo, Niagara, Detroit, 
iVlicl^limakiiiac,and FortMsanii, where 
fuch repairs and additions have been 
ordered to be made as appeared indil- 
penfible. 

The CommilFioners appointed on the 
part of the United States and of Great 
Dritain, to determine which is the river 
St. Croix, nientioiied in the Treaty of 
J'eace of 1783, agreed in the choice of 
Egbert Bcnl'on, lil'q, of New York, for 
the third ConiniiHitincr. The whole met 


at St. Andrew’s, in Paflamaquoddy Day, 
in the beginning of 0£lober, and di- 
rctfled furveys to be made of the rivers 
in difpute j but deeming it imprafticable 
to have thefc furveys completed before 
the next year, they adjourned to meet 
at BoRon in Augull 1797, for the Riial 
dccifion of the queltiun. 

Other CommiRioners appointed on 
the part of the United States, agree¬ 
ably to the leventh article of the 
Treaty with Great Britain, relative to 
f^ptvrss and condemnatiofl of veifels 


and other property, met the Commif- 
fioners of his Britannic MajeRy in Lon¬ 
don, in Auguft laR, when John Trum¬ 
bull, Efq. was chofen by lot for the fiftli 
Commilhoner. In Odober following 
the Board were to proceed to buRnel'a. 
As yet there has been no communica¬ 
tion of Coramilfioners on the part of 
Great Britain to unite with thofe who 


have bften appointed on the parr of iho 
U lilted States, for carrying into eSied th« 
fixih article of the Treaty. • 

The Treaty with Spain required that 
the Commillioners for running the 
boundary l-ne between the territory of 
the United States and his Catholic Ma- 


jefty’s Provinces ot I'.aft and Weft Flo¬ 
rida, fliould meet at the Natches, before 
the expiration of fix months after the 
exclnngeof the ratifications, which was 
ctFcdc',1 at Aranjuez on the 25thdayof 
April, and the troops of hi.s Catnolic 
Majtfty occupying any pofts within the 
limits of tne United States were within 


the fame period to be withdrawn.— The 
Commillioncr of the United States, 
therefore, comii.cncid his journey for 
the Natches in September, and troops 
were ordered to ccciipy the pofts from 
which tlie Spanilli g-irrifoii lliould be 
withdrawn, intoriiiaiiun lias been re¬ 


cently received of the appointment of a 
Commilh'irifT on the patt of his Catho¬ 
lic NJajefty for running the boundary 
line, but none of any appointment for 
the adjuftmenc of the claims of our 
Citi/tns, whole velFels were captured 
by the armed vefTcls of Spam. 

In puriiuncc of the Ad of Congreft, 
paftfd in tde laft Sellion, for the pro- 
ttil'Don and relief of Anierican Seamen, 
Agents were appointed, one to relide in' 
Great Biitain,aiid the other in the Weft 
Indies. The eftcdls of the Agency in 
ihe Weft Indies aie not yet fully af- 
cettsiiied; but ibofe which have been 
comnuinicatcd afford grounds to believe, 
the nKafiire will be bcnefifii^l. The 
Agent deftined to rcFidc in Great Bri¬ 
tain, declining to accept the appoint¬ 
ment, the bufinefs has confe'queRtly 
devolved on the Minifter of the United 


States in London ; and will command 
his attention, until a new Agent fhali 
be appointed. 

After many delays and difappoint- 
ments .arifing out of the European 
W.ir, the final arrangements for ful¬ 
filling the engagements made to the 
Dey and Regency of Algiers, will, in- 
ajl prcl'eiit appearance, be crowned with 
fiiecefs i but under great, though in. 

cvitabljr 
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evitable (iifadvantages, in the pecuniary 
tranfaAions, occaiioncd by that war, 
which will render a further provilion 
necelTary. The a£iual liberation of all 
eur Citizens who were prifoners in 
Algiers* while it gratifies every feel- 
j|ng heart, is itfelf an earned of a fatif- 
faaory termination of the whole ncgo> 
ciation. 

Meafiires are in operation for effcCling 
Treaties with the Regencies of Tunis 
and Tripoli. 

To an active external commerce, the 
rote£fion of a naval force is indifpen- 
ble. This is manifed with regard to 
wars in which a State is itfelf a party ; 
'but beddes this, it isour own experience, 
that the mod fincere neutrality is not a 
fufhcicnt guard againlt the depredations 
of nations at war. To fecurc refpc£t 
to a neutral flag requires a naval force, 
organized, and ready to vindicate it 
from infult or aggrciruui. This may 
even prevent the nicilliiy of going to 
\\'ar,by difconraging Belligerent Powers 
fnun committing Inch violations of the 
rights of the neutral party, as may, 
fil'd or lad, liavc no other option.— 
From the bed information 1 have been 
able to omain, it would feem as if our 
trade to the Mediterranean, without a 
protefting force, will always be iiile- 
curc ; and our Cititens txpoled to tlic 
calan itics from which iimnber. of 
them have but jud been relieved.

As a general rule, Manufaflures on 
public account are inexpedient.

RESCRIPT, 

PUBttSHKD BY ORDER OF THE KIVG v 
OF nitlSSSIA, RESPECTING THE 
PRUSSIAN TERRITORIES ON THE 
LEFT BANK OF THE RHINE. 

Frederick William 11. 

WE having been informed, that an / 
opinion has been propagated through a 
part of our State of WeAplialia,fituatcd 
on the left Bank of the Rliine, to wit, 
the Provinces of Clevcs, Meurs, and 
Gutlders.in the actual pofTelfion of the 
French Troops, that fufficient remon- 
Aranccs and prutcAations had not been 
made on our part againA the various 
inn..vations and oppreffions which the , 
French CommiflTaries and Agents ex- ^ 
ereifc over our faithful fubjefts; we 
have therefore thought it good to make 
this public lUclaration, by means of our 
Regency, jointly with our Chamber of 
War and of Territory; and vYe do 
publicly declare that we have neVer 
ceiled, nor fliall we ever ceafe, to in- 
ttrdi ourftlves in behalf of our faid 
fubji.£ts, by the intervention of our Eii- ^ 
v'v t'j the French Republic; and that 
it is far fmm our intention to depart 
from the bafis of the Treaty of BaAe 
u'ipiobng the Civil or Financial Ad- 
miniflration of thofe Countries. 

In concluding the Treaty by which 
the War between our State and the 
I'lLiich Republic was put an end to, it 
VMS never our intention to grant them 
more than a mere military poffelfion of 
our Provinces on the left fide of heRhine, 
till Peace Ihould be concluded with the 
tmpernr; and this intention, which had 
been taken as a bafis in the negociations, 
is fufficiently manifeA by the tenor of 
the 5th Article, which expreftly de¬ 
clares, “ That the Troops of the Re¬ 
public fliall occupy thefe Countries be* 
lorging to 

. ■= The 
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The difference between Provinces 
^nquered from an enemy, and thofe 
which belong to a Power in alliance, 
and which have been merely conceded 
for a temporary military occupation, is 
fufHciently evident; and it is obvious 
that they ought not to be treated in 
the fame manner. 

It is therefore impoffibie for us to 
believe that the French Government, 
conitdering the amicable tics fubfiiling 
between us and it, will ilill oppofe fucli 
evident rcafoning. It cannot fail to 
conceive, that neither fcqiicilration nor 
confifeation of the goods of the Clergy, 
nor the projefted fale of woods, nor 
the enormous contribution of three mil¬ 
lions, impofed on the country between 
the Meule and the Rhine, winch would 
entirely ruin that country, can take place 
with any regard to appearance of juftice.

MESSAGE DELIV ERED THE i6TH JA9» 

FROM HIS EXCELLENCY THE LORO 

Lieutenant of Ireland to 

BOTH HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT.

I Have it in command fiom his Maje|^ 
to acquaint the Hoiife of Commons, that 
his M^'efty feels thedeepeft regret that his 
cnileavours to prelerve prace with Spam^ 
and to adjuft all inattcys in diicufTion with 
that Court by an aihicable Negotiation^ 
have been rendered inefFe£liiaT by an 
alirupt and unprovoked Declaration of 
War on the part of the Catholic King. 

His Majelly, at the fame time that he 
flnceiely laments this addition to the cala> 
mines of War, already extending over fo 
great a part of Europe, has the fatisfadlion 
toiefle^, that nothing has been omitted 
on his part which could contribute lo 
tlie maintenance of Peace on gowl grounds, 
conliftent with the honour of his Crown 
and the inUrelfsof his dominions. ^ 

And he tiiifis, that under the pro* 
tcflion of Divine Providence, the firm*

The J^ing is fully convinced, that it 
can be unit now n to none of his Co- 
States, who participate in this bJdling, 
that it is the mere fcfult of the in¬ 
defatigable exertions of His Majeily, 
by wliich he has laid a fafe foundation 
for the neutrality of Northern Ger¬ 
many, and moft cffediually protedted it 
by a corps of his own troops, and of 
thofe of the two allied Courts.

luarcation. extending from the utmoft 
coafts of the Noith Sea, to the Lower 
Ilhinc, and from licnce to Silefn, cn- 
compalTed the whole North of Ger¬ 
many. The two alTociations in this vaft 
extent of territory, mull remain fepa- 
rate, with refpedt to the maintenance 
of the troops, drawn out to cover their 
neutrality, which is done in Upper 
Saxony by a Corps belonging to the Elec¬ 
tor himfelf, but with regard to their 
common defign, they join handv, and 
by this enlargement, effcdled by His 
Majefty, the Neutrality of Northern 
Germany receives a new and manifeft 
importance. 

The King is Ukc-jiife firmly rfrol-vrd 
to Jtcure farther, and unhl the condufmi 
of the War^ the full enjoyment o f the 
iHeutrality to all the AJfoLtaicd States, to 
protcll them and their ten itories ngainjl 
every Power, and to defend them in 
particular, at all times, a id in the mojl 
fffeflnal and potverfnl manner, agamfl 
the incurjions of the Troops of the Belli¬ 
gerent Poweis, again/} each and every 
demand ofMililaiy Requifiiions, of what¬ 
ever fort, and the Levying of tbofi Requi- 
ftions which mipht be attempted by exe¬ 
cution, andagainjl allfimilar burdens of 
IP'ar •, hie wife to fc> ten them by bis mojl 
forcible inlerpo/ition, during the period 
of this Heulraltty, from all the fubfeauent 
demands of fuppites for the W’ar of the 
Empire.

thus fitcured the invaluable benefits of 
the neutrality to all his Co-States, con- 
nedled with his dominions by their to¬ 
pographical locality, in the lame man¬ 
ner as it has been done to his own ter¬ 
ritories, and to have thus given them fa 
ftrong aproof of his friendly fentimetiK- 
Befides the gratifying confeiouftefs of 
having hitlierto accomplilhed this happy 
end. His Majefty requires no other 
proof of gratitude on the part of his 
Co-St.ites, than that they ftioiild conti¬ 
nue as heretofore to eo-operarc in the 
maintenance of the troops. The King 
flatters himfclf the more to find the moft 
perfect readinefs on tliclr part, fince 
the burden which will anfe from this 
meafure to the countries thus protefted, 
does not bear the moft diftant compa- 
nfon with the manifold CNils, and the 
probaiile and entire ruin averted from 
them, cfpccially fince the two Courts 
allied with His Majefty, and furnilhing 
troops in like manner, make the major 
part of the facrificcs required for that 
end. This latter circumllancc mull 
ftrike all the alTuciated States with the

direfl commands, to declare in the moft

and confine hiinfclf folcly to the defence 
of hU own dominions, abandoning all 
the rtll to their own means and re* 
fuurces, and making known his inten* 
tion toihe Belligerent Powers. Should 
fuch a refoiution once be taken, and the 
corps be withdrawn, no circumftances, 
of whatever complexion foever, (hall 
induce his Majefty to recur agaiii to the 
adoption of fimilar meafures; and the 
underfigned is obliged to announce be¬ 
fore-hand, that his Majefty will at no 
rateintcreft hiniftlf again in the fate of 
thofe of his Co-States, who fhal! not now 
accept of the friendly proffer of pro- 
te£fion, made with fo niuch friendOiip, 
and fo nvmy pcrfonal lacnfiees. 

The coldnefs which ha;, for Ibine time 
paft been manifefied from various quar¬ 
ters refpefting the maintenance of the 
troops, has induced his Majefty to au¬ 
thorize the underfigncd to make this 
frank and explicit declaration, and to 
give the well-meant warning, not to 
iuffer thetnfelves to be deceived by the 
hope of a fpeedv Peace, but rather to 
rely upon the fufficienriy puhlic-fpirited 
anil patriotic fentimenis of the King, 
and his Majefty's knowledge of the ge¬ 
neral fituation of public aff iirs, and to 
entertain the firm confidence that his 
Majefty would certainly,and with great 
pleafure t.ihis Co-States, lave the bur¬ 
dens required by the maintenance of 
the troops, if there were the leaft puHi- 
bilityof fecuring to their territories the 
benefits of the neutrality, and all the 
advantages which have hitherto accrued 
from it, w ithout fuch a meafure.

to be maintained^ h.s Majefty doubts 
not but all his affociaied Co-States will 
/hew their readincfs for that purpol'e, in 
the maintenance of the troops, Jifplay 
proper zeal in a mealurefo clofely con- 
iiedled with felf-prefcrvation, and ren¬ 
der prai^icable the farther execution of 
beneficent defigns of his Majefty. 
W'ith this confidence, the under- 
figned, by fuprenie command, has the 
honourto make knownloyou,&c.&c. 

. [Here follow I woarticits, (^(lecifying 
the fupplies to be granted, for three 
moii|hs longer, in flour, oa‘s, hay, and 
flratv, for the.Pi ulfian. Hanoverian, 
R.ruufNVick troops, at two, different 


periods, viz.—the 15th inftant and the 
iftof April. In order tofecure the fub- 
(iftence of the troops in future, the 
States of Northern Germany are to meet 
in Convention at Hidelfheim on the aoth 
inftant, or to fend Plenipotentiaries to 
regulate the quotas of fupplies in ne- 
ceflaries or in money, for as long as the 
War may laft.] 

As thofe deliberations (in Convention 
at Hildelhcim) will preclude all fubjedls 
not tlTentially and dire£liy relating to 
the m imtcuance of the troops, the 
underfigned will lofe no time to termi¬ 
nate them with the utmoft fpeed, and 
not to detain the Plenipotentiaries a 
moment longer than fliall be neceflary 
from following their other affairs. The 
flatteiing confidence with which the 
underfigncd has hitherto been honour¬ 
ed in the late Negotiations, make him 
equally confident that his zeal and a6li- 
vity will be entirely depended upon in 
that bulinefs. Hehasonly moft urgent¬ 
ly to requeft, that, for the fake of dif- 
patch, the States may furnifh their 
Plenipotentiaries with full inftru 61 ions 
for the purpofe, which has been thus 
plainly notified, in order not to wafte 
time in fending for new ones, but that 
the neceiTary rcfolutions may be taken, 
not only for the farther fubft.tntial re¬ 
gulation of the maintenance, but for the 
obliL'atory affent to the fame to the end 
of the War. 

The underfigned has it likewife in 
command to requeft, that their Excel¬ 
lencies the Plenipotentiaries may ar¬ 
range matters in fuch a manner, a; not 
to i[uit the Convention, till tlie llate of 
affairs flial! permit its fulpeiifion or con- 
clufion, fince the gradual departure of 
many Plenipoteniiaiies lias formerly 
occafioned a precipitate fufpetifi«n of 
the firft Convention, wh'ch has been 
highly prejudicial to the difpatching of 
bufiiiLfs. His Majefty will alio confider 
the fulfilment of this svifl^, and the in^ 
fallible meeting of the Convention, 
according as it is expelled to meet, as a 
gratifying proof that his Serene Co- 
States wifli to do jnfti e to his efforts 
and facrifices. And the underfigned 
alfo looks forward for the defired an- 
fwer, refpefting the fourth fending of 
fupplies, before the expiration of the 
prelent month, and hopes to have the 
honour and pleafure to fee again their 
Excellencies the Plenipotentiaries at the 
fecond opening of the Convention, oa 
the 20th of February.

I am happy to have the power of af- 
furing you, that cur fituation in St. Do¬ 
mingo is by far more favourable at this 
time than iince his Majeliy has been in 
polTeHion of any part »f ir. The 1‘uccefs 
of the very judicious arrangementsmade 
by Major-General Bowyer, at Jeremie, 
and the divilions amongiV the enemy in 
the fouth part of the illand, where al- 
nioft all the Republican VVhites have 
been mafTacred iincc their dcfe.at, has 
alTuredthe fafety of the important quai- 
ter of the Grand Ance. 

The fame fpirit of difeord prevailing 
alio in the North, and the fuccel's of our 
troops towards the Spnnilh frontiers, 
have encouraged the remains of Jtan 
Francois’ army to co-operate with us ; 
they have, in cunrcqiienct, fought fe- 
veral battles with the republican party, 
and have fent us a number of prif^nerii. 

St. Marc’s and Mole St. Nicolas arc 
alfoina ftate of perfeft fecurity, and 
the pariOi of L’Arc ihaye was never in 
a higher ftate of cultivation, nor the 
Negroes more peaceable and orderly 
than at this moment. Indeed fuch is the 
public confidence, that the Planters are 
now a6tually importing from Jamaica a 
confiderable number of new Ntgrots. 

E^ctratl of a Letter from Major-General 

Goi don Foi Lei to Mr. Secretary Dundas^ 

dwed Port au-Pnni(, Otloier 9, 1796. 

IT is with the utmofl fatisfaflian I 
have the honour to inform you, that the 
enemy, who had made ufe of the utmoft 
exertion to colleift all their force in the 
Southern part of the Colony for the at¬ 
tack of Jeremie in various points at the 
fame time, have been defeated every 
where with very confiderable lofs on 
tjieir fide, and on cur part fortunately 
very trifling. Major-General Bowyer, 
whofe account of the bufinels 1 inclofC| 
has condu£ted himfelf, in the difficult 
fituation of a command of very exienfivc 
fountry and pofts, in the moft mafterly 
and judicious manner; and J beg leave 
(0 cjtpj'cfs luy marked admiration of 


this moft meritorious officer, whofe coti 4 
du 6 f on all occafions will, I 4m confi* 
dent, recommend him highly to hisMa<s 
jelly's gracious favour. I beg leave alfo 
to recommend all thofe officers andnicB 
under his immediate command, partU 
cularly Lieutenant Gilman, of the 17th 
regiment of Foot, of whom he fpeaka 
in terms of high approbation. I am 
happy to inform you that the Major-Ge¬ 
nera!, who was wounded in the above gal-, 
lantdefcnccof the important quarter un-, 
der his command, is perfedlly recovered. 

This important defeat of the enemy 
aflures the tranquillity of Jeremie, and 
particularly as it is certain Rigaud, the 
Chief of the Blacks to the Southw'ard, 
has decidedly declared againft SanthonaiC 
and the Republic, and has caufed aimoft 
all the white people in his power to be 
maftacred.

On 
the SthofAugiift I ordered Lieutenant 
Bradthaw, with 21 of the 13th Light

Captain Whahy reports, that the ho- 
B<)<ir of the Britilh itrvice was ntver 
more ably mamteiiud than in the en- 
j:agemcnt at rnlt Raimond, and cx- 
pitffes himfclf highly grateful to l.icu- 
cenant GiJiu.in and the foUlicrs of the 
17th, as will as thofc of the colonial 
corps, for their ai^tive exertions in ib 
bravely checking t'lc enemy in the at¬ 
tempt on thu poll. 

Indeed Licuten.yit Gilman's intrepi¬ 
dity and £o<j 1 condutt on this occalion 
appear to me ib piailt-wortliy, that I 
(lioul'd nut do iiiliice to him or my own 
feelings 011 this rccafion, if I did not 
llrongly recommend him to you. Sir, for 
promotion. 

1 am alfo happy to have it in my 
power to report, that the ciumy has 
been undir the ncicllity of railing the 
fiege of Jrois, hcluic which they lay 
eighteen days. On tlic iilh ult, Ge- 
(leral Rigaia', with 3000 or 4000 Bri¬ 
gands, appeared before it, and fent a 
fummons to Captain Bcaniifh to furren- 
der the fort to the Republic of France. 
Captain Beamifli very pruperiy an- 
fwered, he fliould defend it to the laft 
extremity. The enemy had in the night 
landed a fixtecn-pounder and a mor¬ 
tar, which, with incredible labour, they 
gut up, and opened on the fort next 
day, within about 450 yards. The 
touincnc'-^ heard irois was inveilid, [ 
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ordered 100 privates, officers and i>on- 
comtnillioned officers inproportiort,with 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hooke of the 17th, 
to embark for that place, where they 
arrived fafe. Lieutenant-Colonel Hooka 
took the command of the fort andtroops, 
in which (lation he has rendered very 
meritorious ferviccs. 

Finding the enemy had advanced a con- 
(iderable foice between Irois and L’Alice 
Eros, which ffiut up by land the coinmu> 
nication with Jereiiiie, I determined, with 
what force 1 could collcfl, to attack them 
on the Moi nc Gautier, On my arrival al 
L'Alice El os, the i6ih, a plan was agreed 
upon to inarch in three columns on the 
19th, fo as toaiiivehcforcMorne G.iuticr 
at day-break. Oblerviiig on my approach 
that a few men of the 17th dragoons wete 
killed and wounded, and that firing at a 
dillance anfwered no pui pofe, I deteunined 
to attempt tocaiiy the hill by afTmlt, had 
foi med the j 7th diagoons fot that piirpofe, 
oiJcred the ijtli to difmuuiit, and waneiu 
dcavouring to r.tlly the Negroes, who had 
been thrown inio Ibme confufion, wlicji I 
received a fhot in my left bread, which 
cauftd me to fall from luy hotfe : after, 
waids I knew nothing of what palled, ex¬ 
cept by icpoit j and 1 was foiiy to hear 
that we were undei the neceffiiyof retreat, 
mg, with the lol's of the ihtec-pounder wc 
had with us. 

Fortunately this Httle check did not 
afFcfl the faitty .of- the fort i on the cun- 
traiy the enemy, who mull have Ibffered 
mote than ouifeives, evacuated G.iutier, 
and letireil the next day to Rigaiid, on tiie 
oihei lidcof Irois; and on the 29ih Lieu- 
tcn.mt-Co.'oncl Hooke wioie me he had 
railed the licgc entiiely: fo that, Sir, I 
may now congratulate you on this depen- 
tU-iicy being wholly fieed fiom the ene¬ 
my, .nnd on your liaving it in your [Kiwer 
to acqiMiiit hks Majelty’s Minilleis that 
he has been beaten and foiled in evciy 
qoaitcrof chisill.nul odder yoiii command. 

I have not Inllierio Ireenable to proems 
cxaflietuins oi the killed and wounded, 
but I conceive tliat the lytli tegiment liacl 
about leven killed .and »4 or i 5 wounded j 
none dangeroufly in my aflaii of the igtb 
iilr. Lieutenant-Colonel Hooke has not 
yet made his report; but 1 do not believe 
more than two were killed at Iiois, anti 
three or four wounded, fb that the ene- 
lily's ffiot and llieils h.ad little effefl. 

I am forty to fay that my Biigade-Mar 
jor Manners received a ball through his 
thigh ; but as it mifled the bone, no bad 
effect will aiife, and he is doing well.

I HAVE ilie honour to inform your 
Lordlhip, that in the night from the 21 If 
to the aid, the trenches weic opened hefote 
Kehl, on the tight bank of the Kinzig. 
The Hrll parallel of this attaek, with ns 
communications, pioceediug from the 1 ight 
and left flank of the right wing of the hue 
of contravallaiion, weie lb tai completed 
dming the night, that before day-bieak the 
men were tolerably covered. I'lic enemy 
did not attempt to interrupt the woik, nor 
had he yet fired a (ingle (hot upon the 
tienches ; hut early yelteulay inoinmg 
(the lid), he made a fiiddcn attack upon 
the lei t wing of the line o( cuntiavallation, 
and, after an afliun, than which iiotbing 
could be pofltbly motefevere, was diivcn 
back into liis woiks with veiy great lofs. 

The enemy having, in the courfe of the 
night fiomtheiill to the iid, bionght 
over a large body of troops trom StiaC- 
bourg, foimed his columns of attack cloCe 
behind the chain of his advanced poiis 
with fo much (ilence that they were not 
perceived. Ju(f before the break of day 
(which however was rendered extremely 
obl'cui« by a very thick mitf that hilled 
the greater part of the foienoon) thefe co- 
liiiiins began to advance. The inllant 
tile Anfliian videltts and centiics gave 
their (ire, which was the only notice of the 
approaching attack, the enemy’s mlantry 
rulhed on with tlie utmoll iinpetuofity, 
without firing a (hot, and in au inlfant 
they were tnallcis of two redoubts of the 
left of the (irft line. The village of Sund- 
hciin was attacked in the (ante manner, 
and with equal fuccels; after which, com- 
ing in the rear of the curtain tli.it (.onnetf s 
the village with the firft ledoubi to its left, 
the enemy immediately carried that woik, 
one face of which was not quite (inilhcd. 
Upon this, large bodies of their infantry 
rufhed through the openings inthecurtains 
on the whole front of this wing; and, 
whilft part advanced againlf the I'econd 
line, the other*endeavoured to make them- 
felves maflers of the I'einaiiiiiig redoubts 
ot the firft} but thefe, thougli perfeftly 
left to themjfclvei for a conftdv table ume 


entirely furrounded, cut off from every 
alliftance, and attacked with fury by the 
enemy, who frequently got into the 
ditches, and attempted to climb the para** 
pet, were defended in a manner that retle^fR 
the higheft honour on the Ofliders and 
troops that were m them. The loli in all 
of thefe redoubts was cunfiderable, and ia 
one the artillery drivers were at laft obliged 
to Are the guns, but all the attacks wero 
repulfed. 

The enemy’s right couinin, after occu¬ 
pying the two woiks which they had car- 
lied, puflicd on between the djkes to at¬ 
tack the left of the fecond line; but Piince 
Ftedeiick of Orange (whofe gallant and 
judicious conduit cannot fiiHiciently be 
jiraiied) having rallied his brigade, placed 
a part of his infantry behind the dyke, 
which conneits the thiid redoubt from the 
left of the firft line with the'work which 
is on the left of the fecond ; and in this 
iituation he refilled the moll fevere attack 
that can (>e imagined upon his front j 
whilft thole bodies of the enemy's infan¬ 
try, which h.ui pieiced between the re¬ 
doubt of the Alii line, were ailually in 
his rear, he not only maintained his poll, 
but completely checked the enemy's pru- 
grefs on this flank. 

A great part of the tioops of the left 
wing hadbeen woikmg ill the trenches on 
the right of the Kinzig. General La 
Tour, who commands the army of the 
liege, foi med three of thefe battalions which 
happened to be jiiif returning from woik, 
and retook the vilhige of Sumlheim, which 
he maintained, though the enemy made 
grcateil'orts to diflodge him. f.icutenant- 
Gcncial Staader (who commands the left 
wing) diove back tbe enemy, who had 
advanced againft the right of the fecond 
line of it, and letook the ledoubt on the 
left of Sundlieim i and the Piince of 
Orange, advancing between the two 
dykes, defeated the column with which he 
had been fo A.vciely engaged, and reco- 
veied the redoubts it had cariied. The 
enemy then retired into his entrenched 
camp. 

The lofs of the A'lftrian? amounted to 
+0 Officers and about 1300 men killed, 
wounded, and imlTing, which, conltdciing 
that not more than naif the left wing was 
engaged, is certainly conlideraiile; but 
that of the French mull have been much 
greater. The ground round tlie works 
was in fome pai ts covered with their dead 
bodies, and lam very much within bounds 
in dating their lofs at zooonieii. Duiing

It is impofllble'to attempt todojnfiice 
to the condu6l of the Archduke ; he ani¬ 
mated the troops in retaking Sundheim, 
direfled the attacks on the work that had 
been loft to the left of it, and, under the 
heavieft fire, gave his orders with the 
greateft coolncfs and the moft perfe^ mili- 
lary knowledge. 

Lieutenant Proby, of his Mnjefty's 9th 
regiment of foot (attached to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Craufurd’s niiflion),was wounded 
by a mufket (hot; but I feel great fatis- 
faflion in being able to add that the wound 
is of a very flight nature, and will have no 
other conleqiience whatever than that of a 
very fhoit confinement.

IT is with much fatisfaflion that I 
have the honour to inform your Lordftiip, 
that, after an interval often days without 
any advices from Italy, his Royal High- 
neis the Aichdnke has tins day received a 
repoit from General Alvmry, the tenor 
of which is fur.h astoconlltm the hopes 
which his former difpatches inf'piied. This 
report, which is very fliort, is dated Cala- 
bro, Nov. 13, and is in fubftance as 
follows; 

After the aflion of the 6ih, near Baf- 
fano, the enemy continued to reiieat, 
abandoned even the ftrong pofition of 
Muntahello without refilisnce, and crofTed 
the Adige at Veiona. 

On the nth General Alvinzy arrived 
near Villanova, and the fame evening a 
confiderahle part of the enemy's aimy, 
commanded by Buonaparte in perfon, ad¬ 
vanced from Verona, and took port in the 
neighbouring mountains. 

Early on the 12th Buonaparte com¬ 
menced a general attack upon the whole 
line, which though ma^e with infinite 
violence, was rtfilled with the moll per. 
feft fteadinefs and bravery. 

Whilft Buonaparte was thus employ¬ 
ed, in repeated thoygh ineifcdlual ef¬ 
forts, to toice the front of the pofition. 
General Alvinzy detached a column 
againft each of his flanks. No fooner 
had thefe arrived at their point of attack, 
than the enemy retreated with precipi¬ 
tation ■, and a moft fevere and important 
affair was thus completely decided in

of the Kinzig. The enemy was in- 
ftantly repulled, with the lofs of about 
40 killed and wounded. Amongft the 
killed was a commandant of a battalion. 

The batteries of the firft parallel, as 
well as the guns in all the redoubts to 
the right and left of it, commenced 
firing this morning; and in the coiiiTe 
of the forenoon the enemy's advanced 
pods were driven out of the village of 
Kehl.

Davidowich, dated Piovt/.ano, 
Nov. 18, in which he gives an account 
of his having, on the preceding day, 
attacked andentirely defeated the enemy 
oa the heights of Rivoli. 

The attack commenced about feven 
in the morning of the 17th, and, after 
a moft obftinace refiftance, the enemy ' 
was entirely driven from his ,pofition, 
and purfued as far as Cambara. 

General Davidowich took la can¬ 
non, about 1100 prifoners, and many 
oflicers. Amongft the latter are Gene¬ 
rals Fiorella and Valette. He praifes, 
in the warmeft terms, the condu£l of 
his generals, and the difcipline and re- ' 
markabieebravery of his troops. 

The enemy having, in the courfe of 
the night from the 17th to the iJth, 
received confiderahle reinforcements, 
took another pofition on the heights 
near Canjbara 3 in which Gcne^il Oa-

.,}Ag, and drove him back beyond Pef* 
chierra. 

When General Davidowich fcnt off 
this report (the evening of the fecond 
affair) he was encamped with his right 
towards the Lake of Garda, near ColU, 
and his left to the Adige; Pefehierra 
i>eing in front of his right wing, and 
Verena in front of his left.

The anniverfary of the murder 
of Louis XVI. has been again cele¬ 
brated at Paris by a fete. The Oath of 
Hatred to Royalty and Anarchy was 
repeated, and the Diredtury alTiRed at 
the ceremony. 

This anniverfary was celebrated, 
however, amidft the execrations of all 
the writers of eminence in Paris, the 
force of whofe language evidently pro¬ 
duced a fcnfible imprcllinn on the mafs 
of the people ; Barras, Prefident of the 
Diredtory, took therefore vaft pains, in 
a long difeourfe, ts explain the nature 
of the ceremony, and to Hate that they 
were far from propoling even the juft 
puni/hmentof the lad of their kings as 
the fubjedt of a fcad, but as a day of 
important recolledfion ; upon which 
Frenchmen, calling to mind the horrors 
of the ancient fyfteni, fliould fwear eter¬ 
nal diatred to Royalty on the one fide. 
And to Anarchy «n the other. This 
Tiypocritical qualiiication of the cere, 
mony, -however, did not appeafe the 
indignation of the feeling and nervous 
writers, who eonfider it as a horrible 
exhibition of inhumanity, and deprecate 
its repetition. 

After the fpeech of Barras, the Con- 
Ritutional Guard of the Hirediory took 
the oath in the following words: 

“ I fwear eternal hatred to Royalty 
and Anarchy, and inviolable at- 
« tachment to the Republic and 
Conftitution of the third year.” 

In the fitting of the Council of Five 
Hundred, the Prefideiit Riou le Bru- 
maire, in prefacing the taking of the 
oath ef hatred aga’inft Royalty, bad the 
impudence to couple the virtuous Louis 
XVI, with the infamous Robefpierrc. 
la the Council of Elders, feveral mem¬ 
bers propofed toconfine the Oath to Ha¬ 
tred againft Royalty in Er^uce, but this 
reftrimion was rejefted by the Council.

goth ult. reached town laft night. Br 
thefe Journals we learn, that the lait 
efforts of the Emperor to relieve Man¬ 
tua, and rc-eftablilh hinil'elf in Italy, 
have been unfortunately fruftrated by 
the genius and good fortune of Buona¬ 
parte. 

The laft reinforcement fwelled the 
Imperial army of General Alvinii to 
upwards of 50,000 men ; thefe main¬ 
tained for fome days a moftobftinate fe- 
ries of battles with the French army, 
the refult of which was, that 23,*00 of 
the Imperialifts were made prifoners, 
with the lofs of a proportionate number 
of cannon, ftandards, &c. Several of 
thefe ftandards, it is added, were work¬ 
ed by the hsr.ds of the Emprefs of Ger¬ 
many hcrfelf. 

Such are the leading particulars re¬ 
lated by the French Generals. It i# 
fcarceiy poffible that the whole of their 
Ifatemcnts can be ftrittiy corredt, but 
the general fadl is too true.

Scarcely had I quitted Roverbella, 
when I learned that the enemy pre- 
fented itfeif at Verona. Maffena made 
his difpolitions in a very happy manner. 
We took 500 prifoners and three pieces 
of cannon. General Brune received 
feven balls in his cloaths without being 
wounded by any of them. Such is the 
effedl of good fortune. We had only 
teamen killed,and loo wounded.

ExlraB of a Letter from the Commander 

in Chief, Buonnparte, to the Executtvt. 

Dtredory. 

“ Head-Barters at Roverbella, Jan. i3. 

“ Since the 1 jth of January fo many 
operations have taken place, which have 
multiplied the military proceedings in 
fuch a degree that it will be impollible for 
me tofendyou before to-morrow thecir- 
cumftantial accounts; and this day I 
rouft content myfelf with (imply an¬ 
nouncing them. On the 1.3th of Janu¬ 
ary the enemy came to attack the divi- 
fion of General Maffena before Verona, 
which produced the battle of St. Michel, 
where we were completely fuccefsfui. 
We made 600 paifoners, and took three 
pieces of cannon. The fame day they 
attacked the head of our line at Monte- 
baldo, and brought on the battli^ of Co¬ 
rona. They were rcpulfed, and w« 
took prifoners. 

“ On the 14th, at midnight, the di« 
vifion of the enemy’s army, which, 
fince the fth, was elUbliflitd «t B«vi- 
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lagua, whence it obliged the divifion of 
General Angereau to fall back, haftily 
threw a bridge over the Adige, within 
a league of PortoLegnago, oppofite An- 
guiari. 

“ On the 14th, in the morning, the 
tnemy filed a very ftrong column by 
Montagna and Caprina, and thus oblig¬ 
ed the divifion of General Joubert to 
evacuate Corona, and concenter at Ri- 
voli. I foreCaw this movement, and got 
there in the night, wlien enfiicd the 
battle of Rivoli, which we gained on 
the 14th and isth, after an obftmate rc- 
iifiance, in which wc took 13,000 pri- 
foners, fevcral llandards, and nidiiy 
pieces of cannon. General Alvin/y, al- 
moft alone, had much difliculry in elcap- 
ing. 

“ On the 15th Genera! Guyeux at¬ 
tacked the enemy at Anguiari, with a 
view to overpower them before thev 
entirely eft'edted their palfage. He did 
not fiiccced m his defign, bur he made 
300 prifoners. On the zdtli General 
Angereau attacked the enemy at An- 
guiari, which cauled the feconil battle 
at that place. He made aooo prifoners 
took fixteen pieces of cannon, and de- 
ftroyed all their bridges on the Adige ; 
but the enemy) profitin r oi the night, 
dcliled ftraight for M.tiuua. lie had 
alicady arrived within teach of tiie 
cannon of that place, and ati icked the 
fuburl) of St. George, where we were 
carefully entrenched, and in winch at¬ 
tempt they failed. I arrived in the night 
with reinforcements, and began tlit bat¬ 
tle of La Favorite, from the field of 
which I now write to you. The fruits 
of this aftion were 7000 prifoners, with 
llandards, cannon, all tlic baggage of 
the army, a regiment of hufl'ars, and 
a confiderable convoy of gram and black 
cattle, which the enemy was endea¬ 
vouring to throw into Mantua. VViirni- 
fer attempted a fortie to attack the left 
wing of our army ; but lie was received 
in the ufual manner, and obliged to re¬ 
turn. Behold then in three or four 
days the fifth army of the Emperor to¬ 
tally deflroyed I 

“ We have 23,000 prifoners, among 
#^m areone Lieutenant-General, two 
Generals, 6000 men killed or wounded, 
fixty pieces of cannon, and about z 4 fiand- 
mxls. All the battalions of the Volun¬ 
teers of Vienna are made prifoners. 
Their fiandards have been worked by 
hands of the Emprefs. 
n^*'The army of General Alvinty was

Papal Territories, and the complete de¬ 
test of hi- Holinefs’i Anry.-Nor it 

this all—the viftorious Army of Italv, 
no longer cramped in it.s exertions by tl e 
liege of Mantua, has ftretched its van 
arms on every fide ; to the Bilhopric of 
Trent, towards the Adriatic, andiothe 
Romagna. A divifion has entered Ro« 
\eredoand Trent, where the enemy's 
hofpitals fell into the iunds of the 
French. Another divifion has reached 
Trcvifo; and hy this time probably 
Trieftc, the only port which the Em¬ 
peror has on the Adriatic, is m their 
pollcHion. The Pope had difpatched 
Ins army to co-operate with the Auf¬ 
trians, but their career wasfoon checked 
by the Republicans, who completely 
defeated them. 

The garriiiin of Mantua are, we un- 
derftand, to remain prifoners of wdr till 
exchanged. 

The Paris papers contain long aiid 
minute details rcfpc6ling the confpira- 
cy, of which it is in our power to give 
only a very imperfeft idea. The papers

LANCASTER, a per- 
fon taken into cuftody a few days 
ago, on fufpicion of robbing Lord Bd- 
rington, near Putney, and who was only 
difeharged the preceding day at Bow- 
ftrcct, was this evening (hot dead on 
Finchley Common by Lord Strathmore, 
horn he attempted to rob. HE Lord- 
llup was going out of town in a poft- 
chdife, followed by three fervants m 
another chaife j when on Finchley 
Common two men rode up to the car¬ 
riages ; Lancafter to that in which his 
Lordihip was, and, after ftriking the 
poft-boy in the face with his piftcl to 
make him flop, came to the door of the 
chaife, and running his piftol through 
the glafs it by accident riafticd in the 
pan, on which his LorcKhipimmediately 
difeharged a blunderbufs at him, the 
contents of which lodged in his throat; 
he in a very few moments fell oft'his 
horfe, dead ; his companion, who was 
at rjte other chaife, hearing the report, 
made up and cauglic hold of the bridle 
of Lancafter’s horfe juft as he fell, and 
rode off with it as fait as pollible. Lan¬ 
cafter was frion after taken to the work- 
houfe at Finchley, svhere the Bow- 
ftrect officers went to fee him. He was 
very much difguifed in drefs, having a 
\yelch wig on, and a blue apron, like 
that of a butcher. He is fuppofed 
to have committed a great number of 
robberies about the metropolis within 
the laft two or three years. 

Feb. 1. This evening about ten 
o'clock the patrole, going their rounds, 
difeovered the body of Colonel Frederick 
lying dead under the porch of the weft 
gate of Weftminftcr Abbey. He ap¬ 
peared to have been fhot, one fide of his 
face being totally gone, and a vaft quan- 
tity of blood and (ome brains lying about 
the fpot where he was found. Several 
of the inhabitants near the fpot about 
half-paft eight o'clock, were ilarinedby 


the report of fire-arms. The Colonel’s 
hat was lying by liii, fide ; and in his 
pockets were found two ihillings, a 
paper with a fmall qn intity of gun¬ 
powder, and a card of his addrefs. 

The Coroner’s Inqueft fat upon the 
body, when Mr. Sterling, of Northuin- 
berland-ftreet, with whom the decealed 
had lodged for fome time paft, and a 
gentleman of the namcof Gretton, fpoke 
particularly to the deranged ftate of 
the deceafed’s mind for feveral months; 
that he fuppofed his derangement origi¬ 
nated from diftrefs, occafi^oned by his 
lofing a penfion of tool, per year, al¬ 
lowed him by the Duchefs of Wirtem- 
berg previous to the war ; but who, to 
compenfate the lofs, propofed raifing a 
regiment of foldicrs, to be difpofed of 
as the Britilli Governirient ftiould think 
fit, on condition that the dcceafcd ftiould 
have the command of it, which regi¬ 
ment was oftered to the Eaft India 
Company, or to ferve in Portugal; but 
from fome unknown reafons was not 
accepted, which affe6fcd the dcceafed 
lo much, his diftrelTes increafing, that 
he frequently told feveral of his friends 
he Ihould deftroy himfelf. 

Mrs. Segur, who keeps acofTee-houfe 
in Palace-yard, alfo fpoke to the de¬ 
ranged ftate of the dcceafed's mind, who 
called at her houfe on Tuefday evening, 
appeared in a high fever, and refuCedto 
take the fmalleft rcfrefhmcnt. 

Mr. Gwillam, of the Story’s-Gate 
coffee-houfc, proved the decealed's din¬ 
ing there on Wcdncfdayj but obferved 
nothing particular in ins conduff. 

William Colvin, the boy who faid he 
faw thc^deceafed killed, wasre examined 
before the Coroner; when, on the 
oath being adminiftered to him, he con- 
felTed that all he had before faid was 
falfc; and that he knesv nothing fur¬ 
ther concerning the tranfa£lion, than 
that he met a'boy on Wednefday night 
in St. Margaret’s Chtuch-y.ird, who 
U z iniormed 
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informed him the bod/ of a man was 
lying under the porch of the Abbey- 
ate, oppolite Tothill>rtreet>and whom 
e accompanied to view it. 

Under thefe circumftances, and it 
alfo appearing that the dcceafcd had 
borrowed a piftol a few days ago of a 
perlun in St. Martin’s lane, the Jury, at 
near four o^clock, returned a verdiftof 
Lunacy. 

The piftol has not yet been found ; 
moft likely it was picked up by the boy 
who firft difcovcred the body. 

Colonel Frederick, we arc affured, 
was mere than 70. He has left a daugh¬ 
ter, and, we believe, four grand chil¬ 
dren. He was a very amiable and un- 
oft'ending chara6ler. 

1 e was the chief companion of the 
prefent King of Foland (\t we may ftill 
call the amiable and unfortunate mo¬ 
narch by that name) while in this coun¬ 
try, and ufed to relate a curious anec¬ 
dote of dining with the King, then 
Count Foniatowiki, at an obicure cof¬ 
fee-houfe in the city, where each relied 
upon the other fo^ money to pay the 
expences of a very moderate dinner ; 
but both w'ere too jieceflitous, and 
Frederick was obliged to pledge his 
watch to liberate himfeU and the tuture 
Monarch of Poland. 


The remains of this unfortunate gea- 
tleman were yefterday interred in the 
church-yard of St. Ann’s Soho, near to 
the body of his father. The hearfe was 
accompanied by two mourning coaches, 
in which were fome gentlemen, who 
admired and efteemed him when living, 
and were felicitous of paying this laib 
tribute to departed worth I—About an 
hour before the interment, a very rc- 
fpc£lablc perfon deftred to place upon 
the church-wall, at the head of the 
grave, the following charafter. It was 
fubmitted to the minifter, who granted 
the requeft. 

“ Here lie the mortal remains of 
Colonel Frederick, fon of Theodore, 
King of Corfica.—In his deportment he 
was a finiflied Gentleman j in honour, 
honefty, and truth he was princely. He 
was poor in circumftances, rich in the 
poirdlion of the moft liberal heart; and 
the greateft diftrefs he laboured under 
was the want of abilities to relieve the 
diftreftes of others.——-God be with 
him.” 

King Theodore died in the parifh of 
St. Ann's, at the houfe of Mr. Def- 
champs. No. 5,Little Chapel-ftreet, on 
the nth of December 1756.* 

A Letter was received in town from

• A writer in one of the daily papers, who feems to be well informed, fays, “ The gene¬ 
ral opin.on that Colonel Frederick was the fon of the late Theodore, King ot Corftca, is, we 
have leafon to believe, perfectly unfounded. The following antedates with refpeft to this 
unfortunate man have been fent by a Gentleman who was for many years on terms of inti¬ 
macy with him, and had various opportunities of learning many curious circumftances re- 
fpefhng his origin and purfuits : " 

“ Colonel Frederick was not the fon of Theodore. He was, like Theodore, a German, 
and he was alfo, like him, an adventurer j but he was no relation whatever to him. He 
had been a lay-brother in a Capuchin Monaftry, from which he decamped, and Tome time 
after came over to England in very great diftrefs, without friends, and with no refources but 
what he found in his own fertile and happy mind. He arrived much about the fame time 
that Theodore died, and finding the people take a kind ofintereft in the liapltfs fate of aman 
wlio they were told was a King, Mr. Frederick hit upon the expedient of p.ifilng for his fon, 
and it fucceeded. I he afiertion could not be eafily contradicted. The faCl did not merit 
inveftigation, and it was every where believed that he was the fon of Theodore. ■ 

When I was a boy I remember him living by the bounty of minors. Sir John Borlafe 
Warren wiS a very great friend to him, for he took him into his houfe, and bought his fgn a 
commiflion in the i5tli legiment. This fon was killed at German Town, in America. 

“ I aflted the father fome years fince how he came to be a Colonel, and he told me that 
the Duke of Wirtemberg had given him the Brevet rank. He conftantly lived by expedients, 
and fiom hand to mouth j conftantly aflifted, but always poor. But whatever his whole hif- 
tory may be, and no one in this country knows it except the widow of David Gairick, who 
it his country-woman, and vi ho knew him well, he certainly did not deferve the fate he 
with. 

Exceflive vanity was the wekk part of Colonel Frederick’s character, but in almoft every 
other point of view his qualities were of the moft cftimable kind. He pofTtired the principal 
reqoifitesof an accomplilhcd gentleman j and, though frequently diftrelTed himfelf, h,e lua 
been often known to aclnnmfter ft om his ftight refources relief to the mifexabic.*’

MEMOIRS OF THE LATE MRS. POPE,

the various pleafures which Bio- 
gr-iphy aitbids us, there appears to 
be none fought after with more avidity 
than tile Memoirs ot I'heatrical Peribns. 
'Fho/c “ who have long gladdened or 
improved human lite” make themfelves 
acceptable to the Public : we ieldom Ice 
them but in their prolcinonal charaetcis, 
and we generally identity the ideas 
which they give us at the time, with 
their perlons, habits, and charafters; 
hence they grow upon ourafTciiions, be- 
caufe they are contributory to our plea- 
fures, and their final lofs is lamented in 
proportion to their private and public 
excellence. 

Of the Lady whofe Memoirs we are 
now about to give to the public, theie 
is but one opinion—that Ihe was an ^or- 
eellent Afinf ; and, to all thofe who knew 
her belt, a 7 nofi excrUtni woman ful¬ 
filling both duties through alile, though 
much too Ihort either tor the cnteitam- 
mtnt of the public or the happmefs of 
her friends, ytt of no inconliderable du¬ 
ration, with tliofe appiopiiate aniialile 
exertions which weic no lei's credi¬ 
table to hcrfclt, than exemplary to la- 
ci«ty. 

M;ss Elizabeth Yount.e (themai- 
den narneof this lady) was delcended from 
arcfpeftttblc family, who gave her a libe¬ 
ral education ,• but her father dying be¬ 
fore he could fettle his children in the 
woild, bur heroine foon thought of pro- 
riding for herlelf by thole talents of 
which Ihe found herlelf polTeired, and of 
which the beft informed of her friends 
gave her every encouragement. 

We do not ki^ow exablly the year this 
lady was born; but, from circumlfances, 
wc conjecture, that it was about the year 
or 1742. In the fum.merof 1768, we 


know with precilion, Ihe was Introduced, 
liy the rccomitiendation of a Lady. ,)f 
Falliion, to the 1 ite Mr. George G:u- 
rick, then Deputy Manage, cl Druiy- 
lanc Theatie, at whole apartments in 
Soinerlct-biiildings Ihe rehe;<ifed Jane 
Shore, and Mr. Ganick, who, frein his 
allianc;: with the pioleflion, with a good 
pUin undcrllanding, was no Inconiider- 
able judge of the Drama, pionouiued at 
once her cap:ibilitle.s. Alter a few moie 
rehearfals he introduced her to his hio- 
ther David, who likewile gave her hi? 
full approbation; and fuch a tell of her 
abilities ll^e had a right, witliout vanity, 
to look upon as a fortunate prefurfor of 
hep fame. 

Having been kept in proper training 
all that I’urhmer, on tbc aid October 
following (1768) file made her at 
Diury-lanc'riieatre, in the charaCler of 
Inioj’eti, in Cymbehiie, with univerliil 
appUufe ; hut as that event Hands at 
the diftance of twenty-nine years from 
the prelcnt time, it may not be thought 
uiieiUertalning to the generality of oi^r 
Readers, to gjve a brief review of the 
merits of this her firlt appearance.

or Comedy. She went through the part

Her Iccond charaiU'r was Jane Shore, 
wherein (lie marked the Icveral traits ot 
fhat unfortunate teinaje wirli great pathos 
and prccifion j and it is with a-melan¬ 
choly pleai'ure we remember her fpeakiiig 
the concluding lines of the Hi d and 
the juft and merited applaule which fol¬ 
lowed them. It may be worthy of re- 
niaik, that Mr. B.iiiy and his wife, the 
il.iitmgs and Alicia of the evening, 
having unhandfomely expiefVed H nie le- 
lu^lanpe to perform \vith the new aCircIs, 
Ml. Ganick, onthel'etond night’s per¬ 
formance, to Ihew his o])';nion of her 
meiic, alfumed thejiait of llaftings him- 
lirlt, and immediately attJi'v.iid.s en- 
trulU'd her with the part ot Ovil’a, the 
principal charai 5 ler in Colonel Dow’s 
“ Zingis,” Hill perfoimcdat Diuiy-lane 
tyth Dec. 1768.

It will be 
fufficient to fay, they were generally 
capital parts ; and, as a pioot how ftie

Hep'iling merits, and Mr. Garrick’s 
recommendation, introduced lipr to Mr. 
I-ore, then a confuleiable performer at 
the fame rheatre, and Manager of the 
Richmond Company, who engaged her, 
dining the fumiuer l^afon, as his heroine ; 
and here, as in all countiy companies, 
there be ing a greater fcope given to the 
pcifoimers, in the line of tiying a 
greater variety of charailcrs, NIil’s 
Younge’s abilities wereoltcner called out, 
and Ihe pcrfoimed moll of the print;ipal 
parts of Tragedy and Comedy with a 
reputation which accompanied her re¬ 
turn to Dntry-lane \y»th an inerpaf^d 
eclat. 

The period of Mifs 'Younge's appear¬ 
ance at Drury-lane, confidering the Hate 
of the Stage, was nor fo favourable for 
her. Mrs. Pritchard l^ad, intheb^in- 
ningof the fame year, left her profefllon, 
before the decline of her powers, accom¬ 
panied vyith all that tam^ which was fo 
juftly attached to her private as well as 
public character. Kitty Clive dill main¬ 
tained^ hu ground, after delighting fuc- 


cceding audiences for HCaf fo«y years, 
and occupied fome parts with unrivalled 
excellence. Mrs. 'i'ates had juft gamed, 
after many years of pregreffive indullry, 
the top of her pi olefTion j and Mrs. Barry 
(fmcc Crawford), who had Ihewn fuch 
talents at the King’s Theatre, flay- 
mai ket, during the lummer of 1766, was 
foon after engaged by Mr. Gajrick, as a 
perfoii'of whom he had the greatell ck- 
peftation ; fhe Iiad Jikewile the addition 
of her huiband, tlie late Spranger Barry, 
to fupport her in moll ot her principal 
pans, and, with fuchan ador,whocoukl 
poiiels any poweis and not exert them to 
then fuliell extent ? 

Tol'peakof Barry now (particularly 
to tlic riling geneiation) ;^ppcais to bp 
almolt as oblolete as quoting the charac¬ 
ters of the old Ichoot from “Cibber’s 
Apology i” but it is impollible foi thole 
who remeinbcrpd this gieat .ador in the 
meiidian of his poweis, ever to forget 
him : his fine and commanding figure, 
that oveilooked in point of dignity as 
\v~ll as height all who lui'roundtd him—. 
his tones, which now tjioke the language 
ol teiror .and command, and now the 
gentklt notes of love—his exuuilitefccl- 
liigs, which elcdrified the whole fweep 
ot his audience—-and, above all, that 
malterly dtfplay of the mixed and con¬ 
tending paffions which he exhibited in 
Othillo, Oiefifs, Farane', &c. &c. 
gave him fuch a decided fuperiority on 
the Stage, and rendered him fo much the 
objed of popular attachment, that al¬ 
though thele talents were on the w.ine 
at this peritd of his engagement, yet 
they were Hill “ majellic in decay,” and 
occafionally blazed out in all the fplcndour 
ot their original brightncl's. 

We retrace thele particulars partiv to 
foew the preeile Hiuation Mils ycunge 
flood in, m rplped to thele two poweifuf 
heroines, Mrs. Yates and Mrs. Barry, 
who, at the different Theatres, werp 
both before her in the poircflion of all 
the capital parts, and both the acknow.

ward iti^ poflclTois, viz. a confetoufnefs 
of talent, with a determined rejolution 
to cultivate It by every a£i of ajhduom 
and unremitting attention ; her little Ma¬ 
nager quickly faw this, and political'y 
took up Mils Younge to curb the occa- 
fional airs of his great ftagp heroines, 
a# they were each engaged at his The¬ 
atre.

We "..we often heard ittrom the mouth 
cf this lud.t iui.s afirei's (.'ind which/lie 
fold with .t very bfcomifi'; modelly, and 
a gr.ittfwl recolletrioii ol God’s good 
providence to her, whicli through all the 
jiages of her lire I'm never forgot), “ that 
fhe owed as mm h of her fame to thi.s in¬ 
cident, and t'> the aliiduity with which 
fcf irnpro’.ed if, r-.s to any little original 
taitfnis Ihe mickt p< (Tef';.” This aliiduity 
was not omv or ufe to her then, but grew 
i«t^!'I>''fett;eii habit through life, wlilch 
coBtributetl much to her piivare fatis- 
fafiion, and left an example to the Stage 
worthy of imitation. 

Mr. Garrlek'4 parfiincnious iialqts in 

tKeutrltal concerns would not readily 


permit him to advance the lahrie* of his 
performers at all equal to their merits ) 
and this was the tale with Mils Younge, 
After performing two I’caloiu Ihe claimed 
a higher ftipend, and was refilled. 
Piqued- at this, Ihe detei mined to go to 
Ireland, and accordingly neiformed the 
fc.iloii of 1770, 71, at Dublin, where 
Ihe firft reprclenteil, with uniivalled ex- 
cdlcnre, the character of Lady Jlodolpha, 
in Mncklin s “ Man of the World.” 
Mr. (Jairick loon felt tiie want of her 
puifoimance, and took the eailieft Oppor¬ 
tunity of re-cngnging her on her own 
term.s. She therefore refiirmd to London 
the next lealoii, where ftie remained every 
liicceiding winter of her life. 

pjom this period Mils Younge’s rc- 
piit.ition as an iifircTs took a mere eftas 
liJill’.ed form ; Ihe not only filled otc.i- 
fiDiiallv the priiiclual cliaraiters in th^ 
c.ift cf Mis. Vales and Mrs. Crawford, 
but often perloriiied in the fame plays 
with thole ladles in no difparaging man¬ 
ner. Garrick, helide giving her the belt 
initriiiflioiis, wiote fome Epilogues for 
her, and he was followed by levcral of 
the dmmatic writers of that time. 

In 1775 Dr. Hiffernan fimfhed a poft- 
hiimous Tragedy of the late Henry Jones, 
c.alled Tbf Cave of Lira, which he 
lu'oiiglit out under the title of The He- 
mine of the Cave, fpr Mil's Yonnge’s 
Benelif; in which file fpoke the Epilogue 
:ind played tlie principal part; and in 
Maicli 1777, the prelcnt Mr. Jerning- 
ham, fince lb well known for his elegant 
talents in poetry, wrote the hiftorical 
interlude of Mar^arrl of Ai.jou, likewile 
lor her Benefit; in both of which Ih^ 
C'lifirmid her foimer reputation. 

Mam of hei ju incipa! parts were call 
m the fame pl.avs with Gairick, and fltc 
li.ad the fatijfa(5fion of perfoiining C',r~ 
tit tin to liis l.ear the laft night but onp 
cf this gieat ni.ifter’s peiloim.ince on 
ihe Stage, which gave rile to the follow¬ 
ing little incident : 

After the dropping- of the curtain, iiis 
hand ftill locked in her's (as is the cojiume 
|n finifliing this play), he led her down 
to the Green-room, wheie all the per¬ 
formers had gathered round hi pi; and 
rccolleffing, with a figh, that this was 
(he laft night but one tiiat he was to ap¬ 
pear in a profellion which he fo much 
u^namented, and which gave him ib 
mpeh immortality, he exclaimed, ** Ah. 
Bei.s' this is the laft time of my being’ 
your father, therefore you muft now look 
out to be adopted liy lomebody ell’e.”-— 

“ Why then, bit',*’ laid Mils Younge 
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In/lautly falling on her knees before Iiltn) 
“ give me a father’s blefling.” Gankk, 
Kviing hei fituation, and the iiiipieHive 
manner in which il:« Ipske, replied with 
great ei;ergy, “ God blefs you.” I'lien 
Jailing his eyes to the rclt of the per* 
formers, he added, “ God bJcli you 
all,” and inRantly retired. 

Juft after Mr. Garrick's death, that 
is in 1779, Mils Younge went over to 
Covent Gardsn Theatre; and as Mrs. 
Bany, by an unfortunate fecond mar¬ 
riage, hil not a little eftianged her 
mind from her profeiTion, and as Mis. 
Yates, fiom illnei's, played but a certain 
number of nights iii the lealbn, our lie- 
roine now began to leap the benefits of 
her well'earned labours, and to ftand 
unequivocally the firft tragic aflrefs on 
tlie Stage. What contributed further to 
her general chara^er at this time was 
the produflion of the Belles Sirota^em^ 
a Comedy, from the pen of Mrs. Cowley, 
in which Mil's Younge played Letina 
Hardy ; a part, wc believe, exprefsly 
wiitten to give full I’cope to this great 
afh'cfs’s powers, and which Ihe luftained 
witff I'licli veilatility and propriety of 
chai'a^ei as ftamped the praile of uni- 
'uerfality on her talents. 

But let not genius, however exalted, 
or however jwlitioully cultivated, rcpole 
too Iccurely on unchangeablmejs of 
Sts fituation. Siii rounding nature, as 
well as revelation, tell us, “ That no- 
tliing continueth in one ftay and daily 
experience further confirms, “ That time 
and cliance, or faftiion, or even caprice, 
will make mutations in all the greait^s 
well as frivolous departments of fife.” 

Ill the winter of 1781, when Mlfs 
Younge was thus bearing all her 
blulhing honours chick about her” (and 
which, to do her julfice, Ihe enjoyed 
with a mode I at ion rarely the lot of her 


profcfllon), Mr. Sheridaiii ftn. intw* 
duced to Drury lane Theatre the prefent 
juiliy celebrated Mr*. Siddone, who had 
performed lome inconfiderable charaAert 
about fix years before on the fame Stam 
but for lome reafons, hitherto inexjMi- 
cable, was lb little noticed by Mr. Gar¬ 
rick, that fhe very fpiritedly dilhiiHed 
herl'elf from that engagement. 

This Lady's firft appearance, as may 
be well remembered, was in Ifahelta, in 
Southerne's Tragedy of “ The Fatal 
Marriage,” and in this chara6fer fhe 
difplayed I'uclt genuine and original 
powers of ailing, as to eftablilli her 
fame with the Critics the fit ft night: her 
other performances fhnifioned this ap¬ 
probation lb much with the town, that 
Drury-lane loon became the Temple of 
the Mules, and Mrs. Siddons the prciidiiig 
Goddels. 

In this awful and unexpiiled ciifis. 
Mil's Younge fteadily kept before her th» 
advice of our immortal Bard—- 

■ ■■ “ In the reproof of chance 

Lies the true pioof of men.” 

As her temper, her talents, and her afl»- 
duities, never forfook her, five lupportcd 
heil’elf as a rerpeilable antagonilt, doing 
her duty with an increaled zeal, and 
never once repining either at her ill luck, 
or detrailing from the talents of her 
great rival. She confidered her merit* 
as before the public, and Ibe committed 
heifclf to their patronage and protection. 
Her conduit was accoidingly rcwaidedj 
for though the bruit of Mis. Siddons’ 
name carried with it the gieaier tiile of 
popularity, Mil's Younge kept her lant 
as an excellent judicious ailrels, un¬ 
matched in many charaiters, and in 
powers of tqual dt cUmatton 
any one on the Stage.

KING CHARLES II. 

^ HOUGH this Monarch, it is very 
well known, paid very little regard 
to the ellentials of religion, there can be 
now no doubt but that he was, in point 
ot' faith, a Roman Catbolic^ though by no 
means in the degree his brother James 
was. Lord Bolingbrake, in his Dif- 
fertationon Parties," makes this diftinc- 
tion between them: “ His Majedy Tipped 
from the Chalice, but his brother dtank 
from it to the very dregs." 

He was converted to this religion when 
he was abroad, as it is fuppofed Ton the 
authority of Sir Robert Southwell, com¬ 
municated to him by James, Firft Duke 
of Ormond) whild he was at Cologne, in 
the year 1655 j where he had muen pri¬ 
vate conference with Peter Talbot, a 
noted Catholic, and who was difpatched 
by him in a very fccret affair to Madrid, 
fuppoled to be that of imparting to the 
King of Spain his afTcnt to the Roman 
Catholic religion. 

This certainly followed, that his Ma- 
jcfly did, the fame fummer, pafs incog¬ 
nito to BrufTels, where a private treaty 
was concluded with Don Johnof Audria, 
then Governor of Flanders, “ That all 
his fubjefls in the French fervice, or elle- 
where abroad, Aiould go into the fervice 
•f Spain ;** upon which his Majedy was 
paid three tbou/and crowns per month, 
when perhaps, in a whole year, he bad 
sot received two thoufand poifnds from 
all his friends in England. 

It was on the Pyrenean Peace, concluded 
between France and Spain in the year 
1659, that Charles reded all his hopes of 
rdtoration. For this purpofe he dif- 
patched the Marquis of Ormond to 
Thouloufe, there to expeA the coming of 
Cardinal Mazarine, in order to di^fe 
him in favour of his Majedy ( the Car¬ 
dinal, who, it afterwards appeared, re¬ 
gard^ but little the Kine's inmreft, took 
another route } fb the Marquis, miding 
him, was obliged to go by Berne ana 
Bayonne to the place of trea^, where 
Sir Henry Bennet, afterwanls Lord Ar- 
IiilMon, nis Miyedy's Minider, was dif- 
pofing fill things, and particularly on the 
Spanifh fide, for his Majedy's coming.** 
Voi., March i 7 | 7 * 


Cardinal Mazarine however prevailed 
the Treaty between thefe two Crqwns WRi 
concluded in November} but contain^ 
not one fyllable relative to his Majedy*R 
redoration, or in any degree to hit per- 
fonal advantage. 

As his lad refource, and in order as it 
is fuppofed to form fome alliance to fup- 
port hiinfelf, a match was propofed to 
the old Princefs of Orange tor his Ma¬ 
jedy, with the Lady Mary, her third 
daughter, and one of the aunts to the late 
King William (then Prince of Orange)} 
but the old Princefs had fuch little hopes 
of his Majedy's change of fortune at tnat 
time (though it fo Tuddenly followed), 
that die excufed the matter **on her being’ 
wholly under the protcAion of the States 
General, and that ail things of that pub¬ 
lic nature ought to be^n with them. 

This Lady Mary was afterwards mar¬ 
ried to the Count of Embden, and proved' 
the fruitful mother of many children. 

It was Francifeo de Mefo, Ambaffii- 
dor then (1659) in London (and who 
dreaded theedeAsof the Pyrenean Peace, 
if England did not prevent them), who 
told General Monk, the King's piiitip 
agent, that if the king diould be caBug 
home, the Spaniards would conftn^ 
him to furrendcr Dunkirk before tM^ 
would let him go out of their hands. 

It was this fame Ambaflador that piit 
felTed General Monk of the advantage ot 
marrying the Infanta of Portugal to tha' 
King { that the high confideration of 
Tangier and Bombay fhould be given, 
with the free trade of all their dominions, 
and fome millions of enuadoes. .By 
the fame channel Mr. Mornce (the then 
confidant of General Monk) was en¬ 
gaged } and when he become Sic Will iam 
Morrice, and Secretary of State (though 
originally but a private Gentlemen of the 
northern provinces), he negotiated, the 
treaty of marriage, and the whole of it 
was managed through his office j lb tha t 
it was the General firft propofed this 
match to his Majefty, although it was 
otlenfibly carried on ^ Lord Chancellor 
Hyde, who had at firn the crediti af. 
terwaids thediigracc ef it. 


Of 
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of KingCharIcs’s attachment to theCa- 
thollc Religion, even in the affair of his 
.marriage, the following Anecdote is re¬ 
lated by Sir Robert Southwell, who had 
it from James Duke of Ormond 
At the time that the marriage was in 
treaty for his Majefty with the Infanta of 
Portugal, he faid that flic Lord Chancel¬ 
lor Clarendon fpoke to the Lord Trealurer 
and himfelf (the Duke) to attend his 
Majefty in that i oom, which they called 
the Clol'et of Thomas Chiffins,” where 
^the rarities flood. Here my Lord 
Chancellor opened to his Majefty, not 
only what the Spaniards had objected as 
to the barrennels of the lady propol'ed to 
. in marriage, but what he had from 
ether hatids. He did moll Ibltmnly re- 
ttionftrate the infelicity of Inch an event 
to his whole kingdoms ; that the treaty 
was not advanced fo far but that his 
Majefty might wave it; and, that his 
Majelly might not be to feek for a wife, 
be propofed feme others who were Ger¬ 
man ladies. Upon this the King faid, 
the German women were foggy, and tlnit 
not one of them would pleafe him for a 
wife; that his accufation mull needs 
come all fiom the malice of the Spaniards; 
and fo bid his Loutftiip, without moie 
fcruple, to proceed in the treaty. 


SIR GEORGE DOWNING, 

at the Hague to Oliviv Ciotn- 
ivell anti Charles 11 .) 

After the Pyrenean Peace, and after 
the cold anl'wer which King Charles the 
Itcccnd leceived from the Pi incefs of 
Orange relative to a match with her 
daughter the Pi incefs Mary, the King’s 
affairs ieeined to be truly defperate; yet, 
juft at this very time, the cloud began 
to burft and open a pafl'age to his refio- 
ration j as he had icaicely returned to 
Bruftejs when he had an intimation fiom 
Thomas Howaid, the youngeft brother 
of Lord Carlifle, that his brother-in- 
law Sir Geoige Downing, then Relident 
at tlie Hague, would be glad to have a 
rivate conference with any perfbn whom 
is Majelly much fruited, and^ifhed it 
might be the Marquis of Oimoutl. 

In conleqiience of this, on the February 
following, the Marquis went to the 
Hag uc, where Sir George, meeting him 
in fecret, told him, that, by the eonrl'e 
4nd revolution of things in England, 
which he well obferve*!, his Majefty muft 
fuddenlv be reftored j and that, whatever 
paiticuiar undertake! s might pretend to 
Them, it would be, in truth, tl^ work of 


the whole nation ; that they could no 
longei bear the tyrannies they lay under; 
and, by feeing no other cure of the evil, 
the calling home of his Majelly was ir- 
rciillible'. 

He lliewed various grounds for this 
opinion; ami only prayed, that for tlie 
gootl-news lake, of which probably he 
was the fiill infermer, he might find la- 
vc'ur hereafter { fo far as to live only 
in peace ami quiet, for he fhould pretend 
to no more. 

The event turning out foot! after as this 
vt'rt/y St ate [man had prcdl^tnl, he was 
continued in his FJmbaily uftei the Rello- 
ration.

might have Involved England in a war, 
his Lordfhip was invited to a ball at the 
Couit of Peteifburgh, and was fuithtr 
honouied by being taken out to dance a 
minuet with the Czniina. 

His Lordfhip, thougli h? had a perlb- 
nai intiinatv vvith this veiy cxtraordinaiy 
woman long befoie fhe could have any 
poffible cliance of a diadem, ftill ap- 
pioatlied her with all the lefpcfl due to 
her exalted ftation ; which the Eraprefs- 
perceiving, juft before they commenced 
the minuet, (he whifpered him, “ Wlut, 
my Loid, have you forgot littie Kate ?” 

OCTAVIO MAY 

(‘The ongiual hmentoroj If'atereJ Taf- 

J/tai). 

Thcie was about the beginning of the 
lall century an Englifliman of tlie name 
of Oelavio May, who I’ettled at Lyoi c. 
He was a man of very good capacity, and 
great diligence in his trade, but, by a 
chain of unlucky events, was brought 
Into embairafllng circumflniiccs. 

In this melancholy ftate,flandingoneday 
at his Ihop-Joor, brooding over his mil- 
fortuneSi, he Ikappencd to put a little tuft 
of raw lilk into his mouth, and grinding 
it for ioitie tiiQc between bis tect^, witii- 

eut, 
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©ut conflJcring what he was about, at laft^ 
fpit it out. As it fell immediately before 
hi*n, he obfcrved that it had a very unu- 
fual lullre, wliicli llruck him lb much 
that it brought him out ol'bis fit of the 
vapours. He took it up and confidured it; 
and, being a man of reflcdlion, he imme¬ 
diately tiaced the whole progrefs of the 
opei.uion ; the grinding between the 
teeth ; the mixtuie of a clammy liquor, 
lucli as the laliva ; and the performing 
that in a place nccellarily w.uin as the 
mouth. 

On thelc confiderations he went to 
work ; and following nature as clofe as 
he could, in a little time produced thofe 
lufttrtd or watered taffetas now fo uni- 
vejlally ulcd. 

May acquired an immenfe fortune by 
this incident, and ellabliflted a manufac¬ 
ture wnich has been a continual Iburce 
of riches to that city ever fince.

He was rcckont'd by a Noble Lord 
now living, a near rel.uion of his, and who 
is in pofleifion of in.mypjivate iruits of 
their common anceftcr Chailcs the Se¬ 
cond, to be more like that Monardi in 
his pleafures.

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Efcurial to Madrid, by writing on the 
ficft page of a book with blank leaves, 
The Hiftory of the wonderful 
Voyages of the Great King Philip the 
Second.” This, perhaps, joined to 
other things, might induce his father to 
put him to death. By what means it 
was done no one knows ; he has been 
faid to have been bled to death like 
Seneca ; to have been ftifled between 
two matraflTes ; and to have been 
llrangled, as his executioner told him, 
for his good. 

Some one thus deferibes Don Carlos; 
“ Dura; bucca fuit, linguolus, Difcordia 
non homo, So ill-tempered, that he ap. 
peared not to be a man, but Dilcord 
perfonified.” 

The Hillory of this Prince would 
make an excellent fubjeil for a Trngedy. 
Otway has tried ami failed. Much 
afliftance might be procured in com- 
pofing it from the Andronic of Cam- 
peftron, written about the beginning of 
this century.

MARSHAL TUREKNE,

nearly the heels of a horfe, that he was 
in danger of being kicked by him. 
He called the child, and faid to him, 
*' My pretty little boy, never go fo 
near to a horfe’s heels as not to leave 
fpace enough octween them and your- 
filf to prevent his kicking you.

The two learned Diflertations at the 
•lofe of the work, bv the Bbhop and Mr. 
Wales, whatever be their acutenefs cf 
chrovohgical tefearch, might, for any 
VQi.jqc;XI.

important purpofe that can be anfwered 
by this w< rk, quite as well have been 
omitted, ^'hcy both prove, by different 
modes of ilahi.rule maibemamal imnief. 
tivairm, what our Author might have 
found, if he had I'jughtfor it, in the L.atin 
edition of Ujbn's El>b,'merts. Whether 
this was any very important difficulty, 
the Rcadcrwill be the better ablcto judge 
when we inform him, that it was to fettle 
whether the departure of the fleet of Ne¬ 
archus from Its firll llation was on the 
firjt orfcond of Oflobcr 1 It is here¬ 
after to be confidered, by tlie learned, as 
fixed forthe^iy?. 

Though it be very true, that much of 
this volume is employed in difquilitions 
in which few will be anxious for accurate 
information, yet there are to be found in it 
leveral interejling bijloricalfads, and fe- 
veral ciiricus critical obfervatiom. The 
chaiafter of Alexander, which is vety 
jullly drawn, exhibits him not only as 
an irrrfijtible conqueror, but as a pr«- 
foundandprefnent politiiian. His con- 
duft towai'ds the countries he fubdued { 
his plan for the foundation of the AUx^ 
aiidr ia of Egypt } and the feheme of that 
navigation, which is ’the fubjeft of the 
work before us, are evidences of this 
which no reafoning c^n fubvert. To 
bring the wealth and bommeree of the 
Indies within the reach of his European 
fubjeSs, by the intervention of the Per- 
ftan Gulph, was an unilertaking not 
merely of unexampled magnanimity, but 
*f uncommon fagaetty zoi dijcenmrnt.

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The greatest difficulty arofe from the 
choice of a proper perfon to conduft lb 
new and perilous an enterprize. The 
voluntary offer made of his lervices to 
Alexander by the Author of ihelovv.^si. 
removed every delay and obftruflion. 
The men defined to the embarkation no 
longer confidered the expedition as del'pe- 
rate, when they found a man fo mucli in 
the king’s favour and confidence was to 
be the commander; and one whom they 
knew lie would not have expoled to inevi¬ 
table danger. Alacrity lucceeded to 
terror : the ffiips were equipped, not only 
with what was neeefi'aiy, but with great 
fplendor, tlie officers vying with each 
other who fliould colleil the beft nicn ior 
the lei vice, and have his complement 
molt eil'eflive. Succel's was anticipated, 
and delpair I'ubdiied.” 

Thetircumflances that occurred to Ne- 
archus on his coming to land on the 
fleet’s arrival at the mouth of the Ana- 
mis, and on his firfl, interview with the 
King, aie intertfting and pathetic. 

“ One of the parties he fcnt out to ex¬ 
plore the country accidentally tell In with 
a ftragglc-r, whole dtefs and language 
dlfcoveretl him to be a Greek ; teais bnrll 
from tlicir eves upon Ic^hig once m^re a 
native of then own country, and hcaiing 
once more the iound of their own i.in- 
giiagc. 'Diey !•' irnt tii^t he had not long 
left the arinv, tnul that: he camp was at 
no great dill.ince. Tlity inllantly hiir- 
rk'd the Itranger with all t!ie tnimilt of 
joy to Neaichus j in his pretence the i'anie 
happy dll’covery was repeated, with af- 
furances that 'he King was within five 
days journey. 

“ Nearchus immediately fet out to find 
the King, with Archias and five or lix 
others j and in his pfogicl's foitunately 
fell in wUh a party from the army, which 
had been fent out with horfts aiiJ carriages 
for his accommodation. Tlie Admiial 
and his attendants, tioin their appearance, 
might have paiTed unnoticed. Their 
hair long and negkeded, their gaimiiifs 
decayed, their countenance pale and 
Weather-worn, and their perfons emacia¬ 
ted with famine and fatigue, fcaitely 
routed the attention of the friends they 
«ncouiiteit'd. They were Greeks how- 
*vcr; and ol Greeks it was natuial to en¬ 
quire alter the army, and where it was 
jjGw encamped* An anfwer was given 
|o their enquiry } but ftill they were nei- 
thei ; ecognired by the party, nor was any 
icition atked in return. Juft as they 

te ljcp,uaiing lioiB other, “AjTuv- 


edly,” fays Archias, “ this muft be x 
party fent out for our relief: for on whht 
other account canthey be wandering about 
thedeiert.? There is nothing ftiange in 
their paffing us without notice, for our 
very appearance is a difguife. Let us ad- 
drcls them once more.” 

“Ncarchusaccordingly enquired which 
way they were bending their courl’e ? 
“ We arc in fearch of Nearchus and his 
people,” replied the Officer :—“And I 
am Nearchus,” faid the Admiral, “ and 
this is Archias ; take us under your con¬ 
duct, and we will ourfelves report our 
hiftory to the King.” 

“VVhile they were upon their progrefs, 
foine of the horfeinen, impatient to c.irry 
the news of this happy event, let off to 
inform the King, that Nearchus and 
Archias were arrived, with five or fix at¬ 
tendants. Thisfuggefted to Alexander, 
that the reft of the people had perilhed, 
either by famine or Ihipwieck. During 
this interval, Neaichus and his atten- 
d.infs arrived. It was not without diffi¬ 
culty that the King difeovered who they 
were, under the dilguife of their appeai - 
ai ce ; and this circumrtance contributed 
To confirm him in his mUlake ; imagin- 
ing that boththeii perfons and theii tucl's 
bclpoke fliipwreck, and the deftru6Iion 
of the fleet. He held out liis hand how¬ 
ever to Nearchus, and led him afidc from 
his guaids and attendants, without being 
able to utter a word. As loon as they 
were alone he huift into tears, and contii 
nued weeping for a confiderable time j till 
at length recovering, in I'oinc degree, his 
cempolure, “ Nearchus,” lays lie, “ I 
feel ibinc fatisfadkion in finding that you 
and Archias have efcaped i but tell int; 
whciie, and in what manner, did my fleet 
and my people perifti ?”—“ Your fleet,” 
replied Nearchus, “ is allfafe j your peo¬ 
ple are I'afe, and we arc come to bring 
you the account of their prefervation,” 
Fears, but from a different fource, now 
fell much fafter from his eyes j ** Where 
then aremy fliipsfays he. “At the 
Anamis,” leplied Nearchus, “ all lafe 
onftioie, and preparing for the comple¬ 
tion of the voyage.By the Libyan 
Ammon and the Jupiter of Greece I 
fwcar to you,” rejoined the King, “ that 
1 am more happy at receiving this Intel¬ 
ligence than in being the conqueror of 
all Alia ; for I fliould have confidered the 
failure of this expedition as a counter¬ 
balance to all the glory 1 have acquired.” 

“ Such was the reception of the Admi¬ 
ral.—The Joy was now univerfal through’ 

the 
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army ; ^ folemn facrifice was proclaimed 
in honour of Jupiter the Prelerver, of 
Hercules, of Apollo the Avcrtcr of De- 
flnrilion, of Neptune, and of ev/;ry deity 
of the ocean ; the games, were celebrated, 
and a fplendid proceflTion exhibited, in 
wliich Nearchus was the principal orna¬ 
ment ot the pomp, and the objefl which 
claimed the attention of every eye. Flow- 
eis ami chaplets were wreathed for his 
head, and Ihowered upon him by the 
grateful multitude, while the liicccfs of 
his enterprize was pioclaimed by their 
acclamations, and celebrated in their 
fongs.” 

'I'he particulars of the lall ficknefs and 
death of Alexander, as related in his 
J)ia)y, and handed down to us botli 
by Plutarch and Arrian, are curious. 
They contain a lufficient refutation of 
the vulgar opinion that this heioperifhed 
by poilon. 

It appears that Alexander had given a 
fplendid entertainment to Nfurebus and 
bit Oll.cen ; at the concluilon of which, 
as he was returning to his palace, he was 
met by Mtdius, who had been fealting a 
paity of his military friends, and now rc- 
(jueJted the favour of the King’s compa¬ 
ny to do lionour at the banquet. That 
night and the following day weiefpent in 
felfivity j and it is not extraordinaiy 
that fome fyinptoms of lever vveie (he 
confcquences ol this excels. The Diary 
commences here*. 

“ Month D.cfius i8th. The King 
bathed, and, finding the fc'ver upon the 
incrcafe, llcptat the bathing-houle. 

(“ The fleeping at the bathing-houfe 
is explained by Anian, who dales, that 
he was conveyed on his bed to the river 
fide, and cairied over to a garden-houleon 
the oppofite fhore.) “ On this day orders 
were ili'ued for the land-forces to be rea¬ 
dy to march on the azd, and the fleet to 
be prepared to move on the a’^d. 

“ 19th The King bathed , went from 
the Bath to his chumbi r j pafl’ed the day 
at dice with Medius ; bathed again in 
the evening } attended the facrifices in a 
litter ; took nouriihment ffarin^ivi in the 
evening the fever increaled ; and the 
night was pafTed in great perturbation ; 
orders were ilTued for the ofheers to attend 
on the next morning. 

“ aoth. The King bathed ; attended 
fai:rifices as before; converfed while in 
the Bath with Nearchus upon his voyage 
from India, and gave him f'refli orders to 
be ready on tlu: 

The King bathed j attended 
the facrifices in the morning } found no 


abatement of the di (order; tranfiifled 
bufinefs with the OfKceis ; gave direc* 
tioifs about the fiect; bathed again in the 
evening j the fever ftill incrcakd. 

sad. The King removed into an 
apartment near the Bath j attendtxl the 
facrifices ; the fevei now ran very high, 
and 9pprened him much j he nevertlicMs 
ordered the piincipiil Oihceis to attend, 
and repeated his ciders in legaid to the 
fleet. 

23d. The King was conveyed to the 
facrifices with grt it difficulty; but iflued 
frefli orders to the Nay'll! Oflieers, and 
convened about filling up the vacancies 
in the ai my. 

“ 14th. The King was much moreop- 
prefled, and the fever much increafi-d. 

“ 25th. The King was now finking 
fail under the diforder, but iflued frem 
oideis for the Generals to attend in the 
palace, and the Officers of rank to be in 
waiting at the gate. He luffered ftill more 
towaids the evening, and was conveyed 
back again over the river from the garden 
to the palace. Here he obtained a fhort 
repole; but, upon his awaking, whcfl 
the Generals were admitted, though he 
retained his fenfes and knew them, he had 
loll the power of utteiance. 

“ 26th. The fever had made a rapid 
progrels all night, and continued without 
abating during the day. 

“ a7th. T he liddieis nowclamoroufly 
demanded to be admitted, wifhing to fee 
their Sovereign once more if he were 
alive, and fii^effing that he was dead 
and his death concealed. They were fuf- 
fered therefore to pafs through the apart¬ 
ment in finglc files without arms, and 
the King railetl his head with difficulty, 
holding out his hand to them, but could 
not Ipeak. 

“ a 3 th. In the evening the King px- 
pired.” 

This Journal, vyhich fo regularly re¬ 
cords the piogicfs of Akxaiulci's mala¬ 
dy, fufficiently proves that the notion of 
his having been dellroyed by treachery is 
a conjeffure without foundation. Plu¬ 
tarch entirely difcrcdits the (lory j and 
adds, that it was not heaid of till fome 
years after, when Olympias wiflied to caff 
odium on the fanulv oj Amipater. Dr. 
V. very jultly obfrrvps, “ that the vio¬ 
lence of Alexander’s paflions, the perpe¬ 
tual application of his mind, and tne ex^ 
cetfes of the table, are fully fuflicient t« 
furnifh cauies of ' diflblution, without 
having recouric to tiuafon and conf^- 
racy.”

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In the Notes to this work there occur 
occafjonally fliort claffical remarks, from 
which may be gleaned 1‘ome amul'ement 
and feme inftrui:tion. At page j8!S, Dr. 
V. tells us, “ that theor lull'- 
decked VeiTels of Nearchus, are exactly 
the vellels of Homer’s age, the fore-part 
and waift open for the rowers, with a 
deck railedover the hinder part. This in 
Homer is called ix^wvj and toimed an ele¬ 
vation on which the fteerfrrun llocd. On 
this deck, or under it, the peiibiis on 
board fomelimes llept: which the Poet 
calls Sleeping Tfm.vna-iei yijcf. 

Od. M. 32. For tiiefe,perhaps, the ca¬ 
bles were coiled ; but when a whole crew 
was to fleep o 1 board, this was impoffi- 
blc, and the lutl'Liing was in proportion 
to the ronfineniciit. This makes Ulyfl'es 
complain, that teiliaiiit on fliip-board 
rendered his limbs rigid, and unfit i. r 
cymnafiicexerciJe. “He therefore,” fays 
Dr. V. in another place (p.ige 298), 
never flept in the after-part of the fiiip, 
when he could find aijothei bed. 


are properly the cables at the ftern, but 
perhaps the after part of the velfel Uke- 
wife ; whether, when they flept on board, 
vgvfA.vriTi'it, they flept on the 
or under it, their lodging mull have been 
very incommodious.” 

Our readers are not to conclude, from 
thefe Ipecimens of Dr. 'V.’s work, which 
we have lelefled for their entertainment, 
that it is in general either aitical or bif~ 
toiical. It is in itriilnefs a minute geo¬ 
graphical difyuifuion ; and all the re¬ 
marks that relate not to that fubjeft are 
cu'jjionul only, and mcidentul. I'hofe, 
and tbnje only, who are iuterelted in 
knowing to what extent and with what 
accuracy the geographical fiiences were 
poflefled by the ancients, will be much 
’•ratified by thele lucubrations. Ea'ch 
luch perlbiis can derive no delight from 
ithem, but in pioportion as they fhall ap¬ 
pear fo I>e founded \\\ good Jinfe, in op- 
pofitioii to jable, hypothe/ii, and conjec¬ 
ture,

Still it mull be admitted, that a 
book can only be uteful in projiertion as 
it is read. We wilh, therefore, tint our 
Autlior had adopted the fame method 
which he obferved in his “ Enntiiry in¬ 
to the Duties of Min," and illufirated 
his moral theory by and cxptri- 

menis. We lecolleil hardly more tb.an 
one inftance of tills iii the pages we aie 
examining. Ttie fide too or tiiis work, 
though floti'intt, thgant, a,id a,LUiatc, 
is deficient in evrigy and ttrfenefs. 
Theii: laft are qualities in which Dr. Ra¬ 
ley's ethical coinpofitions excel. Without 
them, or fomellung which, like (hem, 
fiiikes Jlrongly on the imaginaiion, few 
works of a di inflic ebaradtr can have 
an extenfive circulation. 

Thtfe obfervations arife from a flneere 
refpcQ for Mr. G.’s abilities and inten¬ 
tions. We wifli, as wy ary liirehe wiflie.s, 
them to be univerfilly beneficial; and he 
|cnows, as well as we, that this can 
only heaceoipplifited by the fkilfpl admix¬ 
ture of the duLe with the utile.

In treating on Ftmnle Educatio t, Mr, 
G. dilapproves of the employment of 
emiiLviun to excite his fair pupils to dili¬ 
gence and exertion. He leni.uks, that 
whatever may be thought, by ditferent ob- 
fervers, as to the defiecs in which it en- 
uiges the lum ol intelleetiial attainment?, 
yet among tliofe wlio judge from expe¬ 
rience, theu can be but one opinion as 
to the rciidt oi its operation on the dif- 
pofitions of the he.art. Of all the prin¬ 
ciples of addiuii be accounts it as one of 
the moll dangerous j ftimulating ami 
nouiilhiiig lonie of the darkeft pafTions 
of the human mind, and fubverting 
thole motives which it is one main pur- 
pofe of Chriflianity to inculcate .and en¬ 
force, Stlf-conct-.it, a fupvrciliuus con¬ 
tempt of jieifons luppoled, and often 
falfely fuppofed, ofintciior attainments j 
pronunefs to iufpeii teachers of being 
piejudiccd and partial, and endeavours to 
conciliate their favour by finefle ; a fe- 
cret wifli to retard the pro^refs of fuc- 
cefsful competitors ; an envious defire to 
detradl from their merits ; and an aver- 
flbn to their fociety, with an indiffereace 
to their welfare, arc among its ufual 
effeas. 'He 
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He acknowled^s that a tendmcy to 
thefe malignant tedinga arid artiul tnanacu* 
vres is inWentin }iuiuaiinatuic,and nqt 
to be attributed to emulation alone. But 
(till bo alTci'ts, that emulation is tin; agent 
which, perhaps at every period ol litc, 
and undoubtedly in childhood and youth, 
fans them into a flame. 

But muft we not then, in the prccefs 
of inJhu£iion,\ employ the influence of 
compariibn and example ? Is it not 
lawtul to apply to children a JiimuLus, 
which is applied with viiible advantage 
to kindle aidour, and to confirm good 
conduifl, in m3,turer years ? Mr. G. in 
reply to thele qucftions obftrves, judi- 
cioufly, that to compare our own conduit 
and attainments with thole of cthcis, 
that we may more clearly lee our doteits, 
and be incited to imitate a meritorious 
example, is a piaitice in many coles both 
jultifiahjc and uleiul. It is thereloic to 
be recommended on fuitable occalions, 
and with proper explaiiatiou, to thole to 
whom we iinpait inltruction. But to 
lomparc that vve may imiiali, is not tlie 
fame thing as to lompare tiiat we may rt- 
•vul. and emulation includes, not in name 
only, but in reality, tlic tpnit of rz-vn/- 
Jh/p. 

There is, undoubtedly, mucli good 
fenle and motal vvildom in thele retnuiks; 
jet we queltion whether extelhnee in any 
talent will without rt . uijh.ii be ever ac¬ 
quired. How far cur happinels or our 
utility may be incrcaied by txiellfme, is 
an enquiry of deeper rcl'earch hut ex¬ 
cellence pielents itfelt .is a glittering 
prize, which mortals will always pant to 
obtain. 

In the Chapter on Female C'm-Jtvfa- 
iioit otiti F/'/jhftny Cetxrcjponet iice, Mr. 
G. reprehends the levity of Jifourle in 
which women, even of impioved under, 
flandings. Lccaiionally indulge. 

Take, his cenlure m his own words, 
.which ieein the rci'ultof adlual and acute 
obfervation; 

“ It is not only to women of moderate 
capacity that hours of trifling and flip¬ 
pant cnnverlation are found acceptable. 
To thofe of I'uperior talents ihey are not 
unfrequently known to give a degree of 
entertainment, greater than on flight con- 
fidcratien we might have eJ^peftea. The 
matter, howevci, may ealily be explained. 
Many women who aic endowed with 
flrong mental powers are little inclined 
to tl»e trouble of exerting them. They 
love to indulge a lupine vacuity of 
thought ; liften to nonfenlc without dif- 
becaufe to liflfii to |t re« 


quires no effort ; neither (earch nor 
prompt others to leaich, deeper than the 
iunaceof the palEng topic of dilcourle : 
and were it not for an cccafional remarli; 
that indicates dilcerninent, cr a lock of 
Intelligence which gleams thiough the 
liitlefTncls of floth, would icaicely be 
fulpetlcd of judgment and penetration. 
Whilo thele peilons rarely .tern, in the 
common interccurfe of life, to tuin their 
abilities to the advantage either of theiq- 
lelvcs or of their friends, others, gitted 
witli equal talents, arc tempted to inif- 
apply them by the cc.niciouinefs of pof- 
iefling them. V.iin of their powers, and 
of their dexterity in the life- ol tium, they 
canniit refilt the impiille which they feel 
to lead a pert and coxccmical young ma% 
whenever he falls in their w.ty, to cxpole 
hinn'elt. The prattle winch they de- 
fpiie they encouiage, bccaufe it amules 
them by rendering the fpeaker ridiculous. 
They lead him on, unlulpicious of their 
dciign, and Iccietly pluming himfelf on 
the notice which he attracts, and on his 
own liappy talents of rendeiing himfelf 
agreeable, and delighted the moft when 
he is molt tlicobjeif of dcrilion,'froin one 
llcp of felly to another. By degrees they 
coiitrabtan habitual relifh tor the flileof 
converi'afion wh.ch c'lubles them at once 
to dilpJay (heir own wit, and to gratify 
their paflion foi mirth and their tafte for 
the liidicrcus. 'I hey become inwardly 
impatitnt when it flags, and more impa¬ 
tient when it meets with inteiruption. 
And if a man of grave alpofl, and more

In the Chapter (the IXth) on Amuft^ 
menu, Mr. G. hays fo many reftraints 
on the enjoyment of X)i amnttc entertain- 
musts as amounts to z pi oh iition. He 
permits it, icemingly, only in the cafe “ jp 
which its fuperiiitendance is committed 
to legal authority, which would prevent 
tlie Sta^e from being rendered an inftru- 
ment of political machinations .and pf 
peripnal calumny i and aUb purify it from 
incidents, expremons, and allulions, of- 
feplive to modelty and injuriout t* 
morals."

Kithei it is ar¬ 
rogance, or impatience of contradidfiori, 
or icludlance to elilce-rn and acknowledge 
crroi; which rerder the inaniurs of wo¬ 
men ovtrheailng, their tempei initable, 
and their prejudices obltinatc. \f female 
talents be graced with /iiiiplktiy, . ood- 
humouY, and modify, theie is Icaiccly a 
hulhand’s heart which they will not warm 
ivith dclfglit. 

In a lubfeijiient part of the fame head 
of inlfindtion, the ciicumftances aic dif- 
tuU'ed of Jemal, rrlaihns of the

fciirity for an honeft maintenance, than 

I'etain her to learn hypccril'y and to 
tL 4 ch you arrogance, to be corrupted and 
to corrupt." 

Tlielc fentiments are no lefs ipirited 
than juft, and are well worthy the^confi- 
deration of females in the higher clujfes, 
who are often veiy capricious and tyian- 
nical rulers of their unfortunate ptote- 
gees. The laftfcntence is a happy a})pli- 
cation of a ftrong and brilliant um.iik of 
Tacitus. 

Our Author is, for the moft part, 
grave and folemn j he iclaxis, however, 
lomctimes into ridicule and humour. 
Thus, for inftaiice, lie deferibes a jaisule 
Jujljionable morniHi^. 

“ What is called the morning is fwal- 
I'jwed up in driving from ftreet to itrett, 
fi om fquare to fquai e, in pin liiit ot pertons 
whom flie is afraid of dilcov ■■"j in 
knocking at doors where llie drtatls being 
ailmitted. Time is frittered away in a 
lort of fmall intercouilc with numbers 
foi whom llie feels liflleregard, and whom 
die knows to feel as little for hcilclf. 
Yet every thing bieathes the fpiilt of 
coidlallty and attachment. The pleafure 
exprclFed at meeting is fo waim, tlie en¬ 
quiries'after each other’s health fit minute, 
the Iblicitude if either party has caught 
a cold at the laft Opera fo extreme, that 
a ftranger to the ways of high life, and to 
the true value of woids in the moilern 
diftionaries of compliment, would be in 
aftonifliment at fuch cffullons ofdifinteieft- 
ed bcntvolcncc. Inviiarion fuccceds invita- 
ticiij engagement prefles on engage¬ 


ment : etiquette offers, form accepts, and 
indifference .iffunies the air of gratitudc- 
and rapture." 

Mr. G. afferts in a note, what w# 
fhould hope is not often tiue, that the 
wives of lliopkeepers in London willaflc 
more than the real price of an articlsr 
from rendv money i ujion ers, with the view 
of pocketing the excels tliemlelves ; and 
if deteifid in the tiaud ple.id ignorance 
of the value. It is difficult to lay whe¬ 
ther Inch conduft be more injurious to 
the individual or to the public. 

There is a remark in the Chapter on 
Ptneniat Dunes, taken from Dr. Hcui'y’s 
Hiftoiy of England, which explains the 
attitude of Margaret Roper in tlie very 
curious ancient pifture of Sir Ibomai 
More's Family by Holbein. D.iiightcrs, 
though women, were not anciently per¬ 
mitted to fit or repole themfelves, otliei'- 
wife than by kneeling on a cuffiion, 
until their mother dcpaited. 

From the .ibove account of Mr. G.’S 
book it i viilentiy appeals well worthjr 
the at'enhon of all, aiul the I'lliytnt pe- 
rul'al of tbi g n'ler ftx. As the ladies, 
however, Hill moie perhaps tliaii men, 
delight to blend aiiiuJeinent with their 
weightier concerns, wc imilt lepeat our 
willi that the thcorv laid down had been 
more frequently enlivened by falls, and 
illuftrated by examples, 'I'lic ihoralilt 
might not, indeed, in that cafe have de- 
ferved morn fuci > Ts, but we are lure h« 
would have obtained it.

'THE Thirteenth Chapter of the FIrft 
^ Volume opens with an account of a 
very happy eftablilluneivt enjoyed by our 
Author at a military ftation, called the 
Hope, where he was in the principal 
command, on the Cimmewine River, in 
Surinam. Here his felicity was confider- 
ably augmented by a viht frons feme 
friends at Paramaribo, who gave him the 
addrd’s of Meffrs. Paflalage and Son, at 
Amfturt^, the new proprietw* *f )ii* 


favouiite iniihuto, whom they alfo de¬ 
filed him to take witli him to the Hope, 
This propolal he moft joyfully complied 
with, and immediately let his l!av(;s to 
work to build a houie of Manicole trees 
for her reception. 

In the mean lime he wrote a letter to 
Meffrs. Palfalage and Son, .0 fay, that 
being under great obligations to one of 
their mulatto Haves, nuimd Joanna, for 
having attended hhu during licknefs, he' 

requofted 
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rcqueftctl that they would permit him to 
urclia'e her liberty without delay, and 
e would iTumcdlatcly remit to them the 
money. 

In fix days his new dwelling was com¬ 
pleted. It conlifted of a parlour, whiih 
allb ferved for a dining-room; a Led- 
chumber, where allb the h.iggage was 
llowed j a piazza or (hed to fit under be¬ 
fore the door } a fnull kitchen detached 
from the hciilc, and a ponltiy-houie; the 
whole litnateil ('n a (pot by itreif, toin- 
nianding an er.clianii-ip prolpecl on e'.ciy 
fide, and lutroUnded wi'h paling to keep 
off the cattle. 'I'lie lahlts, (h;!)l',, and 
benches, were .dl c( iiiji '.led of Manitole 
boards, the tloou ;uid windows were 
uardedwith ingenious wooden locks and 
eys, that were the work of a negio. 
Ills liouCe being thus tar finlflied and 
furnirtiid, tl,e next c ne as to lay in .i 
Itick of piovilii.ns, whicli confilted of a 
b lire! oi Hi ui, another ot lalted mackaicl, 
which in that countiy are delicious, 
hims, pirkled laulagis, Jamaica rum, 
tea, Iv.gar, (peiniaciti caiulles, two 
foreign llieep, and a hog, heildes two 
dozen of line fowls and ducks, prel'ented 
to him 1 )V Liicielii, Joanna’s aunt. 

The M.aiuccle Tiee, the wood of which 
he emtdoyed tor his liabitation, he thus 
delcnhes, with its ules in tmilding and 
lorniture, in HiU)*hei part of his work: 

“ The Manirole, wl.ich is of the 
t*alm Tice fpecies, is aboii*^ the tliicknel’s 
or a man’s thigh, ve.y (ii lit, and glow¬ 
ing to the iK'ight Ilf forty m fitiy teet 
Irom the groui.d: th-* innik, wJnth is 
jointed at the diliar.te ot two oi tinee 
feet, is of a light luown colour, hard ex¬ 
ternally for the th'cknefs of half an inch, 
but pithy like the Knglifli F.lder. On 
the top tl'.e* tree fpre.ads its hcautiful gieen 
boughs, with leaves hanging (trait down- 
tvards like filk libbons, v/hich foini a 
kind of umbrella. 

“ The manner of ufog it for building 
huts or cottages, is bvcu'.tii'g tlieiiaink in 
pieces of as many feet long as you w’ifh 
to have the partition !:igh; which paces 
Ve next Iplit into linali boards, tin- 
brendth of a man’s hand, and divelLd of 
their pithy lubtlance, and then they .ate 
fit tor immediate tile. Having cut and 
prepared as mstty of tliefc I,tins as you 
want to furrourd tlie dwelling, you la(h 
them in a perpendicular polition, and 
dole to eacli other, to two croi's bars of the 
lame tree fixed to the corner pods ; and 
the whole Is cut and lhaptd by the bill¬ 
hook alone, ar.d tiedtegether by nehees. 
Thde laft ar& a kind oi ligneous ropes of 
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all fires, both to length and fhickneA* 
which gtow in the woods, and climb up 
the trees in ail direflions; they arc (b 
plentiful ar.d wonderfully difperfed, that 
they make the foieft appear like a large 
fleet at anchor, and kill many of the 
trees by mere coinpieflion . 

“ With rcfpi-'ff to the roofing of thefe 
(lender habitations, it is done by the green 
branches of the fame Manicole that made 
the walls j each branch, which can be 
coinpired to nothing lo well as to the 
flnpe of a feather, ar.d which is as l.irgc 
3 .> .1 imn, muft be fplit from the top to 
the bo'ti m in two c‘'.u.il parts, as you 
would (plit a pen. When .i number of 
tliel'e half boughs are tied together by 
their own vcrdtiic, .md form a bunch, 
you t.ike thele buiich..'s, and tic them 
with nebtt ^ one above ,in.ather, on the 
roof of the cottage, as ll'dck as you pleafe, 
and in fuch .r mannei that the vcrduic, 
which looks like tho mane of a hoiTe, 
hangs downwaids. This covtiii'g, 
which at fir(l is green, liut loon takes 
ihecoloiirof the Knglilli reed-thatcliing, is 
very beautifnl, l.iltirg, ard clofe, and 
finidies the dwelling without the help of 
a hammer, or mnlsj doors, windows, 
tables, (eats, See. arc made in the fnne 
manner J lb aie the inilofnies for paidens, 
ainl the places for keeping cittlc.” 

Having completed his lioufe, Captain 
Stedinan tluis deferibes his (itnation in 
It with his beloved comp .nion. 

On the ill of Ajnil 1774 Joanna 
came down the river in the Fauconberg 
tent-boat, rowed by eight negroes, and 
airived at the Ii'iipt. I comnuimcated 
to her immediately the contents of my 
letter to Holland, which file received with 
that gratitude and modelly in her looks 
which fpoke laoie forcibly than, any re¬ 
ply. I nUHuuccd her to her new habi¬ 
tation, where t!ie plantation flave.s, in 
token of refpedf, immtdiately brought 
li'.r prefonts of cafada, yams, bananas, 
and plantains, and never two people weic 
more completely happy. Free like the 
ii.es in the foreft, and dil'encuinbered 
of every caic and ceremony, wc bieatli- 
c t the purclt setber in our walks, and 
retrefhed our limbs in the limpid Itream t 
he.ikh and good Ipirlts were nova again 
my portion, while my partner flourifhed 
In youth and beauty, the envy and admi¬ 
ration of all the cclony.” 

The happinefs our author enjoyed in thi* 
F.lyfian plantation was luddcnly blafled 
by the fatal news of the death of Mr. 
Paffalage, at Amflerdam, tiie gentleman 
to whom he had written to obtain his 

nulatco’R 
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mulatto's manuminion ; ^nd what le- 
doublcd his diltrcfs was, the fituation in 
which the proved to be, being likely to 
become a mother in the fpace of a few 
months. “ It was now that a thoufand 
horrcMS intruded,” fays he, “ oh my I'e- 
iefled fpirits; not only my friend, but 
my offspring, iniift become a Have, and a 
Have too under fuch a Government ! Mr. 
PalTalage, on wliom I lelied, dead ;—the 
whole eitate going to be fold to a new 
mafter;—Icoi|1d not bear it, was totally 
didrafted, and mull have tlied of grief, 
had not the niildnefs ot her temper lup- 
orted me, by fuggelling the flattering 
ope tliat Lolkens (who had recommended 
Ine to Mr. Paflalage) would ftill be our 
friend.” 

In this dillrefled fituation our author 
continued for feme months, till being at 
the houle of a Mr. De Graav, in the Ca- 
favaniia Creek, that Gentleman, feeing 
him fcated by liimftlf on a finall biid ;e 
that led to a grove of orange-trees, with 
a fettled gloom upon his countenance, 
took him hy l * hand, and addrefl'cd him 
in the following manner: 

“ I am acquainted, Sir, by Mr. Lol¬ 
kens, ol the caulc of your juft diflreis. 
Heaven never lelt a good intention iinre- 
waided. I have now the plcaluie to ac¬ 
quaint you, that Mi . Lude, ofAmftcr- 
»lam (thenew propi ittor ol Fauconberg), 
has cliol'tn me for bis adininilliator j and 
tiuit from this day I fliall pride mylelf in 
making it my bullnels to lender you any 
fervicc with that Gciuleman, as well as 
the virtuous Joanna, whole delerving 
cliaiader has attiai'tcd the attention of 
fb many people, wliilc your laudable con¬ 
duit ledounds to youi lalling honour 
throughout the Colony.” 

C’apt. Stedman leceived this informa¬ 
tion, n3 the reader will itadily conceive, 
with gjatitude and delight; as well as 
the Ijmpathetic fehrit.uions oi fcvernl 
friends, both male and female, who wcie 
juelent at this vilit. 

While he was at Mr. De Graav's ellate 
he faw the dances of the Loango lugiues, 
which confift from flill to l-ill of a icene 
of wanton lafeivious gelhires; Inch as 
nothing but a heated imagination and 
a conftant pra^ice could enable them to 
dilplay. TliWe dances are perfoiineJ to 
the found of a dium, to wliich the ne¬ 
groes beat time by clapping their hands ; 
and they may be confidtrcd as a kind of 
play or pantemime divided into a number 
of ails, which laft for feme hours. 
Dining this reprefentation, the ailois, 
in Head of being fatigued, become more 
■Yf^* XXXI. March 175,7, 
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and more enlivened and animated, tilj 
they are bathed in Iwcat, and their pal'- 
fions wound up to I'uch a degree, that 
nature is overcome, and they are ready 
to link in coiivulliciis. 

Howevei indelicrtcthefcexhibitions may 
be acconiitid, ialliion, our Author fays, 
has rendered them as agiecable as any 
other diverlions to the European and 
Cicole Ladies, who, in company with 
the gentlemen, croud about them without 
the lead releive, to enjoy wlut they call 
a henity laugh ; Mobile luth feents would 
change an Enghlh wcinan’s f.ue from 
white to Icailet. 

C’apt. S. oblerves very juftly upon this 
fubjeit that cultom gives a Janilion to ' 
m.iiiy things in Ibme countries, which in 
others vvuukl be conlidcrcd as piepo/le- 
rousj aiui in confirmation of his opinion 
quotes, in a note, a letter from Emanuel 
Miitin, Dean ol Alicanf, de.'ciibing th« 
Ft 4 //Jci>i,ro Dance, in Spain, bej i owtfl, as it 
is laid, originally from l\iu. In this 
account the molt pruiieiu and wanton 
images arc llightly veiled by the decencies 
ol a learned language. For the epiflls 
iti’elf, which we have feen before, w« 
lhall refer our leaders to Capt.S.’s woik { 
though were it not that human nature is 
an inllruetive and curious ipeculation, 
in whatever attitude it be exhibited, the 
citation might better have been wholly 
omitted. 

'Fhc following paflnge piefents a very 
boiioniable init.uiee ot the courage and 
fideJity of a negio: 

“ The poor negro, wdioin I had fent 
bcfoie me with a letter, had beenlefs for- 
tuii.Ke- than I was, having his canoe 
ovL'ilct in the middle of the liver Su- 
linain, by the roiighnels of the water. 
Witn gieat addicts, however, he kept 
hiinl'clr in an eic'Cl polture (for this man 
could not Iwin ), and by the buoyancy 
and rei'iliaiiee at the boat againft bis feet, 
he was enabled juft to keep his head 
abov\. the water, while the weight of his 
body kept the lunk canoe from moving. 

In this piccaiious attitude he was picked 
up by a man of wai's boat} -aho, taking 
□ way the canoe i'or their trouble, put 
him on Ihoie at Paramailbo. He kept 
the letter, iiowever furprifing, Jlilt in his 
mouth; and, being eager to deliver it, he 
accidentally ran into a wrong houfe | 
wheie being taken for a thief (for re- 
fuflng to let them read it), he was tied 
up to receive four hundred laflics, but 
fortunately was reprieved by the intcr- 
cefllon of an Englifh merchant of the 
nanje of Gcidon, who was my particular 
A a friwdj 
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friend, and knew the negro. Thus did 
the poor fellow efcape drowning, and 
being flogg«l; either of which he would 
have undergone, foonerthan difclofewhat 
he called the fecrcts of hit Mafirn." 

Without wifhing to derogate iVom the 
fortitude of this flave, our readers will 
probably be inclined to think with us, 
that the punilhment could hardly have 
been intended fcrioully,oi that there mull: 
be fome exaggeration in till nariativt. 
If it be exaitly and litcraily true, the 
tiefpolijm and ertuhy pracliied on tlie 
unhhpny flaves at Surinam is incon¬ 
ceivably and wantonly atrocious. 

We p.afs on to the Second Volume, in 
wliich we find a lively defeription of the 
Diary of a Surinam Planter, accoinp.anied 
by a very charailei illic print. Though 
we have feen an account very analogous 
to this, in a detail of the mode of life of 
an Eajlnn Naf/ob (by which term is 
meant an Englifii merchant fettled at 
Calcutta or M.idr.is), yet the refemhlance 
is prob.'ibly only Inch as ariles fiom a 
fimilar fituation. It is thus delineated by 
our author. 

“ A Planter in Surinam, wlun he 
lives on his eftate (which is hut feldom, 
as they moftly prefer the fociity ot Pai.i- 
inaribo), gets out of his haniinock with 
the rifmg Tun, viz. about fix o'clock in 
the morning, when he makes his appear¬ 
ance under the piazza of his houle; wheic 
his coffee is ready waiting for him, 
which he generally takes with his pipe, 
inrtead of toaft and butter; and then lie 
IS attended by half a dozen of the fineft 
young flaves, both male and female, of 
the plantation to ferve him; at this 
/anfium fan£l</rum he is next acccfteil by 
bis overfeer, who regularly every morn¬ 
ing attends at his levee; and having made 
his bows at feveral yards diftance,with the 
moll profound refpefi informs Ills Great- 
nefs what work was done the day befoi e ; 
what negroes deferted, died, fell fick, 
recovered, were bought or born; and, 
above all things, which of them neglefled 
their work, aifei^U'd ficknefs, or had been 
drunk or abfent, &c. The prilbners are 
genei^lly prefent, being fecuird by the 
negro-drivers, and inltantly tied yp to 
the beams of the piazza, or a treej without 
(b much as being heard in their own de¬ 
fence; when the flogging begins with men, 
women, ^ children, without exception. 
The inftrarnents of torture on thefe oc- 
caflons are long hempen whips, that cut 
round at cvety lalh, and crack like piflol- 
' ot; during which they alternately re- 

;t, Danktti Maffcra (thank you, 


Mafler). In the mean time he ftalk# 
up and down with his overfeer, affelling 
not fo much as to hear their cries, til| 
they are fufficiently mangled, when they 
are untied, and ordered to return to their 
work, without fo much as a drefling. 

“ This ceremony being over, thedrefl'y 
negro (a black fuigcon) comes to make 
his report ; who being difmifl’ed with a 
he.»rty curfe, for allvMing any (laves to 
be lick, next ipakes her jjipeaiance a I'u- 
pciannuated matron, witli all the young 
iiegio childien of tin* ellate, over whom 
(lie IS governefs; thefe, being clean wafli- 
cd 111 the river, dap their hands, and chte;^ 
inchoius, when they are Cent away to 
breaktaft on a large platter of i ice and 
plantains ; and the levee ends with a Iciv 
bow from the overfeer, as it begun. 

“ His Woiihip now laiinteisout in his 
morning die(s, which confiils of a pair of 
th<- iiiiclt Holland tiowlers, white (ilk 
llockiiioi,, and led or yellow Morocco 
(lippris ; the neck of his (liiit open, and 
notliing pvei it, a loole flowing night¬ 
gown p( the finefl liuli:. a intz excepted. 
On his head is a cotton night-cap, as thin 
as a cobweb, and over lh.it an enorinous 
beaver hat, that piotf-fls his meagre vi- 
lage from the (iin, nvhub is already the 
cohaii- of mahog.iny, while' Ins win Ic 
carcale feldom weighs above eight oi ten 
ftonr, being geneially exhaulled by the 
climate and diflipation. To give a more 
complete idea of this fine Gentleman, I 
prefent him to the reader in the jdaie with 
a pipe in his mouth, which almofl eveiy 
whtie accompanies him, and receiving a 
glals of Madeira value and water, from a 
female tju.ideiooii llave,t'j lefiefh him dur¬ 
ing his walk. 

“ H.ivmg loitered about his eftate, or 
fometimes ridden on horleback to hi^ 
fiflilj, to view his incieafmg (tores, he 
reluins about eight o’clock, when, if he 
goes abio.id, he lirefles, hut if not, I'e- 
mains tuft as he is. Should the fiilt take 
place, having only exchanged Ins trowfers 
tor a pairot thin linen or (ilk breeches, he 
fits down, and holding out one foot after 
the other, like a horfe going to be fliod, 
a negro boy puts on his ftockings .and 
flioes,which liealib huckles,wlule another 
clreftes his hair, his wig, or fliaves his 
chin, and a third is fanningTiimto keep off 
the mufquitoes. Having now fliifted, he 
puts on a thin coat and waiftcoat, all 
white ; when under an umbrella, carried 
by a black boy, he is conduced to his 
barge, which is in waiting for him with 
fix or eight oars, well provided with fi?uit, 
wine, water; and tobacco, by his overfeer. 
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Krho has no (boner feeu him depart, than 
he reltimes his command with all the 
uiual iniblence of office. But (liould this 
Prince not mean to ftir from his clfate, he 
goes to breakfaft about ten o'clock, for 
which a table is fpread in the large hall, 
provided with a bacon-ham, hung-beef, 
towls, or pigeons broiled ; plantains and 
fweet cadava's roaded ; bread, butter, 
cheefe, Sic. with which he drinks Itrong 
beer, and a glals of Madeira, Khenifli, or 
Mczell wine, while the cringing overfeer 
fits at the laither end, ketpmg his jnoper 
dillance, both Iteing lerved by the molt 
beautiful Haves rliat can be Ideated - 
and this is ctdJcd bieaking tlie poor gen¬ 
tleman’s faft. 

“ Altei this he lakcsa book, ]llays at 
chefs oi billiards, entei tains hnnfilt with 
imilic, &:c. till the heat of the day tbrccs 
him to letutn into liis cotton hammock 
to enjoy his meridian nap, which he could 
no more difpenle with than a Spaniard 
with hUJieJia, and in which he rocks to 
and lio, like a performer in the flack 
lopc, till he fails afleep, without either 
bed or covering ; and during which time 
he is tanned by a couple of his black at¬ 
tendants, to keep him cool, &c. 

“ .About three o’clock he awakes by a 
•natui al inltlnfi; when, having waflied and 
pertuincd hiinfclf, he (its down to dlmier, 
attended, as at hieakfafl, by his Deputy 
Governor and looty Pages, whcienothing 
is w.mting that the world can atfoul in a 
weftern climate, of meat, towls, venilbn, 
lifli, vegetables, fmit, &c. and the moft 
exquitite wines aie often fquandcied in 
profullon ; aftei this a cup of ttrong cot- 
tee and a liqueur fiuifli the repaft. At 
fix o'clock he is again vifitecl by his ovei- 
lecr, attended as In the morning by negro- 
drivers and prlfoners, when the flogging 
once more having continued for fume 
time, and the necetlary ordeis being given 
for the next day’s work, the aflembly is 
difmitTed, and the evening (pent with 
weak punch,fangaree, cards, and. tobacco. 
His Worthip generally begins to yawn 
about ten or eleven o’clock, when he 
withdraws, and is undretTed by his fjoty 
Pages. He then retires to rett, where he 
panes the night in the arms of one or 
other of his fable Sultanas (for he always 
keeps a feraglio) till about iix in the 
morning, when he again repairs to his 
piazza walk, where his pipe and coffee 
are waiting for him, and where, with the 
■ rlfing lull, he begins his round of diffi- 
patibn, like’ a .petty Monarch, as ca¬ 
pricious us he is defpotic and 
ilc." 
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Though the intelligent reader will not 
fail to remark feme ttrong lines of cari- 
catuie in this portrait, it is neverthelefa 
very tkilfully drawn, and by anartitt who 
had the original before him. Jufticc 
calls upon us to fubjoinwhat the Author 
has added at the bottom of the page im¬ 
mediately fucceedhig, “ that hofpitality 
Is in no country piadiicd with greater 
cordiality, or with lei’s ceremony, than ilf 
Surinam, a ftranger being every where aa 
home, and finding his table and his be4 
at evkatfucr ettate neceflity or choice 
may cccafion him to vifit.” Our Author 
concJuiles his praiJes with what he con¬ 
ceives to be an additional conimcndiir 
tion, that there are no inns to he met wit^ 
in tile neighbourhood of any of the Siil 
nam rivers, and therefore this holpitality ip 
the more to be regarded. Captain S. teem# 
not to know, or to have forgotten,- thajt 
gratuitous courtefy to tiavcilers is intlU- 
penfablc where there are no means of pro-, 
curing mercenaiy accommodation j an^ 
that to exclude tiiefc, the only opportu¬ 
nities of reft and refrefliment on a journey, 
would be ahfolutely to piohibit diftaob 
intercouile. 

We fliall find a better contraft to the 
character juft exibited of a Surinaifa 
planter, in the behaviour of it Mrs.Gode- 
froy towards our Author, when he had 
the otter of puichafmg his Mulatto mif- 
trefs and his boy, without any. vifib'l* 
means of colle£ling the fum neceflary for 
that purpofe. Read the tranlii^ionin hie 
own woids: 

“ I now thought proper to take the 
firft opportunity of fettling matters with 
Mr. De Giauv, by piupofing him to give 
me credit till I fhould have it in my 
power to pay the money for which Joan¬ 
na and my Johnny had been fold to me, 
and which I was dcteimined to fave out 
of iny pay, if I fhould exift on bread, 
(alt, and water; though even then this debt 
could nut be ditcharged in lefs time than 
two or three years. Providence however 
interfered, and at this moment lent t^t 
excellent woman Mrs. Godefroy to my 
affiftance: for no fooiier was tlie acquainted 
with my difficult and anxious fituation, 
than the Cent for me to dine with her, 
when flie oddretTed me in the following 
terms : 

“ I know, my good Stedman, the 
prefent feelings of your heart, and the 
incapacity of an Officer, fromhis income 
only, to accoinpliffi fuch a purppfe as t^e 
completion of your withes. But knpw, 
that even in Surinam, virtue will meet 
with friends. Your manly fenfibility for

“ As foon as I recovered, I leplied, 
that I was at a Ibfs how to exprel'i my 
admiration of fuch benevolence; that 
Joanna, who had fo fre(]ucntly pieferved 
my life, liad certainly meilted niy eternal 
iffeffion j but that my gratitude could 
not be lels to one who had fo gcneroully 
put me in the way of ledeeming that in- 
yaluable woman from flavery.

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ACCOUNT OF PELEW, 

[ FROM THE BOMBAY GAZETTE.] 


■fT is very natural for a man vrho 
^ imagines that he has inacje a eonfi- 
dcrahle dilcovcry, to communicate it as 
libun as ^oiliWle to tlieWoilct, that he 
may receive the praiie it delerves, and 
participate in the illumination tliat it 
produces. This is fortunately my lafe 
atprefent; I have juft dilcovered, that 
the Jdands of PeUrw have been peopled 
by Greeks} an impuitant point in tlie 
wanderings of mankind ! 

The word I'llcw is evidently derived 
from Pelops, a name famous in antiquity ; 
Who does not, lays V'iigii, know the 
itoiy of Pelops ? He was the fon of 
King Tantalus, who, at a dinnet that 
he gave to the Gcds, lervtd him up as 
one of the di/lu•^. None of tlie giulfs 
but CciL's toucised this pndane pitiv of 
cookery; but flic, buloiv ilie was avvart 
of it, had already (wal)owed one ct his 
arms ; Jupiter in pity reltored Pelops lo 
life, and lujiplied him with an ivoiy 
arm, inlfead ct the one he had loft; 
Pelops then became a cunqueior, and 
gave his name at length to Ptloponnelus, 
and 1 believe to Pelew. "I'iie Peloptdcs, 
the Sa*va Pelopis Domus of Horace, 
have been the fubjciH ct many Tiagcdies 
for the Stage, butli in ancient and mo¬ 
dern times : 

Cui non diGus HyUsputr, ct I.aionia Dtlos, 
Hipi'Odaineque, humeioque I’liopa inrij;nis 
eburao ? 

ViRoii., Geor. 3. 

The Order of Nobility at pielent in 
Pelew is dilllngullliLd by a Taige hollow 
bone iclenibbng ivory, which is ihiult 
over the hand, aiul is worn on the arm. 
Several of o'.ii' Cicntlemen of Jlonibay 
have feceiwd the rank ct the Bone, the 
highcil dignity that thole 1 danders can 
bedow : I think that no pet Ion new 
can doubt that this is an iiiltitutioii in 
memory of their Hero Pelops, nor that a. 
Pekvv Ntsbleman is a Pelops diftinguifhed 
by his ivoiy arm— hiwiooi^ue PUops m- 
(b'ur'iO. 

As the people of Peltw had clioien 
Pelops for their awiif hsd given his 

. ^lame to their new lecticment, it was ra- 
jtural enough i> r them to hold C’ere-s in 
, i^tcltaiioo, the oi'ly oiie of all the Gods 


who had done him an injury : we 
accordingly, that they low no kind of 
giain, nor offer her any honour. The 
only vegetable that they plant is a fort 
of yam ; and to fuel) a height have they 
railed their hatred to Ceres, that this 
flight cultivation is carried on by 
women, for the men cunlider it as a 
difgraceful occupation. 

It is no fmall ju'oof of my origin of the 
people of Pelew, that tome of their 
Idands have always been undei a Re¬ 
publican Form of Government*. Fiom 
what country in their neighbourhood 
could they have gotten the idea of a 
Republic ? Every other fpot near to the 
Equator has long been lolt in Defp< tilm: 
Qiiintus Curtiuh has faid indeed, that 
Alexander met with a Republic in India, 
“ Itiiid Sahams niltii, ‘validam Indite 
^r).'rr/i, qutr pof ult ii'jii regurn tmperio 
rrgchiitur but he is .a fellow of no au¬ 
thority. It is much more leafontiliJe to 
think with me, that the Pclcwei s brought 
with them the model of a Republic from 
Plato aijd Ptloponnelus. 

'J'lic people of Pelew make ufe of long 
fptais in battle, which they tluow witli 
allonilhing foice : 'I'his Ipear is evi¬ 
dently the Deiu Matron ai Homer. 
From throwing it well, a warrior of 
Pelew gets a great i eputation; he becomes 
the dmtulitoi of the lieroic ages of 
Giercc. 

'I'hf great care they take in combing 
and regulating their liair, lo unlike the 
pia^lice of Savages, is another proof of 
their origin Litctutriidei ^Lhaiot, 

I am infoi)in.d by a Gentleman of 
much veracity, and of a fingiilar talent 
for obfcrvatlon, that he has fecn th» 
women of Pelew finging their chililren to 
tteep by a mouiiilul ditty, which, I 
doubt not, is the lala bancalan of the 
Grecian raetl.ei-,. We know that a 
man of Ptlcw who has not courage to go 
to war is obliged all his life-time to 
wear the diefs of a woman.

I/aac Pennington, whofe writings hav¬ 
ing the Impidmatur of the Society, muft 
be confidered as fpeaking the genuine 
and approved dolliirrs of the Quakers, 
in a fniall folio edition ot his works, in 
two parts, printed by Benjamin Clarke, 
George-yard, Lombard-ftreet, London, 
in 1681, p. 323, in a Traft intitled,

I)o 
not all thofe who voluntarily, and without 
hting difn ainul upon, pay the Land Tax, 
and the ?,1alt ^fax, which are voted ami 
levied from year to year, exprefsly for 
the payment of tb. At viy— or who pay any 
other Taxes levied for the purpoles, or 
apjh'd tothe purprjei of IVar, as direQly 
violate the piinciple you would enforce > 
With relpeff to the Taxes, it may be 
objeiffed that the contribution is merely a 
compliance with tlie Law, not fpont a- 
mnus. But can any of you, my Friends, 
with con/ijhniy, adduce this plea, whilft 
you not only Ri'Fust a compliance 
WITH Tin; Law in case of Tithes, 

J!UT ENJOIN TH.\T DISOBEDIENCE 
TO OTHERS, unlefs indeed you fuppofc 
the mode of themnal and religious in- 
ftiuilion of the Clergy to be more cri- 
mmal War;—but even upon that 
fuppofition the voluntary payment of 
theie Taxes would ht to fanltion by ycur 
prafhee that vio.'ahon of principle which 
a law of the Society makes the ground of 
fpiritual interdiftion againft m£. 

The Cenl'iire, and the Laws of the 
Society, agair.fl Slavery and Opprellion, 
are as firibi and as deefive as againft 
War.—Now, thole who the prcduce 
of the labour of llaves, as Tobacco, 
Rum, Sugar, Rice, Indigo, and Cotton, 
are more intimately and direfity the pro¬ 
moters of the Slave Trade than the Fen¬ 
der of Arms is the promoter of War t— 
B b 2 becavib 
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becau/e the covjumption of thefe articles 

the very^>vuvt/nnd caufe of flavery j— 
but the Manufa£ture fef Arms is not the 
can fey but cnly a conjequence of War. 
Such of you as do not concede theft* 
luxuries of life to your princtplei —Can 
youy coiififtently, require a facrifice from 
me, of a concern in which my/luj/iri/y 
is (otn-vol've /, and by which my family 
would be fo extenjively injured ? 

If you carry your fpeculativc princi¬ 
ples into Jlr'tfi and rigid piutiicc, you 
will abftain not only from the confump- 
tion of Weft India commodities, but 
Irom all commodities wh'ch are taxed, 
x[^i:c\a.\\y horn Midt an lU'heat, and all 
the pio.tuc-of the Land, for, you may 
be well affuird, thit every cup ot beer 
you diink, and every morlel of nre'^d you 
eat, has furnifhed lefources tor carrying 
on this War, which you lo ;uftly cen- 
I'ure. 

If you fliculdbe ib confclentious as to 
abftain from all thele enjoTiments, I thall 
have no leafou lo complain ot any par¬ 
tiality in applying the tan’c ftribft con- 
ftruftion of y ’■ inciple againft me. I thall 
greatly adnn’.c the cif.cacy of your opi¬ 
nions, whilft 1 lament that the/u'iuV/r^ 
of your principles is not compatible with 
the fituation m which Providence has 
placed us. 

5th. In making thefe obfervations, I 
hope I fnall not be confidered as fuggeft- 
ing the propriety of extending the Penal 
Code.

or fallcth.” Romans xiv.— 4. 

6th. I have no view in this Addrefs to 
embarrafs your proceedings witli regaul 
to myfelf. An I'lUitaOle attention to 
my own ca(t leenud to leqiiire a fair 
If.iteincnt ot hath, and a n/wiZ/VZ exami¬ 
nation of PMUCipie ’—My intention is to 
point out the tnniJLce of the Law, but 
not to appeal from it. To prove that it 
is too Jiitll for the P>afiice of the Socie¬ 
ty—too partial tpr its Principles. 

I acknowledge a decided preference to 
this before any othci religious tcbl. This 
preference I do not imagine will be in¬ 
fluenced by the mealurcs which you may 
Confcientioufly conceive it to be your 
duty to pui lue, or which you may think 
it it!f umhent upon you to adopt, in Con- 
lequt'.icc of the dnefticn of the Yeaily 
Meeting.

I mean to give no plcdjje or exptfla- 
t'ln to the Society, with refpetl to the 
abandoning of my Bufincls, Ixit to re-

fuggeft—So that whenevti 1 may have 
an o.iportunity of withdrawing myfelf 
from thefe engagements, confidently with 
my judgmeii', I ftiall have the farisfaftion 
to feel that I aft from fpontaneuus fentt-* 
inent only, and not from unwoi thy influ¬ 
ence. 

Circumftanced as I am, ftanding in no, 
new relation to the Society by any afi 
of my own —I cannot with propiiety 
withdraw myfelf. I ftate uie lentiments 
and piaftice of our predeceifors ; and if 
I fhould bcdilbwned—I fhall not think 
that I have abandoned the Society, but 
that the Soett/y have icubdninvn them- 
fipjts fr-i t their amtent tolerant Spirit 
and P) niltce. I have no doubt but that 
I /hall equally retain the eltcem of the 
more liberal and tnlivhtened amonglt 
you, and I fhall not ceafe to wifti foi the 
happinefs of the whole Society.

THE RIGHT OF SANCTUARY CONSIDERED. 

BY lOsrPH MOSER, ESQ. 


■p ADWINE, a Monk of the Eencdic 
tine Order, about the year 1049, be¬ 
came Abbot of Weftminltcr, havu’g liic- 
cieded Wolnoth, who died the lame 
yeai 

It was in the time of this Eadvvinc 
tliat tlie Chinch of St. Petei, notwith- 
ftanding it hud been jepalred liy St. Dun- 
Itan f, was pulled down, and rebuilt 
much :r..,ie Iplcndidly by Edwaid the 
Confeffo-, who endowed jt with’ a large 
revel.ne, and gianted to it leveial pnvi 
leges and immunities. 'rhefe piivi- 
leges and immuiiilies WLie, by the piety 
and muniliceiice ct lucceedmg King.s, 
niiich mcieaiivl, .nul they continued m- 
fuMling until they weie iwept away by 
the t^neiit of the times, and Iwallowed 
in tlio voitex ot rffor’i.nttcn 

Not nuaring to enter iiUvi a detail of 
thole grants, or a dilculHon of thefe pii- 
yilei^es .and immunities in general, I lliall 
wave'any oblervations upon thole diltu- 


I'lve parts of the.fubiefl, to apply a few 
to one in paiticular, namely, the Right of 
Sunfluaiy, which, I neeet Icarcely inform 
my rcadeis, wa* a liglit inherent to the 
Chinch, and a certain diltrlft around it, 
of protecting from the Civil Power fu¬ 
gitives, debtors, telons, and even mur¬ 
derers ! 

This right, of which there areftill con- 
liderable tiaccs to be oblcived in the 
privileges annexed to thcccclefiaftical edi¬ 
fices of Italy, it is jnobablc might, in 
the twofiift inftances, be fometimes bene¬ 
ficial, though the two latter were ceitainly 
ahufe.s of it. 

The Right of Sanfluary I prefurae to 
h.ive every where aiiien, as it did in the 
kite of Weftminfter Abbey, under the 
Chnftian dlipenfation §, from the cano¬ 
nization of tiie founder <)f any Cathedral, 
and from the high veneration in which his 
meiiioiy was held; inulmuch as it was 
luppolcd that his merits vveic a fuflicient

In thii* enli^bteiied age, at this Icepti- 
eaJ period, a period when not only the 
but-works of Siiperftition aie levelled to 
the ground, but the f'ortrels of Religion 
ia attacked by an engine which is termed 
phnkjbpby, though it ought in reality to be 
deemed atbal'm^ theie are, perhaps, many 
who will fmile at an author wiio all'erts, 
as I do, that a regaid to ji.uiicular ciif- 
tonis, a reveiei'ce (or pailitiiLir peilons 
and places, had,:uidcvei v^ill have, a good 
effect i)pon the minds, and conlequently 
■themorals, of the great iiiafs of flic people. 

Thofe that hate confi(!(.red the I'plenditl 
decorations of the Heathen temples, far 
fiiperior in magnif.cence and architedlui .d 
elegance to any u loch the Chi lihan woi id 
has prodncid, the inylliolopjcal ii'flucnce' 
of their gods, tlie myllical denn.'.eiPtions 
of their oracles, their Itatues, pictures, 
facri/ices, every thing that could aitiaci; 
the attention, ahum the comcientc, or 

■ captivate the ftnlis, will not wonder at 
the tenacity with which th.e vct.iries of 
paganilm adhereil to ihc (emiments pro- 

■ liuilgated in them, nor at the ilow pro- 
grels which the n'uf (lor it was a long 

-feries of years before it became the Catho- 
tit) religion made while its do6flines 
were delivered by plain, though holy 
men, and its edifices as unadorned as its 
•tenets. 

That Chilfti.mity did at length <Iif- 
perfe the mill ot d.'.iknefs and eiior in 
.which thefirlf ages weieenveloped ; that 
the fun, w'hich had fo (lowly rilen, flione, 
and with refplcndent luffre pervaded a con- 
fiderableportionof the world, is ascertain 
as that the tide cf human affairs, which 
jn its ebb carried off the fupeiftiticn cf 
pagnnifm, at its reflux brought with it a 
fupcrftition, or, as it has becii termed, a 
aeal, perhaps but little inferior in its ar¬ 
dour, is to be lamented. 'J'his levolu- 
t-ion from one violent piejudice to another 
proves, that lo influence the paflions of 
mankind toward a particular objeff Ins 
by Lcgiflalors, in all ains, been thought 
4 Jeceflary. The Hi'atliens found, in the 
woifliip of their niimeious deities, a 


fource of Joy, of admiration, of terror, 
'J'hcir prielfs were fan^fified; and the 
very verge of their temples held as facitd 
as the altar or the adytum. This fuper- 
flition, if it can be lo termed when un¬ 
der the guidance of the Chriflian fyitem, 
has been frequently applied to turn tlie 
minds of the people to th* bed of pur- 
poles ; and although its violent ebulli¬ 
tions are, as I have jull oblervcd, to be 
in lomc refpeds deplored, it feems, view¬ 
ing it with even the molt unfavourable 
afpcil, to be far more innocent than the 
modern philolophy, which we have had 
/a/e and laintn/uble C'X|)erience is only 
calculated to incline them lo the worfl. 

Among ilie many vcltiges ftill remain¬ 
ing which lerve to Ihew the v.ill influence 
ol file See of Rome in former times, the 
Riglit ol Sanifua/y prefents itfelf firft to 
oui conlideration j a right which, with 
rcijx-fl to debtors, altliough not at pre¬ 
lent annexed to tlic Church, is not even 
now entirely abandoned in this country *, 

This right, befoie any part of it 19 
commended, ought to be examined with 
fome accuracy ; for although it might, 
and unquelfionably did, cccalionally af- 
ionl proteilion to the innocent; yet where 
one inlfance of this fort occurs, we have, 
perlijjis, an hundred which mark the mo- 
naftic boundaries as a harhoui i<'> guilty 
a I'etrcat for the (raudulent debtor, the 
robbcfj or the affifUn. Many who have 
written in favour of (uch afyhims hava 
ple.idtd prelcriptiori for lh< ir eflablilh- 
ment, which, in a leiies of years, grew 
into cuftomj and at length what had 
from ancient timts bten culfr mary, be¬ 
came, if not legally lanctioned, of equal 
lorce with l.iw. 

Irian the criheH: ages ’ve have great 
reafon to beli' vc, tnat the places dedicat¬ 
ed to ichgicus woiliiip were conlidered as 
under the protection ot the prefiding dei¬ 
ty, wh he influence firft attradfed crimi¬ 
nals, and other perfons unhappy in their 
circumftances, to leek the fliclter which 
Ills lacied pale afforded. What religion 
firft prompted, policy adopted. The 
idea of throwing a greater weight into 
the Icale of ecclefiaitical eftablilhments 


• At a period confidtrably antecedent to the Reformation, the circuit cf St. Paul’s was a 
San^uary lor debtors and diflblute peifons. This right continued to appertain to White 
Friars till the year 1697, when, by an Afl of William and Mary, the preamble of which 
rtated, That this place was become a notorious receptacle for men of defperate fortunes, 
who with force and violence defended thcmfelves agnmlt the law and public authority,” it 
was totally aboliflie I. The Mint in Southwark once pofftflld the fame privilege, faid to have 
been derived from being tlie fcite on which the Duke of Suffolk's (Charles Brandon) houfc 
ipaerly flood 1 he proieflion of the L’oaid of Green Cloth has ceafed but a few years t 
afld.thc raits of the Kiss's Bench and Fleet prifons reniaia to this liour.

Buildings, whofe 
extremeft environs were conlecratcd.with 
fvery rite calculated to impreis the hu¬ 
man mind with awe and veneration, were 
therefore eie^ed. Wlwn Cadmus founded 
Thebes * he law the neceflity of an efta- 
blilhment of this nature; and Hercules 
ordained that the Temple of Pity at 
Athens Ihould be an Aiylum for iugi- 
tives. Alter-ages extended the privilege 
of protecting luppliants and otfcndeis, 
both from the force of arms and the foice 
of law, to other temples, Itatues, Hirmes, 
and lacred groves. The fane of Diana 
at Epheius f was a refuge for the dilib- 
lute of Afia Minor, of which the city in 
which it flood was the emporium. When 
a malefactor fled from jiiltice, and had 
the good fortune to aiiivc within the 
verge of this temj)le, it was confnk-revl as 
an aft of I’acrilege to force him thence ; 
and the hcavielt denunciations, nay pu- 
nifhnient, followeil the very attempt; aial 
if he was killed in any (triigglc which 
might cnllic, his blood, it was thought, 
would be upon them and their polteiity 
for ever who were concerned in Inch a 
violation. 

Were it necefTary, many other inftances 
might be adduced to fliew that the Gre¬ 
cians in general, and the Athenians in 
articular, thought thole profane, and 
eld their. perfons and crimes in equal 
abhorrence, who had violated the Right of 
SanCtuaiy. 

In Syria, the Temple of Apollo was 
long held in veneration for poffefling a 
protecting power; as was that of Venus 
Paphia in Cyprus. 

Nor were the Egyptians, who fliould 
doubtld's, in this rel'peCt, liave firft been 
mentioned, Jef's jealous than the Greeks 
of a violation of that afylum which even 
the verge of their temples afforded. 
Thofc dedicated to Olyiis, or Ills J, 


tp 

were, from the influence of tficie foperidf 
deities, iuppofrd to poilefs a fanftity iu- 
perior to thofc of Apis the Bull, Ibi< 
the Stork, the Dog, the Hawk, the Cnw 
codile, or the Cat |(. 

When Romulus determined to fbunci 
the city of Rome, he, in order to people 
his new eftablilliment, firft projected an 
afylum between two woods (before tba 
buildings were begun), to which Virgil 
alludes lie afterwards opened 
Sanctuary for the leception of all fugti 
lives, which was called the Temple of 
the God Afylaus <[f, into which all that 
flew for protection were received. 14 
this place the I'ervant that had abandoned 
his maltei, the del)tor who fought refuge 
from his creditors, and even the murderer 
who had erca]>ed from jullice, were pro¬ 
tected agalnil the power of the Magif- 
ti ate. Uf.dcr f'uch aufpices, it is no won¬ 
der that the city loon grew populoua^ 
or that .an empire fhould be founded from 
the drfgs and ref'ule of mankind, the 
outcafts of eveiy nation around. Oul: 
only aftonlflimcnt miifl arife from its aC- 
taining I'uch a height of magnificence 
and celelu ity, conlidering the materials of 
which It was orig-inally formed. But even 
here, pci haps, the cm lous enquirer might, 
througli the long feries ot Roman tri¬ 
umphs and impel lal grandeur, trace Inr 
their plans of imivci'fal conqueft foine vef- 
tiges of the vices of thole firft founders 
of the Empiie, and die induced to paufe 
before they beftewed upon repuLltcan 
•virtue tliat unqualified praife which it 
has at times excited. 

Be this as. it may, the fanftuary efta- 
bli/hed liy Rcmulus was confidered as fb 
advantageous to the State, that the Senate, 
in after ages, not only adopted his plan, 
but extended it to a degree that I'eemcil 
to keep pace witli ilie extenfion of thelf 
dominions. 

The Jewilh A(\ln, or cities of refuge, 
fcem to be a far wiler and better ellabJifh,- 
ment than any of the preceding * *. The

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rotcfllon which they afforded did not eitj- 
race the inuidcrer. They only ftielteied in 
their arms thole who had been guilty of 
inan-nau‘',htei' •, who had accidentally 
Died blood ; and continued their de¬ 
fence of them no longer than until they 
could be turned over to the Civil Power; 
at moft till the caufe was brought to a 
fair and impartial hearing. The Horns 
of the Altar afforded no protct^fion to 
Joab * ; and f Athaliah was Jed out of 
the Temple to receive the reward of her 
trealbn. 

Having fhewn the nature of thefe afy- 
lums among the Grecians, Egyptians, 


Romans, and Jews, and, in thcbeginmnif 
of this Ipeculation, confidcred their rile 
in the Chrlftian world, it would extend 
this erection far beyond my original plan 
were I to advert to the different dcl'crip- 
tions of thofe that have, or do ftill exili 
in the European States.

Ac this time the play com¬ 
mences. The charaAers already men¬ 
tioned are explained, when Lord Priory 
arrives and gives an account of himfelf 
and his Lady, from which it appears 
that they are a primitive couple; the 
wife all meeknei's and obedience, the 
hufband not fora moment fuffering Lady 
Priory to forget that fhc is to conficltr 
him as her lord and mader. They go 
to bed at ten ; rife at five t the ficnefs 
•f due fubordinaiion is exemplified, and 
the folemn vow “ to honour and obey,” 
which the wife has made at the altar, is 
firi£lly conformed to. My Lord begs 
to be accommodated for a few days at 
Mr. Norbury’s, and mod of the inci¬ 
dents of the feene there take place. 
Lady Priory has been killed in the dark 
by Mr. Bronzeley; but, having her 
fcilfars by her fide, has cut otf a piece 
of his coat to aid her to difeover her 
alTailant. Toefcape detedfion, and fave 
tiimfelf from Lord Priory’s refentment, 
he fuddenly begs Mr. Manly to change 
coats with him, and after he has done 
fo tells him the reafon. Manly, though 
hurt and afioniflied at Bionzclcy’s im¬ 
pudence, keeps the fccret, and is thence 

f mt into fome ridiculous ficuations. At 
ength Bronzeley undertakes to make 
an end of the matter, and goes to apo¬ 
logize to Lord Priory in Mr. Manly’s 
name. He fees Lady Priory, is captivated 
by her meeknefs and manners, and, by 
a feigned (lory of a difeadful defign 
againu her, fo far engagjts her anxiety, 
as to prevail on her to give him an 
interview in private at Lord Priory's 
hoiifc, which was under repair. When 
he arrives, be has fcarceopened his preli¬ 
minary, calculated ftill more to alarm 
her,when ihe introduces my Lord to him. 
The fudden appearance or the huibaud 
confounds him, and he is Co much at a 
lofs for plaufibic terms of explanation, 
tliM Lord Priory ridicules his folly at 
attempting his Lady, on whole honour 
and fidelity he has fo much reliance, 
that he readily aonfents that Bronzeley 
iliaU be introduced to her at his defire, 
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and defin hit libertine attempts to fvb* 
due his wife’s virtue. Bronzeley by this 
means prevails with Lady Priory to 
take an airing with him in his poA- 
chaife, and conveys her to his houfe« 
twelve miles from town, ihe all the 
while conceiving Ihe was complying 
with fome requefi of her Lord,for wnich 
fhe could not account. When he has 
lodged her, Bronzeley avows his motive; 
but he is awed by ner calm and firm 
condu£l, fo far as, on her promife on 
that condition to think more kindly of 
him, to convey her immediately to 
London, fafe to her hufband. -This 
incident naturally works a good deal of 
the plot; and the agitation of mind of 
Lord Priory on hearing of the abfence 
of his wife on the fudden, it a proper 
puniflunent for his having expofed Ker 
to infulc, and himfelf to injury of the 
moA fenfible Hind. Maria, and her 
friend Lady Mary, purfue their habit 
of gaming, till it involves them in the 
difirefs that the purfuit of fo foolilh, 
if not fo indefenfible, a vice (for even 
for vices of fome kind a palliation, if 
•ot a defence, may be fee up) is fure to 
entail. They arc both arrefied by the 
fame tradefman, and both carried to 
the fame rpunging-houfe, Maria hav¬ 
ing in vain attempted to prevail on 
her difguifed father to fave her frorh 
the horrors of a prifon. In her time 
of difgrace and diArefs, her father vi- 
fiis her, and tells her be is willing to 
clear her from her difficulties on certain 
conditions, which lie fpecifics. Find¬ 
ing a determined relinquifhment of her 
fafhionable vices the leading condition, 
fke is unwilling to capitulate, afraid that 
fhe (hall not have fortitude always to 
keep her faith. a new and fabAi- 
tuted condition, it is propofed to her 
to quit the town, and to retire to the 
country for a few years. This condition 
file confidcrs as involvi.-ig the firft, and 
Dill more infupportable. Mr. Manly- 
then fays, he will not give hope that is 
not meant to be realized, and prefents 
tiL-r with a thoufand pound Bank-note, 
telling her, that he is about to depart 
for India immediately. This occauons 
her to beg, if he meets her father, to 
hide her indifcretions from him. Ue 
replies, that her father will never’te- 
turn, his hopes being difappointed, and 
his fortune reverfed^. Apprehending 
the worA, and fearing that her father 
might be in diArefs, fbe returns him the 
Bank-note, and begs him to apply it to 
his' relief; and, as the greateA favour 
C c he 
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he can grant heri to fafFer her to ac« 
company him to 1 ndia, to foothe a pa* 
rentS iorrows, and cheriih him in his 
aiili£tions, cheerfully abandoning, for 
his fake, all her indifcreet propenfuiLS 
and pleafurcs. Softened by her atfec* 
tim, Manly barlls into tears, and Nor- 
bury, entering, relieves them both by 
bidding her bend to her parent, who 
was then before her. A feene of great 
tendernefs enfues, and the father and 
his daughter return home together. 
Lady M:-ry is accidentally relieved from 
the bailiff’s houfe by Sir Gcpige Eve¬ 
lyn, who had Hown upon the wings of 
Mve to relcafe his adored Maria the 
moment he had heard of her embarraff- 
inent,and, havingordered the lady to be 
fet free as foon as he entered, fo as to 
engage himfeli for the debt, finds, upon 
an interview, that he had liberated Lady 
Mary in Head of Maria, who had been 
fet at liberty before.

** Gentlemen of the Senate, and of 
the Houfe of Repreleniatives, 

“ AT the opening of the prefent 
Seifion of Congrefs, I mentioned that 


fome circumftances of an unwelcome 
nature had lately occurred in relation 
to France; that our trade had fuffiered 
and was fuffering extenfive injuries in 
the VVeft-Indics, from the cruizers and 
agents of the French Republic'; and 
that communications had been received 
from its Miniftcr here, which indicated 
danger of a further difturbance of our 
commerce by its authority; and that 
we were, in other refpe£ls, far from 
agreeable; but that 1 referved for « 
fpecial melFage a more particular com¬ 
munication on this interefiing fubjedt. 
This communication I now make. 

“ The complaints of the French 
Minifier embraced mofi of the tranf- 
adtions of our Government, in relation 
to France, from an early period of the 
prefent war; which, therefore, it was 
necelfary carefully to review. A col- 
ledtion has been formed of letters and 
papers relating to thofe tranfadtions, 
which I now lay before you, with a 
letter to Mr. Pinckney, our Minifier 
at Paris *, containing an examination of 
the notes of 'he French Minifier, and 
fuch information as I thought might be 
uCcfiil to Mr. Pinckney in any further 
reprefentations he might find necelfary 
to he made to the French Government. 
The immediate objtdl of his million 
was. to make to that Government fuch 
expl inations of the principles and con- 
dtu^I of our own, ns, by inanifcfiing 
our good faith, might remove ail jea- 
louly and difeoutent, and m.'iintain that 
hartnony and good underfianding with 
the French Republic, which it has 
been my conftaiit folicitudeto preferve, 
A Government which required only 
a knowledge of the to jufiify its 
meafurcs, could not but be anxious to 
have ihii fully and frankly difpiayed.

and to call forth, in the moft etfcftual 
manner, the exteiifive refources of his 
kingdoms in fupportof their public and 
commercial credit, and in defence of 
their cleared interefts.

Upon the reprefentation of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, ftatlng, 
that fromJthe rtfult of the inforipation 
which he has received, and of thcenqui- 
ries which it has been hts duty to make, 
refpe^ing the pffe£l of the unufual de- , 
mands for /peciu that^ have been made 
upon, the metropolis, in confequence of 
ill- founded or exaggerated alarms in dtf> 
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. ferent parts of the country, it ap¬ 
pears, that unlcfs feme nitalure is 
immediately taken, there may 
rc.afon to apprehend a want of a 
fufHcient fupply of cafli to anfwer the 
exigencies ot the public fervice. It is 
the unanimous opinion of the Board, 
that it is indifpenLbly ncccffary for th^ 
public fcrvicc, that the Dire£lors of the 
Bank of England fhould forbear iffuing 
any cadi in payment until the fenfe pt 
ParJiaiiient can be taken on that fubje£I, 
and the proper meafures adopted there¬ 
upon, for maintaining the means of cir¬ 
culation, and fupportiiig the public and 
commercial credit of the kingdom at 
this important conjun£lure; and it is 
ordered, that a copy of this minute be 
tranfmitted to the Dire6t(irs of the 
Bank of England, and they are hereby 
required, on the grounds of the exi¬ 
gency of the cafe, to conform thereto 
until the fenfe ot Parliament can betaken 
as aforefaid.

Lord Grenville confidcred the Duke’s 
opinion as determining to decide upon 
file queftion to-night, and debtte it to¬ 
morrow.

Lord Gieiiville felt himfelf ready to

Lord Grenville Hated, thatthealarms, 
wiin inch indultry circulated through 
iii< country, of an intended invafiou, 
had rauied a confidei iblc demand fur 
fpic.e on the Bank of England, info- 
nuicli, tli.it It was found requifitc by a 
fli ong mtal'ure to arreft the progicfsof 
what might ultimately prove dellrudfive 
Lo the Cl edit of the nation. He did not 
Wifi) It to be underftood that the Bank, 
was unable to pay the demands made 
upon It. The contrary, he was proud 
to fay, was the fatl, and it wc'uld in the 
pros 

tile public. Oiir Commerce, our Cre¬ 
dit, and our Finances were in the moft 
flourifliing ftatc; but it became the 
duty of his Majefty's Council, when 
they fiw any evil arifing, to endeavour 
to put an iii.mediaic Itop to it. He 
fliould not take upon him to afTert that 
tlic mealure adopted by the Cabinet in 
the prelent inftance was ftridlly c«ii. 
formable to law. The Council had no 
right to controul the Bank, nor did they 
alfume fuch a power—they only made 
a roqueft, and that requeft was imme¬ 
diately complied with. Its juftice w. s 
evident — its effefii: appeared to be 
fraught with benefit; and therefore the 
mealure was adopted. The Noble 
Lord faid it would be unnecclTary to go 
into detail on this bufinefs; and there¬ 
fore he fliould come immediately to the 
point, which was a Motion for “ An 
humble Addrefs to his Majefty, ta 
thank him for his gyacious communi- 

cauons 
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caHonii to the Houfe, and to afiTure his 
Majefty that their Lordfliips would 
take the moft eftcftual means to carry 
into execution fuch meafures as might 
tend to the fecurity of public crodit.” 

The Duke of Grafton had not any 
objedtion to the Addrefs; but he wiflicd 
to know whether it was the intentim 
of Minifters to pafs any a6l compulfbry 
on the public, to make them accept 
notes infttad of calh fur the payment 
of debts. His Grace condemned the 
prefent meafure, lb far as it went to he 
compullorv on the Itank to accede to 
V’hat the Privy Ct uncil had advanced. 

Lord Grenville (aid, in relpett to 
what fell from the Noble Duke refpeft- 
ing a compullbry Aft to make people 
taKc Bank-notes, no I'ucli matter was in 
agitation. He was not at prefent prepared 
to Hate whai might bethe eifeft of a Re¬ 
gulation Bill.This mattermorc properly 
belonged to the other Houfe ; and when 
what they had tletermined upon came 
before their Lordlhips, he fliould tlun 
deliver his fentiments upon the futjeft. 

Lord Guildford, Lord Albemarle, 
and the Duke of Norfolk faid a few 
u’ords on the iubjeft, and then the 
Motion being put, it was carried )i<m. 
diffent. 

Lord Grenville then read another 
Motion,which was,“That abccrciCom- 
mittce of Nine flionld be appointed to 
enquire into the Finances of the Bank, 
and to make their Keport to the Houfe,’’ 

The Duke of Bedford moved an 
Araendiiient, “ That tlic C .mmittee 
Ihould be an open, and not a fecret one.’’ 

Lords Grenville, LiVi.ri',('ol, Auck¬ 
land, Fauconberg, and Alotin it It, I'lip- 
perted the original Motion agaiiift ihc 
Amendment, which latter wris fup- 
ported by the Dukes of Grafton and 
N(<rfulk, and 

I'lie Marquis of Lanfdowii, who ob- 
ferved, chat muth had been laid of the 
unfounded and exaggerated alarms 
which had plunged us into our prtftiit 
unfortunate fiiuatim. It was iidicUT 
lous to talk of the geiietal credit of the 
t.'ountry being hurt by alarms. FJe 
weuld uac$ it to its true fourcc. Had 


the continuance of a War which had 
drained the Nation of an immenfe 
quantity of Ipccie nothing to do with 
the calamity? The profufion of Go¬ 
vernment in the creation of new offices^ 
increafc of falarits, the annual defi- 
citncies in almoft every department of 
the public Revenue,inftead of expefted 
furpluffes, would, perhaps, better ac¬ 
count for the public diflrtfs than the 
alarm of invafion. Every public office 
was in arrear, even to the fniallcft fums j 
and fo Ignorant was the Miniifer of the 
demands for the general expe-nditure 
of the Nation, that he had not been 
able to calculate within ten .millions 
of the fum wanted fo late as the 23d of 
December laft ! The firft Lord of the 
Treafury was no longer Prime Minifter 
r f this Country, Every ma;i in office 
had his hand in the public purfe. 
There was no controul till the money 
was aftiially expended, or, what w.'i* 
the lame thing, the debt incurred. To 
till'., no doubt, was owing the enormous 
ilTue of paper, and conl'equently the 
heavy difconnts that naturally followed 
it. 'The fame thing would take place 
in the manufafture of Bank paper. 
Every man who had money would fell 
it, and we fhould have two prices for 
the fame commodity. He did not like 
tlic idea of force to compel perfons to 
receive any paper, however well fc- 
cured; and he was convinced it would 
be attended with the moft fatal effefli. 
He hoped, however, that Minifters, be¬ 
fore it was too 1 itc, would now begin 
to tliink of the neecllity of economy in 
tlte . uidic expenditure. 

1 he Lord Chancellor replied fhortly, 
and fupported the arguments of Lord 
Grenville. He declined faying any 
thing as to the cfFeft of making BanK 
Notes a legal tender, or of forcing indi¬ 
viduals to receive them in payments, as 
that queflion was not before the Houfe.

its purport to fuch Members as might By this means it happened that jufticc 
not beep prefent at the tiipe oi its was often impolfible to be obtained, as 
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the Jury came to the trials with minds 
prejudiced and predetermined. In 
Southampton, Poole, and other large 
places, the utmoft inconvenience was 
experienced from this circumftance. 
But the evil did not reft here—for 
aifizes were never held in thefe places 
bat at the requeft of the Corporation, 
which, to avoid the expcnce, fcldoni 
made fuch requeft until the gaols were 
crouded. It frequently happened, that 
fcveral years thus elapfed without cri¬ 
minals being brought to trial ; and he 
inftanced one cafe of a murdinr who 
was not tried till after the expiration of 
fruenyears, when death had carried off 
all the witnelTes againft him. His ohjeft 
was to give plaintiffs, prolccutors, and 
defendants an option of being tried in 
the Court of the County .it large, or 
that of the Corpontion. lie intended, 
he faid, to have tlie Bill le'crred to a 
Selefl Conimif'ee above flairs, and af¬ 
terwards recomiiiiited for difcullion lu 
the winkle Ilciifc. 

Mr. Wiglcy and Mr. Jeffery made an

Mr. Tyrwliiu liroiight up, as Cliair- 
mari of the Committee appointed to try 
the merits of the l.)ownton J-’le^iion, 
the Report of the faid Commic’ce, It 
determined ihat tiie fating Member 
was duly tledled, bur tliat the Petit'voi 
againft him was neither frivolous nor 
vexatious.

Mr. Tierney h^'ped the Hon. Mem¬ 
ber would follow the Petition by a 
ipcciftc Motion, to take il into con- 
Iidcration HU fituation w as very un 
p&af.mt, as that Petition ch'rged him 
with having affumed the charadKr of a 
Repiefciuative. The Hon. Member 
fr' ' Petition fpoke the fenfe of the 
.f the- Elcdtors; jn that he 
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. differed from him : he believed thq 
majority would difclaim that Petition, 
which had been obtained by circular 
letters fent to thofe who were inimical 
to him, while his friends were ignorant 
that fuch a Petition was propofed. 
However general the prayer of the 
Petition blight be, it was ufual for the 
Member prcfeniing it to make fome 
fpccific Motion. He was certain the 
Houfe would attend to any that the 
Hon. Gentleman Ihould make, and he 
anxioufly waited until fuch Motion 
fhould afeertain his fituation in that 
Houfe. 

Mr. H. Thornton faid, he had done 
what he thought his duty, m opciiing 
the gentinl heads of tlie Petition ; but 
he did not fee how he could m.ike the 
Motion required by the Honourable 
Gentleman. 

Mr. J'lerrey replied, that the Pc^ 
tition now upon tlie Table accufed him 
of getting Ills le.it unconftitutionKlIy } 
and if ncihing more was done in it, the 
charge rtman.ed againft him. He 
wiih-ditto be enquired into ; bur, if 
no Motion was made, he thought it 
wouci be proper for him to complain 
r'rat, under colour of a Petition, 
Member had been infulttd.

FOREIGN GRAIN', 

Mr. Alderman Lulhington, in piir- 
fu.,nce of notice, rofe to fuhinit the 
grounds of his Motion “ for the ap- 
]iointnient of a Committee to inquire 
into the ciiifes and extent at the Ioffes 
furtiined by liritilh Merchants in fup- 
plying the Country with Foreign 
Grriin, after Government had defilted 
troni attempting it.” It might be 
urged, that it was incompatible with a 
general principle to indemnify Mer¬ 
chants for unfuccefbful (peculations; 
hut he thought the peculiaiity of the 
circumftances attending this cale would 
take it out of that general principle. 
All the corn that had been furnimed 
by Government in 1795, including cap¬ 
tures, did not exceed 2,500 quarters, 
when the quantity furniflicd by the 
Merchants the following year ex¬ 
ceeded 700,000 quarters. This vaft 
influx of grain, fortunately for the 
Country, but unfortunately for the ad¬ 
venturers, reduced the market price fq 
much, as to occafion a lofs of 60 or 70. 
per cent. 

He concluded by moving, ‘‘ That a 
Committee fhould be appointed to in- 
Veftigate the caufes and extent of the 

Ioffes 
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lolTcs fuftainecJ by the merchants im. 
porting corn in the year 1796, after 
Government had ceal'ed to purchltfe on 
its own account.” The Motion was 
agreed to. 

QUAKERS’ RELIEF BILL. 

The Order of the Day for the Houfe 
refedving itfclf into a Committee of the 
whole Hoiife, on a Bill for granting 
Relief to the people called (fakers, 
and for taking their Iblemn affirmation 
in criminal as well as civil cafes, being 
read ; and the queftion being put, that 
the Speaker now leave the Chair, 

Sir VV. Scf'tt ftated at confidtrable 
length his ohjebfioiib to the farther 
jirogrefs of the Bill. They pointed 
chiefly to that branch of the Bill which 
refpetted the payment of tithes. He 
prnfeffed himfclf to be no enemy to 
toleration, but by toleration lie meant 
that kind of toleration, which, as it 
affefteci religious opinions, was not in- 
confiftent with the cn.il rights of pro¬ 
perty. It was not enough that religious 
opinions fliould be fmetre, in order to 
give theiii a claim to proteilion, for if 
they injured the civil rights of others, 
they could have no fiich preienfions. 
It was erroneous to fuppofe that tithes 
were a fpecies of property merely ec- 
clefiaftical; in many cafes they were 
lay projierty. A large proportion of 
tithe property was in lay hands under 
the title of lay apprcpriaiious. But the 
Quakers refufed to pay tithes to the 
appropriator, as well as to the clergy¬ 
man, though the property had been in 
his poflTeflion for more than three 
hundred years, a period much longer 
than the perfuahon upon which they 
^£led had been in exiftencc. 

Mr. Serjeant Adair faid, with regard 
to the principle of Ills Lcrned Friend, 
on which he founded hia ohjtihon to 
the mcafure, that no refpeft ought to 
be fhevvn to rcliyious fciupics where 
they went to affebf property, he could 
nor agree with him to the c.xicnt in 
which It had been ftated. He thought 
that fome refpeft ought to be fhewn 
even to thofe religions which might be 
confidcred as abfurd, though they in¬ 
volved this conl'cquence, and they might 
even be the object of that good-natured 
toleration which his Learned Friend 
had mentioned. His Learned Fiiend 
faid, that to fuch fcmnles the Legil- 
lature might not at all to yield. He 
admitted that the Legiflature ought not 
fu far to yield to tl^cm as to lelkn the 
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fccurity of property; but yet he thought- 
ir wife, juft, and humaue, togivcTuch 
indulgence as was confiftent with its 
moll perfcfl fecurity. Alterations in 
the laws which tended to atford cafe » 
the perfon who entertained the Icruplc, 
without injuring the property which it 
regarded, he would contend, were wife, 
juft, and humane ; and rill his Learned 
Friend could lliew that the prcfentBill 
would aittually produce the cli'Lil which 
he deprecated, he would not confeni to 
the application of his piiniiple. 

The Solicitor General faid, that the 
whole aigumcnt of the Learned Ser¬ 
jeant proceeded upon the idea, tiiat the 
body of Qi^iakers laboured under a con- 
fiderable grievance. Now be denied 
that any fuch grievance exifted, or that 
any Qj_iakcrs were liable to be treated 
with the feventies which had-been ai- 
ledged, on the fcorc 'of their religious 
fcruples. For a period of twenty years 
no perfon of that perfuaflon had been 
impnfoned for confciencc fake. The 
great body of refpctlatile Quakers were 
atluated by no fcruple with refpeft to 
the payment of tithes, nor did they 
wifh for the interference of Ac law on 
the fubjeft. There were refpeftsbic 
Quakers who were tithe-owners and 
tithe-renters, and it was abfurd to fup¬ 
pofe that they could feel any con- 
fcientious fcruple in paying to others 
what they thcniftlvcs received and col- 
Icfted. 

The Houfe divided.

CAPTAIN Manning’s case. 

Mr. Alderman Combe prefented a 
Petition frcui Edward Manning, Efq, 
Commander of one of the Eaft India 
Company’s fliips, which, he obferved^ 
contained a cafe of extraordinary hard- 
lliip. The Petitioner was the holder of 
a promiflbry note for 2,500!. indorfedto 
him for a valuable conflderation, the 
payment of which was refilled folely 
from its having been drawn upon an 
agreement ftamp. He therefore foli- 
cited for a Bill to enable the Commif- 
fioners of Stamps to put the proper 
ftamp upon the note. 

The Solicitor General, after , ob- 
ferving that it was impdfiblc Captain 
Manning Ihould have intended the 
fmalleft fraud on the revenue, which 
would have only required one (hilling 

iqorci 
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more, faid, that fuch a Ril! was never- 
thelefs not to be granted without con- 
fidcrabie attention from the Houfe. 

The Petition was then bruight up, 
and ordered to lie on the Table j and 
the Houfe adjourned.

Landing of the french in wades. 

A Member rofe to sail the attention 
pf the Uoufe to the late ntiempt of tlic 
French upon Wales. He laid, that he 
law fomeihing exceedingly portentous 
in the tnjin.cr in wiiieh tne Knemv had 
effefted a difcent upon the coad of 
Wales with 1,400 men unh .trni.s, but 
witnout tents or field pieces. It was.i 
matter very extraordmar}. thtt iuch a 
number of men fiiould land, form them- 
f'elvts into a body upon a lull ; and, 
without lltewtng any difpofuion to op- 
pofe the people, or the tor^e that had 
marched againft tlicm, furiender them- 
fei ves at diferetion. Fourteen hundred 
men, with artrs in their hands, could 
unqucflioiiably have done fomething ; 
but from their condudl, it appeared 
clear to him that they had been landed 
for no other purpofc than that of being 
made prifoncrs. Under this confule- 
ration, he could nut help founding an 
alarm to the country ; and, as lie did 
not know how to act upon the occafion, 
he beggi d to be mfoimed what mcalurc 
was molt proper to be adopted upon the 
occafion, and wliat Motion it would be 
righc for h.im topropote to the Houfe. 

The Speaker intorintd him, that it 
reniainfd for him to propofe fotne 
Motion to the Houfe, in the form of an 
Addrtfs to hio Majefty, or in any oilier 
tnaniicr that his dilereiion might luggtft. 

IJc then moved an liuiubic a\ddrtls, 
hut no perlon keotided it, and the 
Motion fell to the ground. 

HIS MAJISFY'S MFSSAGK, 

The Chinccllor of the iexchequer 
. brought up a MefTage from the King. 
[Sec page 193] 

Mr. Pitt oblervcd, that he did not 
confider it ncctffaiy, at this time, to 
propofe any fpccific meafurc. He 
fhould conient himftif merely with 
moving. That his Majrfty’s Mtfl'agc be 
taken into confide ration to-morrow. 
He conceived it, however, to be his 
duty to (fate, that, in addiiion to the 
M'. jtion for an Addrtfs on the Royal 
Communication, it would be ncccffary 
to proceed to the appointment of a 
CDmmittee, to examine the general flare 
ot the affairs of the Bank of England, 
ke was coDfldcot that it would appear, 


from a very fliort cxamitiation of the 
ftatc of the Btnk, that not a doubt 
cuu ld#e entertained of its fohdity and 
relpcmfibility being equal to that of any 
former period ; tliat, not only was the 
Bank equal to anfwcr the utmofl: ex¬ 
tent of the demands againft it, but that 
tluTe' was an abundance far beyond any 
demand tliat could be made j yet he 
was fdtisfied that every Member would 
agree with him, mat, under the pie- 
feut cireumftances, it would be liighly 
cxpcdiciit to declare by law, that the 
O'/t/ifii'ihug infnti, of the Iiu)ik of 

Kni^land Jbnuhi hr confirti as faiaeJ 
f>v to' isatt'innl fciib of thr Country j and 
rlirtt an Act ftiould he paffid, litclaring 
that to be the law which already was 
the pr.ifiict, viz. that then Notes Ihould 
be received in ev. ry branch of public 
piyment. This meafurt, he was fat s- 
fied, would, in addition to the proof 
winch an inveftigm m of the affairs of 
tlie Bank would give of the fulidity of 
their resources, necefTatily operate as a 
confirmation of their abiliiy to anfwcr 
every demand. He did not think it 
Ins duty to expatiate farther at piefent. 
Jt wis cnougli that lie had apptized the 
rioufc of Ills intention to piopoie thofc 
nicafures wliich fet-med to linti 10 re¬ 
quire the inofl urgent attention. He 
trufttd the Houle would be induced tq 
enforce, by a law, tbe rcftriilion which 
had been recommended to the Bank imt 
to make p.iymcnts in caOi, except m 
fuch cafes ,is might be thought nectlfary 
to permit. Having cxjdanied the na¬ 
ture and tcndeiiey of the meafnre^, he 
concluded by moving, That the Melfagc 
be taken into confuierition to-morrow. 

Mr. Ftix wu’lied the Right Hon. Gen¬ 
tleman to inform the Houle to what 
extent lie really meant to carry the 
principles of confl'tunng the Notes of 
the Bank good r,nd law tul teiielei s. To 
give to Inch a |)rine'iple an unlimited 
operation would, he haJ no heiitation to 
fay, produce confe’tjuences the mofl: 
ruinous and iiiilchicvous. The fource 
whence originated the necelfiry of 
this mi afure was ehily to be found m 
the enormity ot our National Debt, 
which was now become fo intolerable a 
burthen, that it was nectlfary to alter 
the laws of the C -untry to enable u$ 
at all to bear the immeufc weight of it. 
An incident fo extraordinary and fq 
novel as that arifing out of the prtfent 
fituation of alfiirs demanded the utmofl 
attention; and he hoped, that in dif- 
cqliing it the ruinous fyflein and the 
‘ iiiiquit'ous 
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iniquitout praftioes that had reduced 
us to .our prel'enr deplorable condition 
would be duly weif^hed, and impartially 
decided upon. He did not mean to 
enter into the particulars of the quef- 
tion until it came fairly before the 
Houfe to-m 'rrow j but deeming the 
propofition of the Hon. Gentleman to 
be of the greateft importance, he hoped 
tlidt a Committee would be appointed 
to enquire into the whole of the cir- 
cumftanccs which had combined to 
render the adoption of fo extraordinary 
a meafure of urgent neceflity to the 
exillence of the public credit of Great 
Bi itam. 

Mr. Alderman Combe then alked, 
whether Notes were to hi rendered le¬ 
gal tenders in mercantile or other tranf- 
adiions between individuals P 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
replied, that he had already given notice 
of every thing that he was then at 
liberty to ftate. VVhaiever fliould be 
deemed practicable, it was certainly his 
intention to make legal. 

Mr. Sheridan faid, the ftoppage of 
payment of the Bank, whether a mca- 
fiire of iiecefTity or not, was entirely an 
expedient of the Miiiifter's, and the 
Directors had been called upon to obey 
an order to that effeCt. A proceeding 
fo alarming clcmanJed immediate at¬ 
tention, and he did expeCt that fome 
plan would have been immediately 
brought forward to fanCtion fo extraor¬ 
dinary a meafure. The Right Hon. 
Gentleman had ftated, th^t the moll 
falutary elFeCls had already been de¬ 
rived from ir, and that one of the ail- 
vantnges obtained by i: was a confitler- 
able rife tliii dav in the price of (locks: 
a fpecies of rc loning w hich he con¬ 
ceived as too aoliird to be entertained 
for a moment. He rejoiced to hear 
that the alfairs of the Bank were in a 
fafe condition ; he had little doubt of 
the fact, and he was hk reover convinced 
that the neceility of making its Notes 
legal payment would never have exillcd, 
if the Bank had not been fo long iden¬ 
tified with the Government. It did 
not require to be explained what the 
caufc of the prefent alarming fituation 
of the Country was owing to. We all 
knew that the (hip had Iprung a molt 
dangerous leak^ but it remained to be 
hereafter determined what was to be- 
oontc of the Pikt. After all the pro- 
fellions which we had heard from him of 
the flourifliing Hate of our Hnances, and 
the repeated boaHs made by him

of the impoinbility of their ever being 
injured, what faith can be placed in his 
declarations, or what reliance is to be 
placed on his judgment ?—Mr. Sheridan 
concluded by handing the following 
Motion to the Chair : 

“ That no farther exportation of 
fpecie or coin to the Emperor, or any 
other foreign Prince, (hall take place 
until the (enfe of Parliament, upon a 
full review sf the prefent exigencies^ 
(hall be afeertained.’ 

Mr. Nichol feconded the Motion in 
a (horr but very warm fpeech, and was 
very fevere on Mr. Pitt in his obfer- 
vations u[Jbn his former boaftings of 
confiding^ majorities, who he thought 
would (bun have reafon to repent of 
their fervile confidence. 

The Chancellor of the Excjiequer 
exprclfed himfclf not fo much adonilhed 
at the Motion winch had been made, as 
he was at the conduCt of the Learned 
Gentleman who had feconded it. If a 
Motion of the prefent nature (hould be 
carried before we afeertained that there 
was no probability of a favourable 
change, it would be declaring to the 
enemy that we were determined to 
abandon the Emperor ■, a circiimHance 
which would not fail to produce the 
molt mifchievous and'dangerous con- 
fequenccs, as well to Great Britain as 
to her Aliy. Undci thel'e coofiderations 
he Ihould move the Order of the Day. 

Mr. Fox laid a fcarcity of Calh had 
been experienced at former periods, and 
particuldily in the year 1793 ; yet at 
that period the Bank of England had 
experienced no difficulty. From what 
then could thia diiference arife, bur 
from the immenfe exports which hart 
been made to the Continent ’ Why 
then were the Houfe to confide thar 
the Minillcr would not do that which 
he had already done f The whole of 
the bufinefs muft be brought before the 
public eye. That Huufe would betray 
their duty to their conftituents if theV 
did not a6t as confidering the hiifinefs 
in this point of view. They would, 
by any other conduft, make themlelves 
accefiaries to all the confequences, or, 
in other words, to the certain ruin of the 
Country. 

Mr. Dundas complained of a want 
of candour on the oppofitc fide of thtt 
Houfe. 

Sir W. Milner faid, at a moment 
when the Bank of England had (lopped 
payment, and when almoil every ocher 
Bank in the'Country bad violated the 
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implied conditions entered into with 
their Editors, it would be abfurd to 
Men any longer to the alTertions of 
Mimfters; it became that Houfe to fee 
-with their own eyes how the public 
money had been, and was to be ex* 
‘pended. 

The Houfe then divided on Mr. Pitt’s 
Motion for the Order of the Day,

POOR BILL. 

The Keport of the Bill for the better 
Regulation of the Poor being brought 

up, 

Mr. Pitt moved, that the further 
-confideration of the Report be deferred 
to Thu rfdav fc’iiniglu. 

Mr. Whitbread faid, that if the 
fchedules were to be circulated through 
the Country as the Bill had been, and 
as It was his opinion tliev fiiould be, 
there was no h'^pe that the Bill could 
pafs in the prelent SelFioii. The Bill 
was of a cliffercnt nature, full ol com¬ 
plex, and, in his judgment, of imprac¬ 
ticable machinery. 

Mr. Pitt laid, that there was nothing 
in the Bill which was not nccefliry to 
the fyftem which he had laul iicfoiethu 
Houfe. 

Mr. Sheridan gave it as his decided 
opinion, that this Bill w uild not pifs, 
.and that it Rill would he inrr hy the 
phrafe of “ new an<l iinfoiLi'i’eii iir- 
currcnces.” It was alib(.l cii nic ricli 
as w’ell as the poor. Ir lii'ihed the 
benevolence of tlie one and tlie iiiduhry 
(jf the otl’er. He repeated ins widi 
that its principle lliouid he brought into 
difcuUion, 

Mr. Pitt willifd, undotibtediv, that it 
could be reduced to a lei' comphc.ited 
lhape, but had no objedion to let apart 
a d,iy for its difculhon. 

Mr. Vanfitt.irt was «P op'nion that 
the Bill Ihould give way to the prelTure 
of public buiinels, and that die blanks 
being filled up, it mav be meliorated by 
the conlideration of Gentlemen in the 
enfuing fuminer. 

Mr. Jolliife faid, that ir was nccelTary 
for Meinliers to iindeiRand the intent 
and meaning of the Bill. For this 
purpofe one day, at le.aft, may be de¬ 
voted in the month ol April. 

Sir W. Gearv was or opinion thht 
the Bill Ihould be poRponed to another 
Sellton.

On the motion of Mr. Pitt, fecondetl 
by Mr. Dundas, an Addrefs of Thanks

Mr. Pitt then rofe; and after juftify- 
ing the Order of Council from the ne- 
ceTlity of the cafe, when fuch immenl'e 
drafts were uniieceiTarily made upon 
the Bank for fpecic, and cxprelling liis 
confidence that that order would per- 
fcdtly fatisfy all reafonable perfons of 
the folvency of the Bank } yet to put it 
beyond a doubt, and to re lieve fufpicions 
minds from the lead apprehenfions, he 
thought it necelTary to move, That a 
Committee of that Houfe be appointed 
to enquire into the quantum of the 
outftanding Notes of the Bank, and the 
funds they had to pay them ^ and he 
entertained no doubt but the refult 
would prove not merely the foivcney, 
but the floiirilliing fl ite of that great 
Company. He underftood it would be 
urged, that the enquiry Ihould travel 
farther back, and go into the caufes 
wlm.li had produced the nect-lTity of 
the prefent mcafures—but this he 
rlioiiglu at the pitfem: period would 
imt be a politic ine-al'ure; and he con¬ 
cluded by moving, “'I'har a Secret Com¬ 
mittee be appointed to afeertain the 
aiiiountcf the outllJiiding cngigemcnts • 
o( the Banl<,”&c. 

Mr. Fox tlcclaiincd ag-’Inll the 
Ordtr Ilf Council as iinconlfituiional, 
and againft the [ViimlUr s\ iio had'ad- 
vifed it, and who had iiroi.ghi us into 
a lituatioii (0 unparalleLd and calamit¬ 
ous. The proclamation, he faid, gave 
a ftab to the vitals of public credit. 
He was ufrn/ous when he read it* 
“What,” ohferved lu,“is the fenfe of it f 
It is to declare, thoiigii you have fo- 
lemnly and repeatedly promifed to keep 
your faith with the public creditor, 
though in all the difficulties, in all the 
emergencies of the country, you have 
hitherto avoided,wifely avoided, laying 
any kind of tax upon the dividends due j 
though you have done all thefe affs, 
yet, that thccircumftanccsof the coun¬ 
try are fuch, nowy that you have looked 
to the great depolitory of calh, have 
taken that calli, and liave thereby de¬ 
frauded the public creditor. Look at 
all your Ads of Parliament. Do they 
fay, that you lhall receive the money 
due to you at Rated periods of the year, 
in notes of tive Bank of England ? No;

they fay that you lhall receive it in the 
Cfin of the kingdom. Should Bank, 
notes be at one per cent, difcount, will 
not that be, to all intents and purpofes, 
taxing the dividends ? But it may be 
faid, that emergencies may be necelTiry 
to break through all rules. Neccllity 
certainly is a plea to which no anfwer 
can be given ; but the neccllity ought 
tobeabl'olute and irrevocable; it oui’Jit, 
too, to be ilridly defined. I Ihould 
have thought, that when the Miniller 
had been compelled by emergency to 
adopt a cafe of this nature, he would 
have edeemed it to be his duty to have 
explained the grounds of that emer¬ 
gency. 

He then argued, that the enquiry 
ought to go'into the caufes ihatjhad led 
to the prefent meafurc—that the public 
required a full, fair, and ample expla¬ 
nation, and that tiic refcarches made 
ihould be of the utmoft publicity and 
extent, and not kept within the narrow 
limits propofed, or Confined to a Secret 
Committee. 

Sir John Sinclair, Mr. Hobhoufcp 
Lord Wycombe, Mr. Hiilfey, Mr. 
W^ilberforce Bird, Mr. Smith, and fe¬ 
deral other Mcmbcis argued on the 
fame fide; and Mr. Dundas, Mr. 
Thornton, &c. fupported the motion of 
Mr. Pitt. 

Mr. Sheridan, after recapitulating 
the arguments of the ftveral fpeakers 
agamft the motion, concluded by pro- 
pofing an Amendment to the original mo¬ 
tion—“ That after the word “ Houfe’’ 
ihould be inferted thefe words, viz.—" 
“ and alfo to enquire into the caufes 
which have produced the Order of 
Council of the aOth inftanr, together 
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with their opinions thereon; end to 
coiiftder of the propriety of continuin.^ 
the faid order in force for a limitcdtimc.* 

This produced fomc further debate, 
and ;it twelve o’clock the Houfe di¬ 
vided.

[Mr. Pitt was oftener than ufual 
upon his legs during this debate, and 
the great point in dilpute was, whether 
the enquiry propofed by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer fliould be extended 
to the caufei which produced the necef* 
iicy of the Order in Council, or Ihould 
be conhned, in the prefent inllance, 
merely to the flabilitji of the Bank ulti¬ 
mately to anfwer every demand upon 
them.—Mr. Pitt and the Other Mtni- 
fiers contended, that the occafion called 
for immediate dccifion upon the latter 
fubjefi; while the queflion of the 
caufes of the neccllity involved many 
circuniftances which would require 
more time than public credit, in the 
prefent crifis, would allow to be fpent 
in uncertainty. Mr. Fox and the 
Gentlemen in oppofition urged, that a 
fan, full, and open enquiry was abfo- 
lutcly requifite, in order to calm the 
minds of the people, and to re-eftablifli 
public credit; they infifted that the 
conneflion of Government with the 
Bank was not for the advantage of the 
latter, and that great parr, if not the 
whole, of the prefent embarralTments, 
had originated m the conduct of Mini- 
flers. However, both parties admitted 
the perfeft foivcney of the Bank, to be 
a fa£t beyond difpute.]

APACK.P 2 T leaving this place to¬ 
day from England, I embrace tlie op- 
port.inity, fur the latisfailion of their 
Loraflnps, to acquaint them, that I 
anchored at St. Kill's on the 25th ult, 
when an cxprtls boat had been fenc 
from the iflamt of Anguilla, to inform 
the Admiral, that the ifland was at¬ 
tacked by two French men of war and 
fcycral fmall velTcls, containing four 
hundred troops, I fdt it my duty (as 
the exprcl's boat returned here with 
the lofs of her mainniaft) to leave the 
fervice 1 was ordered on, and to endea¬ 
vour to relieve that place. The wind 
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being w the northward, prevented my 
getting, lip there in time to ftop them 
from burning the town ; but 1 have 
the pleafure to fay, after an action of 
near two houri, I efFeftually relieved 
that ifland by taking the lliip and link¬ 
ing the nrig. The fliip proved to be 
Lc Dfcius, mounting 24 hx-pounders, 
* twelve-pound carrotiadti, and i brafs 
field pieces, with 133 men of her own 
complement,and 203 troops,command¬ 
ed by Citoyeii Aiidree Scnis, and the 
bug La Vaillantc, mounting 4 twenty- 
four pounders, with 45 men and 90 
troops, commanded by (Jitoycn Labou- 
tiquc. The particulars of the aiflion 
I have tranfmitted to Rear Admiral 
Harvey, for the information of their 
Lordlhips.

At tlie fame time I acquainted you 
with the plan I had adopted in order 
to reduce the temnning Brigands and 
to compel the Charibs to furrender. 

I have now the fatisfaflion to inforilt 
you of the total reduftion of the Bri¬ 
gands and Charibs on this ifland. 

Marin Padre (a negro uf St. Lucia), 
who has commanded the Brigands and 
Charibs fince the capture of the Vigie, 
and who had great influence and au¬ 
thority over both, furrendered on the 
sd infiant. 

The number of Brigands who have 
furrendered or been taken, fince the 
4th of July, amounts to 725, the num¬ 
ber of Charibs to 4633, including wo¬ 
men and children.

Nearly 
ai tile Brigands, with their leader, have 
aifo (urrtiidered. 

By a lubfe<iuent Letter from the 
Governt r 10 liis Grace, dated bt. Vin- 
ceiii’s, the i6th of November laft, it 
appears, that the remainder of the 
CInribs and Brigands had furrendered 
themlelvcs, and that the illaud was in a 
Rate of perfect tranquillity.

I HAVE the fatisfaition to acquaint 
your Giacc, that fiiice the informatioa 
tranimitted to Mr. Grcville, that the 
French liacl entirely left Bantry Bay, 
there has been norc-apptaranceof them 
upon the coafts; fo that 1 truft, from 
the violence of the tempeR, and from 
their (hips being ill found and ill vidtu- 
alicd, their expedition is at prefent fruf- 
trated. 

Upon reviewing what has pafled dur¬ 
ing this expedition of the enemy, I 
have the latisfailion to refledt, that the 
beft fpiril was maiiifeRcd by his Majef- 

ry’5 
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ty’s Regular and Militia Forces ; and 
I have every rcafon to believe, that if 
a landing had taken place, they would 
have d’fplayed the utmoft fidelity. 
When the flank companies of the An¬ 
trim regiment were formed, the whole 
regiment turned out to a man, with 
exprellions of the greateft e3gerncf« to 
inarch ; and the Downinirc regiment, 
to a man, declared they would hand 
and fall by their Officers. 

At the time the Army was ordered 
to march, the weather was extremely 
fevere; 1 therefore ordered, them a 
proportion of fpirits upon their route, 
and direfted an allowance of fourpence 
a day to their wives until their rtiurii. 
During their march, the utmofl atten¬ 
tion was paid them by the inhabitants 
of the towns and villages through which 
they pafiTtO ; fo that, in many places, 
the meat provided by the ComimlTfriat 
was not confumed. The roads, which 
in fome parts had been remdered im- 
palfable by the fnow, were cleaied by 
the pcafantry. The poor.people often 
fh artd their potatoe'S with them, and 
dreffed their meat without demanding 
payment ; of which there was a m ry 
particular inftance in the town of Jl i- 
naglicr, where no Gcntlcm m or prin¬ 
cipal farmer refides to fet them the cx- 
«mple. At Carlow a confidcrablc fuh- 
feription was made for the troops as 
they paflTed, and at Limerick and Cmk 
every exertion was ufed to facilitate 
the carriage of artillery and baggage 
hy premiums to the carmen ; and in 
the town of Galsvay, which for a fliort 
time was left with a very inadequate 
garriloii, the zeal and ardour or the 
inhabitants and yeomanry were parti¬ 
cularly manifefted, and in a manner to 
give me the utmoft latisfa^tion. In 
fhort, the general good difpoliiion of 
the people through the South and Wift 
was fo prevalent, that had the enemy 
landed, their hope of alliftaiice from the 
inhabitants would have been totally dif- 
appoinied. 

From the armed Yeomanry Govern- 
nient derived the inoft lionourable ai- 
fiftance. Noblemen and Gentlemen of 
the firft property vied in exerting 
themfclves at the htad of their corps. 
Much of the exprcl's and cfcort duty 
was performed by them. In Cork, 
Limerick, and Galway, they took the 
duty of the garrifon. Lord Shannon 
informs me, that men of three or four 


thoufand poqnds a year were employed 
in elcorting baggage and carrying 
prclTes.—’Mr. John Latouche, who way 
a private in his Ton’s corps, rode twen- 
tv-five miles in one «r the feverclk 
nights, with an ciprels, it being hit 
tuin for duty. Tbe merchant? of 
Dublin, many of them of the firft emi¬ 
nence, marched fixteen Irifli milts with 
a convoy of arms to the North, whither 
it was conduced hy reliefs of Yeo¬ 
manry. Tlie appearance in tins me¬ 
tropolis has been highly meritorious. 
The corps h ive been toimed of the 
moft rcrptdlablc Ijarrifters, Attor¬ 
neys, Merchants, Gentlemen, and Ci- 
t'/ens, and thur number i-. I'n cor.fi- 
dcrablc, and their zeal in moanting 
guard fo ufefiil, that I was enabled 
greatly to reduce the garnfon with 
P'.rfefl i'afety to the town. 'The'Sium- 
lu rs of ^ e(-manry fully appointed and 
dil.iphncd in Dublin exceld two thoii- 
land, above four hundred of whom are 
horfe. The whole number r.f corps 
approved by (Tovernnitnt amount to 
four hundred and torty, cxciiifive of 
the Duhlin corps. The grol’s number 
is nearly tw cnr\-five rliouiaiv'. There 
arc alfo ninety-one otLrs of Itrvitc 
under confidcration, and one hundred 
and twenty-five propolals have betn de¬ 
clined, and, in lepiy to a eircular let¬ 
ter wiitteii to the Commandants of 
the TefpLiftivc corps, tlifir aiilwers al- 
moft umverfaliv cout lined a general 
olhrof fcrvicc in anv part of the kmg- 
dom. 

Many prominent c\-imples of indi¬ 
vidual loyalty and fpint have appear¬ 
ed. An ufefuJ iinprelllon was' made 
upon the minds of the lower Catholics 
by a judicious Addrel's from Dr. Moy- 
l.tn the titular Biftiop of Cork. f c-iu- 
not but take notice of the exertions 
of Lord Kciimare, who fpared no ex- 
penee m giving alfifiancc to the Com¬ 
manding officer in his neighbourhood, 
and who took into liis own demefne a 
great quantity of cattle which haft 
been driven from the coaft. Nor could 
anything exceed the ardour of the Earl 
of Oiniondc, vvlu , wlien h s regiment 
of Militia w.is retained as part of the 
garrifon of Dublin, lolicited with fi) 
much zeal a command in the flank coin • 
panics, that I thought it a meafurc 
due to his Majefty’s fervire to encou¬ 
rage his Lordlhip’s tequeft.

YOU will pleafe to acquaint their 
Lordfliips, that a few hours after I 
anchored with the Iquadron in this Bay, 
the :d inlh J reccivid a letter from 
Capt. Barton of his Majefiy’s Ihip Lap¬ 
wing, acqtainting me that he had de- 
ftroved the French flup Le Deciiis and 
LaVaillanie bng, oli'Sr. Martin’s, and 
that two French frigates. La Thetis 
and La Penfte were at anchor off Sr. 
Martin’s, refening me to Lieutenant 
St. Clair for farther information. 

Ill confequence of the two frigates 
lying at St. Martin’s, 1 immediately or¬ 
dered the Bellona and Invincible to Sc. 
Kitt’s, and directed Capt. Wilfon to 
obtain fuch information as was necef- 
ceffary at that ifland, and then proceed 
towards St. Martin’s and Anguilla, 
ufing his heft endeavoms to take or 
deftroy the French frigates, and pro- 
tc£t the ifland of Anguilla ; and he 
failed the fame evening an that fcrvice. 

Captain Barton having referred me 
to Lieutenant St. Clair, whom he de¬ 
tached in a Danifli fehooner with his 
letter, it appears that tiie French had 
landed about joo men on the ifland of 
Anguilla on the tfitlr ult. and that 
Hfter having plundered the idand, and 
burnt fcveral houfus, and committed 
every devaftation poffiblc,attended with 
afls of great cruelty ; that on the ap- 
earance of the Lapwing they re-em- 
arked their troops on the night of the 


26th, and the following morning early 
the Lapwing came to aftion with the 
Decius of 26 guns, and Vaillante brig 
mounting 4 thirty-two and twenty- 
four pounders, as a gun-veffi^I; that 
after a clofc adion of about an hour 
the brig bore away, and in half an hour 
after the Deems firuck her colours. 
The brig ran on fhore on St. P 4 artin’s, 
and by the fire of the Lapwing, was 
deftroyed ; tliaton the Lapwing taking 
poffeflioii of the Dccius, it was found 
(he had about 80 men killed and 40 
wounded, being full of troops; that 
the following day the Lapwing was 
chafed by two large French frigates, 
and Captain Barton found it ncceffary 
to take the prifoners and his men out 
of the Decius, and fet fire to her, 
when he returned to St. Kitt’s, and 
landed 170 prifoners. 

I (hall take the earlicff opportunity 
of tranfmittmg any farther accounts 
which may bt fent by Captain Barton; 
but it evidently appears, that Captain 
Barton’s concluft was highly merito¬ 
rious by the capture and deftrii^fion 
of this force of the enemy, and faving 
the ifland of Angviilla from farther de¬ 
predation. 

The French troops employed on this 
fervice were picked men from Gua- 
daloupe ; and there is great reafon to 
fuppofe the greateff part of them have 
been taken or deftoyed. Many of the 
foldicrs were drowned ii attempting to 
fwim to fliorc. 

The Lapwing had but one man killed 
(the pilot) and fi.x men wounded,

manner, murdered him. This worthy 
Gentleman has left a wife and nine 
children wholly unprovided for.—Mr.

Of this 
quarrel the ciicumitances aie unknown j 
but Mr. Walpole enjoined Mr. Malon 
to charge him with the chief blame, 
confeliing, that naore attention, coinplai- 
fnnee, and deference, to a warm Inend- 
ibip,and iuperior judgment and prudence, 
might have prevent^ a luptuie which 
gave much uneafinels to them both, and 
a lading concern to the lurviver. The 
liberality of Mr. Walpole on this ccca- 
fion deferves much praiic ; though we 
cannot but afi'ent to Dr. Jolmf'n's le- 
mark, that “ if we look vithout pieju- 
dice on the world, we ih.tll find, that men 
whofe coiu'clouineis of their osvn nuiit 
fets them above the compliances ot lervi- 
lity are apt enough, m their alfociaiion 
■witli /up.iiors, to watch theii own dig¬ 
nity with troiihli-fcme and punililiou', je.i- 
loufy, and in the to voyr of indcpeiukuce 
tocxail that attcnticn winch they leiule 
to pay.”

An I acquaintance « f mine was rol.lud 
a lew years ago, and very near Ihot 
through the head by the going-off of the 
pidol of theacconiplidied Mr. M.ickan; 
yet the whole affair was condiidfed with 
the greatclt goi/d-brccding on both fidcs. 
The'robber, who had only taken a puile 
this way because he had that morning 
liecn dilappointed of manylng a great 
fortune, no looner returned to his lodg¬ 
ings, than he lent the Gentleman two 
Ictlcjs of exciik's, whicli with lels wit 
than the epiftlcs of Vniture had ten times 
more n turn! and ealy politeiieis in the 
tun cl theii expreffion. In the poftfeript 
he appo.nted a meeting at Tyburn at 
twelve at night, where the Gentleman 
might pmcliale again any trifles he had 
lod; and my friend has been blamed for 
not accepting the rendezvous, as it 
leemul liable tobecondi ued by ill natured 
pi( pie into A d. ubt of the honour of a man 
who liad gueij him all the i'atislafllon in 
hi., powLi ic r h.iving unluckily been 
near ihv.otir.g him thioiigh the head.”

Thomas Martyn was bern in Chuicli- 
lane, Chelfea, on the 23d of Septera.bc r 
1735. admitted of Emmuei Col¬ 

lege the 24th of June 175*, and was ma¬ 
triculated of the Urivcrllty on the 18th of 
December following. 

He was elected to a Fillowfhlp on tire 
foundation of the Lady Frances Sydney, 
Ccuntels of Suflex, on rlie 27th cf April 
1758. ■ He was ordained Deacon on 'I'l i- 
nity Sunday, May the 21ft, the fame year, 
at Condult-ftrect Chapel, in the parifh of 
St. George's, Haiicver-fquaie; and 
Prieft at Buckden, on ^bea^dpt Decem¬ 
ber 1759 ; both '-y J bn I'homaa, then 
Lord Biliiop of Line.,!! . T ie beginning 
of this year he was an u .-uccefslul can- 
didatetor the Leilurcfhipof Cheilba, then 
vacant by the death of his ichoolmaftcr, 
Mr. Rothery. 

Mr. Martyn was unanimoufly choftn 
Profeftbr of Botany by the Senate ot the 


Univeri'ity of Cambridge on the cd of 
I’cljiiiary 17(12, on the rffitfuatw t, not 
till diath, (-1 ins fatlier; foi hislatlui did 
not die till the 29th ot J.tiui.uy 1768. 
l''rf(enily aft-.r, he wisappoiiite , 
W;‘lk(,rlijmli.lt, who was then founding 
the B'i:.Miii Ci.udeii, Ids full Reader ct 
Jlot.ir.v. Boin thefe oif.ccs wen- vdiliout 
eiiK'luin.i;t till ilie yt.ir i7/4, wLieii a ta¬ 
bu vol < ill himditd pounds a }i.ar was 
given bv the King, whillt the Duke of 
Ciaiicn, Cii.u.ieihr ot the (Jniveility, 
\v.i» .it t.it- ot the 'i it.uuiy; and fb 
ccntii.uid to the 2d ot aiuguft 1703, 
wl.eu .\it. Maiiyn was t'ppoi'ired Regius 
PiiilifToi by patent, w»th a lalary of two 
l.ui.died (xuiids .lyeai. 

It any inei it is to be claimed from read¬ 
ing Lcituraj itiEnglifti, Mr. Martyr.can 
dniienonc from tliat cii cuniflatice ; for he 
ir.et'.ly Ibllowcd a cullom v.hicli he found 
eltabldhed, aiid which ids father had 
a-iupfal th.ity yeais betci'’. Mr. Martyn 
loii.ftimes made eycuj lions into the coun¬ 
try witli I'ls pupils, but not fo corftantly 
as his father h: d done ; the necefilty of 
them being in lome degree luperfeded by 
the foundation of a Botanic Garden. 

J.oiuary 6rh, 1773, Mr. Martyn was 
prefsntcu, by the then ICftici^) of Ely, to 
the v.caiage of Foxtoii, in Canibnds'c- 
fliire; and on December the 9th, the 
fame year, he w.io mairied to Mifs Mar¬ 
tha EUillon, filter to the prelcnt worthy 
Matter ot Sydney College. 

January ill, 1774, he was preftnted 
by John Botbife Warren, Efq. to the 
Reiloryof Ludgerfhall, in Buckingham- 
fhire; and on Augiifl loth, 1776, to the 
VicanagcofLitilcNfarlow, iiithar county, 
by the lame jntioii. 

Mr. War.en, now Sir jehn Boilale 
VAarren, never w.is Mr Marlyn's pupil, 
but there had been a triendliiip betwreed 

thenf 
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them for many years, and Sir Jt hn in¬ 
truded his brothel to Mr. Martyii scare. 

• On being preicntcd to Liiile Mai low, 
Mr. Martyn religned Foxtor., and quitted 
Triplow lor that place on the 14th of 
Odlober 1776. July a9th, 1778, he let 
off for the Continent, and returned Iroin 
his travels Sept. 2d, 1780. Ilcreinovtd 
to London Nov. 27th, 1784, ai.d on 
June 4th, the yeai loll .wing, licielignul 
the Redlory ot Ludgei lhail to his brother, 
the Rev. Claudius Martyn. 

1786, May i8th, he was eleiTiedaFel- 
low of the Royal Society, and admitted 
on the 1 5th ot June. 

1788, June i8‘h, he was appointed to 
the donative ot Edgware, in Middlel'ex, 
by William Lee Aiuonie, Elq. the pati on. 

July 15th, the lame year, he was re¬ 
ceived Fellow of the Linnxan Society. 

March i 8 th, 1794* he was preftnted 
by the .Society for tlic Improvement of 
Naval Aichiteftuie with their firft gold 
medal, lor lilsleivlces in the original in- 
llitution of that Society, and a<^Iuig as 
their firft Sccietary. 

The circumitance in a literal y man’s 
life of molt impi.rtance to the Fnhlic is 
what works he has written and publilhed ;

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MEMOIRS OF THE LATE MrS. POPE* 
OF COVENT-G.VRDEN THEATRE.

J^ISSYOUNGE having made feme 
cccai’ional trips to Ireland, her fame 
in Dublin was as well elfablifhed as in 
London. ThcManagerolCrow-ffreet The- 
atie therefore. In the year 1785, renewed 
an engagement with her loi that I'unimer, 
when Ihc, in company with the late Mr. 
Hcndeilon and Mr. Pope (a young .a^lor 
from Dublin), who made his appearance 
the wintei before at Covent Garden The¬ 
atre in Oroonoko with very conlidciable 
applaufc), fei out for that capital in the 
June of the fame year. Accident threw 
Mr. Pope, Mils Younge, and another 
l.ady of her accjuaint.ince, into the lame 
polt-chaile, and as Cupid avails himlelf 
much of accident, the two ienner, from 
fellow-travellers, loon commented lovers. 
In lliort, towaids the dole of that lealon 
they weie married together in Dublin, 
on terms of iettlemcnt, &c. very credita¬ 
ble to the finceiity of Mr. Pope’s affec¬ 
tions. 

The following winter Mr. and Mrs. 
Pope reairumtd their lituations at Covent 
Garden Theatre ; he in the frit lines of 
Tragedy and Comedy, Die as evidently 
the firlt athefs in all thepaits ol hei pro- 
felfion 5 which flie I’upportcd uitli a Ita- 
tionaiy degicc of reputation till Tlun 1- 
day the 26th of Januaiy 1797, wlien, 
in the run of the new Comedy called 
“ A Cute for the Heart-Ache," Ihe was 
reluilantly confined to her betl. She 
found heilelf loill three daysbefe re this, 
that none but thole who felt like her 
Would ventuic out; but fuch was her 
zeal lot herprofefiion, luch hei Invariable 
feme of duty to Managers, Auihors, and 
Perfoimers, that, irom the baie hint 
fri-m her phylician Dr. Warren, that her 
bulinels might diffipate her diforder, llie 
cheeifully tried the experiment. 

Nature, however, was not to be con¬ 
quered thus 5 her illnefs increaled upon 
her lomuch, that on her return fiom the 
Theatre Ihc was leiztd with Inch a light- 
Hefs in her head, as for awhile to deprive 
her of all lenlation. Fi om this moment ll)e 
Was confined to hei bed, and it was foon 
difeovered that Ihe had a paralytic affec¬ 
tion. During the firlt month there were 
hopes of her recovery, as Ihe retained her 
Icules pretty accurately, and employed 


them to the bell of all poflible purpolet* 
in lonjiant acis of prayer, and ptous rc^ 
Jignationto her coniition. 

During this interval, being' requelled 
by a female friend to endeavour to com- 
pol'e hcrlelt, Il>e c..,niplaccntly fald, “ fh« 
would, if Ihc would firlt permit her to 
repeat Pope’s Univerlal Pr.ayer,’’ which 
flic immediately began, and recited with¬ 
out ever milling a lingle word, with a 
precifion, a fervour, and fullnefs of voice, 
that delighted and altunilhed every body 
about her. 

For the lall fortnight Hie daily became 
more inlenfible, I'eldom Iperiklng, and 
then evidently with great effort, until 
Sunday the 12th of March, when flie 
refuled all nouriOiment, and gave Ifrong 
lyinptoms of approaching dilfolution. 
She continued in this Itate till the morn¬ 
ing of the T4tli, when Ihe made ligns to 
a particular friend as if Hie had Ibme- 
thing to communicate; many things 
were luggelted to her, to all of which 
file waved her head ; till, very oppor¬ 
tunely, her old and valued fiiend, the 
Rev. Mr. Matthew, cilled in, and read 
praytis by her. This leemed to be the 
objett file aimed at, as Ihe giew inftantly 
compoled, and, doling hei h.inds toge¬ 
ther as well as her infirm Itate would 
permit, joined moll: fervently in the de¬ 
votions. 

Alltr this Hif rdapled into .1 Hate oF 
ir.lenilhility till Wtdnelliay the 15th 
ATarch, when, about half palt two o'clock 
on that m..rning, flie expired without a 
groan. 

Hy Mrs, Pope’s marriage fettlemcnt 
file had the power of difpofing of her for¬ 
tune by will ; but with that juHice and 
piopticiy which ever diftingulfhed her 
charader, by dying inteftate, Ihe left the 
whole of her prcp'eity, except a tew no¬ 
minal legacies, to her hulbar.d. 

Her remains were carried, in a hearfs 
and fix horles, fiom her houfe jn Half- 
moon-llieet, Piccadilly, on Weilr.ciday 
the azd of Maich following, between the 
hours of twelve and one o’clock, attead^ 
ed by her particular friend sin two mourn¬ 
ing coaches, and lollo-ved by the Gen¬ 
tlemen compoling the S- hed ' / Garrick • 
(wearing the mtxlallion ot their founder) 


* A few months before Mrs. Pope’s death Ihe wasinftituted an honaracy Member 
So ^ty, and at the fame time compiimcnlcd With a geld medal. 
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In four more, bcfidc her dcmeftics, and 
a luimeroiis train of the populate, who, 
intlie proceflion, as at the crave, teltifieJ 
their lorrow for To general a lofs by a 
mourntuland refpeftiul iilcnce. 

She was interred on the Weft fide of 
the Cloyltcis, Weftminfter Abbey (the 
ftev. Mr. Champnes reading thetuneial 
fervice), between the giavts of Di. 
Dupuis and Sir Richard Jebb, and co- 
veied by a marble llone with tlie Itl- 
luwiiig plain inl’cription: 

In Memory 

of Mrs. EM7,ADhTII POfE, 
late of the Tin atre Royal, Covent 
Garden, 

who departed tliis Life 
on the 15th of Maich 1797, 
aged 5a Ytais.

Such ate the biiet Memoiis of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Pi-pe—theie remains to be 
added a llcetch of her public and private 
char.ritei ; and it is pkafing to the pen 
of Biography to review both ; betaule 
in doing lu it will luKil the lalt melan¬ 
choly yet pleafing office of trienilftiip — 
recoid depai tell excellence, and (ct before 
the Public an example truly woithy their 
imitat ion. 

That Mrs. Pope was born for her 
jsrofeffien the vaiious (,iialitie$ of her 
rnind and j#rfon evidently proved. Of 
the latter we have already lepoi'eii in the 
beginning' of tlieiu Mcinoiis, lienee we 
have little nioie to t'.iy, Imt that as tune 
had aelded fuiinefa and rotundity to her 
figure, ihelecave he.' a gieater degree of 
grace and ilignitv . J-i Uipec''^ to hci ta¬ 
lents, though tiity may be c dletl umver- 
fal, hcr/yt'/.' conti-iredly lay in the grave 
anti dignified j>.i'ts rt 'I'lagedy, and 
particularly in tl.oJe whi'di lequireil (he 
powers ) ('(itath.n— here ftie was at leaft 
ef’iial to any oiienc'iie.'s in her time, and 
fiiperior to inoft, as the beft judges who 
have leen her in many of her pai ts, and 
particularly in Qi^en Catliennc, have 
Biianimoully tellified. 

Her Comedy was iather of the* well- 
bred fteady kind. Inch as M/ j. Btl/ncur, 
Lady Ea/y, Loilf lirwr. Mrs. Sullen, &e. 
which required a fenfible maikcd deli- 
^ry—not but what we have feen her in 
Antrtce, Clarinda, EjHfunta, Rofatind, 
ms. to very great advantage 5 and, in¬ 


deed, when we recolleft her performance! 
of Letitia Hardy, in the-“ Belle’s St i a-- 
tagem,” we aie tempted to wilhcb aw our 
former opinion, as here (he dilplayed 
lufh grace, Ipirit, and verfatility of 
chat after, as to make it original in her 
hands. 

Her ftudy was favourable to her ge¬ 
nius ; as tlieie was leldom known an 
inllance in which ftie wanted the aid of 
a J’romptcr. Hei aff iluities in her pro- 
feilion were likewifv conliant and unre¬ 
mitting; (he drew her intoiniation Iroia 
the beft Iburtes, fiom the converfation 
of intelligent jieil'onsj from oblcrvatioii 
on thefe eminent c n the Stage who pre¬ 
ceded her ; and from the fiudy of the old 
and modern dreftl s, &c. &c.i (lie was 
lb particul.il in tins lalt, that before (he 
firlt appeared in the eharafter of 
Elizabeth, (lie h.id not only reviewed tlic 
drelTed figuie in wax work of tliis Prin- 
cefs in We(tmln((er Abbey, but care¬ 
fully read over and noted the miinitiie of 
herdiefs, as related by th* celebi itcd 
Paul Hentzner during his lefidence in 
England towards the dole of Qneen 
Elizabeth’s leign ,—hei attention.-, weie 
fully lepaid, as we believe (he made as 
line a reprelentatioii of this chairder in 
point ot fiindiuule, Ipiiit, .nid depoit- 
ment, as ever was dilplayed fince the 
days of Shakeipc.tie. In fhort, altei flic 
ex.implc of her gieat tiialfcr, Gariick, 
(lie omitted no emtulries, no adiduitles, 
that could enlarge the bounds of her pio- 
fedion. 

Her private life leflefted ciedit on her 
theati ic.tl cliai after. Called upon at an 
early .me to exert hetlelf for her futine 
in.diiteiiance, (he had the gc.otl I'enl'e to 
pi.;(it in this ichool of trial ; (he had the 
gr.ice to know herlelf, to have a refpeft 
for the |■u^felings of olliers, and to efti- 
inatc the value of indeperdence ; thefe, 
lempeied by ajidt lenle otieligion, gave 
a colon) to her life ot file lieft complexion ; 
it checked all riling temptations, which 
the gaud* aud vanities ot herpioLllion 
niigln otherwiletxpole hei to; it taught 
liir eejuanimity of mind and economy of 
foitune ; and by perlevering in thefe du¬ 
ties (lie became ufeful to heifelf anJ 
others. 

She had, like moft women fo high in 
her profeftion, many timpt.itions to mix 
in what is called “ the Great World j 
but her natural inclinations (Independent 
of her prutlence) led her to prefer co«r- 
forts to exietnals \ llie leldom, therefore, 
appealed in thole cirefts, except in re- 
turuing morning vilits, or paying her 

oicaj* 
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•ccafional rcfpcfts to thofe who patio- 
rized her in her profefllon. To her friends 
fhc was cordial, afFahle, and polite, and 
did the hoiiojiis her table with very be- 
Coming hoi'pitality and attention. 

Her converl'atioii partook as little of 
the Stage as any peifoimer we everknew j 
and yet when the I'libjccl was alloat 
ainongll intelligent perrons, flie g-'.vc a 
Very good opinion both ot plays and 
players, but wiili a lelnvt “ that never 
•nice ciitlfepped the mcdelty of naliiie.” 
Jndeeil, her difpofition to Ipeak tvII of 
e\ery body was iinivcrlal, and llie had 
this dclerved charaifer from hei fiieiubs, 
her neigliboins, her ferv.ints, and fiom 
all win, knew hei. 

Shv. was regular in the whole of her 
condiK^l—in hei devotions, her chaiities, 
her hours, and in all hir doniclfic con¬ 
cerns j flic kept her acccuius lieilllf, 
which file geiiei ally fettled weekly, and, 
likenioft people whoare theii own Hew- 
ards, fhe felt the benefits, and her tr.ulef- 
nien the punHuality, of this c. ndufl. 
lint the tilicit tell of a well Ipeiil life’, 
and “ that wliich Hiould accoifipany its 
tlofct as honour, love, obeda ncc, troops 
offi •leiuis',” fbeenjoyed to a di < lie wineii 
was as giatil'ying to fee as it is now 
gratifying to ielate.

Tafte Is lit 
vague and capi icious, that I am always 
dilpofed tj mirtruft my own; efpecially 
when it runs counter to the opinion of a 
writer, whu has flicwii lb much accuiacy 
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kf di/ci iminat;on and critical perJ’picacity 
in his valiiiblu tlVay. J.tt it, liOWc^cl, 
Be allcwtU 11)1- to examine the p.illagc 
witliwnt pit udict 01 p.uti'jlity by the 
•llai'liriud iiiitb ol cilticitin. '1 be Pott, 
au is uiu.'i wicti him, iiiullratca iiis lub- 
jeit by the molt common and iumiliar 
circumitaiices. Anminglt tliele that ol 
throwing a (tone Items, no doubt, ('ufTi- 
cicntly trivial and unimportant. The 
buiinels ot a (heplurd lurieving hi-i flock, 
dots not appeal vciy l irtxalrtd above the 
common tracks of lite. Does the mean- 
nels ot the idea ccniilt in the att > < r in 
the inlliument employtd > Would the 
tliought be lal.'d to a proper degree 01 
elevation? if, iiiitt.id ol a (tone, tliediic 
orjav’thn were lulillituted ; iliele weie 
warlike inflnimcnts, which heroes uied 
in their martial games and cxeiti.es : or 
r.ithei, does not much ot the (.fl'tnce,w!.ich 
firikes lo toiciblv on this elegant writti s 
teelings, aiile mute tium the expreilion 
than the thouglit ? He leems in tins prole 
verfion purpolely to have lowered the dic¬ 
tion, that rope on companion may .ip- 
pear to greater advantage. Allow me 
to reiidir the liius with Cijual fidelity 
to the text, and more jufticc to the Au- 
tlior. 

“As Notus fheds a inift on the tops 
of the mountains, uniiiendly to the 
fliepheids, but mine tavoiable to the 
thiet than even night ittuK ; during which 
teinporaiy gloom a man cannot lee t.u- 
thcr tli.m he t in throw a (tone.” 

In order to eltnn.ate their rei'peffive 
merits more accurately, let Pope’s trr.nf- 
Ltion be taken out of rhyme and metic, 
and cort’paied with th.it given above. 

“ Thus when Notus lluds a night of 
vapors on the heads of the mountains, the 
xnnts gliding Ivv-ltly invade the dulky 
£dds, which (mills) are more giatcful 
to thievcs thantlu: midnight (hade j diii> 
iag which lime the I'walns lc.iicely utrvey 
their fctdmg flocks, which are loll and 
contuled as the day grows thicker.” 

I will not teaze you with captious ex¬ 
ceptions to particuhi exprefTi.ins. Take 
the w'hole together and till me. Does 
there really appear to you I'o much ad- 
vantage on the pau of Pope, as the in- 
gcnii us ElTjyill I’cems to difeover * The 
ca.nparilbn, perhaps it may be laid, is 
Pot tiirly in!;ifuti»il. By confronting the 
two piccls in tnis term Pope is depi ived 
of his cIuraflcTlltiC excellence, the channs 
of his (educing veilihcaiKU. If this 
fhould be iniifled on in Pope's Lehall, 1 
will advcntuie one couplet, merely to let 


forth the off^nd n^ c 'ncnmfiance in at ik* 
voiablc a light as I c.in ; 

T«T!ro» Ti; T IT* .ivTCfi, orev iTi 
No further nosv cjn pierce the Araining eyes 
Than fium the lund a done projedi-d flies. 

I have hitherto confidered this admired 
paflage, and the improvements which 
Pope u laid to have made on the original, 
under the i.ure lorm, as the ingenious 
Lfliiyirt appears t., have viewed it. But 
I cannot diinii s '•he lub)eff without re* 
in.uking, that in the warmth ot his ad¬ 
miration he his been hc'iayed into an 
extr.iordinaiy eiri.r. Pope has not ex- 
cliange-il t/je offending t ■rLumjuinC)’ foi a 
b-aiiii\ he lus dropped it altogi-ther, 
without uiblUtuting any thing whatl’ocvcr 
111 it.s (tr.ui. The plain Centiinent, (imply 
expiefi'ed in the Greek text by three words 
ttwfuviy ar* ^iX»r', is indeed not ealily 
dllcovered amidlt the heap of exirineoiis 
matter, with which it is encomp.idcd im 
the i'inglllh vcrllon. Yet certainly it {9 
this plain Imtiinent, wliich Pope meant 
to convey by his wcidy interpietation, 
extended through a whole couple!; though, 
as appi-.iis by the midake of the ingenious 
Efl.iyili, iindci tills dli’gnill it is not known 
again to'r the liime. Now ii nieie cmiflion 
be conlKlercd as lo great an inipioveiuent, 
Pope in t.’iis inflance only Ihiues the ho¬ 
nor with anrtlicr of le(s note, who has 
given us the fiilt thiee books of the Iliad 
in vtife“. He too, with equal delicacy of 
feeling, has had tlie addreis lo drop the 
vfft-ndtng tn Lianjliinci : 

And as a mount.ain-mift glides o’er the plains. 
Friend to the thieves, liut fatal to the fwains; 
When hazy (kies the rlillant view confound ; 
So the tiiick cioud rofe daik'ning from the 
giound. T*av*«s. 

On the whole, whatever beauty the in- 
genicits Elliiyilt may lee in thele lines of 
Pope, has not too mucli been I'acrificed to 
obtain it > C.ui you think a tranflator 
juftilietl in giving lb ditferent a caft to 
the original compofition I in altering fb 
materially the ch.iraileriftic features of 
the piece > and pii-reiiiiiig an image lb fo¬ 
reign, and hearing lo little reiemblance of 
the model, which he protefl'es to copy ? 
Tile ingenious EiTayift lays it down as the 
firll law of tranflation, that “ it Ihould 
give complete tranlcilpiof theoiiginal.” 
On this iundameniai l.iw I will venture 
to reft whatever you have heard from me 
on thele fubjefls. Adieu, O. P. C.

Ill- tound that a laige gatden 
Ipidir, inclolcd under a-glals hell, faf- 
teiicd rom’id the hoitcm with cement, 
cuiilinued ten nionilis together without 
iiounllinutii, and dining the whole pe- 
nod vigoious and alert. The only 
aiuiation it appeared to fullain was a 
diiinnuiion in its belly, from tlie fize of 
a nut to that of the head of a pin. Ano- 
thei Ipidei ot the lame kind being placed 
along with it, tlie original inhabitant, 
altei a long conflict, tlellroyed and de¬ 
voured the Ifraiigcr, and loon afier be¬ 
came a-s plump as at the firft moment of 
its conlinemciit. 

It appealed, by a comparifon of the 
t-irecl on ihc Itom.ith of animal and ve¬ 
getable toed, that the foiinei was much 
Lett el adapted for tlie prolongation of 
litc. Two ipanow-s, of tlie lame age, 
and in equally good condition, were re¬ 
duced by the wantofnouiillmient to fuch 
a Itate of-.veaknefs, that neither of them 
w.ij aliii- to take wh.it was offered them, 
t'l me hiuiled iecds wcie thentoiccddown 
thi thioat of one i f them, and of the 
oilii r a little ininecd flefli. In a few mi- 
Duti-'S the l-ttti was quite well, and tha 
tcniiei, two houis after, died. 

Ot the ainulemerits, and mode of edu- 
c.ition, of the African children, the fol¬ 
lowing particulars are mentioned in the 
fiiff volume, which, as they allb de/cribe 
a new method of killing Imall animals, 
1 think interefling.

his v.dilp with lo much torce, that in one 
«f oiu . xe lions I law him (trike, per¬ 
fectly dr,111, a diuk, of a much laiger 
ipecicts than the comnion one of Ivarope.” 
i Through the ,.\uteer of this Artule is 
v.illing to allow a (i.peiloiity of ndioit- 
rels lo the favages of Africa, when rom- 
paiisl with the inhahitirits of iivdi/id 
#.yuntries, yet he Kidd have wllhed that 
as our Author has enl.nged his duek 
beyond the mcalure of Kuropem magni¬ 
tude, he had all’o deferihol, with mote 
ji.ei ife minuteiicfs, the mode by whiih 
th.a artilt, ivith tbt' Ltjb tni rt ly oj a ’’MbiJ', 
could I’ll inftantancoufly deftroy it.

The cock that in iny fiilt jouiiiey (Inc 
the former rravcls of the Anthoi) had 
atfoided me intnvals of jikaluie, Ing- 
gerted the Idea of hav'ng one agilti, and 
that it might be happlci than rnv other 
had been, I gave it a mate. Lafily, for 
my .imuUn.cnt, and I may alio lay for 
I’ociety, I took my ape Kees ; Kces, who, 
chained up during ny abode a.t the Cape, 
had apparently lolt his gaiety, but who, 
fiom the moment he regjaintd his llbeity, 
gave himl’elf up to fpoits and antics that 
were exti emcly divei ting. 

“ Such was the company I afferiated 
wilfi in my uitcrpiilc, and whicli Iliad 
conceived to be necedarv, either to iniuie 
its luccels.or for the put pole of alfoi ding 
me fome pkal'ant Kl.ixatiofis.'’ 

Towards the clol’e of tlie I* lift Volume 
there is a wonderful el'capeof our Author 
from the danger ot drowning. In crofting, 
on a latt drawn by Hottentots, the 
Q^'ei r-l)oom, an cxtrenicly broad and 
lapiiliivir. The dangir was much in- 
cre.iled by M. Le Vaillant’s inability to 
fwim, and his being inrumbered befidci 
by his powikr flalks and two fulees. 
For ,1 moment his fituatlon appeared 
hop'lefs, as the ftreain was Conveying 
tiiem with an iirefiliibL ciiiient towards 
the- iea. The vigoious and perlcverinjd 
exeitions of his Hettentots at laft ]andcp| 
him In faftty. 

In the beginning of his tour into the 
country of the greater Niiniqiins, our 
Author obkrvi'l a cm lon.s ciicumftaiire 
ill Natural Hilloiy. 1 will recite it io 
his c>wn word.,; 

“ F'.very tin.c I diichaj-ged mjr piece 
at thei'e (the fpring bsrk) antelopA. 
their rumps immediately, ai'd at the 
liune moment, all became white i, and

I'lie lor", thick hair which covers 
the lump ot llu Ipiirig-hack riitel'p'- is, 
in geileial, ot hue hi't tliougli 

it aj'peais to he entiieU nt that coloui, 
it is only the lurl.u e tlut is le illy to, tor 
underlie'itli it is of a pure white, an<l in 
its natui.d filuatiou this part is cntiiely 
concealed : now all the ii.iiron '^he rump 
glows II.im a tiroog tillue ot inulculai 
til les, by means of which the animal 
c.tn, at iileaetire-, extend eir contract the* 
tkin ; to that, wliciU'Xtcndeel, the upper 
hair is laid flat to the 1 iglil and le'tt, and 
that below only, wlvch is pei tectly white, 
remains cxpoled to view, and even covers 
the rcit. I cannot better deiciilie this 
opeiation, tlian hy comparing it to the 
action ot opening and fhutting a book 
placed on its back.” 

Mr. Le- V. n-maiks on the prodigious 
multiplication ot tiicle antelopes, not- 
wilhlt.mding the' country they inhabit is 
liitellsd with caimvuious animals, tliat 
the held he had routed, in a veiy rajiat 
com te, cmjdoyed thiec hours to pals the 
elel'ile. 

'J'lie account of a Rhinoceros Hunt, 
flvm.'Ji it be lomewliat long, is too fsn- 
gulai .'iiei inteie'lling to be wilblield tioin 
the Keaelei. 1 udll endeavoui, tluie- 

lorc, to abilelgeit, without omittingany 
inipoitaut circiiniltance. 

“ One elny Klaas came in great hade 
to my tent to inform me, that he had 
obferved, at tome ditlancc train iny camp, 
two ih.noceiolles, tlaneiing quietly dole 
to each other in the mieldle ot the plain. 
I'o attack two I'uch tormielable enemies 
it was nccelTary to ufe gteat precaution, 
and that we fliould approach them in luch 
a manner as they might neithei tee nor 
Imell us. I gavemylelf up, therefore, 
I9 the entile direftion of niy tavages, 
and we let out armed alike with a good 
ful'ec. I canted two of my Itrongeft 
dogs to he led in a lealli, in onler ilvtt 
they might be let loofc ontheibincccroHes 


In cafe It thould be neceflary. We were 
obliged to take a long circuit to gain the 
lee tide of them, Iclt they ihould fmell 
us; and we reac hed the rlvti under cover 
of the large trees which grew on it» 
banks 

“As one of thefe animals was mncli 
larger than the other, I !upp..>ted them 
to he a male and ten. ile. Motionlds, 
by the tide ot each other, thty Itood with 
their notes to the wind, and, ccnle- 
quently, preicntetl to us their lumps. I 
v/as giv ing liime ordci s to my ct uipany, 
when Jcnhii, one ol my Hjttcntots, 
requrtted tli.it I would peirnit him to at- 
tac.k the two a.mmals alone, as a fjt- 
kruyf'ur. 

“ I have hefoie obferved, fliat in 
Attica it is impdkble to gtt within nadi 
ot celt.till Wild .mliiials but by creejilng 
on the liclly. Thole who'liave acquiicd 
this irL.ai^c dled/'f’Xr.'o'/'i’nr. j'Vs Jenker’y 
propolal could not imp-.i'e oui gcneial 
plan, I gianted his je.queli. Ire then 
Itrippcd himk'lt n.iktsi, and, taking his 
futee, piocieiied towiids the animals, 
crecjiing on his belly like a lei pent. 

“ In the mean tunc, I pointed out to 
iny hunters the diltVieiit p..fts ilioy had 
to occupy. As fot me, I u-mained on 
the Ipot whi'ie I was, with two Hotten¬ 
tots, one of whom h.ld my hoile, and 
the other iny dogs ; hut, to a'.oid bejng 
teen, we polled oiiil'elves bdiind a buth. 
Jenkcr tlowly advanced, v/ith his ejes 
taxed on the two monlteis. If he law 
them turn llieir heads he (topped, and 
leinained motionkl’s. One would have 
taken him Ibi a laigeflone; and in this 
teljieit 1 niytelt was deceived. He con¬ 
tinued cieeping, with vaiiuus interrup¬ 
tions, toi moil'than an hour. At length 
I liiw him pioceed towauls a large bulh 
ot euphoibia, which was only two luui-. 
died paces train thi' animals. Being 
then Cel tain he was concealed, he role 
up, and made proptu-alions tor firing. 

I waited witli impatience for the report 
ot his gun ; and was told by the Hot-, 
tenfot who (tood near me, that Jenkcr 
could not tire till one ct the 1 htnocerolles 
fliould turn round, th.it he might, if polE- 
bk, take aim at its he.id. 

“ Pivlently, tiie laigett of the two hav¬ 
ing looked behind, was iiiuBe'diatcly 
fired at: being wounded, he lent forth a 
horiidcry, and, followed l>y the female, 
ran furioully lowaiits the place from 
which the noife had proceeded. Jenkcr 
threw himtelf down with his belly on the 
ground, and they p. flijcd dole by hia fide 
without perceiving him, and came 
1 i Hraigut 
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ftraight towards me. I prepared myfelf 
to receive them; but my d^gs became lo 
re/llei's on their approach, that, being 
unable to check them, I ordered them to 
he let loofe, and cncom aged them to the 
attack. 

“ When the animals faw this, theyin- 
Pantly tuned afidc and jiu.ceeded to¬ 
wards another ol the huntei s placid in 
ambulh, trom whom they received a Ic- 
coiid fire, and then to another, troin 
whom they received a th.ird. dugs, 

on the otliir hand., lian.tfdel iheui (m.- 
digioufly, which ftill eiic.erled ilieir 
rage. ' They Ititked at their pnrlueis in 
the mod terrible m.innei, ph-ugh^d up 
the plain with their horns, and ‘ligging 
furrows in it feven or tight inch.s in 
depth, threw aiound them a Ihowci of 
pebbles and dunes. 

“ Dining this time we all kept ap¬ 
proaching to I'urround them moie cloldy. 
'This reiideicd them completely liiiious. 
The male, however, liidilcnly lloppn', 
and turning lounJ lo .itl.ick tlie digs, 
crdiavoiircil to rip up tlicii bellies 'vith 
his hoin j .nid while lie was eugigad in 
purluing f!km, the ftiiialc quitted him 
and m .ilc lici etc.ipe.

the greater obdiioicy. 

“ Altera huitkls attack, which cen- 
timud foi lunie time. lie bigan to letnat, 
delin or gaiin _ kiric 
bnflics, w'fli n view of finding die!'ci, 
or to pi'event his being iian.iir.tl luit in 
fr.jiit. In prd.cr to dilippuii't him, I 
rulluil tovaards the place, and mailc a 
lign to the two lumte. s ncarcll me to a.d- 
vance thither al;o. lit was only ihi.fy 
paces frcJiTi iis vvlien we ti.ok pudelTicii of 
the pod , ; cc-<ulli'g!y ice all .,t th.e 1 inie 
indant di.'charged i ur three diets ; lie 
iiidaiitly lell, and was never after abie to 
rile. 

Though mortally wotindtd, the r.ni- 
nial dill continued to clctend liimklf 
when lying on the giound, as he had 
done when on l»is legs. With his feet 
he threw around him heaps of ftones, 

neither we nor our dags durlf venture 
'^ approach him. I wiilie'd to put an 

to his torment by firing one more 


ball, but my people intreated me to 
defid. . 

“ I have already faid, that all the fa- 
vagctiibes, and even the pcojile at the 
Cape, fet a high value on the diied blood 
ol the rhinoceros, to which they alcribc 
great virtues in the cute of ceitaiii dif- 
cjidirs. This animal had lod a gieat 
deal by his wounds. It was with much 
rcgief that they law the eaith moidcnctl 
With it around him ; and they were ap- 
lir.henfu’c that a new wound would in- 
cicafc rliat lols. 

“ bcaicely had the animal bieathecl 
his lad, when the Hottentots all ap¬ 
proached with cagernels in oiderto colledt 
the blo„d. I had approached the body 
al/o, but with a difTercnt defign, to me«- 
lure and examine it. The lavages of llie 
horde allured me it was one of the l.iiged 
of us Ipccies. I, howevfi, did not be¬ 
lieve them, as its pilncinal hum was only 
nine'een inches three lines in Icngtli—I 
had teen lionis much lungci. 'I'he height 
ol tile .miiii.il was (even feel fue inches, 
and Its length, from the liioiit lo tlie toot 
of the till, eleven leet (ix inches.”

.md tt.e v.ipi.ms ol tlie die ms and livtis 
jpe lo (ii fincHy nxirkid, th..t all t.heir 
liuuo"r'es may be tieeed. ()ur 'hn’v<t- 
At'accjuiicd tins laeulty from his com- 
ji.inioi.o to a Certain e.xtent, fo ,as to be 
.able to didinguilh water at the didancc 
of tl'.rcehunelicil paces. 

Mr. J.e V. in one of his excurfions 
d'fcovered about a clorcii rein as, anelwjj 
f; nunnic enough, by the lie-lp of his_ 
doj^s, to fccuteoiie, which w.is ,i female. 
He ventured noon her b.’ek, having ft'- 
eiiiitd liimfelt from her teeth by a miirzle, 
and altii a (light relidanci, Icis than that 
of a colt the fird time of being rnoimttd, 
die prcceedcxl quietly with her rider for 
more than a le.igue‘, to thehoufe whither 
the party was going. Tlii-s trial fo far 
fati.sfied Mr. Le V. that he thought 
of keeping her fur riding, had not her 

wo’inds 
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wounds been too larj^e, from the bite of 
thedc'^s, to promife a ipeoily cure. Our 
Author rcafons from tins Ui\ on the 
pofFibility of training the rcbia, and en¬ 
deavours to refute theaigumcnt that might 
be taken fiom thewctikneis occalionedby 
her wounds, which niiglu render her moie 
manageabJe .and docile. He Itates the 
diifeieiice, in this ivljicel, between do- 
inejiic animals and thole in a jlatc of na¬ 
ture'•, the ftJiincr of which bear blows, 
and even wounds, with confiderablc pa¬ 
tience, while the latter are only rendei’eci 
by acute jiain moie ungovei liable and fu- 
lious. I think there is much tiuth in this 
dilfinJlion. 

Attei a long abfence from water, our 
Author de'.ci ibes, in animated and glow¬ 
ing colouis, his aiiival at the Gieat 
River. 

“ It was not long befoie I heard the 
noife of flowing w.uei toward the Noith 
Well. This loimd, wlnrh announced 
our I'afety, made my hcait leap for joy, 
and my people invuUiiit.ii ily utteied a 
fhout of gladnels. A lecninl tune our 
pains wtic on the jioint of being ended, 
and I fhould at length lee a river ' For 
fince we quitted that of the Ele¬ 
phants, T had found nothing but the beds 
of ptrioilical Iheams, erthei completely 
diy, or containing a few puddles otltag- 
nant muddy watei. The moie Ipeidily 
to enjoy Inch an agreeable light, I mount¬ 
ed on hnriebacL with Klaas, and lode 
towaids the place to which the nolle 
diiecied me. All thole of iny people 
who were not employed about the wag¬ 
gons biguti to lun with me, and my ape, 
my dogs, ai.d indeed eveiy one ot my 
aiii 9 ils that w.is at hbti ty, let off at tlie 
fame time. ,We piiflied on, helter Ikel- 
ter, contending who Ibouid fiilf reach the 
fpot. However, I lutfciLd my ani....>ls 
to prtc.'ile me a lew paces, ccitain that 
thcii tmell and tlieir Inltiiufl would lead 
me by the fhoitelf load. Tlie bai kings, 
the cries, the tianfports ot this gallop¬ 
ing crew, rel..nililed a troop of bacchanals 
rathei than a company of famifhed tia- 
vellers. I fhared tlie jcy ot every inill- 
viiliial. A thonfand confuled lentiments 
agitated me at once, and niy eyes were 
filled with involuntary teais. Few men 
upon earth have lufRied pains eijual to 
mine, but then tew have expei ieiiced fuch 
exijuifitc pleafiiie. 

“ My nrlt Itep when I arrived at the 
water was to leap into it, that I might 
cool and rcfrcAi my limbs while I was 
quenching my thirff. Thus I faiisfied 
two 111 gent wants at once, and my peo¬ 


ple, and all my animals,- did the fame,*'" 

I'he hilfoiy of travellers over defelt 
regions inr.if be a hiltorv of the chacc« 
The game of which Mr. Lc VailiaM 
fpeaks with the gnatc-ft delight, is the 
camelopaid, or giiaflc, and the dny on 
which he obtained one of them he ac¬ 
counted the happiell of Ins life. 

“ I commenced my cliace,” fays our 
Author, “at lun-rile, and after walk inU 
fome hours peiceived Icven giraffes, 
which my dogs inllantly attacked. Sis 
took flight togethci, tlie levcnth, inter¬ 
cepted by my dogs, fled a different way. 
I tbllowed him full fpecd , but, in fpite 
of the exertions of my horle, the giralft 
I’o far otftllripped me, that on turning a 
little hill htua» out of light, and I gave 
up the puiluit. The dogs, however, 
loon came up with him, and he flopped 
to ilcfiiid himlclf. I heard- tiieni bark 
willi all thcii ifiength, .and conclndin|r 
they had the animal .it bay, fpuircd my 
hoi le ftjwaids them. 

“ I had Ic.iite turned the hillock, when 
I [Jeiceived him fuiioimded liy the dogs^ 
and endeavouimg, byloicible kicks, to 
diive them oil". I had only the tiouble 
to alight, and brought him to the ground 
witli .1 I'mgle Ihot. While I was looking 
Icr my people, one of them appi.,iiedi 
and made ligiis to me, whicii at firit I 
did not undi-i It ii'.d. Looking towaids 
the fpot to wiilrii he pointed, I prreeiv- 
eil, with fuipii/e, a giialFe llanding un¬ 
der a laige ebony ticc, and addled by 
my dogs. It wjs the one I h.id juft be- 
foic Ihot, which had, in le.ility, reco- 
Veitd itlclf; but the monicnr I w.is pn- 
paring to liie at u a Iccor.d lime, it 
dropped ilowii de.id.’’ 

Ml. Le V. g.ns on to rrlile the Iran* 
fports with wliich his mind was over¬ 
whelmed in tl'is .icquirlioii to flic lions 
of Natinal Iliftciy. He enters minutely 
into the ])iccautions which iie took ts 
preleire the Ikin cniiie and undamaged, 
and he has biought it to Enu']>e. He 
would ailo have Ihitfei it, lo as to exhibit 
a faithful repiefentaiioii of it in its na¬ 
tural ftatc, were not the ap.uiments of- 
an individual too low for the placing of 
fuch an •normoiis animal. 

Our Autlior dilcovers upon all occa- 
Ilons a ftrong partiality fot his Afiican 
friends, which, in general, confidciing 
their hofpitality and fidelity to him, is 
net only eycufable, but laudable ; but in 
fome inllar.ccs this partiaJiiy iiews itfelf 
fo plainly'm oppofition to truth, that’ I 
wonder how it could have elcaped the 
oblervation even of Mr. Lc V. liimfelf. 

Thus 
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Thusfce tells of his coming to a horde 
«f i’aTagcs, all of whom vyere inft;(^ted 
^th a dangerous peitilencc, and their 
bodies being covcml with iilccis they 
biy cxtcmkd in their huts. Such of the 
lw>irde> adds hoi ai had fnppoied thein- 
ftlves in good health, had retired towards 
the SoHth, to avoid its influence. It is 
j^ueifely in this place, which leerns 
idle word chofen in the book, that Mr. 
l.e V. eliules to vindicate lavage nations 
front the aecufalion of abainioning, in 
tiieir emigrations, o/i/ and tnf.i 7/1 
t(rho are not in a condition to follow them. 

iV very honourable inftance of our An- 
flior’s friendly attention to the diltreflls 
♦f the ravages occurs in his hazardous 
jLod fuccefsiul attenipt to dillcdge from 
•n impenetrable thicket, a lamily of 
lions, which hail greatly annoyed one of 
flteir encampments. 1 will ineiitiun the 
ysore rrwteiial circunillances ot tlii\, cc- 
turrence, which all'o fliews the ultial 
'fTielhod in Atnc.i ot afiailiiig tlioie for- 
inidable beads. 

“ Full of hope and confidence in my 
frre-arnis, the chief 1.‘quelled me to eiii- 

5 doy my weapons to deliver thmi from 
ueb a fcoui ge. 'J he circumltance of 
the Iwns hiving young ones rendered 
the altdik .i Inilir.cls ol no linall danger. 
Thcle animal ;, at all times ioimiiialile, 
•have, at luth pennli, i ficrceneis that 
Rothingian refill. N'-ii'itbi lif. Ipio- 
iniied to attack diem the next day. y\t 
break oftlawn the nun of the horde were 
ready nrrnid with niiows and allagavs, 
Sii.d waited ra,' orders to prorcid to the 
tjfjck. ( heaid tiic li.ms fUll growimg 
in their ftroiig hold, but the ineieaiing 
iig'n frton flit need thtin. 

“ rhe thicket was about t'to Imndud 
faces long and fix'!/ wide. It tcdipiiJ 
%. fpot funk lowei th.en tlie adtsceiit 
ground. As it wi> iinfalc to attack 
ibele beafis in their intie-nchiiient., all 
<[hat leiTiahud v/as to tempt them out of 
<heir fort. I thereioie placed my markl- 
bienaml the other lavages upon the trni- 
renecs all round the wood, fo that the 
lions (bould be unable to reach the plain 
Without being perceived. 

■ “ None of tne lavages daring to enter 
the wood, we rclolved to loice .til the 
cxeii of the horde into it. Accordingly'' 
when" we weie' at our pods, with our 
•fUns ready to‘ fcre*, we drove* the oxen 
before tjs, ccnipelling tlitin by voices 
and blows to enter tlie thicket. The 
even, f'tenting tlieir eiu'irles, foon nillie-d 
b.ack with affright} but our cries, the 
ba^ng of the'doga, and the report of 


our piflois, compelled them to re-enter 
the thicket, which they did in a fort of 
fni7, joining one another, and bellowing 
in a fearful manner. 

“ The- lions, on tbe’Irfide, wereroufed 
.It the* fight ot danger, and their rsge 
vented iticlf in dre-.adfuf roars. This 
hideous c. neert continiie'd gro.at part of 
the morning, and wc began to defpair 
of liKcel's, wl’.en luddcnly I heard, on 
the fide oppi litc to mr, piercing cries, 
inftantly followed by the report ot a gun. 
Shouts of joy iiiiniedi.ittly luccee*ded : 
I ran tuthc pl.ice, and found the lionefs 
cxpiiing. KLias, who was ftationed at 
that poll, had Ihot lu i tlirough the belly.

The male, too, redoublod 
hisioanngs andbisiage; Wc law him 
fora moment .appear at the edge of the 
thicket, his eyes ipaikling, iiis mane 
credl, and kifliirg Ins tides with his tail. 
He was out ol (hot of tny carbine, and 
one ot my markniK'ii, poltcd near, filed, 
and miliid him } at this he retired, and 
appeared no more. 'I'lie fun was now 
declmir.g, and the fpert was btconiiiig 
d.mgvri'Us } I deemed it, tlureiore, piu- 
dei't to defer our final vidoiy till tin; 
next d.iv. 

“ 1 he fivages conveyed the I* id's 
totheki.ia!, for the piirpofe ot tcafting 
rnlur. bhe was four feet eight inches 
b.-.h ro the top of the Ihoulder,and eleven 
feet tom inches long from the point of 
the note to the cxtieuiity of the tail. I 
had certainly not the fame defire for its 
flefh as the reft ot the guefts, yeS I was 
induced to tafte it, but found it inltnor 
to tliat of the ligtr. 

“ During the night I heard nollilng 
either of the lion or the whelps, which 
I aferibed to the noify mirth of my la¬ 
vages. 'I'here was another real’on for 
their filence : The male, aftVighted by 
the dangers he had run, availed himfelf 
of the darkntfs of the night to retitc 
with his family, and in the morning, 
when we returned to the chace, we pet - 
ccived the thicket deferted. We c.ni- 
t'iowfly advanced into it, and found 
tlie maiksuidy of the fpoil that had been 

« made 
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made by this hungry family; on all 
lidfs were feen bones lying in hea^s. I 
employed myfelf in tiacing the footlieps 
of the lion and the whelps. The latter 
appeared to have been two in number, 
and at lead equal to my great dog Yager, 
who was as high as my middle. To 
judge of the lion fiom the print of his 
foot, which was one-thiid largei than 
that ot the lioiiels, he inuft have been of 
the largelt liye.” 

This adventure furnillies an additional 
evidence In (.ivoiii of the culloin among 
lavages, fu olt«ndiiputcd, tiding on

There is no 
f])ccies ot tompijfitiun that requires 
greater talle, judgment, and genius, than 
to leh-ft from an inuntnfe vaiiety of ma- 
leiials lueh paiticulais is are inteiefting 
to all tlini.s ami .iges, to ariauge them in 
a cleat ordu-, ami, w'ithcut repetition, 
to involve them, under lubiime and af- 
f'et'Hiiig view's, in one copious and ma* 
ic-llir Irteam oi nairation.

(lances of the writer, whether anonymous 
or fi6Htiou(ly named,that his merit orde-x 
merit is to be determined. Dr. Johnfon 
wrote a great vaiiety of pieces, and, 
among others, fernions, preached, and 
nei^haps,publilhed, bycleigym'en. And 
nc faysj, that “ s man may write at ajl 
times, and in all humours, if he wiR fqt 
doggedly tq work}” that is, roufe his, 
faculties into dqq txerfion : which iscer* 
tainly true ; yet Vaurien confiders. 
anonymous anthors, at lead thole that are 
employed by others, as totally deftiuite 
« of invenitoH ^nd snd as

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as* 

forming mechanical books with me- 
ehanieal pens (See Vol. II. p. 161—. 
164) ; as if fuch writers employed feme 
phyiical power in their workS) and not 
the ufual inftruments and powers of 
thought, the ordinary modes of realbning, 
and the ufual laws of the affociation of 
ideas. Precilelyon the fame ground he 
mieht reprefent as mere machines the 
more renowned Pleaders before Courts 
df Judicature, whofe fubjefts, in genet al, 
arc none of their own chufing. The 
abfurdity ofVaurien in this matter is not 
greater than the petulance of joining a 
Vulgar cry againft men who are forced 
to write for bread ; who may, pofllbly, 
pofiefs as great powers as thofe who write 
for fame. Nay, if what he fays be true, 
that there are perfons in London who can 
write with plaufibllity on any fubjeil, 
** in funfliinc or in rain,” the prefump- 
tion is clearly in favour of the poor and 
laborious writer. 

The ftrithires of Vanricn on this clnfs 
of writers will fall with the lels wcii>ht, 
that it is evident he is not a man of edu¬ 
cation, but unacquainted even with the 
common divlfions of fciencc, as appears 
from his fr.eers at the recommendations 
of a certain wilter in the Reviews of 
the Study of “ Univerfal orpHiLOSo- 
FHICAL GRAM.MAR words which he 
reprefents as “ unintelligible, though 
formidable, confufing, and alarming”(See 
Vol. II. p. 164). Is this bold Critic 
to be informed, that phllofophical gram¬ 
mar, by conneffing words with idi is. 
Ideas with the principles and operations 
of the mind, and thcie again with the 
properties and powers of matter, opens 
to every ingenious and cultivated mind 
a wide and beautiful field of fpeculaticn, 
and gives precifum to the ftyle, as well as to 
the fentimems of an authcr > 'I'he Philofo- 
^hical Inquiry of Mr. Harris on the 
fnbjeft of Univerfal Grammar is gene¬ 
rally known, n.tonly to thoi'e who have 
had the advantage of a libeial and .'clen- 
tific, but even to boys who have received 
what is called a common claiiical educa¬ 
tion. And this fubjeft of philofophical 
GramrttT has, of late, received much 
•ingenious, pleafirg, and fatisfatfory il- 
hmration irt Mr. Horne Tooke’s 
flTiPoivl* i or, Diverfions of Piu ley ; par¬ 
ticularly in his cbfervations on the ab- 
ftrafl meaning of the Particles. 

But we were not, furprifed to find our 


Author, though poflelTed of lively parts, 
and a knowledge of the world, unac¬ 
quainted with the exigence of fuch a 
fcicnce as Philofophical, after perceiving 
his frequent errors againft Englifli Gram¬ 
mar .—Examples : “ Mr. Juftice, vrhd 
[whom] 1 do not name,” Vol, I. p. 17. 
“ She was refolved to vifit two kinds of 
perfons ; firft, thofe ivho flic did know j 
and, fecondly, thofe nuho ftie did not 
know,” Vol. I. p. 269. The nominative 
^L'hri is tiled inftead of theaccufativcwAoffi 
thi< ughout the whole of thefe volumes. 
“ His great foul can «/5K<f receive,” Vol. 
I. p. 29. Meaning “his gieat foul alone 
can receive.” “ While his fever was 
only viftble in his hollow eyes,” Vol 1 . 
p. 103. This would feem to import 
that his fevei might poflibly have been 
77101 e than vilible. But his meaning muft 
doubtJefs be, that his “ fever was vifihJe 
only in his hollow eyes.” “ Except a 
total lgnoiar.ee cf Greek, Charlotte Pen- 
ton was the nymph of his foul,” Vol. II. 
p. 177. Would it be pofliblc for Arif- 
totle himfelf, weie he to rife from the 
dead, or any of his Commentators, to 
make either a logical or grammatical 
arialylis of the above fentence ?—'I'he 
vvriter of thefe Sketches pofl'elfes fancy, 
aciUenefs, and a confideiable knowledge 
of the world. He has alfo read, and 
made excerpts from, a great variety of 
books. 'He i.s', however, very impei- 
fecfly acquainted with the fcieiices, and 
the general principles common to all fei- 
ence. He dies not feem to have h.id the 
advantage of a good education. Though 
a judicious and humorous obferver on 
the w-iy-s of men, he is by no meins fitted 
to deferibe the Literature and Philofophy 
ot the times. We havefaithtr to add, 
that he feems, in very manyl inftances, [f 
we rightly gupfs his allufioris, which arc 
indeed very obvious, to pay morereg.ird 
to the effcfl he wifhes to produce on the 
affeiHons and emotibrs of his reader; 
than either to matter of faff, of candour 
of judgment, Yet,' on the whole, it H 
but jaftite to Vauricn to” fay, that 
though he is no great Critic in either 
Philofophy or Literatuic, and although' 
there is fcarcely any natural bond of con-' 
neihfion between the numerous fafts ani( 
faiuies he has heaped together, he is, 
neverthelefs, an intelligent, enterUinin^' 
and 'inftrnitive writer. • ' <

His education being finilhetl in En- 
gl.ind,he wenltwo voyages to ihcVVclt In¬ 
dies with the highclt cliar.i6fer as a lailor, 
and lervctl with honour as a Midlhipman 
during the dilpufe with Sjiain, on board 
his Majelty’s fli ps the Southampton and 
thcLisard. Uiitortunately tor his friends, 
he perilhed at lea oif the illand of Ja¬ 
maica.

M DIDEROT, and fnme literajy 
• friends, amulLd thcinleives 
with prafflfmg a plealimt artifice upon 
the Marojuii tie Croifmare, one of their 
fbciety, who had lately retired from Paris 
to his Country refidence in N.-rmandy. 
This gentleman, a perfon of lingukur hu¬ 


manity, had intcrefted himfelf confiden- 
hly in the catile of a l^un, who had .ap¬ 
pealed judicially againfl lier vows^ inu* 
which file had been forcetl by her pa»ents. 
"Without having leen her, without know¬ 
ing her name, he went and folicited in her 
favour all the Counfeilors of the Great 

(iVliamber 
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Chamber of the Parliament cf Paris. In 
(i-iite of this generous intcrceflion, the 
imfotlunutt rcduf loll her caulc, and her 
Vows weie a<ijiiJgtd valid. 

In ncaliiug tills whole adventure to 
their minds, the Marquis’s luuary af- 
fcciaies jciolvtd to levive it to their 
own adiantuge. They took it for giant¬ 
ed, that this Unit ha*i hteii fo loitunatc 
as to el'cape fiom her convent; and, in 
conlequtnce, thev made hei wi ite to the 
AIti)qu/i tic Cl ■■.if/, at,, to intieat adill- 
ance and protLy.loii. They employed 
tbcmlelvesattheii7v/;//b;(; e'<, '.midit loud 
burlls of H’lghtei, in toiiipoling tncle 
letters wliich wi re t a make the n/^od Nhir- 
quis weip ; and at thole meetings they 
allb lead, with the fame exprcilions of 
inlith, the kind aiilwei’s which were le- 
tunied bj tiiis geneious and nih 
friend. 

They foon however perceived, that the 
calamities of theii vt'roinf began to inte- 
relt too dcLjily tlnii tender benclarte.i. 
According!) tiny 'adopud the expcdleait 
of taking her oft bydcaih, piefcrring tlic 
tinealinels wliicli he would feel upon this 
event to the certain dang.rot in'.laming 
liis imagination, if Ihe wcie peiinittcd 
longei to luivive. Atiir his ixruin to 
JParis, all the ciicumdances of this roi.- 
Jl'irtuy were unfolded to him. He laugh¬ 
ed, as may be luppoled, at the tuck, and 
the inlsfoi tunes of the peior Uun lei veil 
only to Ifiergti en the lio'ids of fiiend- 
fhip among thole die bad Icit behind. 

It is a lingular circumltance, that if 
the imagination of i\\c Miir.uis tli C'Oif- 
Ktart- was heated hy this plealiuitry, that 
of Diderot, on his part, was no lei's ai- 
dently inflamed. He began to write in 
detail the whole hiftory of the Nun, He 
lias not completeel his work, but dill it 
tnud be allowed to be a pathetic and in- 
terejim^ romance. It contains, however, 
wo-mixture of lo've. It maybe reckoned 
one of the mod fevere fattres on tlotjlen 
that ever was coinpofed ; and, perhaps, 
not the Icfs dangerous, as it feems only 
to fpcak of them with praife. It cannot 
be denied, but, that lik* other fatires, it 
foinetiines exaggerates the evils which it 
would remove, and feldovi places in the 
cppofite fcale the good, which, in what¬ 
ever proportion, is dill to be found in 
every human Ibciety. The chai'ailcr of 
the Superior, Madame Moni, and of Fa~ 
tber Lemome, are indeed both excellent 
in very diflFcrcnt ways, but they are both 
paded over in a hafty and perlun 5 loiy 
manner, while the vicious and fuperHi- 
tious' perfonages of the drama exh|jDi(t 
yOL.XXXI.

They afcrilnd to me ac¬ 
tions and fpceches of whieli I was not 
the author ; they made me itlponfihle lor 
every thing ; anel my life was one conti¬ 
nued icene of leal oi pretended faults, ai d 
of clialfilements. 

“ My health was not proof agaiiifl fo 
long and ieveie trials. I fell into a (t.ite 
ofdeie^fion, f’pleen, and nielancholj. At 
fiilt I had rtcourlc to the altar fni energy 
of mind, and I I'ounef (oina at times. I 
.w.iveied between refignalioii and delpaii; 
ibnielinie-s llibniitting to all iItc rigour of 
my fate, at other times meditating my de¬ 
liverance by violent moans. Thcio was 
u deep well at the b(-ttoiTi of the gai\li.r,.

Lotd Grenville’s amendment was 
then put and agreid to; after which he 
moved that the Committee be appointed 
by ballot.— Carried by a Majority 
of 39. 

TIfURSDAV, MARCH 16 . 

The Earl of Albemarle ride to make 
Iiis promifed motion on the Naval De¬ 
fence of Ireland. His Lordfliip en¬ 
tered into a copious detail of the naval 
operations, as well on the part of the 
enemy as the Hririlli fleets, refpefling 
the attempt on Jrtlatid,lrom the period 
oir the h'renclt fleet (putting Breft, until 
the time of Lord Bridporr’s return lo 
Portfmauth ; and, frim the whole, 
lie argued, tluit ntgki^l and iiiifmanag-.- 
ment on the part ( f tli(- Biitilh, wi.rc 
the caufes why the enemy’s fleet dtd tM't 
fall into our hands, lie concluded by 
niitving, “ That tins Houle do rcfrflvc 
itlelf into a Coinmiitte to incjuiit into 
the meafiircs taken for the protci^lion 
©f Ireland by a naval force, on the late 
attempt of invafion.” 

On the qucftioii being put from the 
Woolfack, 

ban Spencer, in an ar pimcntative 
fpeech of conlidtraolL length, replete 
wjth rantical detail, liitCLfsrully replied 
to rhe No.jIc Earl. He relied with cuii- 
fidence on the deciflon of the Houfe, 
ccnfcions that the whole of what had 
taken place proceeded from enufes out 
of the reacti of human conrroul. IJe 
Uood acquitted to himlelf.—11c could 
not command wliat depended on the 
weather and the elemerii''.—Could any 
perfon be found who could combat and 
coritroul thele irrefifublt opponents, to 
him he would cheerfully relign the 
^iritiai cnicnt of the Britiih Navy, and 
\soulel iijoice at the cirriimitancc . lor 
part, he had made the heft ufe of 
^ the means entriifted to liis hands, and 
CJT'p'oyed them in ftich a manner as a 
.'tnle of duty, and the hifety and honour 

me country, had didi,itetl. 


Lord Hood oppofed the motion, 
which he th'iuL'ht might be produflive 
of much nulclticf, without aiif'vcriiig 
anv w jod luipofc. Inftead of tiufe 
kinds t-f (lifputCi, 'f all pirtiLS would 
cordially unite in uipport tf Govern- 
menr, he had no doubt but that our 
endeavours w’<,iild be rucce-fsful, and that 
we fliould obtain a fafe and honourable 
peace. 

E.itl Fit/,’.' illi.im confidered the in- 
fjuiry as neciflarv, to iaiisty the people 
of Ireland lint the defence of their 
country was not a fecotulaiy confldera- 
tion, and that the lecurity of England 
wa', not fo much [treferred to it, that 
their Ihores were left unprotcdle'd, when 
an attack from an enemy was rcafona- 
bly to be expefted. 

Lord Grenville replied, fo far from 
the fifety of Ireland having been ne- 
gleiVed, It had been the objeifl of parti¬ 
cular attention, 

Earl Carl'fle, Mart^uis of Abercorn, 
Earl Moira, the Duke of Ifedford, and 
the Marquis of Lanfilowne, fuppoired 
the motion. After whicli the Houfe 
divided upon Lord Albemarle’s motion. 
—Contents, 14: Proxy, i ; in all, jj 1 
—Non-Contents, 74 ; Proxies, 20 T in 
all, 94 j Majority, 79. 

TO'KSDAY, MARCH 21. 

Farl Moira lofe to bring forw'ard a 
motion on the fate of Irel.ind. He fet 
Lut with atimirting the apparent delica¬ 
cy of tlic (jueflion, and with anticipat¬ 
ing the various ohjeftions which might 
be urged agHiift Ills p-opofuion ; he 
allowed the jiropriety of the feparatc 
and indcpe'ndeitt Lti^iflaturts of both 
kingdoms adliering to liic eonliitutional 
bounds prefcribtd to them in particu- 
l.ir cafes, anil was aware of llit allow¬ 
able jealoufy winch, on fuch occalions, 
fliould be- entertained by either ; but 
fiicli a lint of rcnfoning could not apply 
to the prefeiit occafion. He contended 
that, when an urgent necclfity aroft, 
w hen circiitnftaiicts took place in which 
the general I’afcty or Welfare of both 
kingdoms were involved, it was proper, 
11 was necciTary, tliat cither the one or 
tlie other fliould boldly flep forward, 
and, witli manly opcnnefs,avow its fen- 
timcnts in fuch a manner as to evince to 
the public the purity of its motives, and 
that It was on great and obvious grounds 
of public utility alonethat its interference 
was cjflered. His Lordfliip then moved, 

That an humble Addrefs be prefent- 
ctl to li.s M«JeIly, imploring his patcr- 
qgl and benevolent mtetveniton to re¬ 
medy 
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inedythe difcontcnts which unhappily 
prevail in hikMajefty’s kingdom of Ire¬ 
land, and threaten fenoufly toaffeiftthe 
deareft intcrefts of thcBritilh Empire.” 

On the qucllion being put. 

Lord Grenville rofe.—His Lordlhip 
began by regretting the abfence of his 
Noble and Learned Friend (the Chan¬ 
cellor), from whofe experience and abi¬ 
lities their Lordlhips would receive 
much alliltance. He imagined that the 
Noble Earl who brought forward the 
motion might conceive he had very 
ftrong grounds to proceed on,or he would 
not have urijed their Lordflrips to en¬ 
tertain I'lich a very objeftionabic propo- 
lition ; a propofition whicla would in 
etFt£l: go to violate the folenin conrraft 
made between the LcgiAators I'f Great 
Britain and Ircl.md, to tear al'iiiider the 
bonds of union between the two coun¬ 
tries, and to ftrike at tbc very founda¬ 
tions of the Britifh Empire. His Lord- 
Ihipdcenied the propol'cd call upon his 
Majelly to be ab leaft highly fuper- 
fluous j there was no need of impleiring 
his paternal intervention ; the whole 
tenor of his condufl towards Ireland 
Ihewed there was no ncctllity for urg¬ 
ing him. Rcl’pe^f mg the fubjeft of the 
reparation of the Legilhtive Powers of 
the two countries, and ronfiiming the 
iiuiepcndt nce of tliatofireland,liisl/a d- 
lliipwtnc into un hiftoric.il detail. The 
biifinefs was full taken iij) about 14. 
years ago, and he recited the dilFercnt 
tonceffions winch were iirulc with this 
vitw, in the order in which they took 
place the rcnunciati'm of I'.cre' ins 
on tile part of Grtat Pm ii un, the-repeal 
of the 6th of George 1 . anti th.e iiih- 
le'pient indulgences wliich were gr.uii- 
td to the Irifh in iiiatteis of C’onfliciition- 
alandconiineici iliegiilaiion; ihefe were 
granted to that nation by the inofl iblenui 
Adts of the Britilh Parliament, and 
againft all ihel’t, he mull contend, the 
Noble Earl’s propofition diredlly mili¬ 
tated. On this ground it was that he 
pnftipally oppofed it, and he would 
trouble their Lordfhips no farther than 
to fay, he deemed it his duty to give the 
motion his clccidcd negative. 

Earl Fitzwilliam fpoke in favour of 
the motion. He coniideied theprefen',: 
as a cafe of exigency afiedling the 
deareft interefts of both countries, and 
in which no impropriety could obtain in 
the Legiftaturc of the one addrefling 
their common Sovereign to intcrpolc 
and remedy thofe grievances which lo 
Ijeiioufly threatened both. 


TheEarl of Liverpool exprefTed hit de-' 
cided difapprohation of the Motion. He 
confidcrcd the adoption of-it asditeAly 
trenching upon the Legiflative indepen. 
dcncc of Irehand, as it was clearly a 
nutter of interii.il regulation. 

TheMarquisof Lanfduwne fupported 
the Motion, 

The Queftion being called for, the 
^Toufe divided on Lord Moira’s motion. 
Contents, zo i Proxies, i—Non-Con- 
tents,71 ; Proxies, 20. M.ajority againft 
the motion, 71. Adjourned. 

THUKSDAV, MAaCH 23. 

The Earl of Oxford rofe to make Uia 
promifed motion for a Ncgociation for 
peace.—He prefaced it with a very 
fliort Addrtfs, iii which he referred, in 
genera! terms, to what he alledged to 
lie the diftreffed fituation of the coun¬ 
try, and the ncccflity that exifted for a 
Ipcedy pacification, in order to fave it. 
—He jlfocenfurcd the condudl of Mi¬ 
ni fters with regard to the late NeguFu- 
tinn for peace, and contended for their 
infiiiceiity on the occafioii ; at the ffime 
time, he infilled on the f.nccrity and 
eariitll wiflus of the Frencli t 3 o- 
vcrnincnt to terminate the Ncgociwion 
amicably.—He then moved an Addrtfs 
to his Majelly, of confiderable Iciijjth, 
ain.1 embracing a varie'y of topics.—'jfhe 
leading features of the propofition weie 
to the following cft'cel:—The fitualioa 
of the country was let forth as cnibar- 
ralfcd 111 fucli a manner, that the l'pci;dy 
rclloratiou of peace was elfentidl to its 
prefcrvatioii and welfare. The general 
bad conduct of Minillers was infilled 
oil, and particularly in the aftair of the 
lorte negociati m for peace, in which 
tlicir inlinccri'.y was onvioi”;. At che 
fame tirm, the good-wiflies of the 
French Directory for peace were no Infs 
evident; and thefc points were illuftriit- 
ed by copious quotations. The pro- 
pofed Addreis then referred to Conflicu- 
tional topics, and urged the propriety <lf 
rclloring to Enghfliincn the ancient and 
free Conftitution of their country, as ttie 
beft means of infuring permanent prof- 
perity. Above all, the ncccflity of 
peace was iiififted on, and his Majcfty 
was implored to order fteps to be taken 
towards accelerating thefc de/irable 
ends, See. 

On the queftion being put, 

Lord Grenville ohferved, iliat it was 
totally uuneceflary to reply in any detail 
to the very extraordinary firing of pro* 
pofuions theur Loidlhins had juft heard./ 

Wity 
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With refpeft to the prominent feature 
in the motion—that which rtfpc< 5 i:etl the 
Ne^ociatiun for peace, it was a fubjeft 
which the Houfe had recently difculTed, 
and roSemnly decided. In this view he 
would move, that the Addrefs of their 
Lorddiips on that occafion, namely, of 
the 30 th of December lad, be read : tliis, 
heoblerved, contained every necefTary 
argument againft that part of the mo¬ 
tion ; and it would be fecn, that, fo fir 
from the Negociation being terminated 
by this country, it w^s infolenMv and 
abruptly broken off by the Government 
of Fiance.

'.The Duke of Norfolk rofe.—lie ob- 
fert «d, that the circurnftancc td their 
Loidfhips having come to fuch a deci- 
fion, even allowing it to have been una- 
nini-ous and juft, was certainlv no rca- 
fon why they fhould nor conlider and 
dclifc'cratc upon the fubjett again v hen 
occation requiicd. lie fonttndei!, t'.iat 
the i ufi iccTiry of Minihers was appa- 
rent ; and he had no hojie of an aoe- 
<]uatc peace, until the ntg' c anon I'f it 
was cntrulUd to abler and u ifer perlciib. 
He reprobited the idea of making tije 
ceffioii of Belguiin by France a (;ua 
non in the Negociation : if that was in- 
filled u pun, we never fliould nave peace. 

The Earl of Morton faicl, lie deemed

hjjGH price of butchers meat. 
Mr. Mainwaring rofe to make his 
promifed motion on this fubje£l. It ap¬ 
peared, that the high price of meat was, 
in a great degree, owing to the pra^itices 
of jobbers, who went round the coun¬ 
try to buy up large quantities of cattle, 
which were afterwards jobbed again 
from them, and fomeiimes went through 
three or four hands before they reached 
the market. The laft of thefe jobbera 
fent them to London, with a flxed price 
on their heads, contrary to the praAice 
of the grazier, who would fell them for 
the price of the day It was in evidence 
before the Committee laft Sefiions, that 
one of thefe jobbers had gamed in the 
. N n fpring 
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fpring of 1795 00 lefs than toool. and 
tiiere were a variety of inftances where 
they had cleared other eonriderablefutnt. 
^ore recently they had gone into the 
further pra£l:ice of buying up lean cattle 
from the breeders, and (eliing them 

again to the graziers-The carcafe 

butchers alfo, inftead of purchafing cat¬ 
tle in bmithfieldf met them at the dif- 
tance of fome miles, and piirchafed half 
the fupply intended for the London 
market. Smithfield market was thus 
made to appear thin. Jt might be faid 
that there were already laws to prevent 
this; but the prefent mode of prolecution 
was fo expcnfivfs and dilatory, it fub> 
jedied a complainant to fo much attend¬ 
ance, lirft, before a Grand Jury, and 
then at the Affizei, that tiffenders were 
feldom fued, nor had they in general 
known houfes at which they could be 
found. The Houfe would, of courfe, 
be very cautious when they were called 
upon to interfere with any trade; but 
they would be alfo careful to cherift the 
labouring clalTes, which were the true 
fupporters of our national importance 
and wealth. The report was then read; 
after which Mr. Mainwaring moved for 
leave to bring in a Bill for more cffec. 
tually preventing the foreflalling, en. 
grofling, and regrating of live cattle. 

Mr. Alderman Combe feconded the 
motion. 

Leave was given, and Mr. Main- 
yvaringand Mr. Alderman Combe were 
ordered to bring in the Bill. 

The order of the day being read for 
the commitment of the Quakers Bill, 
Mr. Pierrepoint objefted to the Speak¬ 
er’s leaving the Chair the Bill, which 
he had maturely confidered, being, in 
his opinion, fraught with dangerous 
conrequenccs. 

Mr. Serjeant Adair thought that all 
the objeAions to the Bill might be re¬ 
moved in the Committee. He then went 
oyer ki* former arguments in defence 
of it. 

The Solicitor General repeated his 
obje^iqns, contending that the Bill went 
to pick' the pocket of one man, to re¬ 
lieve the pretended fcruples of another’s 
confcience.' 'J^hc coufetentious part of 
the Quaker^, whom he much efieemed, 
did not dcfirc the Bill. 

Mr. JeSerys, of Poole, faid a few

The Order of the Day for taking the 
Reports of the Committee of Secrecy 
into eonfideration being read. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer ob« 
ferved, that the Reports related .to two 
particular accounts; one, the compe¬ 
tency of the Funds to defray the out- 
fianding engagements of the Bank; and 
the other, the necelfity of-continuing 
and confirming the Order of Council on 
the i6th of February lail. In regard to 
an enquiry in Parliament, he conudered 
it as a proper and neccITary tncarure,be. 
caufe tne Houfe and the Public would 
thereby have an opportunity of feeing, 
that it was not without a due fenfe of thb 
necelTity, that Government had fuf- 
pended the further payments of the 
Bank in fpecic, bteaufe, if the Bank 
had cafh enough to alfift the public, it 
was impoiiiblc that their ultimate fecu- 
rity ihould not be edabliihed on clear 
grounds. He Ihould take the general 
fenfe of the Houfe on the necelfity of 
continuing the reftriftion; and after¬ 
wards, he Ihould wilh to have the real 
lituation and refources of the country 
enquired into; the preflure of the pre- 
fent burdens, and the probable cffe6hi 
of new ones; the mcafures mod impor- 
tant for (he prefervation of the pubiio 
fafery, and the effect: of the meafures 
hitherto adopted. He was felicitous for 
a Arm and candid invcdigaiion into all 
thefe fubje£is; and having fo declared 
himfelf, he concluded by fub'mitcing his 
firft motion, “ Th-it it bean InftruAion 
to the Chairman of the Committee to 
move the Houfe for leave to bring in a 
Bill to confirm the reftri£tions impofed 
by an Order of Council of the 26th of 
February lad on the payment of fpecic 
by the Bank for a limited time.” 

Mr. Fox began by dating, that he 
could not coincide in the meafute pro-

iil> which he termed not only a breach 
of faith, but an aft of robbery, pro¬ 
ceeded to fiate his objeftions to the ap¬ 
pointment of a Secret Committee to en¬ 
quire into the caufet of the neceility. 
He declared he (hould oppoie going into 
a Secret Committee by ballot, convinced 
as he was, from the experience of many 
years, that a Committee of that kind 
was the fame as if aftually appointed by 
the Minifter. 

Sir J. Sinclair objefted to th: word 
ctnfirm, as tending to give a Icgiflative 
fanftion to the Order of Council 

Mr. Pitt explained, that nothing more 
was meant by the word, than to give a 
legal force and credit to a meafure 
which the Committee had declared to 
be necelTary. 

The quedion, ** that leave be given 
to bring in the Bill,'' was then put and 
carried without a divilion.

THE BANK. 

Mr. Sheridan, in conformity to no¬ 
tice, brought forward his motion on the 
affairs of the Bank. In a fpeech of con- 
fiderable length, he entered upon a ge¬ 
neral review of the relative fituation of 
the Bank to Government and the Pub¬ 
lic; commented on the reports of the 
Committee, on which he founded his 
motion ; pointed out the critical Hate of 
public credit; deprecated a forced paper 
currency, which he confidered as the 
prelude to national infolvency, and as 
an opiate in a fever; and concluded by 
moving as a relblution, ** That it is the 
opinion of the Houfe, that immediate 
ilepsoughtto be taken tncnablcGovcrn- 
ment to'difeharee the fum ofi i,686,oooL 
or a part due from it to the Bank." 

Mr. Grey feconded the motion. 

Mr. Pitt very ably replied to the ar¬ 
guments of the Hon. Gentleman, and 
concluded with moving the previous 
queftion. 

Mr. Sheridan explained, as did Mr. 
Pitt.

Mr. HarrUbn called the attention of 
t^e Houfe to a fubjedl of no fmall inte- 
feft and importance tu the country, at a 
period When the public expenditure fo 
lar exceeded the income that there ap- 
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peared hardly a poflibilitv of fupporting 
any longer the accumulated burden to 
which this calamitous war had gireh 
rife. The public burdens, he faid, were 
not merely occalioned by the war ex¬ 
penditure; they were materially in- 
creafed by the ere£liun of new offices; 
and the profufion and prodigality of Mi- 
nillers in every department, fOr the be¬ 
nefit of their latelUtes and dependants. 
This prodigality oug|ic to aroufe the 
jealoufy and indignation of the Guar¬ 
dians of the Public Purfe. If theprefent 
fyftem of corrupt influence was nob 
checked quietly within the walls of this 
Houfe, it would be done tumultuoufly 
without. By that new-fangled monffer 
called Confidtncey the offspring of a too- 
confiding Houfe of Commons, were the 
difeuifionsand deliberations-of the Houfe 
influenced, and to this endue influence 
was to be aferibedthat train of accumu¬ 
lated burdens which were fo grievoufly 
felt by the country. He then mention¬ 
ed a few places and fees, not amounting 
to any conliderabie fum, which he wifh- 
ed to be applied to public purpofes; 
among them were the (alary or the third 
Secretary of State, which he dated ac 
5000I. a year, and certain fees, ariling 
from Contingent Bills in the War De- 

E artment, amounting to about 550,000!. 

le animadverted on the profliga^ of 
Adminiftration, and the'diflrefles ofthd 
Public from the confequent accumula¬ 
tion of taxes, and concluded by moving, 
as a refolution, “ That the extent of 
fupplies voted to Government fince 
the commencement of the war, and 
the enormous increafe of taxes upoh 
the people, made it incumbent upon 
the Houfe to enquire. Whether fome 
alleviation of their burdens may not 
produced by the abolition of certain 
hiperduous offices, penfions, and ex¬ 
orbitant fees, and iikewife what fat¬ 
ing may accrue from an oeconomical 
reform in the public expenditure.'’ 
Lord W. RulTel feconded the motion. 
Mr. Pitt, after alluding to fome irre¬ 
levant obfervations made by the mover 
and feconderof the motion, remarked, 
that the mover appeared to have two 
different objefts in view ; the firft rela¬ 
tive to the making retrenchments, and 
correfting profufion in the etlablifhed 
offices of Government, and in flnecuro 
places and penflonS—the fecond to an 
enquiry into the ftate of the national ex¬ 
penditure, and propofing a check on the 
expences of the ftate. This latter was 
already bomprehended in n refolation 
N n A whkh 
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trhich had paiTed the Houfe, to enquire 
into the finances of the country, and to 
confider of the mod pra£licibfe means 
fur obtaining a diminution of the public 
cxpenditul'e. “ The Hon. Gentleman 
means to include in the inveftigatiun 
which he propofes, fubjcAs of the moft 
cxtenfive and complicated nature. He 
wilhrs to embrace all the ordinary and 
extraordinary expences of the different 
. bianchc' of Government. He extends 
bis enquiry into the dilbarfements of 
Army, Navy, and even public eftablifh- 
ments. 1 am ready to admit (Cud Mr. 
Pitt) that as far as this prupofuiun goes, 
it forms a iubjeA worthy the ronndera- 
tion of the Houfe ; and the magnitude 
of it appears to be fuch, that no man 
can lay what will be the eSe£f of ir, or 
to what particular mealurcs it may lead. 
Yet, the Hon.Gentleman in bringing be¬ 
fore tlf Houle confiderationS of fuch 
cxtenfive views, and of fuch high im¬ 
portance, adopts a very fingiilar mode 
of proceeding. He does not think pro¬ 
per to offer matters, fo momentous and 
Complicated in their reUtions, in a di- 
reft manner, to Parliamentary difeuf- 
fion ; but Halts them as the objeft of a 
collateral enquiry, and introduces them 
immediately after his motion for re- 
tr. nchment in the offices of Govern¬ 
ment. But certainly the Hon. Gentle¬ 
man will not deny that there is an extreme 
difference htiwtcn both oljcfts; for 
the check which he propoles on the 
public expences very much exceeds iii 
importance that reform which Ik wilh- 
.:s (hould take place in the ellablilhmcnt 
and Hilaries of public offiies. The dif- 
tinftiuo between thcfc two ohjefts being 
lo evident, as the latter does not form 
any part whatever of the propofitioij 
totmerly lubmittcd to the Houf; by the 
Hon. Gentlem.in, nor of the notice 
which he g<ve of hi» nioiioii of this 
niglit, 1 mull conluli r the manner of 
introducing it not only irregular, but 
inadequate to the magnirude of the en¬ 
quiry winch he propofes to cHablilh. I 
allb think itntcifl*ry to remind Gtn- 
ilemen, that the objefts which it com- 
prebends form the grounds of my mo¬ 
tion for the appointment of the Com¬ 
mittee which has this night been chofen 
, ballot. I Hated in general terms, 
revious to my bringing forward that 
cion, the various points to which the 
ention of the Commttce was to be di¬ 
aled } but .1 could not, until 1 AP- 
ted TMa r Committee, proceed 
in a fpecitic manner, each of 



thofe points. I therefore only 
that it was my wilh and delire to move, 
as an indruftion to the Committee, 
that, after enquiring into and al’cer- 
taiuing the whole Hate of the finances 
of the country—after reviewing the 
whole amount of the debt which had 
been incurred during the war—after 
inveHigating the provifiuns which had 
been made to meet it—after confider'ng 
the probable amount of the total ex- 
pence of public fcrvicc for the whole of 
the year 1797, and the lums now appli- 
pltcaiile to defraying it; the Committee 
lliould exercife a full power in forming 
and digciting a plan for comptrolling 
the public expenditure, and to enquire 
and report upon the bell and moft prac¬ 
ticable means of obtaining a diminution 
thereof. 1 therefore am not a little 
I'urprized, after Hating thefe meafures 
in general terms—meafures which have 
been landlioned by the unanimous con¬ 
currence of the Houfe, in coniequence 
of the appointment of* the Committee 
for the profelTed and acknowledged con- 
fideiarion of thofe very objefts, that the 
Hon. Gentleman Ihould now bring for¬ 
ward a motion to the fame end, and 
without any previous notice what¬ 
ever. ’ 

After rcafoning with much ingenuity 
and efTeft on the juftice and propriety 
of the offices under confidcration, Mr. 
Pitt called the attention of the Houfe to 
the reduftion that had already been 
made, and the favings that had been 
m.ide iii'conl'cqucuce. Under this no. 
tion of an economical reform in 1781, 
and a fulifequent enquiry bv the Trea- 
fury, 278 offices had been aboliflied, and 
the expences reduced from 171,000!. to 
6o,oool. The falariesof ihe Exchequer 
Office had been materially reduced, as 
had the Auditors of Imprefs. The 
favings from thefe were nearly 6o,oool. 
The Penfion Lift bad been reduced 
fince 1787 above 48,000!. and during the 
fame period Sinecures in the Cuftoms 
to the amount of 1 {o, the cxpencc of 
which was io,6Sol. had beenlupprelTed. 
In the Excife there was a laving of 
nearly la.oool. and Lotteries, &c. were 
under fuch regulation as prevented cor¬ 
rupt influence. 

To afeercain the ftace of the expen¬ 
diture compared with the income, was 
a fair fubjeft of ih^eftigation. Cunvtn- 
ced as he was, that any attempt at en¬ 
quiry, with a view to the produftion of 
an efficient refource from the materials 
propofed, would eud ia difap{lointment, 

I 
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h« fliould more the previous queftion, 
not wiihiiig to preclude the Houfc from 
cn(|U!ry, ihuuid it afterwards be judged 
expedient. He accordingly moved 
the previous queRioa. 

Mr. Sheridan fupported the original 
motion j he admitted, there were many 
Offices that were not overpaid, but there 
were a very great number that called 
either for abolition or reformation. He ob- 
fervcdjtheGentleman oppofitt to him had 
laces to the amount of io,oool. per.ann. 
lit allowed he was very active fervant 
of the public. The Minifter bimfelf 
alfo had a finccure, and undoubtedly 
dcfervtd it, for having brought the 
country into its prefent happy and prof- 
perous firuation. Adverting to the 
number i-f Peers created by the prefent 
AdniiniRration, 160, he cenfiiied it as 
a lavifli dillribution of Mini(len<il Fa¬ 
vours. 

Mr. Rofe faid, that of the offices enu¬ 
merated by Mr. Sheridan, there were 
three whicn he did not at prefent hold, 
and one which he never poffeircd. To 
the fituacion of Clerk or the llmife of 
Lords he was appointed in conlequence 
of an Aildrefs of the Houfe of Peers to 
his M-ijefty. His falary as Secretary to 
the Treafury was rightly dated at 3200I. 
a year, which was joool. a year lefs than 
any of his predeceffbrs. 

Mr.VVyndham confidercd the motion 
in a ridiculous point of view, and cx- 
prelTcd his indignation at any petty fyf- 
tem forfavingthe ends of farthing can¬ 
dles and the parings of cheefe ! 

Mr. Fox faid, the finecures alluded to 
in the motion were merely the power 
of holding*nominal places under Go¬ 
vernment, without a plea af neceility 
or the fan^ton of a grant from the Crown. 
Mr. Burke's reform did nut confine it- 
felf to a fubjedt of one or ten thoufand 
pounds. Its objcA was the faving of 
millions. He lamented that Mr. B. had 
aiTociUted with and fupported an ad- 
mintdration condicuted on principles 
dire£Hy oppodte to thofe maintained in 
mod or his own books—He contended 
that had it not been for the fupport Mi- 
niders received from perfons holding 
finccure places, the date of France 
would never have been fo formidable as 
to havedidrefled this country with fcch 
heavy calamities; had it not been for the 
influence of the Qrown, France would 
not have podelTed Belgium, Holland, or 
Italy.—With regard to the argument 
that the influence of Parliament could 
in contradiction to its feutiments, he 
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had the authority of Mr.^ Burke, whp 
in one of his late pamphlets had aflerted 
that, the minority fpoke the fentiments 
of the majority. Alluding to Mr, 
Wyndham and others who had feceded 
from their former connexionifFhe faidf 
he was convinced, fuch as quitted their 
friends, and fwerved from the principica 
to which they were formerly attached, 
knew not their own motives. Their 
views of ambition end in reducing them 
to a dateofinfufficiency andindifcretion. 
Tbcfe feceffions of perfons from their 
edablithed connections created a jea- 
louly in the minds of the people that 
was pregnant with public mifchicf. 
Howe'er he and his friends might be 
dtfirous to be employed as odenfible 
agents of the country, he wifhed the 
prefent motion might pafs, in order to 
p'ovf to the people, that the view of 
poflelfing H place was not merely that 
of emolument ; on this principle ha 
widied to dedroy the exidence of fine- 
cure places. 

Mr. Rofe, in fome warmth, obferved, 
that Mr. Fox, who had diifipated hta 
own fortune, was not, he thought, the 
mod proper advocate for public econo¬ 
my. 

Mr. Fox in reply obferved, that Mi- 
niders in their wilh to infulthim on his 
having fpent his own fortune, were not 
angry for his having diifipated it, but 
for not having been mean enough to re¬ 
pair it. 

Some warm words paffed between 
Mr. Fox and Mr. Role, as to the re- 
verfions held by both of them. Mr. 
Fox fjid, fcveral Exchequer and other 
offices, after the lives of she prefent pof- 
ftfforSf ought to be abolilhed.

It was his intention, he faid, to move 
that the refolutions fliould be taken in¬ 
to confideration at a future period, and, 
in the interval, that they Ihould be 
printed. He concluded by moving eight 
Refolutions, of which the following is 
the fubftancc. 

t. It is the opinion of this Committee, 
that it is expedient th’it his Majefty’s 
printer, inftead of ziz6 copies of AAs, 
as he now prints, be authorifed and di- 
reAed to print 3550^ copies of every 
public A 61 , 200of every public local fiCt 
(including Road, CanalAfts, &c.), and 
zf'o of every private A£t. The fecond 
and third Refolutions related merely ro 
the mode of dtftribuiing thofe public 
and private A6ls through the medium of 
the Poft Office. The fourth enjoins the, 
Chief Magifirates of tbwns corporate, 
Scotch boioughs, and Sheriffs of coun¬ 
ties, on receiving thofe copies, to pre- 
ferve them for public ufe, and tranfmit 
them to their fucceifors in office. The 
fifth charges the parties interefted in the 
preferutmn and event of private bills 
to tranfmit the copies to the Magiftrates 
in their refpc6tivediftri£ts, without any 
additional charge to the p&blic. The 
fixth directs the King’s printer to ftate 
the gentivl heads of the ftatutes, to¬ 
gether with the general fubiiance of 
each Aft. . The feventh provides that 
the duration of any temporary law be 
expreffed in the title of the Bill, and as 
the end of it, and no where clfe. And 
the eighth enjoins, that all Aatutes in¬ 
tended to be revived (ball be included 
in one Bill, deferibing the ftatutes re's 
Ipeftively } and thofe of a temporary 
nature in another Bill, deferibing the 
precife duration and continuance. 

The Houfe refumed, the Chairmafl 
brought up the Report^ and the Refo« 
lutions were ordered to be taken for-s 
ther into eunflderathin this day fe’ii* 
night. 

The other Orders being difpofed of, 
the Houfe adjourned.

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WIDKESDAV, MARCH 11. 

Sir John Sinclair rofe to fubroit the 
tiotioehe had given of his intention to 
ptupofe a meaftre for the cultivation of 
wafte and other lands. It was unnecef- 
(ary, he remarked, to dwell on the im¬ 
portance of a lubjeti fo intimately don- 
ne£ied with the profpcriiy of the coun, 
try If it had been adopted when re¬ 
commended by the Board of AgricuU 
ture, he afferted, that we Ihould not now 
be fuffering fo much from a national ca- 
iamity. In 1795, and the following 
year, no lefs than a million quarters of 
foreign wheat had been imported at the 
expence of 3,000,0001. fterling, which 
contributed in a great degree to the pre- 
fent fcarcity of coin.—He concluded by 
requeuing Gentlemen to give the fub, 
iea the moft ferious attention, and mov¬ 
ed, That a Committee be appointed to 
take into confidcration the molt effec¬ 
tual means of promoting the cultivation 
and improvement of Wafte Lands, Con*, 
mon Arable Fields, Common Meadows, 
&c. within this kingdom. 

The motion paffed, and a Committee 
was appointed. 

Mr. Keene moved, That an humble 
Addrefs be prefented to his Majefty, re¬ 
queuing a lift of the number of French 
prifoners in Great Britain, and how 
they were difpofed of j alfo an account 
of the number o1 foreigners who have 
come into this country, from the ill of 
May 1792, and now refident therein, 
diftingmlhing the laity and clergy, and 
the number of each rcfptflively. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas faid, that Go- 
vcriimeiii were now ufmg their utmoft 
diligence to afeertain the number i and 
when the examination was completed, 
he had no objedlioii to lay before the 
Iloufe the refult of their refcarches. 

The Houfc having refolved itfelf in¬ 
to a Committee on the Bank Indemnity 
Bill, and the Claufe for indemnifying 
the Bank for having ftopt payment be- 
ing read, 

Mr. Fox faid, he could not confifnt.to 
a claufe of this nature, as he copfidcred 
obedience to the Order of Council, on 
the part of the Bank, as culpable rather 
than meritorious, The intimate con- 
nedtion that fubfifted between Govern¬ 
ment and the Bank, made him extreme¬ 
ly jealous in giving his cunfent to put 
the latter more under the controul of 
the former. If the rumour were true, 
there \yould be an xnd of jnublic credit- 


The rumour h« alluded to was, that iht 
Bankers had gone to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, requefting his interfe-' 
rence with the Bank for more liberal 
difeounts.—He urged the danger of 
making the King's Minifters the medi¬ 
um of accommodation at the Bank, and 
fepiefented the interference of the hand 
of power as incompatible with the ftabU 
lity of public credit, and repugnant ta 
the principles of the Conftitution. Re¬ 
probating, as he did, the interference of 
Minifters, he Ihould give bis negative to 
the claufe. 

Mr. Pitt contended, that the Report 
of the Committee was fufticient autho¬ 
rity for contirming the Order, and the 
indemnity was ncccffary to relieve the 
Bank from the penalties for their obe¬ 
dience to that Order. As to the inter¬ 
ference fo much reprobated by the Ho¬ 
nourable Gentleman, he adinuted that 
the Bankers had communicated to him 
the neccifity of a fupply of caih for the 
accommodation of thiir cuftomers, and 
that he had ufed what influence he pof. 
feffed as an individual, to further their 
views. He urged the propriety of agree¬ 
ing to the claufe. 

Mr. Pollen was for delaying the paf- 
fingof the Bill until the Secret Commit¬ 
tee brought up their Report. 

The Solicitor General entered into a 
general defence of the claufe. 

Mr. Sheridan attacked the claufe in 
detail.—If the Committee adopted this 
claufe without inquiry, they eftablilhed 
this pernicious principle, that the Bank 
are bound to obey, and that they are 
Cure of indemnity. He faid, he could 
not conceive it polHblc te make Bank¬ 
notes a legal tender on the part of the 
Bank, without extending the regulation 
to the whole clafs of Bankers alfo. 

Colonel Wood, the Attorney Gene¬ 
ral, and others, fpoke ; after which, the 
claufe was agreed to without a divilion. 

The Committee next proceeded to the 
difculfioo of the reftriflive claufe,which, 
after the adoption of a variety of amende 
ments, was agreed to. 

Qn account of the latenef^pf the hour, 
and the difculfion which was likely to 
arife'on the filling up of the blanks, it was 
tnoved, that the Chairman Ihould re¬ 
port progrefs, and afit leave to fit again 
on the refumptton pf the Houfe. Leave 
was given accordingly. 

Mr. Fox faid, he had np objedion te 
make way for the difcuIltonoC the Bank

TheHoufe having relblved itfelf into 
a Committee, to take into confidcration 
the Petiti.in from the Debtors in Lan- 
ca(\er Cafile, 

Colonel Stanley faid, the objedl of 
hie motion was to iuercafe the allowance 
to perfona charj'ed in execution for debt, 
tinder the ad Geo. II. irom foiirpcnce 
to fixpence a day. He tlurtfote moved, 
as a Refoluii >t', that leave be given to 
bring in a Bill to amend part of an AA 
of the zd Geo. 11 . for the rcli'-f of per- 
(bns confined for debt. 

The Report was brought up, and leave 
given in conformity to the Refoliition. 

Mr. Fox rofe to make a motion re- 
fpeAing the Hate of Ireland. He ob- 
lervcd, that the bulineCs he had to bring 
before the Huufe was not only of gnat 
importance, but likewife 'f great ur- 
genev, on account of the diftraAedcim 
dition of the fifter kingdom. He en¬ 
tered into a detail of the circumftances 
that led to thefc diCcontents, the caufes 
of which were Ht fubjefts of inveftiga- 
lion : Firft, the lloiife ought to enquire 
how far the people of Inland have had 
the benefit of the conedfions that had 
been made i fccondly, whether meafures 
had been taken to allay the difcontents 
among the Roman Catholics, who con. 

• ftttuted fivc-fixrhs of the people of Ire. 
land ; and thirdly, to inquire into the 
cauf'.s of the difcontents m the north of 
Ireland. The general diflati faAion he 
Bfcribi.d to the caUrnitics brought on 
by the war, iq which the interefts of 
the people were not confultcd, and to 
their conftituttonal grievances. Ireland, 
he laid, had not a Legrtlaturc even vir¬ 
tually reprtfenttng the people, and 
thev had as little iharc in the Govern- 
rretit as the fubjeAs of the moft arbi¬ 
trary Monarch. The conceptions that 
had been made, he contended from a 
variety of fa As, had not produced an 
independence on die Mintfiers and Ca> 

, b net of this country; it had only pre¬ 
cluded the contruul of the Legiflature. 

He took a rapid review of their politi¬ 
cal hiftory from its dependence on this 
country, traced their progrifs to civili- 
Ration and comparative freedom, and af> 
ferced, that the reprefentation was fo 
conduced, for purpofes of emolument 
and corruption, at to bear only a faint 
relcmblaacc te tke te^reieDtation of this 


country, with all iti abufeS (abd fla¬ 
grant they were), though they proAfs 
tooe eflanlithed on fimilar principles. < 

We were now, he faid, in a flate fl. 
milarto the period of 1774, when we 
were to govern America by force, or 
make conceflions. He related a variety 
of occurrences which preceded the Ame¬ 
rican War, fimilar to thofe that have ta¬ 
ken place in Ireland. The proclama¬ 
tion, for infiance, for difafming the in. 
habitants of MalTachufet's Bay, to the 
proclamation lately iiTued by General 
Lake at Belfafi, and the difpulition of 
the French to aid them in their rcfifiance 
to rfic Government of Great Britain j 
though Government might difarrn, ex¬ 
perience proved their inability to keep 
the people difarmed. 

He hoped, that on fo urgent an occa- 
fion, no objeAions would be taken in 
point of form. The neceifity cf the in- 
terft.rtnce ought to fupirfede all Confi- 
derations of this nature. Heennduded 
by moving, “ That in humble Addrefs 
be prefented to his Majcfiy. praying 
that he would be gracioully pleafed to 
take into his royal confuleration the di- 
flurbed ilate of Ireland, and to adopt 
fuch lenient meafures as may tend to 
refiore tranquillity, and conciliate the 
afFi Aions of his Irifli fubjtiU.” 

Sir F. Burdett fecon^ed the motion. 

Mr. Pitt objeAed to the motion, on 
the ground that the Legifiaiure cf this 
country, having abdicated the power of 
enforcing any requifition by nur autho¬ 
rity, wc could not confiituiionally inter¬ 
fere with an independent Legiflature. 
Befidcs, the motion was, in his opinion, 
nugatory, as it went to advife his Ma- 
jefiy to extend his paternal regard to the 
fifier kingdom ; a circumfiance which 
he had never ceafed to do during a 
long and happy reign. 

Lord Wycombe, Mr. W. Smith, Mr. 
Courtenay, and Mr. Hobhoiife, (poke 
in favour of the motion ; and Lord 
Hawkclbury, Lord F. Campbell,, and 
Colonel Fullarroii, againil it.

In conlequencc of the two frigates 
lying at St. Martin’s, I iniincdtately 
Ordered the Belluna and Invincible to 
St. Kite's, and diredled Capt. VVilfon to 
obtain fuch information as was neceffa- 
tv at that ill.ind, and then proceed co¬ 
wards St Martin’s and Anguilla, ufing 
his beft endeavours to take or deAroy 
the French frigates and protedt the 
iiland of Anguilla ; and he failed the 
fame evening on that fcrvice. 

Captain Barton having referred me 
to Lieutenant Sr. Clair, whom he de¬ 
tached in a DaniAi fchoon'er with his 
letter, it appears that the Frencli had 
landed about joo men on the ifland of 
Anguilla, the 26th ult. and that alter 
having plundered the ifland, and burnt 
feveral hoiifes, and committed every 
devafiation pallibic, attended with aitts 
of great cruelty, that on the appearance 
of the Lapwing they.re cmbaiki.d tliair 
troops the night of the z6th, and the 
following morning early the Lapwing 
came to adfion with the Decius of 26 
guns, and Vaillantc brig, mounting four 
thirty.two and twenty-four pounders, 
hs a gun veflel ; that after a clofc adtioa 
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of about an hour the brig bore away, 
and in half an hour after the Decius 
firiick her colours. The brig ran on 
llioic at "SL Martin’s, and.by the firt 
of the Lapwing was defirtwed j that on 
the Lapwing taking polieffion of the 
Decius, it was found flic had about 80 
men killed and 40 wounded, being fuU 
of troops ; tliat the following day the 
Ltpwmg was chaced by two large 
French frigates, and Captain Barton 
found it mcLUary to take the pril'oners 
and Ins men out of the Deetus, and 
let lire to In-r, when he returned to St. 
Kitt’s, and landed 170 pnfincrs. 

1 (hall take tiifc earlicA opportunity 
of tranimiiting any further accounts 
which m ly be lent by Captain Barton; 
but It evidently appears that Captain 
Barton’s conduil wa. liighly mer»torious 
by the capture and deAruifiion of this 
force of ttie tntmv, and laving the 
ifland of Anguilla from further depre¬ 
dation. . ' 

The French troops employed on tWs 
fcrvic; were picl'.ed men from Gauda- 
loupe : and there is great reafon to 
fupp'jle the greateft part of them hafft 
been taken or defiroyed. Many of the 
foldieis were drowned in attempting to 
fwim on Amre. 

The Lapwing bad but one man kill¬ 
ed (the Pilot) and fix men wounded.

I HAVE the honour to make known 
to you, tor the informatiorr of the Lords 
CoiBinifConcis of the Admiralty, thatoU 
Fiiday lad the 13th inft. at half paft noon, 
in latitude 47 deg. 30 min. N. Ufhant 
bearing N. E. 50 leagues, we difeovered a 
laige fhip in the N. \V. quarter, fleering 
undtr eafy fail for France: the wind was 
then at weft, blowing hard, with thick 
hazy weatliei. I inftaiitly made the (ig- 
nal to the Amazon for a general chace, 
and followed it by the fignal that the 
chace was an enemy. At four P. M. 
the Indefatigable had gained fufHciently 
upon the chace for me to diftinguilh very 
clearly that (he had two her of guns, with 
her lower deck ports fhut, and that fhe 
had no poop. 

At 15 minutes before fix we brought 
the enemy to clofe action, which continued 
to be well fuppoi ted on ^th fldes near an 
hour, when we unavoidably fhot ahead ; 
at this moment the Amazon appeared 
aftern, and gallantly fupplied our place ; 
but the eageincfs of Capt. Reynolds to 
fecond his fiiend had brought him up un¬ 
der a prefs of fail, and, after a well fup- 
ported and clofe (iie for a little time, he 
airb unavoidably fhot ahead. The enemy, 
who had neatly effected running me co 
board, appeared to be much larger than 
the Indefatigable, and, from her very 
heavy fire of mulijuetry, 1 believe waa 
full of men: this hre was continued until 
the end of the a£lion with great vivacity, 
although fhe frequently defended both 
fides of the fhip at the lame time. 

As foon as we bad replaced fome ne- 
ceflary rigging, and the Amazon had re¬ 
duced her fail, we commenced a fecond 
attack, placing ourrelves,aiter fbmer.iking- 
broadfides, U(xm each quarter^ and iliis 
attack, often within pifiol fhot, was by 
both fhips unremitted for above five hours 1 
we tlien fbecred off to fecure our mafts. 

It 
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It would be needlefs to relate to their 
‘f.ordfliipa every effort that we made in an 
attack which commenced at a quarter be¬ 
fore fix P. M. and did not ceale, except¬ 
ing at intervals, until half pail four A.M. 
1 believe ten hours of more fevere fatigue 
was frarcely ever experienced} the fca 
was high, the people on the main deck up 
to their middles in water; foine guns 
broke their breechings four times over, 
fome diew the ring bolts from the fioes, 
and many of them were repeatedly drawn 
immediately after loading; all our mails 
were much wounded, the main top mail 
compleatly unrigged, and faved only by 
uncommon alaciity. 

At about twenty minutes paft four, 
the moon opening rather brighter than 
before, fliewcd to Lieutenant George 
Bell, who was watchfully looking out on 
the forecaille, a glimpfe of the land ; he 
had fcarcely reached me to report it when 
we faw the breakers. We were then 
clofe under the enemy’s ftarboard bow, 
and the Amazon as near her on the lar¬ 
board ; mot an inilamt could be toil, and 
every life depended upon the prompt 
execution of my orders; and here it is 
with heartfelt pleai'ure 1 acknowledge 
the full value of my OiHcers and Ihip's 
company, who with incredible aiaen y 
hauled the tacks on board, and made fail 
to the fouchward. The land could not 
be afeertained, but we took it to be 
UHianc, and in the Bay of Breil, crippled 
as we were, I had no particular fears, 
but hoFore day we again faw breakers 
upon the lee bow ; tne ihip was inilant- 
ly wore to the northward ; and being 
then fatisfted that the land we had before 
feen was not Uihant, the lingering ap- 

f iroach of day-light was molt anxiouUy 
uoked for by all; and Toon after itopen* 
ed, feeing the land very clofe a-head, 
we again wore to the fouthward in twen¬ 
ty fathoms water, and a few minutes af¬ 
ter difeovered the enemy, who had fo 
bravely defended herfelf, laying on her 
broadfide,and a tremendous furf beating 
over her. The iniferable fate of her 
brave but unhappy crew was perhaps 
the more fincerety lamented by us, frpm 
the apprehenfion of fuifering a iimilar 
misfortune. We paiTed her within a 
mile, in a very bad condition, having at 
that time four feet water in her hold, a 

S reat fca, and the wind dead on the 
lore, but we had afeertained, beyond a 
doubt, our lituatif^ to be that of Hudierne 
Bay, and that our fate depended upon the 
po/fible chance of weatheruig thePeninark 


sSj 

Rocks. Exhauiled as we were with fa¬ 
tigue, every exertion wat made, and every 
inch of canvas fet that could be cariiei4 
and at eleven A. M. we mide the break¬ 
ers, and by the bl Ifing of God weathered 
the Penmark Rocks about half a mile. 

The Amazon had hauled her wind to 
tlic northward, when we Hood to the fwltli - 
ward ; her condiiion I think was better 
^an ours, and I knew that her aftivity and 
exertions vserc fully equal to any that 
could be e/Fe£led under fimilar circum- 
ilaiices { the judgment with which (he was 
maiwged during fo Jong an aflion, and the 
g.ilianti y of her attacks, could not but me¬ 
rit tlie highelf commendation, and to the 
heart of a friend it was peculiarly gratify¬ 
ing- I have full as much reaibn to fpeak 
highly of my own OiHcers and men, to 
whom I owe iniinite obligations. The 
Lieutenants Thompfon, Norway, and 
Bell, Lieutenants O'Conner and WHfon 
of the Mirines, and Mr. Thompfon the 
Mafter, have abundant claims iipon my 
gratitude, as well as every inferior Ofit- 
err in the ihip. The fufierings of the 
Amazon arc unknown to me { and I ana 
(ingularly happy to fay that niy own are 
inconiiderable. The Flrft Lieutenant. 
Mr. Thompfon, a brave and worthy Ola 
6cer, is the only one of that defeription 
wounded, with eighteen men, twelve of 
which number have wounds of noieriouS 
conieqiicnce, confiiling chiefly of violent 
coiituiioiiB from Ipl ntcrs.

They begged that I would immediately 
order the North Devon Regiment of 
Volunteers under my command to 
march to their afliftancc. In confe- 
quence of this reprefentation, 1 ordered 
the men to get ready to march as foon 
as pofliblc. 1 have great fatisfaftion in 
fayinir. that in four hougs 1 found eve¬ 
ry Officer and man that was ordered on 
the parade at Bidcford (fifteen niiUs 
from borne) ' ready and willing to 
march to any place they Ihould be com¬ 
manded to goto, 1 cannot exprefs the 
fatisfafti.in I felt at feeing the men fo 
willing til defend their King and Coun¬ 
try, at ihc fame time as filent, orderly, 
and fober, as might be expertsd at a 
morning parade of an old regiment. 
The grtateft exertions were made by 
a//delcriptioris of people to aflift, and 
to render every fen ice in their power. 
As I was preparing to march, I re¬ 
ceived an account from Ilfracombe, that 
the French fhips were gone from th» 
coaft, and that tranquillity was reftored 
again to the town. How far*the report 
was well founded i cannot polltbly lay ; 
but as this affair may be mifreprefented 
and exaggerated, 1 truft your Grace

Ctencia! Btrindotie’s divifion arrived 
at noon. I innneih.uely g«vc orders to 
Gencril Guieux to march lo the left, in 
order to crols the river on the right 
of the enemy’s eiuienchments, under 
the [>rofv(nii)o of twelve pieces of artil¬ 
lery, Gemr.il Bernadofte was fo crofs 
It on the right; lioth divifion* formed 
their bai 1.11101!- of grenadiers, ranged 
tliemfelves in oi'der of battle, having 
each half a brigade of light infantiy be¬ 
fore tliem, fupported by two batta^ons 
of s'tcnadieis, and flanked by the ca¬ 
valry. 

'Phe light infantry manoeuvred as ' 
lifl-men, General Damm^rtin on the 
left, and Geneial LerpiitSffc on the 
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tight, made their artillery advance, and 
a^brilk cannonade was opened. I gave 
orders for every half brigade to file ofF 
in a clofe coluiiin on the wings of their 
fccond, and of their firft and third bat¬ 
talion. 

General Diiphot, at the head of the 
e7th light infantry, threw himfelf into 
the riser, and prefently gained the op- 
ofite bank. General Bon fupported 
im with the grenadiers of Guieux’s di- 
vifion. General Murat made the fame 
movement on the right, and was likc- 
wife fupported by the grenadiers of 
Bernadotte’s divifion. The whole line 
put itfelf in motion, each half brigade 
jrtt echelon, with fquadrons of cavalry, 
to fill up the empty fpaccs from behind. 
The hofiile cavalry wanted fcveral times 
to charge our infantry, but without fuc- 
cefs i the river was crolTed, and the ene¬ 
my routed in every dirc^ion. They 
attempted to afiail our right with their 
cavalry, and our left with their infan¬ 
try. I fent General Dugua, and the 
Adjutant-General Kellermann, at the 
head of the cavalry of referve, alfillcd 
by our infantry, commanded by the 
Adjutant- General Merieiir; they worfted 
the enemy’s cavalry, and took prifoner 
the general who commanded them. 

General Guicux ordered the village 
of Gradifca to be attacked ; and, not- 
withftanding the d'.rkncls of the night, 
he captured it, and completer/ routed 
the enCmy ; Prince Charles had juft 
time enough left to fave himfelf. 

General Serruncr’s divifion paflTedthe 
river, in proportion as it arrived, and 
^ranged itlelf in battle array to fwrve as 
a corps of referve. 

In that day we took from the enemy 
fix pieces of cannon, one General, fevcral 
fuperior officers, and n.ade from four to 
five hundred prifoners. The quicknefs 
of our dilplay and manamvre, and the 
fuperioriiy of our artillery, al.,rmedthe 
enemy to fuch a degree, that they would 
not make a Hand, afid profited by the 
night to take flight. 

The Adjutant-General Kellermann 
feceived feveral cuts with the fabre in 
charging at the head of the cavalry with 
his ufual courage. 

1 am going to occupy myfelf in re¬ 
warding the Oflacers wlio diftinguiflicd 
ibenifelves in the different aftions.

I have given you an account of the 
paflTage of the Piave, of the battles of 
Longara, of Saeile, and of Tagliamento. 

The 48th, the divifion qf General 
Bernadotte departed at three o’clock in 
the morning, marched round Paimano- 
va, and took pofition on the torrent of 
the Torre, where the huffars met him. 

The divifion of General Serrurier 
took pofiti'in on the right, that of Gene¬ 
ral Guieux on the left. I fent Citizen 
Lefalc with the 24th regiment of Chaf- 
feurs to Udine. 

The enemy at our approach evacuat¬ 
ed Palmaiiova, where wc found jo,ooo 
rations of bread, &c. It was but ten 
clays before that Prince Charles feized 
that place from the Venetians ; he wilh- 
ed to occupy it; but he had not bad time 
toeftabhlh himfelf there. 

General Malfcna arrived at St.Daniel, 
at Ofopu, at Geinona, and puihed hie 
advanced guards into the defiles. 

The 2gth General Bernadotte ad¬ 
vanced and blockaded Gradifca; Gene¬ 
ral Serrurier marched oppofite Saint 
Pietro, for the purpofe of pafling the 
Ifonzo. The eiicmy had fcveral pieces 
of cannon, and fome battalions on thd 
other fide, for defending the paffage. 

I ordered different manoeuvres to a- 
larm the enemy, and the paifage was 
cifc£fed without oppofition. I cannot 
forget the trait of courage of Citizen 
Androffy, Chief of Brigade of Attillery, 
who, ordered to try whether the river 
was fordable, precipitated himfelf into 
the water, and pafled and repafled on 
foot.

Oencr«l Serrurter reached Gradifca 
by hta march upon the heights which 
governed this town. 

To make a diverfton, and to preclude 
the enemy from the difeovery wf ourma- 
Btsuvre,General Bernadottc(aufed the 
siAemcn tuatt ick them in their entrench¬ 
ments ; but our fi.ldiers, impelled by 
their natural ardour, advanced \^ilil 
their fixed bayonets to the very walls of 
Gradifca They were there received 
by a heavy dilchaige of nuifijuttry and 
grape Ihoc. 

Five thoufand prifoncrs, the flower of 
Frince Charles’s army, ten pieces of 
cannon, and eight ftandards, were the 
fruits of this manoeuvre. We at the 
fame time paired L’llun/o, and took 
Gradifca. 

General Serruricr, in the mean time, 
arrived upon the heights which com¬ 
manded Grrtdifca, rendering every 
means of rstieat impnlfible. The ene¬ 
my, panic ftrucle, (aw no pofiibiiiiy of 
defence, and dtfpaircd of making their 
efcape. General Bernadotte pre-fented 
the lummons lubjoined, when the ene¬ 
my capitulated. 

General Bernadotte, obliged to fup- 
port them, brought forward four pieces 
of cannon to toree the gates ; but they 
were defended by a JlfcbL well entrcnch- 

ed. 

The d'vifion of General Bernadotte 
condudted itfelf with that gallantry 
which guarantees our future fuecefs. 
General Bernadotte himfelf, his Aid- 
de Campi and Generals, braved every 
difficulty and danger. I folicic the rank 
of General of Brigade for Adjutant- 
General Mireur. 

BATTLE OF CASASOLA. 

The divifion of General MaiTena, car¬ 
rying the firft of La Chinfa, cncount;er- 
ed the enemy, who wiflied to dil'putc the 
paifage of the bridge of Cafafula. The 
riflemen drove the enemy back, and 
immediately after the grenadiers of the 
?ad and 57rh demi-brig.-Jc, in elofe co- 
Jutnns, forced the bridge, bearing the 
enemy, notwithftanding their cnttcnch- 
ments and ch/’vavx di purluing 

them even to Pontieba, taking 6co pri- 
fonerv, all belonging to the legimcnts 
lately brought from the Rhine- All the 
magazines which the enemy poflefTed on 
this fide became alio our property.

After a couflift 
extremely obftinate, he put it to the 
rout, took, a vafl number of prifoners, 
among whom arc three Generals. The 
Kniperor’s cuillitrs, who arrived from 
the Rhine, have full'eretl mod revcrcly.

Capture of the Place. 
Meanwhile General lJuicux drove 
the column which lie had defeated to 
I’ufcro, as far as the Auftrim Chinfe, 
a poll extremely well intrenched, but 
winch was earned by alfault after a 
verv ijbltiii.ut eng"'gcment, in which 
Generals K -n Vcrdicr, and the fourth 
haif-bngnle, as wed as the 4id, par- 
ticjliily diUinguilhtd tiientCel'. i s. Ge¬ 
neral Rabies Innifelf di-feiided the 
Chmfe, wiin 500 grenadiers; by the 
laws of war thelc joo men ought to have 
been put to the Iword ; but this birba- 
rous rigln has always been difclaimed, 
and never excrciicd by the French 
army. 

The hoftile column, feeing theChinfe 
taken, precipitated its maich, and fell 
into the middle of the divifion of Gene¬ 
ral MaflTcna, who, after a fl'ght combat, 
made the whole prifoners, 3c pi-ccs of 
cannon, 400 waggons carrying the 
baggage of the chemy, 5000 men and 
^>ur Generals fell into their hands. 1 
Jim eager to appnl'e you of this event, 
bccaufe, under the prefent circumftan- 
ces, it IS inJifpety'ablc that you fiiould 
be informed of every thing without de¬ 
lay ; I referve it to give you a more 
detailed accoiviit of all thefc events as 
(uOQ as 1 ihall have received all the re¬ 


ports, and as foon as every moHieUt 
ihall be lefs precious. 

The chain of the Alps whith parts 
France and Switzerland from Italy, fe* 
parates the Italian part of Tyrol frotb 
the German part, the Venetian Strei 
fiom the dominions of the Emperor, and 
Carinthia from the county of Ooried 
and Gradifca. The 'divifion of MgTit 
fena had croffed the Italian Alps, and 
came to occupy the defile of the None 
Alps. Our enemicswcrefoaukwaifd.as to 
enrhral alltbcir baggage and part of the 
army, by the None Alps, who were 
that moment taken. The combat of 
Tarvis w-as fought above the clouds, on 
a licight which commands Germany; 
in fevcral parts to which our line ex¬ 
tended the fnrnv lay three feet deep, and 
the cavalry, charging on the ice, luffcr- 
ed accidents, the refult of sdhicFi were 
extremely fatal to the enemy's cavalry.

A Detail of the operations of a de¬ 
tachment of the Britilh troops in the 
fervict of the Nizim, by which the late 
alarming infurre^ion in the Decan was 
fopprcffcd, has been publiflied in the 
g^cneral orders of the Government of 
Fort St. George, together with a letter 
from General A. Clarke, txprelfive of 
his admiiation of the general coadit£l of 
the divifion. 

It ap;>ears, that all terms of concilia¬ 
tion and pardon liaving been rtfufed by 
the rebels, a,nd the Nizam's troops being 
unalile t.'fulnlue liitm, the Britifh de- 
tacli'iieni entered upon this fervice. 
"I'liey found the rebels intrenched in a 
large and ftrong fortrefs i which, after 
many davs of preparation, they com¬ 
menced the fiegc of, and on the yih of 
April Itormcd. Colonel Dalryinple, 
the commandant of the troops, fays, 
“ The commanding officer of artillery 
having this morning reported a breach 
his continued Ere hid made praflicable, 
and having, in the ceuffc of the whole 
of the morning, gradually brought for¬ 
ward the tr.'ops I intended io employ, 

I determined to make the alTauIt, which 
accordingly took place between three 
and four o'clock in the afternoon ; for 
fcveial days preceding I had obferved, 
from a commanding fituarion, thu the 
enemy relaxed in their attention duriiig 
the heat of the fun *, which made rat 
determine oh the attack by day ; ano¬ 
ther motive of ec^ual influence iaduaed 
me to chufe day-light for the operation,

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as the itnmenfe height of the beachi

The company of artiliery, volunteers,

gt the diftancc of 500 yards, and were 
fo peculiarly fortunate, that the forlorn 
hope had gamed the foot of the breach 
nearly before our troops were difco- 
vered croffing the interval; the enemy 
then collected about the beach, and 
piade a formidable oppofition. Though

men ; the fit It of ihefc diftaics can only 
be avoided by air and a due attention to 
cleanlincfs, a;j has been repeatedly evin¬ 
ced in the Imlia lliips, where theaiforder 
}s lb little known, that very couded 
Ihips have fret]neatly reached the place of 
their deliination without the lols of a 
man i and it is a pleafing ciiciimllaMCc 
to find, that the fame means have jiro- 
duced equal benefit § our Navy. Tiie 

fecond difeafe, ncmeiy, tlie Sea Scurvy, 
is not lb eafily guarded againll, and m 
its elFefts has beea found not lefs dt- 
ftpi^iv'c and fatal j ttor ought we to be 
furpriikl at this, when it is coni.dered,

food. Various expedients have been 
adopted and intioduced into ule in our 
Navy to cl.eck the ravages of this truly 
foimidable and cruel dilealc } but the 
Very belt yet fallen upon have hitherto 
been found inhilheient to fubdue it; they 
have only j>roved at bell weak pallia¬ 
tives. Fxpeiience has evinced, that the 
only certain cure is vegetable diet ; and 
it has always been deemed imjioirible to 
have this deiideratum in fuflicient quan¬ 
tity for the purpofe during long voya¬ 
ges. My dilcovery gees to obviate that 
dilficidty. I havr Jound that defidera- 
turn ; and your Lordlhip will doubtlefs 
be altoniihed when I all'ert, that I can 
infme to the largefl Drips' company in 
the liiitilh Navy a living vegetable diet 
occafionally, at as cal'y and clieap a rate 
as their daily allow.ance of bread, and 
in'-’ll certainly in fuflicient quantity to 
admit ot every peribn on "board, difeafed 
of the tcurvy, being put entirely upon 
that diet, by the fimplell ot means 
The dilcovery with me is not new, 
The idea occurred to me in the courfe 
‘ ' ■ of 
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l>f Jsfl wdr, whilfl I refided in a very 
dillant pait of the world, and a- a ,time 
when I could not benefit my country by 
the communication of it. Prrh' ps, 
fir.ee I came home, I have been hut too 
ciiinlnal in net iboner making it known. 

In the countiy where 1 rehded, India, 
we teed cm holies with a Ipecies of vetch, 
the lame as is done here with ori:. ; 
Kuropeaiis call it by the geneial name of 
giain , the native's call ii bhoor ; it is of 
an he.irt-like lhape, not giown in this 
nor I believe in any counii v oi Kurope ; 
thougli I am it wouid grow 

here, as it is piodnced in India only 
during the cold ..iealon. 'J he Linndc.in 
name of it I do not know. Our grooms, 
beh ie they give this grain to our horles, 
always fteep it lor leveral hours in wa¬ 
ter, in laige unglazed eaitlien pots, till 
it fwells .uid begins to vcgeiate; an 
eiTcfl wliieh is very loon pioduced in 
that warm climate. I have kiiown it to 
fplit and put forth its bud in le.s tlun 
twenty-four houis in the' Iiot Ic.a'.on, in 
wl'icn date it is generally given to our 
horlfs, and is iciind to be a m It heart¬ 
ening .ind nciuiifhmg fcott. Ir given dry, 
it IS iiabie to iwell in the ft.mrcii, and 
to produce the gripes or diy belly¬ 
ache.

I bebeve that wheat 
or bailey might, in lenie me.a.uic, an- 
fwrr the pm pole of a vegetable diet j 
bul I have my doxibts of their whole- 
fomcr.cfs in a growing bate, and I think 
fli.m hefidcs too fmall. We know that 


ail lou d r. rn, wiien fteeped a cer¬ 
tain time in water, will iwell, and af 
length grow : it may then be faid to be 
its malting ftate, for this is the firft 
prdcels in making malt. I would pio. 
pC^, that every fiiip in our Navy, bmiiid 
oh I long voyage, and eveiy velTcl ejn- 
in the t»aniport lervxe, fivould 
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be fupplied with fomc hog/heads of goo4 
found dry peas } the calks ihould be put 
up as tight as puftihle to exclude air and 
moifturc. Xhele fhould not be flowed 
in the hold, but in fomeother cool part of 
the Ihip, to avoid heating, left the vege¬ 
tative power of the grain fhould be called 
foi'th, whicli, if once excited and 
checked, cannot be reproduced, the liv¬ 
ing piinciple being extinguifhed and 
dciirojvd. 

Next, let every fiiip be fupplied with 
a certain number of kegs, or rather fmalj 
tubs, of about two gallons each. Let 
t'Kfe be filled about three-fourths with 
the grain you mean to ufe, fay peas, 
and let fulficient water be poured over 
them juft to cover them. They will 
loon begin to fwell and abforh the greater 
part ot the water.

When 
they have fwelled and flint forth their 
biids, they are then in the ft.ite we wanted 
to bring them to; they aie aiStualiy d; 

and in latte will 

fo ' to leleniMc green peas juft ar- 
livrd at their liiil growth before they 
begin to ripen. In ordep to preferve 
the men ifi.in the .'curvy, it might be 
advift-able to give them one or two meals 
weekly of this food, which VvouId have 
the flavour of gieen pens; but what 
would perliaps bf ftill better, I would 
recommend that they eat it in its raw 
ft.afc, either alone, or with vinegar .and 
mUi'lard as .a fort of lallad. Should it 
be thought that a lufHcient I’upply of tlii^' 
article c uId not be liad to allow of Inch 
frequent meals for a whole fhips’ com¬ 
pany, I would then confine it to thofe 
men or.ly who exhibited any fymptems 
of incipient feuivy, and rr.’ake it theif 
only diet. I can have no doubt of its 
faliitai y cftVfls, provided the principle f 
fci out witli be 3cknowle(lged and ail- 

mitted. 
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nutted, that a vegetable diet, containing 
fixed air, fs the only cure yet known tor 
the SeaoScurvy. 

I flatter niylelf I have now fucceeded 
in eliablilhing what 1 aflerted in the 
beginning of Letter, that 1 could 
put a (hip's company upon a vegetable 
diet at as cheap a rate as they can be 
liipplied with bread; and 1 chink. I 
have gone beyond it, as common grey, 
and even white peas, are, in molt years, 
much cheaper j nor is the fnnple proceCs 
I l:ave pointed out to be compared with 
the trouble and cxpence of making (ea 
bilcuit. If unglazed earthen jai s or pans 
vMe uled, the procels would be nioie 
ceii.uii, as the altriiigent cjuality of oak 
might be injurious to it. It the former 
ihouid be obje^ed to, as being liable to be 
bioken on board fiiip, I wouM thenrecom* 


m 

mend the life of elm tubs. Should aiijr 
doubt be entertained of my principl*, it 
may be eaiily afeertained by trying the 
expirrynent in a common flower pot in 
a room- The only objeiiion that 
occurs to me againil it is, the additional 
conlumption of water it would occalion, 
which in long voyages cannot always be 
(pared. I leei the fall torce of this i 
but in an objeff of lb mucti conlequence 
as that of the he.ilih oi our leamen, it 
ought to have but little weight, and any 
water left in the tubs or jars might be 
applied again to the fame procels, and 
alter all need not be entirely lofl, as it 
might lerve for the purpole of boiling 
the lait provilions of the mip's company, 
which is now generally done with a nilx- 
tine of lalt aiiel Irclh water.

Mr. Lccke, the reputeddilcovcrei C/f the 
true theory of the mind, doe's not i.ink 
higher in that peculiar bianch of Icietice 
than our pencil atlngdivine; fbi li his leply 
to Locke’s Elfay on Human Underfland- 
ing be ciitically confideiecl, it will be 
fe.und to detedf many fundamental erroi s 
in that celebrated treatilc. 

The piety of Norris was as CorfpicM- 
011 .s as his Earning-and abilities. I .he 
exticine fervourofdevotionwhich appeals 
throughout his woiks, may be termed 
enthufKifm, in this age, when niuial pre¬ 
cepts elegantly drefled, conlfitute clerical 
coinpulitions. 

'1 ne Thcoi y of the Ideal World, may 
he conlidered as the capital work of 
Non is. The depth of thought-, and the 
acuteneCs of logic, which he dii'plajs in 
this (leatife on a very abftrufe fubjtft, 
jiiltiy entitle him to claim a high rank 
lunong mela^hylicians. His philofbphi« 
c.il pieces,with a peculiar vigour of mind, 
diiplay ac{olimei# pf and a nice but 
Juit dilcrimipatiou of caulcs and effedls; 
and though in a ttcatile pfofvficdly on the

The metaphor containwi iftthefo lines 
ftiongly retiembles that beautiful one, m, 
an 0 « tp Senfibility, the produdtion of a 
modern female writer. 

Norris as a poet wrote but little; but 
lut pieces difplay a vigour of intellcft, 
and a rich vein of imagery ; and the pe¬ 
culiar enei-gy-which he lelt when treating 
on divine i’ubjeris, enabled him very fl;e- 
gueotly to foar to the true fublitne. 

Philolbphers will eftem him moft on 
ucount of his metaphyfical works, in 
which he exhibits proofs of a cleanids of 
conception, ahdan accuracy of dilHnfl bn , 
rarely to be found in the pages of airy 
other writer. 1 know‘that tlrefe enqui¬ 
res have -been. cenfurCd as of no profit 
to the mind of man,- which they are faid 
pcrpCtdtdly to delude. There may be 


much of truth in the objeilion; yet at 
the lame time it muft beconfefi^, that 
fuch (lilqu.fitions, abfirufe as they are, 
exhibit the powers of the mind in their 
greateft perfeftion.—An acute njetaphy- 
uclan leaves at a great difiance, ia point 
.of mental energy, the proficient 40 every 
other branch of'l^owledge. NdfTis has 
foaredto' the utmoU heighEt of this fub- 
llme feienye, ■ and with a’mere vigorous 
wing th^ any otl'ier writer, his own 
great favourite MaUbrmtbe not ex¬ 
cepted. 

WhiUr memoirs^ and ferapr of me¬ 
moirs, of ch^ira^iers which have but lit¬ 
tle claim, ik public notice, are gleaned 
with cate, detailed with pomp, knd read 
vvUh gvidr^ ; it fnrely rcflc£ls no credit 
on the fcientific charaaer of a. nation, to 
I'ufTcr the nkme of a divine equally emi¬ 
nent in Icaniing and piety, to fail down 
' .the ftream of time unnoticed, ^nd now 
nearly forgotten. 

- Thi% feeble eulogium on'the merits of 
4 writer, , who defeifVes the warmelt 
Rrains of panegyric will at leaR tellify 
my.gpratitiide; for I do not iicruple to 
acVnowledge, that the peinifat of his 
wdVks has conftituted one of the chief 
pleafiires of my life.

I BEG leave, through the medium of your Magazine, *to offer to the Publiff 
the following Ode. It is the produftion of Shah Allum, the ftill ffow/WEm* 
peror of Hinduftan—a man whofe misfortunes and fufferings are abundantly 
known, but whofe talents and virtues have not been juftly appreciated. Thf 
narrators of his melancholy biltory, viewing him merely in a political light* 
and judging of the man from the imbecility oi his government, have formed con* 
clufions unfavourable to his intellectual endowments ; but thofe to whom an inti* 
mate knowledge of his life has given the means of eftimating the general character 
of his mind, whilft they concur in the opinion of his incapacity for public affairs* 
detcribe him, at the fame time, as poffcffing much elevation of fentiment, and 
aculenefs of fenfibility j as being alike capable of exalting his mind to the purfui.ta 
of philolbphy, and of li frcning it to the exercife of the milder virtues. Poetry 
was the amul'ement of his youth ainidft the fpleiidour of a palace, and is now tht 
sonfolation of his age in the gloom of a dungeon. 

This Ode is cftcemed the belt of his late performances, and is rendered pecu* 
liarly intercAing by the affliCling nature of its theme. It was written at the ag$ 
ef feventy, about two years after he had been deMfed, imprifoned, and deprivra 
•t his fight, by Golaam Khdder, one of his vanal Princes, and it bejirs ample 
teAimony of his dignity and his fpirit. It breathes the warm language of infulted 
virtue, and the calm dictates of pious refignation. It Aiews a mind of which thf 
energies have neither been enfeebled by age, nor repreffed by adverfity. 

OF the beauties anddefeCts of the Poem, as they appear in an Englifh drefSf.it 
were unbecoming in this place to make any difci imination. I may, however, be 
permitted to obferve, that the Trnnllator has given to an almoA literal tranfla* 
tion, a chaAenefs and an elegance which, from the oppofite idioms of the two Ian* 
guages, and the Aill more oppofite genius of Oriental and of Englifh poetry, has 
been but I’eldom attained. But thele pathetic verles have a higher value, as illuf* 
trating the charaClcr of their venerable author, whom England has allowed to Ian* 
guiAi in hopelefs mifery, than from any intiinfic merit of their own, I triiA, there** 
fore, that a contemplation of his unlianpy condition, and of thofe feelings which 
it will not be denied him to have exprefi'ed in a manly as well as a delicate Arain*^ 
will excite the fympathy of the reader, and afluage the feventy of the critic j and* 
I may prefume, there are thole amongll us who can commit, rate the fate of ds^ 
graded inagniHcencc, and give a tear to the forrows of negleCled genius.

Hi mazier, of Caicuttn, then in com¬ 
pany with the Cbejlcrfield, in latitude 
9®. if}'. S. and 146®. 57'. £. longitude, 
by good oblervation. 

Tliis new difeovered land is called 
Tate’s Island, in honour of Mr. 
Tate, of Bombay. 


CALCUTTA. 

On the iH of July the fhips anchored 
in nine fathom water, about twelve 
miles to the Eaftward of 'fate's Ijland \ 
when it was propofed by Captain Bamp- 
ton, of the Hoima/ier, to fend a boat 
from each fltip to found two reefs of 
rocks, extending to the Northward from 
the North point of the ifland to the 
Southward frun; tlui, South point. 

The 
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The boats were accordingly difpatcb- 
f^} and when they had approached with¬ 
in abSut half a mile of the ifland, they 
perceived that the ifland was inhabited. 

The natives made figns to the feamen 
to cofne afliore j but the day being then 
far advanced, and not having a lufTicient 
quantity of arms and ammunition In cafe 
they weje attacked, they thought it moft 
piudcnt to make the heft of their way 
pack to the ftiips. 

When the natives Htw they were about 
to return, many of them leaped into tlie 
v\'ater ar,d twain after the boats, while 
otheis of them launched two or three ca¬ 
noes, and loon came up with them. 
They bartered bows, a 1 rows, and (pears, 
lor linall penknives, beads. See .— 
Some of the natives went afInwards on 
bo.iid the Ihips, and tiaded there in thp 
lame articles. 

They arc a flout well-made people, 
woolly-headed, and in llalure u leinble 
the del’criptlon given of the New Guineas, 
as well as in Complexion-. They appealed 
to be humane and hoipitable people fiom 
their behaviour while on board. 

After they had left the //om^^z/Vrit was 
neiceived that tliey had flolen a hatchet, 
and feveral fmall articles, whicn might 
Jiave been expeffed, as it is common 
amongft moft lavages. 

On the id of July it was propofed hy 
Captains b.impicn and Holt to man one 
boat from the two fl;ips, and lend her 
afliore, to iec if there was any water to 
be had, and alfo for a party to go up to 
the higlull point of tlie ifland, to lie 
how far the land extended to the Wtfl- 
v/aid, as the Ihips were then looking out 
for b'orrJ}'s Sireighi'. 

Mr. Shaw, cliiif OfHcer of the Chef- 
teifield, was appointed to this duty. 
Captain Hill, of the New South W ales 
corps, Mr. Caller, Purler of the /Lr- 
tua^ier, and Mr. Halkett, parieng..r, 
piopofcd to accompany him, in older to 
make fome obfervations on the foil, pro¬ 
duce, and inhabitants, of this ntw-dif- 
^overed ifland. 

On the td. in the morning, thefegen¬ 
tlemen having provided themfelvcs witli 
prefents for the natives, confifting of 
pen-knives, fcifl'ais, razors, beads, 
and witb plenty of arms and ammuni¬ 
tion, in cafe of attack, embarked on 
board a boat, ami at noon reached the 
ifland. 

The natives received them very kindly, 
and coiiduftcd the boat to a convenient 
place for landing. After they had gone 
^flioie, 3^nd diflributed fome prei«at| 
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amongft the nativci, which they appear¬ 
ed to be very much plealed with, it waf 
pyopofed, that Melfrs. Shaw, Carter, and 
Halxett, fliouid proceed to the top of a 
high point of land, and that Captain HiU 
fliouId flay by the boat with the foyr 
leamen. 

They accordingly armed themfelvcs 
with a mulket e.ich, and a I'uflkient 
qu.intity of powder and l^all to begin 
their journey properly accoutied. 

'J'heic were by this time great nvm- 
beis of the natives, men, women and 
children, alfcinbied round them, .the iiiea 
and children quite naked, and the womeii 
with no other covering than a leaf over 
fucli jiarts as nutuic had l.iught them to 
coiioeal. ^ 

The gentlemen, when properly equip¬ 
ped, made figns to them that they were in 
want of water, on which, with th^ greateft 
cheurfulncfs, they conduefed them to an 
excellent ffiing of water, frequently 
killing the hands of the paity on the way, 
trying out “ y/ubha ' ’luabba !" whicb 
they Tuppufed to he water in their laiv 
guage. 

After the gentlemen had examined the 
water, they made figns of b^ing defiroue 
to alcend the hill ; the natives readily 
coi’ccivcd their meaning, offered to con- 
dufl them, and appeared to be very happy 
in the ftiangtis company. 

They had proceeded about three quar¬ 
ters of a mile up the hill, when they 
wcie condufled to a level Ipot of cleared 
ground, where giafs was growing, and 
leveral young p) intain tiees fpringin^ 
up in the midfl of it, and the number of 
hiids chirruping among the bnflies that 
funoimdcd this fpot made it appear ro¬ 
mantic. 

Here they were invited to fit down, to 
which Mcilis. Colter and Shaw con- 
feined , but on Mr. Hafkett’s faying “he 
I'ufpciftcd they had fomedefignsonthem,’' 
Ml. Cartel replied, that he believed them 
to be a let of innocent creatures, and 
made figns for fomething to drink. 

A boy was immediately difpatchedi 
and ffiortly after returned with two co.! 
coa nuts, which were given them to drink. 
After Mr. Carter had drank he got up 
and gave his mulket to Mr. Halkett tj». 
hold, while he took a Iketch of the 
iandfeape as it then appeared to his viewk 

The natives feeing the two muffeets 
Mr. Halkctt’s hands, defired to hol^ 
them for him j he gave Mr. Carter’s to 
one of them, but kept his own cocked, 
the^muzzle dlrefied toward* the breaft of 
him who held it* 

At 
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As foon as Mr. Carter had' finjfhcd, 
he took the mulket from the native, and 
chid Mr. Ha^kett for his fear, mention¬ 
ing repeatedly that they wete an innocent 
race of men, an 4 Mr. Shaw acquiefccd 
in his opinion. 

Alter refielhing thcmfelves they made 
,Cgn* to the natives to proceed hirtlicr 
up the hill, which they did not fccm in 
ctined to, but rather vviflud them to go 
down to the valley that appeared clear 
and pleafant from the place thev wtie 
then in, which was funoniulcd by bufties 
^d (hruhs. 

When the natives perceived that tlicir 
▼ifitors were d'cterminid to alcend the 
hill, they frllowtil in great nomheis, 
hallooing and thouting molt hidconlly on 
; the way. 

Mr. Haflcett ftrli'lly ©bferted their 
motions j as they were continually mak¬ 
ing figns to each other, and trequently 
pointing towaids him, he Inrimated fheie 
obfervations to the other ger tlcmcn, and 
begged them f< r God’.s fake to be on 
their guaid, tor the natives wcie certainly 
bent on milchicf. 

At length, about half part two P. M. 
they reached the I'uranut ot the hill, on 
which they found a clear fpot of'giound 
of fome acres in extent: the natives here 
Ici/fcd their hands hcfjiiently, and, veiy 
kindly to all appear^'ce, invited thcpl 
to fit down .and relt thcmfelves j wLkIi, 
however, they declined to do, the day 
being lb far Iper.t. 

Here they had an opportunity of taking 
the view which was the obieft of then 
journey j they faw the reefs extending 
Rs far as the eye could reach ; but no 
land to the Weftward of the illand, exccjit 
a large find bank nearly even u ifh the 
water’s edge, and not far from the illand 

At the lame time they allb perceived a 
CTeat number of the natives round the 
boat, who they ftippofcd were trading 
with Captain Hill. When they bad 
made their obfervations they began to 
clefcend j by degrees the natives contrived 
to frparafe the three gentlemen at eight 
cr ten yards from each other, infinuating 
themlelves between them in the path, 
which was hut narrow, under the pie- 
tence of afliftingthem down the hill. 

Mr. Halkett perceived boys of about 
54. or 15 years of age luikir.g in the 
bulhes as they pafied, with bundles of 
fpears and arrows, of which he inlc-rmcd 
Mr, Carter, who was the ioremoft in the 

E and alked Mr. Shaw, who was be- 
them, if he faw them ? who an- 
1 in aSinnatiyc. 


Mr. Shaw begged the other gcntlemet 
to be on their guard ; and Mr, Halkett 
propofed to Mr. Carter to turn all the 
njlives before them, as he could plainly 
perceive they were bent on murdering 
them j but Mr. Carter faid, he thought 
that would Ihew ligns of miArultor fear, 
and that he thought it better to go on 
.as ihey were, and be all upon their guard. 

Tlity had got down the hill thegieateft 
part of the way in this manner, when 
tliev weiemct by a very old man, who 
kified Mr. Carter's hand firft, and then 
attcmptfdto kifs Mr. Halkett’s, but was 
not permitted } he then went on and 
kilfed Mr. Shaw’s, who was in the rear. 

Immediately after Mr. Halkett called 
cat, “ They want to take my mulket 
fiom mej" and Mr. Carter exclaimed, 
“ My Gcd ! my God ! they have mur¬ 
dered me!” Mr. Halkettdifeharged his 
mulket at the next man to him ; on the 
rtpoit of it the natives all fled into the 
bulhes. 

Ileie was a hori id Vpeilacle for Mr, 
Halkett to behold y Mr. Caitei lying 
on the ground in a gore of blood, and 
Mr. Shaw with a large cut in his throat 
under the left jaw j but luckily they wer e 
both able to rife and proceed down the 
hill will] all pofllblc fpeed, liring at the 
natives wlierever they law them. 

When they arrived on the beach they 
called out “ File! fire!” ButwhatmiiH 
have been their feelings when they per¬ 
ceived Captain Hill and one ofihefeameu 
<lead upon the beach, cut and mangled in 
a Ihocking manner j they lliortly alter 
perceived two of the fvainen floating cn 
the w’atcr between the boat and the beach, 
v.’ith their throats cut from ear to car. 
After feme difficulty the unhappy I'ur- 
vtvois made a fhift to get on bear'd the 
boat. 

They foninl that the natives had taken 
all their jirovifions, boat cloaks, See. 
ftarted the water cut of their kegs, and 
left the fourth lailcr dead in the boat, 
cut and mangled in the fame Ihocking 
manner. 

They tried to get in their grapnel, but 
found it tmpoflible, it was lo entanglccl 
amongft the rocks by the natives. They 
therefore cut It; and Meflis. Shaw and 
Halkett got out two oars and pulled off 
Ihore, whilft Mr. Carter kept the natives 
off with his mulket. But they found 
great difficulty in getting out of the 
reach of their fpears and arrows, as the 
wind blew frefh on flrore. 

At length they found they could wea> 
ther the point of the ifland by hoifling the 

fail. 
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fail, which the natives moil fortunately 
had left behind thenif and it was hoifled 
accordingly. 

Mr. HJ&ett bound up the wounds of 
hib unfortunate comradeswith their hand¬ 
kerchiefs ; but Mr. Carter was lo weak 
from the lot's of blood, that he was ob¬ 
liged to lay down in the bottom of the 
bo.at, while the other two wcie Ipcflators 
of the fate of their deceafed companions. 

They taw very dilliiiftly thole voia- 
cious cannibals dragging the b. dies of 
Captain Hill and the leamcn up towards 
large fires prepaied on the occation, yel¬ 
ling and howling at the tame time. 

between nine and ten (hey cleared the 
point of the illand, when it was pro- 
pofed by M r. Shaw to run under the lea 
of it, and endeavour to get to the I’and 
bank they taw from the top of the hill j 
that being the only method they could 
take, as they might reafonably hope, when 
they had not returned to the Ihips as 
eimefled, boat% would be lent in quell 
of them the next morning. 

They, therefore, hauLd up under the 
lea of it, and made fall a club oi iron 
wood, which the cannib.als had left in 
the boat, to a nine pound lead, which 
had all'o efcaped their notice j thefe they 
bent to the lead-line, and let it go, in 
hopes it would ride her till tjte nioining. 

They then committed the body of the 
murdered leanian to the deep, and re¬ 
turned thanks to the Almiglity for de¬ 
livering them from thole inhuman mon- 
fters. 

The pain the two wounded gentlemen 
felt, and the anxiety of them all, de¬ 
prived them of relt all that night. When 
day-light appeared, they found they had 
drifted neaily out of fight of the illand, 
and to the leeward of the I'and bank. 

It was impoflible to reach the bank ; 
they therefore conl'ulted refpefting what 
was befl to be done in their perilous litu- 
atioD. 

They examined what was left in the 
boat, and found fome knives and fcill'ars 
in the Hem locker, but to their great 
furrow the compafs was gone, and all 
their provifions and water. There was 
alio Mr. Hafkett's great coat left in the 
boat, but nothing cIk. 

Left now totally to Mr. Shaw, as to 
what were the bell Heps to take, as the 
other two were neither navigators nor 
Teamen, he informed them, that the wind 
was riien fair to run direft for Trwor, 
which lay nearly Weft of them, and he 
Tiip|>ol<.d they ibould reach that ifland in 
'9bont ten day>. He*could not think the 
VoL. XXXI. May 1797. 
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fhipor boats would ever find them, and 
the longei they delayed bearing away, the 
lefs able they would be to perform their 
voi^e without provifions and water. 

They theiefure all agreed to Hand 
away to the WellWaid, and trull them- 
lelves to that Piovidencc who bad deli¬ 
vered them from the cannibals of Tate’s 
Illand. 

Animated with hope,they continued thus 
until the 5Ch, when hunger and thirll prey¬ 
ed upon them ; Mr. Carter’s wound was 
To painful that he begged to have it exa¬ 
mined, which Mr. ilalkett did while 
Mr. Shaw held the fleer oar. With 
great difficulty the hair was cut from the 
head, which, with the handkerchief and 
his hair, were entirely clotted with 
blood. The wound was in the back 
paituf the head, and appeared to have 
been made with a hatchet. Alter having 
been walliedwith fait water, Mr. Halkett 
tied it up witli a piece of his fhirt, and 
Mr. Carter found himlelf alter the 
drelTmg much relieved. 

In the afternoon they difeovered land, 
which they luppoled to be the S. W. 
extremity of heiv Guinea } and on run¬ 
ning down towards it, perceiving a reef 
extending to the Southward, on which 
were leveral negroes, whole heads only 
were out oi the water, they were at 
firll miliaken tor breakers above the wa¬ 
ter, but as loon as their luiltake was 
diicovered, no one was eager to try their 
friendlhip, the fate of their companions 
being too irefli in their memory ; not even 
though one of the negroes held up to 
them a large filli} no linali inducement 
to men who had not brok^ fait tor iiity- 
two houis. 

They paired the reef, however, with-i 
out in the leill noticing the natives, and 
continued their courlc to the Wellward, 
Mr. Shaw and Mr. Halkett relievingeach 
other every two hours at the liter oar. 

On the 6tfa in the morning theydifeo* 
vered a land bank to the Southward, 
quite dry, to which they gave the name 
of Forlorn Hope. A great number of- 
birds being perceived about this bank, 
they endeavoured to make tor it, in the 
hopes ot' killing lome of them and ga¬ 
thering eggs, but found that the boat 
was drifting to the'Ieewardct the bank 
they thereture hauled down the lail, and 
endeavoured to row up to it, but found 
themlelves fo exbaufted tor want of food 
and water, that It was impoflible to 
make their way tovi'ards the bank; indeed 
To much had that attempt faUgued tbems 
that it was witK the grcatclt difficulty 

S 8 they 
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tl)ey could iccomplilh ftepptng the maft 
and again hoiltingthe fail. 

This fatigue, after the boat was again 
on her couric, occafioned them to repine 
and murmur at their misfortunes; but 
rcflcftion on the goodnefs of that Provi¬ 
dence who fo far bad protefted them, 
changed it into a perfefl reliance on his 
mercy. 

On the 7th in the morning they found 
two fmall birds in the boat, one of which 
they immediately divided into three pai ts, 
each devouring nis lharewith the keeneft 
fenfations of hunger : the other bird was 
leferved for another meal. Even with 
this fmall (hare of fuftenance their fpirits 
were confiderably raifed;—they ftill ftecr- 
ing to the Wcftwaid j the fun being their 
guide by day, and the liars by night. 

Shortly after fun-fet this day they 
found themfelves in Ihoal water, and 
breakers all round them i however, they 
ftood on till about nine at night, when, 
having deepened to about five fathom, 
it was propofed by Mr. Shaw, and agreed 
to, that they ihould come to and rell 
themfelves for the night. 

On the 8th in the morning they difeo- 
vered land r.n both fidcs of them, which 
was at firft very difeouraging, but Mr. 
Shaw, perceiving a cut rent letting to the 
Weftward, conjeftured that there was 
a palTage through, and that after clearing 


the land they (hould find an open fea, by 
which means they might Ihurtly reach 
Timor. 

Having, therefore, ftood in between 
the iflands, they found there was a paf- 
fagebetween them, and, not perceiving 
any figns c f inhabitants, agreed to land 
and look foj water: Mr. Shaw and Mr. 
Halkett accordingly landed, and finding 
a hole full of water, Mr. Shaw could 
not refiain from di irking heartily of it; 
after which, however, and that a keg of 
it had been filled, it v/as found to be as 
brackilh as the water alongfide. 

They ftood on throtigh thele ftraights, 
which they named God's M/rcy. In the 
afternoon Mr. Carter’s wound bccan.c 
very painful j and on Mr. Halkctt’s 
opening it to walh it as ulual with (alt 
water, he found tlirce pieces of the Ikull 
had worked out; which circumftancc, 
however, lie did not communicate to 
Mr. Caitei, but, on the contrary, gave 
him every alTurance of its doing well. 

Mr. Caiter having bten very weak 
fjom the opening ot the wound, the 
throat of the lemaining bird was cut 
and applied to Mr. Carter’s mouth, am^^ 
yielding a lew drops ot blood, g.ive him 
great relief. They divided the bird in 
the lame manner they had ejone the other,

A CORRESPONDENT obferves with 
finceire regret, in the late Gazette ac¬ 
counts of our various futceftes in St. Do¬ 
mingo, no mention made of any of the 
French officers or troops in our pay. Mon- 
talembeft, Delbruge5,DesScurces, Depef- 
tre, and many others, are names which 
would not diferedit any report \ and the 
eonduft of the’gallant Chevalier de Sevray, 
commanding a Black com^y in our fer- 
▼ice, ought not to have been palled over in 
filence by oiir Generals ^ this Gentleman 
was wounded in'the bread in one of the 
sdions under Gen. Bovryer; he was fo far 
recovered as to be out of danger, but on 
the Brinnds attempting to ftorm one of 
jliorts, he was again in adion, and by 


his exertions greatly aided the rcpulfc ; 
but thole exertions cauled his wounds to 
open afrelh, and he died in conlcquence. 

That there are had men in all nations 
muft be allowed ; but our Correfpondent 
cannot help thinking fuch French Gen¬ 
tlemen as have atiacbed themfelves to us, 
have thus given the ftrongeft proofs of 
their honour and integrity, their wilh for 
ood order and government, * and they 
lould ever be mentioned for their portion 
of merit, as a principal ftimulus to great 
and good anions. This, without mean¬ 
ing any reflexion on our commanders, 
would, in the opinion of our Correfpon¬ 
dent, give them additional credit for 
thcii candour and difintereftedncfs.

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Our Correfponclent alfo obferves an ac- 
C( 5 \int of the very floiirilhing ftate of the 
parifh of L'Arcahaye, but not a lyllable 
to whom this is to be attributed; had the 
inhabitants been confulted, they 'would 
have proclaimed to the world, that the 
high (late of cultivatioiu and the great 
tranquillity in which that parilh is at 
prclent, is owing to the genius, ftrong 
mind, and indefatigable exertions of Col, 
Lapointe, Commandant of the Dilhi 61 , 
who whilft almoft every other part of the 
Idand is devallated and in ini'urreiiion, 
has unifoimly prelervcd peace and quiet 
in the extent of this parilh under his 
charge, and by this means brought it to 
unequalled jM’olpcrity. 

As the Biitilli nation is fo little ac- 
tjuainted with the imincnle value of this 
Kland, our Currefpundtnt prelumes to 
give a fhort Iketch of this partjb ; it is 
the Jmalleft tn tbr Ijland, and the fertility 
and vail refources of the whole may in 
fome meafure prejudged of therefrom. 

L’Arcahaye, from Boucallin to Fort 
Lapointe is from four or live, to nine 
miles wide to the mountains. 

The hills of the lame panfh are fixiy- 
lix miles long, in coffee, from MountTcr- 
rrblc to the llill of Montruis. 

In 1789, fifty velfels, each from 300 to 
4.00 tons, were loaded here with lugar and 
coft’te, befides a great quantity of ino- 
laff'es and other matters fhipped to Ame¬ 
rica, and the contraband trade; arlb 
talHa, there being three drftilleties. The 
Fonds Blancs .adjoining, and two-thirds 
of Mirehalais, on account of the nearnefs 
of the fea, flrip much of their produce 
from this parim alfo.—There are in the 
parilh 

57 fug^ar eftates, 

300 coffee effates, 

4 irtdigo effates, and about 
100 imall places where cotton is 
cultivated, 

18,000 (laves, and 1000 to 1100 white 
inhabitants; fome effates make 1000 
hoglheads of fugar per annum, and one 
eftate of forty-eight acres (that of Ja- 
roflay aux Vafes), has been known to 
produce idojooolb. of fugar in one year; 
a good deal of clayed fugar is alfo made, 
and double refined equal to any in the 
world. They reckon that a gotnlfidd 
Jlave (hould earn there 400 dollars or up¬ 
wards of 90I. fterling, per annum- 
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This parifh, like many others is Sfi 
Domingo, is very independant of (eafons. 
A variety of ftreams and rivulets, which 
are never dry, run from the mountains, 
and every cltatc hat a part, proportioned 
to its magnitude, allotted to it, which js 
feen tneanderrng through the cane pieces, 
and'preferves them in conffant verdure) (is 
that though the feafon of mak>, 

ing fugar 1$ the fame as in the Britifh 
iffands in the Weft Indies, yet they make 
fugar the ivboleyear round. 

This is one of the fmalleff parifhes and 
plains of the Idand. Prior to the war, the 
experts from St. Domingo exceeded in 
value thofe of the whole Britifh Iflands in 
the Weft Indies; the Spanrfh part of this 
invaluable llland is fald to be equal in 
fertility to the French, though, owing to 
the indolence of thofe people,, it is little 
cultivated. 

In the whole Idand it is very healthy, 
and cool in the mountains. In f 788, the 
population, &c. of the French part of 
St, Domingo flood thus 
30,826 white inhabitants, beftdes troops, 
24,848 rnulattoes and free negroes, 
434,429 (laves, 

793 fugar eftates, 

3,150 indigo ditto, 

789 cotibn plantations, 

3,117 coffee eftates, 

54 cocoa ditto, 

520 water mills, 
i,6t5 cattle mills, 

46,823 mules, 

36,782 horfes, 

243,682 head of cattle, &c. 
and all this within the fpace of 70 years, 
as it could only be faid to be a colony 
fince 1718, when the throne of Spain was 
fetured to the Duke of Anjou. 

Spain holds two-thirds of the cultiva¬ 
ble foil; has only 14,000 blacks or mu* 
lattoes, of which 7oooor 8000 arc daves, 
and has no plantation of conje^uence-y yet 
they have held this Colony three centuries, 
ancl it coils the Government 2 50,000 dol¬ 
lars annually, whilft in 1788 the French 
part yielded 6,924,166 livres of oclioi, 
or duties to Government on the various 
produflions of the Colony, of which 
the total value the fame year was 
179,383,396 livres. In the Spanifh part 
they have only a depreciated paper cur* 
rency, as all their fpecie goes to ths 
French part of the Idstsd.

of, as foon, as it can be conveniently 
donei tho indeed, 'tis perplex’d wt. 
(ome difficulties. I was a long time 
here living att my own charges, and 
you know now eXpenfive that is: this, 
together with the furnifliing of mylelf 
wt. cloaths, linnens, one thing with 
another, to Jit me for any bufinrfi^ of this 
nature here, neceflarly oblidg’d me to 
contraft fome debt, being a liranger here, 
’tis a wonder how I got any credit j but, 
I cant expeil ’twill be long fuftain’d, un- 
lefs I immediately clear it. even, now, 
I belive it is at a crifis. my friends 
have no money to fend me, till the land 
is fold: and my creditors will not wait 
till then—you know what the conie- 
quences would be—now the affiflance I 
would beg of you, and which I know,

oompanion of the early youth, and the confidant of the mature life, of ThOmfon. Ht was 
fon of the Gentleman who was then Minifier of .^ncrum, on whofe death Mr. John Cran* 
ilon, another of his Tons, fucceeded to that office. Dr. Cranflnn having died foon after 
his father, all his papers fell into the hands of his brother, who lived to an advanced age in 
' the paftoral charge of Ancrum; and at his death, which happened a few years ago, both 
his own and his brother’s manuferipts came into the pofT.-ffijn of his furviving family. 
From this period, the prefent letter lay unnoticed 3mon^A lumber till lately, when it was 
taken out by a maid-fervant, and devoted by her to the purpofe of packing up fome candle* 
Aicks, which were Tent to Kelfo to be exchanged. Tlie pcrf„n into whofe hinds it thus 
fell (Mr. William Muir, junior, copperfmitb, Kclfo^ fortunately difcovered its value; and 
has obligingly furnifhed us with it on the prcfcnt occafion. The copy we have taken, and 
which is nowfubjoined, isexa£t and literal; tlie fpelling, punctuation,, and even the errors 
of the original, being fcrupuloufly praferved. 

The Public will perceive, that this interefling epiftle is without date, and is figned on|y 
with initials *. But, independent of the fimple narrative of the means by which it has been 
refeued from oblivion, it feems to carry in it fuch intrinfic marks of authenticity, that no. 
one who is in the leaA acquainted w.th the peculiar character of the productions of Thom- 
fon, can hefitate a moment in afcribmg it to him. Befides gratifying that laudable curiofiqr 
which the Public naturally feel to become acquainted with tlie moA minute circumAances in 
the lives of eminent men, we conftder this letter as peculiarly intcrcAiiig in many otlier 
points of view. Tt appears to have been written at a nioA ctitical period of the author’s 
Jife, being fon after his arrival in England, whitlscr he wint upon the death of his mo¬ 
ther. It exhibits the intereAing fpeCtacle of an elegant and inexp’ nenced mind, labouring 
under the prelTure of pecuniary cmbarrafTmcnts, and Aruggling with chofe feelings of con- 
feious dignity by which he had long been prevented from folicitmg affiAance, and whicli 
the horrors of impending Indigence atone enabled him to overcome. But the account he 
then proceeds to give of the origin and pattial progrefs of “ Tii* Seasons’’ more nearly 
concerns the Public, and merits the attention not only of the Biogiapiier, whom it enables 
to throw light on an obfeure part of the hiAory of this work; but alfo of the Philofophcr, 
whom it moA forcibly imprcL with the reflection, that the moA trivial circumA.inces fome. 
times aXTcA the whole tenor of a man s hfe, and that, by caufes apparently the moA in¬ 
efficient, his fame and fortune may be for ever decided, as well as the nature and extent of 
his influence on mankind. Had not Mr Ricclcton, a man who is now altogether un¬ 
known as a poet, compofed a fmatl production on Winter, tlte immortal Seafons” might 
never have exiAed ; and thus, not only might Scotland have derived comparatively fmall 
luAre from the genius of her Thomfon, but the world might never have been delighted with 
the enchanting imagery and glowing defeription of tlie Poet of the Year.

c.iith is not our only place of ex ■ 
iftence; that (jcd who lent the good 
into this world of caie h.is prcpaied a 
future rewajd more than adequate to all 
their prefent fuffeiings.”—My heart was 
gladdened with the idea—it fwellcd with 
tliankfulnefs to its gieat Creator, and 
benevolence to all mankind. Tranquil¬ 
lity reigned in my breaft—-my feelings 
were Ibftened into hainiony. The cau/e 
of the exclamation was forgotten ; — my 
mind was relieved from every unplealant 
impreflion. Perfeit lerenlty we were 
never meant long to enjey ;—fhort was 
its ftay with me—the name of Julia 
ftruck my ears, and inftantly recalled my 
vandfiing thoughts. “ She is awoke,” 
faid the Cottager—that moment I found 
niyfelf at her bed-lide and chfped her 
lily hand to my heart. Horatio hung 
over her faded form with a countenance 
firongly exprefllve of anguifli; he lot ktd 
as if delirous to arreft the flight of her 
Ipirit, now on the point of quitting its 
eaithly tenement hr ever.—“Poor iiif- 
ferei ! that beauty and innccence which 
once rendered thee fo lovely, aic nuw fled ; 
once thou waft innocent and happy—the 
fupport of thy parent, tlie pride of thy 
brother, and the delight of all thy 
friends. Every eye Ipoke admliation, 
every tongue expiefl'ed applaufe. Had 
Julia a wifli ? it was giatiiied—had llie 
a fear ? it was banilhed - had ftie an aver- 
fion f it was indulged.—Now maik tlie 
Contraft : Alcander (patience fuppon me 
at the mention of his name') canic to 
blaft her felicity. Under the Icim of an 
argel he concealed the heart of a fiend.

of dilhonour. Her unlhaken delicacy 
provoked Alcar.tler; finding her mind 
ftill maintained its native dignity, alter 
fevtral ineltciUial attempts lo continue 
tlie comical ion, he very honourably de- 
lerted her. Though reduced to the ex¬ 
tremity of diftrel’s, Julia thought not of 
herlilt; llie flew lo her aged paient, 
whefc arms, flic well knew, would be 
open to receive her. blic ailived juft in 
time to lee the remains of that revered 
gundi.m ot Iier hapjiinels depofiied in 
the tciTih. Iiio Julia's guilt had ftruck 
him to the heart—rherc needed not a re- 
petifi(,ii of the blow. Foi fix weeks llic 
b< re the remembrance o£ the I'ccne; tlie 
fevi nth foul'd her in the lituation I have 
deiciibed. Her brother, her Horatio, 
came, to repioach—Ah, no! to lootli 
and comfort his afflifted fifter—“To 
wLil'per comfort to her patting foul.”

^HOUGH England is alTaik'd nt this 
moment by vci y formidable adverfa- 
lies, botlj from within and fiom without, 
jet we lhall perl'cvere in cherilhing the 
hope, that the geneial Ipiiit of diiciimi- 
naiion and good lenle which prevails 
HY’te perhaps in this country than in any 
otlier in tlie woild, will l>e as lufHcient 
giiaid us internal much: niilrmsy 

as our fortitude and prudence have hi- 
theito been lufficient to lepel the ag- 
grelhons of hoftile nations \\'ith the 
conduft of thole to whom Government is 
committed, every wile man, in liis pii- 
t.ite capacity, will torliear to inteileie ; 
coufeious that his opinion mult neteira- 
rily be ciiciirnlcnbid by a nairovv and 
inaccurate range ot information. But, 
in what mere immediately ulates to in¬ 
dividuals, he is not equally reliiaincd ; 
indeed he may be laid to be called 
upon in an el'pccial manner, b) his duty 
as a good citizen, to do all in his power 
to contribute to jonal orJeT, and to the 
Juppre,f.on of dan^ermus innovations. 

It is on this account that tlu. woik be¬ 
fore us has a claim to cur carnelt re¬ 
commendation. It appears to contain a 
fair narrative of fuch events as fell with¬ 
in the writer’s sbfervation and bitter ex¬ 
perience, during the continuance of one 
of the moft triu I and atrocious tyrannies 
recorded in the hilfoiy of mankind. Its 
proper tffeil U to guard eveiy man who 
reflec'f s from an eager propenlity to array 
himlelf and his countrymen with tbffe 
*vcr-ween, ng rags of_ Prance which have 
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hitherto appeared only as the emblems of 
begyatr, tuiriik linrf, andJlnughter, 
I'hough the Itile of this work is good, 
the fair Authoiels is lo modelt, as to 
apologise foi any defefts that may ap¬ 
pear in it. blic tells her readers, “ Tiiat 
Ihc fliould never have ventured to offer 
any pn duction ot heis to the world, 
had die not conceived it jiofliblc, that 
information and reikciions colkdfcd and 
made <;n the Ipot, dujing a period when 
1 i.iiitc exhibited a (late of which there 
IS no example, might gratify curiohty 
without the aid ot literary einbtlli/h- 
iiiemt; and an adheience to truth might. 
Ml a lubjed of this nature, be more ac- 
eeptahk than biilliancy of thought, or 
tlcg.M'.ceot language. The eruption of 
a volcano, the adds, may be more Ici- 
ontificalJy delcribed and accriunted for 
by the phiiofopher : bwt the relation of 
the illiterate pcafant who beheld it, 
and luffeicd from its effeds, may not be 
lei’s inteiciting to the common hearer.” 

Theie icmarks are undoubtedly jufty 
and argue a very becoming difHdence in 
the wiiter; it is our province to add, 
what a perufal of chele'Voluines will con¬ 
firm, that where the Ipefiator of, and 
lharer in, the dilmal Icene is fraught 
alf'o with the wildom of the phiiofopher, 
the information derives from this cir- 
cumftance additional weight and value ; 
and that the perion who has publifhed 
thefe pages is not more faithful in Hat¬ 
ing the circumftances, than judicious and 
conjiderate in appreciating the impor¬ 
tance 
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tance and extent of the calamities fhe re¬ 
lates. 

Perhaps we can in no way better con- 
fult the interefts of the Fublic and of the 
Autberefs, without over-looking, what 
ought to be our chiet cuncern, the rma-- 
tainment of the readers ot our rniiccl- 
lany, than by lelefting, as we turn over 
the pages ot two clolely prinud oflavo 
aolumes, luch palfages and occurrences 
as thall cmpcar particularly important 
and imprenivc \ making ourie! ves any oc- 
cafional lemarks which m.iy render our 
extracts more intelligible o; ulli'ul. 

The firlt letter we lhall notice is dat¬ 
ed Arras, 179s, which dc-icribis the gar¬ 
den and palace of the Bilhop of that 
place, who had emigrated. In this de- 
icription, ve/ut/ In JI,uulo, thty may be¬ 
hold their fate who ([uit their native foil 
to cfcape the ordeal ot ptYjctuiiun , and 
all may contemplate the rile ot malig¬ 
nity and the progrds and pumlhmcnt of 
ingratitude. 

“ Alter obtaining an order from the 
Municipality, we went to lee the gardens 
and palace ot the Bilhop. The garden 
has nothing very icinarkahle, but is 
large and well laid out, according to the 
old (tile. It forms a veiy agieeahlc 
walk; and, when the Bilhop pollellcd it, 
was open toi the enjoyment ot the inha¬ 
bitants, but it is now (hut up, and in 
tlifoidcr. The houle is plain, and uib- 
Itantially furnilhed, and exhibits no ap¬ 
pearance of unbecoming luxuiy. I'he 
whole is now the propeity ot the nation, 
and will (bon be dilpoied of 1 could not 
help feeling a (eniation of melancholy as 
we walked over the apartments. Every 
thing is marked in an inventoiy juft as 
Ifctt, and an air ®t arrangement anil le- 
fidence leads one to reftcit, that the own¬ 
er did not imagine, at his departuie, he 
was quilting it perhaps for ever. I am 
not partial to the oiiginai emigrants, 
yet much may be laid tor the Bilhop of 
Arras. He was purlucd by ingratitude, 
and marked for perfecution. The Ro- 
belpieircs weie yiiung men whom he had 
taken trom a mean Itatc, had educated, 
and pationueJ. The Revolution gave 
^hem an opportunity of riifplaying their 
tahtnt's, ana their talents procured them 
popularity. They became enemies to 
the Clergy, beeauie their patron was a 
ibilhop; and endeavoured to render their 
b«nela<Stor odious, kecaufe the world 
^ould not forget, nor they forgive, bow 
much they were indebted t« hiiu. —Vice 
^ not otten paflive \ nor is there often a 


medium between gratitude for benefits,' 
and hatred to the author ot them. A little 
mind is hurt by the remembrance oP\ 
obligation, —begins by forgetting, and 
not uncommonly ends by perfeeuting.” 

Ot the doincftic diftrelles perpetually 
excited by civil lufpicion and animolity, 
the following is a very diftrelfing and in- 
tcrcftiiig/>;Vf/iri'jterniiiiaiing happily how- 
evt r in its perffn ii 'tve: 

“ rhe laft days of our ftay at Arras 
were embittered by the djltrefs of our 
neighbour and acquaintance Madame 

dc B-. She has loft two (ons under 

circumftanccs lo alTciling, that I think 
you will be interefted in the relation. 

— The two young men were in the 
army, and quartcied at Perpignan, at a 
lime when loinc effort of ccmnter-icvo- 
Jiilian was laid to be intended. One of 
them was arielUd as being concerned, 
and the other Imrendered himl’clf pn- 
loner to accompany his brother. When 
the High Court at OrljCans was inftituted 
for trying State-prifoners, thole of Per¬ 
pignan were ordered to be conduced 
there, and the two B.’s, chained together, 
were taken with the reft. On their ar¬ 
rival at Orleans, their gaoler had millaid 
the key that unlocked their letters, and, 
not finding it immediately, the young 
men produced one which aniweicd the 
purpole, and reieal’ed themlelves. The 
gaoler looked at them with lui prize, and 
alkcd why, with luch a means in their 
power, thty had not elcaped in the night, 
oj on the roail. They replied, becaulc 
they were not culpable, and had no rea- 
lon for avoiding a tiial that would ma- 
nifelt their innocence. Their heroilin 
was fatal. I'liey were brought, by a 
decree of the Convention, from Orleans 
to Verlaillcs (on their way to Paiis), 
where they weie met by the mob and 
maftacred. 

“ Their unfortunate mother is yet 
ignorant of then late •, but we left her 
in a (fate little preferable to that which 
will be the eftctit of ceitainty. She law 
tliedeciee for tiani'iHiiting the prilbners 
from Orleans, and all accounts of the le- 
lult have been caiefully concealed from 
her} yet hei anxious and enquiring looks 
at ail who approach her, indicate but 
too well her fuipiclon of the truth. 
Monfieur de B.’s iituaiion is Indifcribably 
painful. Informal of the death of hi* 
Ions, he is yei obliged to conceal his 
fufferinjs, and wear an appearance of 
tranquillity in tlie picknce of his wifo. 
Sometimes he escapes, when unable to 

eootain 
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contain his emotions any longer, and ve- 

mai^s at M. de -’!> till hcrecoveis 

hiinll'If. He takes no notice of the lub- 
jctl of his gi I«rf, and we rclpeft it too 
much to attempt to confole him. 'The 

lart time I afkcd him alter Mad, de-, 

he told me her I'pirits were Ibmething 
better, and, added he, in a voice almolt 
luffocatcd, J}}e n umujing hnfelf ivnh 
ntckcloths for her foils ! —When 
you refleft that the maflacrc', at Pans 
took place the I'econd and rh-rd of bep- 
tcinbei', and that the deciee was palled 
to biing the prilcneis Ircm Orleans 
(wliere they wcie in lalety) on the tenth, 
I on lay nothing that will add to tlie 
horroi ot this tranlaftion, or to your de- 
tedation of its caufe. Sixty-two, moltly 
eoplc ol high lank, fell vi6fiins to this 
aihaicus policy : they were brought in 
a fort of toveitd waggons, and wcie 
murdered In heaps without being taken 
out.” 

We promife^ a happy perf'ieflirje to 
this pitiurt i and it will be fouml in the 
note liibjoined. 

“ Perhaps the render will be pleafcd 
at adifcoveiy v\hich it would have been 
tinlalc to mi-ni’On when nnde, or In the 
courleofthis conclpondcnee. The two 
young men alluded to above anlved at 
Vciladles, chained together, with (heir 
fellow-piilontis. Suipri7e, perliaps ad¬ 
miration, had diverted the gaolei’s at¬ 
tention from denuuiding the key that 
opened their padlock, and it was (till in 
their poflelfion. On entering Vcrfallles, 
and oblerving the croud preparing to at- 
tack them, they divefted themlelvco of 
their fettei s and of every other inciiin- 
brance. In a few moments their c.u- 
riages were furrounded; theii coinpa- 
nions at one end weic alicady imndcred, 
and themlelves flightly wounded; but 
the cohfiilion incicafing, they darted 
uinidft the croud, and were in a inomcii; 
undiltinguiniable. They wcie aftei- 
Vvards taken under the proteflien of a 
htimane iiiagilfrate, who concerded them 
for f.me time, and they ate now in per- 
feef Iccurity—'I'hey weie the only two 
of the whole miitiber that eicaped.” 

The f<dl(Aving palfnge will rtinind thofe

to obferve the devices of the fevpral 
dalles of arilfocracy i for it is not to Be 
dilguiled, that fince the hope from Du- 
mouricr has vanilhed, though the difgull 
of the people may be inrrealed, their 
terror is alio greater than ever, and the 
Departments near Paris have no refource 
but lilent fubmillion. Every one, there¬ 
fore, obeys the letter of the decrees with 
the diligence of fear, while they elude 
the fpnii of them with all the ingenuity 
of hatred. — The rich, for example, whd 
cannot entirely divelt themlelves of their 
remaining hauteur, exhibit a fullen com¬ 
pliance with the edids. It has lately 
been ordered, that every houfe in the Re- 
piibllc fliall have fixed on the outfide of 
the door, in legible charaders, the name, 
age, htuh-phice, and jaofelJ.on of its in¬ 
habitants. Not the poorclf cottager, not* 
thole \v ho arc too old or too young for 
adion, nor even unmarried ladies, arC 
exempt from thus proclaiming the ab- 
ftraft of their hiltory to pa(l’ers-by. 

“ Some of the wealthy do this on a 
finall pin e of paper, written in a fmall 
hmd, and placed at the very txtieine of 
(he height allowed by the law. Some 
f’x iheii bills lb as to l>e half covered by 
a Ihuiter ; others flifteii them only with 
waters, lb that the wind, det.ichiiig one 
cr two cornels, makes it impolllble to 
read the lelf. Many who have courts or 
paflages to theii houles, put their names 
on the half of a gate which they leave 
open, lb that the writing is not per- 
ccptllilc but to thole who enter. Bui 
tholiv^vlio are molt afraid, or inoft de¬ 
cidedly aiiltixiars, lubjoin to their legil- 
teis, all good Ripublicans, or /"Ove la 
Rfprddajur, une b' indiinfiblc. Some 
likewile, who are in public oll'.ces, or 
Ihop-ktepi I s, who are very timid and 
afraiu ct pillage, or :ue ripe for a coiiii- 
tei levoluticr., have a (licet, halt the lis,^f 
the dooi, ctecoiatcd with ted caps, trt-ce- 
loured ribbons, and flaming leniences 
ending in Death or Liberty." 

A lew pages fartlicr on, our fair tra¬ 
veller int!educes a letter from a female 
friend of lur’s, dated from OLmaifcn d'ar- 
rct, to which file had been conveyed by 
a dec tec ot Ccnventicn. Wc have not 
room for tl:e whole, though interelfing; 
lAt the following paragraph is a fpeci- 
men of the atrocity and falfhood with 
which the public concerns were ma¬ 
naged :

The woman, howeec., 
illII continued to jurlecnie him, .'dle lging 
that hei conlcience was di!tre'h-d, and 
that her peace depended on liei In ingahle 
to confels m the u^ 'ot way- At leiigfli 
he fuffered himlelf to be pievaikd upon ; 
the woman received an hundied livres 
for inf'oiining againff him, and, perhaps, 
the pried will be condemned to the gu.l- 
lotine.”

As loon as 
the Re/>i ffi/ilanl had Icit the town, by 
dint of lolicita'.ion v.e })icvailed on the 
Municip.’diry to llie le .1 off the 

rooms, and content iliem.eivc*s with le- 
leilling and I’ccuring my pape-s, which 
was done yeltciday by a CommlllioncT 
formally appoimecl lor the jniipole. I 
know not the quality of the goeet citirens 
to whom this important charge was eii- 
trufted, hut I concluded from their 
that they had been more uielully em¬ 
ployed the pieceding part ot the day at 
the anvil and laft. It is ccitain, how¬ 
ever, they had undertaken a bufmtfs 
greatly beyond their powers. 1 liey, in¬ 
deed, turned over all my tinnks and 
drawers, and dived to the bottom ot 
water-jugs and flower-jars with gieai 
zeal, but neglefli'd to le u ch a laige port¬ 
folio that lay on the table, probably from 
not knowing the ule of it j and my ler- 
conveyed away fome Ictteis, while 
1 amiifed them with the light of a blue¬ 
bottle fly through a mlcrolcope.

This 
Deeiee wasfoon alter put into execution, 
and our lair correl’ponelent was involved 
in the ei ininon f.ilainity. Having been 
fo puitieular in our quotation from the 
account of the domiciliary vifit, and at 
afts ol oppreftion and brutality exhibit 
theinle‘lvi» genciully in the lame odious 
unitoimity of appearance, we lliall pals 
over ihc ciicuinffaiicis cl th\% art rjtai/on.

Being under five-and twenty, 
the lalt Reqnifition obliged him to de¬ 
part for the army, and leave her to carfy 
on the bufinefs alone. Three weeke 
after ihe was arrefted at midnight, put 
into a cart, and brought hither. She 
had no time to take any precautions, and 
their little commerct ., which was in ha- 

T t a , berdafhery, 
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berdaflicry, as well as feme work Ihe had 
in hand, is abandoned to the mercy of 
the people who amfled her. She has 
rcafon to fuppofc her crime is, not having 
frequented the conftitutional niafs. Her 
accui'er is a member of one of the town 
committees, who, fmee her brother’s 
abfence, has pcrtiicuted her with dlflio- 
nomable propofals, and, having been le- 
pulied, has taken this method of leveng. 
ing himlclf. Ilej conjtflme is mull 
piobably right, as fmcehtr imprifonir.i ,it 
this man has been cndvavouting to make 
a Ibrt of li<;rtcrvvilh her for Iii.r iLlcafe. 

“ I am irally coiuci.m'd lor this poor 
crcaluie, who is at puiciU aveiy good 
girl 5 but il Ihe remains here, llic will not 
only be deprived of liei means of living, 
but perhaps her moi ale may be iireme- 
Ciiabiy coirupife'd. bhe is i.ew lodged in 
a rceni with ten or a doren men, and tlie 
lioule is lo crowded that I doubt whether 
.1 have interell enough to piocmc I'er a 
more decent apartment.” 

What can this lhange policy have in¬ 
tended, which thus expoied to ru..i ai.d 
want a girl of onc-and-twenty, net tor 
any open violation of the law, but 
merely for her xhgtous opmhiti ; ar.d 
this too in a country which proftllid 
toleration as the bafis or its Govern¬ 
ment ?

without ceicmony to pulon. They 
fubmitted, letiningly moie (ui priled than 
alaimed; and intwohouis the Genei.il 
received a note from ahiglicr powei, dc- 
firing him to fet them at liberty, as they 
were a£int} of the Republic.” 

Another fliort inlhinte of the condiiT 
of R(-bel‘piei re and bis paity tcw'nuls 
thole in ?)n!i!ajy lov vionii whole politi¬ 
cal (jpinions thej lulpt^/ed, will laither 
evince the airccity of tl.eii jtah ufy : 

“Nov. 22. \Veha\e been walking in 
the yaril (o! the pnfon) to day with Ge- 
neir.l Laeer.tui, who, for an ae.1 which in 
any other countiy would have gained him 
c.edit, IS Ill ihn lulpended from his com¬ 
mand. When Cultine, a lew weeks he¬ 
ft re his death, left the arm)' to vilit fomc 
of the neighbouring towns, the commaiul 
devolved to Laveueur, who received, 
along with (,(her clhcial pajiers, a lilt of 
coiinierfigns, which, liavuig piobably 
been maefe fome time, anel not altered 
coiifoimably to the changes of the day, 
contained, among otheis, the woids 
Cundoml—Lonjniiilion \ and tlieleweie 
in their turn given out. On Cultii.e’s 
tiial this was niade a p.art of his accula- 
tion. Laveiitur, recollefling that the 
circumftancc had happened in thcabfentii 
of Cult me, thr light it incumbent on 
lam to take the blanie, if theie were any, 
on hiniielf, anel wrote to P.aisto explain 
the matter as it really flood ; but his 
candour, without availing Culline, 
drew perfecution on himlclf, and the 
only notice taken of his letter was an 
order to arrell him. After being dragged, 
like a criminal, from one town to ano¬ 
ther, and often lodged in dungeons and 
common prilbns, fie was at length depo- 
fited here.”

Sug' 
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Su^eeftionii for the Improvement of Hofpltals, and other Charitable Iuftitutioni« 
By William Blizard, T, K. S. and F. A.S. 


W E often have cccafion to wiJh fpecu- 
lative and profeflional men woiijd 
employ their ahilitic!. and habits of oh- 
Krvation on mattiis ot general conve¬ 
nience and utility. From the ingenuity of 
tiilightei.ed minds but occalionally exer- 
tiied in conlideiing the inimeiou>i exi¬ 
gencies of human lile, many valuable 
advantages would inevitably arile. It 
would n<jt meiely diiclore new fources of 
Icience, biitenhar.ee its impoitance, by 
Ki'.deiing its jnincipLs luadicable, and 
rcilucing them to c,>11110011 ule. 'Fins 
deploiable mii'application of talent is 
prolific of great .uiJ manifold evils. It 
deluges the woiKj wiili dgnoiance and 
ciroi, ahul’es the ciediilcus, inlults the 
wile with fidion aod nonl'eiile, and Iwells 
the mafs of learned luinhei witli a con- 
iLiiit acceilion ot ridiculous pai.uloxt.s 
.ind ohlolete theories. . We aie, theie- 
loic, highly giaftilied by i very deparluie, 
in writeis ot ciedit and relperiabiliiy, 
ti'ciii this ultlels expence ot Ir.boui and 
time, and hope nio/n, in the tiue 
ipint of what may be expettrd fiom an 
individual kiiouliy dilpoled to conlult 
the puhhc weltare, will he as accipt.iblc 
to oui readtis a^ laiilelvis. Theii ttm- 
pels, at kail, mud be di.mgely pcrveiJe, 
11 their talk's oddly vitiated, who can 
|>e)ule i/'t/i with anydegiee ot c.indour, 
and not reeclve veiy i.uisuitoiy intoiina- 
tioii on a vaiitty ot pauicul.iis, in which 
all are, moie oi Ids, concerned. 

One of the molt curious t.iiHs in the 
luliory of civil Joclety is, ihe Oriain of 
Jlolpitals. It ns loniewhat lemarltable, 
that m the Pagan world, and even among 
the ancient Greeks and Romans, not- 
withltanding thnr tranicendant refine¬ 
ment in talk, and all the elegant ails, 
the luperior excellence ot their (ocial 
cdahlilhments, their enthufiatm ioi poli¬ 
tical liberty, and that mafculine vigour 
of intelleft which dilUnguillied all their 
puiluits, we find no accommcd.iticn of 
this lort for the indigence and mileiy to 
which multitudes ot our fcllow-creatiirts 
aie, in every filuation, fubjetled. With 
all their Icience, accompliflnntnt, and in¬ 
vention, they I'ecni no where to have 
made any peimanent prov ilion againftthe 
accidental ditlicls ot inislortune or dil- 
ealt. The inltitution of Hofpitals was 
one of the firft monuments inlcribed to 
humanity when the world became Cbrit- 
Jian. C’onftantine the Great had itcourle 
to this mode of fuinilhing tm aiyluiii tor 


the deftitiue and infirm, whom the faltk 
he adopted, and the policy he puriued* 
did not peimit him to leave unprctet'.cd. 
The expedient was aoceptable to every 
pel foil ot tec ling, and piaFtiied even by 
Julian the Emperor, who in thiscaie- 
tally imitaied the example, though he 
publicly renounced the creed, ot his illuf- 
trious pivdeceltur. Providence probably 
rdervid a ineai'ure thus propitious to 
human tiaiky and the caluall'.cs of Ib- 
cniy, togi.ice the auipices oi Revealed 
Religion, winch was originally lubttan- 
tiaud by a merciful attention to the I'uf* 
filing part ot mankind, and miruculoully 
/j('i hfi;' all v;anHcr of dtfeufts. And 
theie Itlll lubfills the hapjilelt accordance 
het'.vceii whatevei abiiiiges ihc-ravages 
ot afttktion, and the inlliiencc of a fyttem 
which h.is ioi its object the laivation of 
the' \v' 1 111 ! 

To the iaine benevolent piinciple we 
owe the publication beloic us. It is the 
obvious lelult ct long, l.-duloiis, and 
ciJi reft attention tot he vaiious localities, 
exigencies, ai. l icgiilations here tnuine- 
lated. Many eiicumtlances in the exte¬ 
rior, as well as the internal arrangciuent 
and conduft ot llulpitals, in detail, have 
occupied our Author'scaie andoblu'va- 
tion. tic Conceives tlie inteielV of hunra* 
nity and that otiheie charitable eflahliih- 
ments, in general, cl[lecially in this me¬ 
tropolis, to be ptrfeftly intcpaiabie. 
And it docs him peculiar honour, 
inni'ilt his very lahonoiis and extenfive 
pi.kiice, iii.> great profeflionalcelebrity, 
and private avocations, that to large a 
poiiion of bis Ihidiesthoiild be thus cm- 
iloyid in deviling the bell means for me- 
ic'iating the iutlerings of our common 
nature. Intentions like thefe would 
lanftion talents very inferior to his. 
.Indeed, wliat higher merit can we 
expeft to fintl in .any work, than that it 
means well, and is well executed ? 

What cur Author fuggefts in fpeaking 
of cordial nieilicine, and the iaiutary 
life of Itrong beer for lecruiting the 
health and (pints of patients from the 
moil laborious clafTes ot the poor, reduced 
by ficknd's and penury, deferves very 
paiticular regard. . It refers to a cir- 
cumitance of extreme feverity, which ail 
the poor in the kingdom are equally 
doomed to I’uffer from the late exorbitant 
duties on wine. This is often enough 
a neceUiiy ingiedienl in preferiptions 
for families who can ill anord it) but 

where

DEAR SIR, 


** YOUR’s of Oflober Z4 came not to 
my hands till the 7th inftant, for 
Mr. P. and I did not meetfooncr> and 
then I happened to be very buiy in 
preparing for a journey to the place 
where I am now. I fhould have been 
glad to have waited upon you in Lon¬ 
don (if you had comethithei) , for after 
1 received you^letter I ftopt one of my 
voyages into the country, in hopes to 
wait upon you there. 

“ I am glad that you are going to 
found Armenian and Sclavonian Let¬ 
ters. You have an oiaclc for the former 
language amongft you (I mean Dr. 
Hyde); but is there any that Hudies 
or dcllgns to ftudy the latter (which I 
would certainly do were 1 ten years 
younger) ? if there be, I mull make 
bold to trouble you with fome queries. 
If you could get a young ingenious 
WelJhman to ftudy that and the old 
Northern Languages, you would do 
the world I'ome fervice by raifing up 
fuch a man t For (as I take it) there arc 
four old original Europeftn Languages, 
the Greek, the Sclavonic, the Gothic, 
and the Celtic, or ancient Bncilh ; and 
he that underftands them all, as an in¬ 
genious Welchman (that hath learned 
Greek) may eafily do, will be able to 
iiluftrate the harmony of Languages 
ancient and modern (Latin alfo compre- 
hended, bccaufe it is little elfe but 
Greek 1 . He will alfo thereby be ena¬ 
bled to iiluftrate many things in anti¬ 
quity which yet lie in darknefs; and 
the difeoveries he will And himfelf able 
to make in thefe things will be fo de¬ 
lightful to him, that he will fcarce be 
fcnfible of his pains.

When he went about 
the town by land, he always made ufe 
of an open two-vi^celed chaife, attend¬ 
ed by two foidiers or grooms, who rode 
before, and a pagCj who fometimes 
ftood behind the chaife, and often fat 
in it with his Majelly, and drove 
him. He rofe even in the winter time 
before four o’clock, and was often in 
his cabinet by three, when two private 
fecretaries and certain clerks were in 
condant attendance.—Peter feems to 
have loved his fubjeds with the atten¬ 
tion of a friend, as well as with the 
alFeillbn of a father. He was anxious 
for their pleafure and amufement, as 
well as for their improvement. He 
came one day to the Gardens of Peterf- 
burgfa, called Catherine’s Gardens, in 
honour of the Emprefs, which he had 
laid out hhnfclf, and on dueling no 
perfon walking in them, he aiked the 
re^fon; one o? the fentincls replied, 
** Sire, it is heeaufe we have fulTered 
no one to enter.”—** And pray, block¬ 
head,” replied the Czar, angrily, 
** what wife-acre has given you thefe 
orders ?”—*‘Our Officers, Sire,” replied 
the renrinel. *• What a pack of fools!” 
replied the munificent Emperor j” could 
tbefe people imagine that I had made 
(b vafta walk, and at fiamueh expence 


too, for mjrfclf alone, and not for th« 
advantage of the public ?” The Czar, 
on being invited by one of his Nobles to 
a hunting party, which was to terminate 
with the hunting of the wild boar, re¬ 
plied, “ Hunt, Sir, as much as you 
pleafe, and make war on wild beads { 
for my parr, I cannot amufe myfelf 
in that manner whild I have enemicsto 
encounter abroad, and refraftory fuhjcfts 
to bring into order at home.”—Peter 
the Great knew no game of cards ex¬ 
cept a common. Dutch game, at which 
he played nccaiionally amungd his Offi¬ 
cers military and naval ; and he re- 
dridfed the dake to a fmall fum, and 
made an edi£f, which declared that he 
who lod more than that fiiih was under 
no obligation to pay. Of perfons wh« 
were fond of gaming this great man 
ufed to fay, that they had no taftc for 
any thing ufeful, and that they de¬ 
voted their time and talents to the pur- 
pofes of grofs avarice. The Czar, when 
he retired to reft, was tn general com¬ 
pletely fatigued wjith the toils of the day, 
and gave drift erders that he fhould 
never be awaked unlefi in cafe of fire. 
When any accident of that kind hap¬ 
pened, there was a (landing order given 
to rouze him at the ftrft appearance of 
It, and. his Maicfty was frequently chb 
firft perfon that affifted at the firje, 
Demaining there and givingthe neceffary 
orders utuil the danger was over. Nearly 
the laft aft of this great Monarch's 
life was an effort to fave the lives of 
fame of his fubjefts. In a very infirm 
(late of his health the Czar was in t 
boat vificing fomc works that were car« 
rying on near Petcrlburgh ) he faw at 
fome diftance a veftel, full uf foidiers and 
faitors, in danger of pcrifhing } the 
weather was cloudy, and the fca rough, 
and the violence ut the waves had al¬ 
ready driven the velTelon a fand. The 
Czar immediately fent a boat to theif 
alfiftance; bur, notwithftandiug the 
efforts of 1110 crew, they could not get 
the vcflTel afloat. The Emperor, a wic- 
nefs of this diftrelfing fpettacle, and 
thinking that they did not exert them* 
felves fiifficierttly to fave their brethi*eis 
from the fury of the waves, took the 
refolution or going bimfelif to th>-ir 
alfiftaoce, and finding that his boat ruuld 
not advance tntbe fhorc on account > f 
the fand banks, he waded iniu the 
water up to his knees, ami reached the 
boat that was aground. Th£ pretence 
srnd the exanipic of the beneficent So¬ 
vereign made every one redouble hia 

effotu ) 
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cForts i the boat was Toon got off, and 
the p^rfons it contained were favid. 
The next day the Czar was taken with 
a Ihivering fit, which was followed 
with a return of his old diforder, a very 
horrid internal difeafe, of which he 
never recovered: acute and unremitting 
pain indie..ted the approaching death 
of this friend of his country, to which 
he refigncd himfelf with the mofl heroic 
firmnd’s, two months after the exertion 
of one of the mod heroic a6ls of bene, 
volence that Hiftory has ever confecrat* 
CO to the memory and admiration of 
mankind.

ACCOUNT OF ^HE LATE MUTINY IN THE CHANNEL FLEET. 


fN the month of February laft, peti- 
tions were Tent from all the linc-of« 
battle (hipsat Portfmouth to LordHowc; 
but being ail written by one perfon, and 
couched iiuhe fame language, it was prc> 
fumed they were only the produftions of 
fome fa£liousor mad-brained individuals, 
who were too contemptible for notice ; 
the petitions were therefore thrown 
alide, and obtained no anfwers. This, 
on the return of the Fleet to port from 
the laft cruize, occalioncd'a correfpon- 
dence by letter to he kept up and palTcd 
from Clip to Ihip, through the whole 
fleet; till at length it wa^ unanimoufly 
agreed upon, that no fhip Ihould lift an 
anchor till a redrtfs of grievances was 
obtained. In this (late matters remain¬ 
ed till the 15th of April, when AdnM- 
ral Bridport ordered the fignal for the 
fleet to prepare for fea ; but, inftt.'.d of 
weighing anchor, three cheers were 
given from the Qiiccn Charlotte, as the- 
flgnal fordifaffedtion, which was 111 like 
manrer followed by every fl-ip in the 
fleet. The Officers were tiunulcr- 
ftruck, and tried various means to bring 
the men to a fenfe of their duty, but 
without ert'eft. The next day a boat from 
each fliip was demanded, and two men 
from the crew of each were appointed 
Delegates to rtprefent the whim, and 
Lord Howe’s cabin was deemed the 
moft proper place for their delibera¬ 
tions. On the 17th, every man in the 
fleet was fworn to fupport the caufc m 
which he had embarked ; even tbc Ad¬ 
miral’s body fervants]werc not exempted 
from the oath. Their next procediuc 
was the reeving ropes, in , tenon hi, at 
the fore-yard-arm, and turning all the 
Officers out of the fleet who had behav¬ 
ed in any manner to oflend them. On 
the iSth the Lords of the Admiralty 
arrived there, in the courfe of which, 
and two following days, fevcral propn- 
litions were made by them to reduce 
the fleet to obedience, but ineffeftualiy. 
0,11 the 2ift Admirals Gardner, Col- 
poys, and Pole went on board the Qiiecn 
Charlotte, in order to confer with the 
pclegates, who informed the Admi- 
xals, that it was the determination of the 
crews to agree to nothing that IhouJd 
not be 'fanfiioned by Parliament, and 
gaurantecd by the King’s Proclamation ; 
\yhichfu difappointed and irritated Ad- 
iral Gardner, that he fcized one of 
lC Delegates by the collar, and fwore 


he would have them all hanged, with 
every fifth man throughout the fleet. 
This circumflance fo exafperated the 
crew againil the gallant Admiral, that 
it was with much difficulty he eicaped 
from the Ihip with his life. Dele¬ 

gates from the Royal George now re¬ 
turned to their ihip, and informed the 
crew of what had happened, who, after 
fomc confultation, refolved on fummon- 
ing all the Delegates on board rhsir 
fliip, which was done by lloifting the 
red or bloody flag, which ftiuck terror 
through the fleet (as the fignal was not 
gcner^ly undeVftood), and particlarly to 
the Omcers, who trembled for the con- 
fequences, fearing that fomethiug 
dreadfully hoflile was intended. It 
was at this iflomcnt that the much valu¬ 
ed and refpeffed Lord IJridport’s flag 
was flruck, with a rcfolutiori never to 
difplay It again, whiclif-drevv tears from 
almoft all the Officers. The fleet next 
proceeded to load all their guns, ordered 
a watch to be kept the fame as at fea, 
and put every thing in a ftatc of defence, 
keeping every Officer to his relpc£five 
fijip. On the 2zd the men were fome- 
what pacified, and caufed two letters 
to be written, one to the Lords of the 
Admiialty, flaiing the caufe of their 
condud-t on the preceding day; the 
other to Lord liridport, in which they 
filled him their Fatbrr and Fru/iJ, and 
avowed no intentional offence to him. 
This had a good eflefl; for on the lyd 
the Admiral returned to his flnp, and 
rehoifled his flag, and, after a fliurt ad- 
drefs to the crew, in which he told them 
the painful bufincfs of the lall week 
would be the means of hurrying him 
fhortly to his grave, he informed them 
that he had brought with him a redrefs 
of all their grievances, and-his Majef- 
ty's pardon for the offenders, which, 
after feme deliberation, were accepte^^ 
when ever man returned to his duty. 

The following are authentic Copies 
of the feverai Papers which have paffed 
on this very extraordinary occafion : 

To the Right Honourable and the Ho¬ 
nourable Knights, Citizens, and Bur- 
geffes, in ParliamentalTemblcd. ■ 
The humble Petition of the 'seamen and 
Marines on board his Majefty’s Fleet, 
on behalf of themfelves; 

Humbly Sheweth, 

That your Petitioners, relying on the 
candour and juAice of your Honourable 

Houfe, 
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Houfe, make bold to lay their grievances 
beforeyoii) hoping that when you refleA 
on them, you will pleafe to give redrefi, 
ns far as your wildum fhali deem ne- 
ceflary. 

We beg leave to remind your auguil 
AlTembly, that the Aft of Parliament 
palTcd in the reign of King Charles li. 
wherein the wages of all feainen ferving 
on board his Majefly’s fleet was fettled, 
palTed'at a time when the neceflaries of 
life, and flops of every denomination, 
were at jeafi 30 per cent, cheaper than 
at the prefent time; which enabled 
Stamen and Marines to provide better 
for their families than we c;>n }>ow do 
with one half advance. 

We therefore requeft your Honour¬ 
able Houfc will be fo kind as to revive 
the Aft before-mentioned, and make 
I'uch amendments therein as will enable 
your Petitioners and tlieir* families to 
live in the fame comfortable manner as 
Seamen and Marines did at that time. 

Your pecitioniirs, with all humility, 
laid their grievances before tlie Hon. 
Earl Howe, and flattered ourfelves with 
the hopes that his Lordfliip would have 
been an advocate for us, as we have been 
repeatedly under his command, and 
made the Britiflt flag ride triumphantly 
over that of our cneunes. But, to our 
great furpriic, we find ourfelf unpro- 
tedledb) him, who hasfecn lo many in- 
fiances of our intrepidity in carrying the 
Britifli flag into every part of tnc ftas 
with viftory and luccefs. 

We profefs ourfelves as loyal to our 
Sovereign, and zealous in the defence 
of our Country, as the Army or Mi¬ 
litia can be; and efteem ourfelves equal¬ 
ly entitled to his Majefly's munificence; 
therefore with jealoufy we behold their 
pay augmented, and the out-penfions 
of Clielfea College mcrcafcd to thir¬ 
teen pounds per annum,while we remain 
negledted, .^ind the out-penfluners of 
Greenwich have only feven pounds per 
annum. 

We your Petitioners therefore hum¬ 
bly implore that you will take thefe 
matters into cnnlidcration, and, with 
your accullomed goodnefsand liberality, 
comply with the prayerof this Petition, 
and your Petitioners, as in duty bound, 
will ever pray, &c.

To the Right Honourable the Lords 
Commiflioners of the Admiralty : 
My Lords, 

We, the Seamen of his Majefty’s Na¬ 
vy, take the liberty of addrclfing your 
Lordfliips in an humble Petition, (hew¬ 
ing the many hardthips and opprellions 
we have laboured under for many years, 
and which we Itopc your Lordfliips will 
red refs foon as pollihle. We flatter 
ourfelves that your Lordfliips, together 
with the uation in general, will ac¬ 
knowledge our worth and good fervi- 
ces, both in the American war and the 
prefent ; for which fervice your Lord¬ 
fliips’ Petitioners elo unanimoufly agree 
in opinion, that their worth to the na¬ 
tion, and laborious induflry in defence 
of their country, deferve fomc better 
eticouragemetic than that we meet with 
at prefent, or from any we have ex¬ 
perienced. We, your Petitioners, dn 
not boaft of our good fervices for any 
other purpofc than that of putting you 
and tne nation in mind of the refpeft 
due to us, nor do we ever intend to de¬ 
viate from our former ebarafter, fo far

Firft, that our provifigns be railed 
to tlif w,i;;ht of hxtten "unees to tlie 
pound, and of a better qual'ty ; and that 
our meal'ures may be the fame as thole 
ufed in the conunercal trade of this 
country. 

Secondly .that your Petitioners requeft

Fifthly, that if any man is wounded 
in aOfioii, his pay be continued until he 
it cured and difeharged ; and if any fhip 
has any real grievances te complain of, 
we hope your Lordihips will readily re- 
drefs them, as far as in your power, to 
prevent any diHurbances. 

It is aifo unaipmoujly agreed by the 
fleet, that from this day no grievance

We received your Lordlhip'-’Anfyver 
to pur Petition j and, in order to con¬ 
vince your Locdlhips and the nation In 
general of our moderation, beg leart 
to ofi’er the following remarks to your 
confidcraiion, viz.—That there never 
has exifled but two orders of men in the 
Navy.AljJq and Ordinary, thercf.re the 
diftiii^ion between Ordinary and Land¬ 
men js totally new j we therefore 
humbly propofe to >''ur Lordfliips, iliat 
the old regulations be adhered to, that 
of the wages of the Able Seamen be

We beg leave to ftate to 
your Lordfliips, that the penflons from 
Greenwich College we earneftly wtfls 
to be raifed to ten pounds per annum ;

humbly propo'e to your Lordfliips, that 
every leaman employed in the merchant 
fervice, initead of fix pence per monrh, 
which he now pays, fliall hcreafrer pay 
one fliilling per month j which, we 
trult, will raile a fund fully adequate to 
tike purpufe ; and as this, m tunc of 
peace, muit be paid by your Peiitiuneiy, 
we truft tr will give a convincing proof 
of our difintereftednefs and moderacioti. 
We would alio recommend, that this rr- 
guldtiun be extended to the Searrien in 
the (ti vice of the Raft India Company, 
as we know by experience that there 
arc few I'dilors employed by them but 
what have been in the Royal Navy, and 
we have iecn them with our own eyes, 
after iicknefs or other accident has dif- 
abled chtin, without any hope of relief 
or iuppuit but from their former fer- 
vices in the Navy,—As to provifions, 
that they be augmented to fixteen 
ounces t.o the pound of bread and meat} 
checle, butter, and liquor in propor¬ 
tion, and of a better quality, and a fuf- 
fisicnr tp.intity of vegetable^, and that 
Ji'i flour be ferved With frcfii beef.

we have rcfolvcd to recommend it to his 
Majcfty, that an addition of hve (hil¬ 
lings and fixpence per month be made 
to the wages of petty Officers and Sea¬ 
men belonging to his Maje(l)’a Navy, 
which will mahe the wages of Able Sea.

three (hillings and ilx pence per month 
to the wages of Landmen : and that 
none of the allowance made to the Ma¬ 
rines when on (horO (hall be (lopped on 
their being embarked on board any of 
his Majefty’s (hips. We have allbre- 
I'olved, that all Seamen, Marines, and 
others ferving in his Majefty’s (liips, 
(liall hast the full allowance of provi- 
llons, without any deduftions for leak¬ 
age or waftc j and that, until proper 
flieps can be taken for carrying this in¬ 
to effedi:, (hort-ailowance money (hall 
be paid to the men in lieu of the deduc¬ 
tion heretofore made; and that all men 
wounded in adtion iliall receive thcirfull 
pay until their wounds (liall be healed, or 
until,beingdcclarcd incurable, they (hall 
receive apenfion from thecheft at Chat- 
ham, or mail be admitted into the Royal 
}]nfpitalat Greenwich. And your Lord 
(hip is hereby rei^uired and dircdlcd to 
communicate tins our determination to 
the Captain of each of his Mijffty’s llups 
under your ordtis, dircdling him to 
make it known to the (hip's company 
under his command; and t-' mtormthem, 
that flioiild they be inrcnliblc to the ve¬ 
ry liberal offers now made to them, iiid 
per(ift in their preicnt dilubtdience, 
they muft no longer eiypedl to eiij'^y 
thofc benefits to which, V\ their former 
good conduit, they were tiiutic.! ; and 
that in fueh cafe, all the m.-n now on 
board the fleet ar Spithead (hail be in¬ 
capable of receiving anv (man minify 
or penfions from the cheft ol Cliirh^un, 
orof being admitted at an) rimt into the 
Royal Hofpicalat Grteiivs icli -, and that 
they muft be anfwcraMe for the dread¬ 
ful coufequenccs which will ntccffarily 
attend their continuing to tranlgnis the 
rules of the fervicc, in open violation of 
the laws of their countiv.

Veritas, who is a 
well difpoled man, though he had been 
drawn into the fehemes of the Goveruefs, 
having been made drunk by Howard, re¬ 
veals tire whole plan of tlie intended 
m.iiriagc, expofes the intereded villainy of 
the Govciiiets, and pioduces a letter, in 
winch her artful fuppreOion of the le- 
niitrances from Mandeville, and thel'ubtle 
means which the had uied to induce hi« 
father to difinherit him, ale all unravelled.

induced to fre a •piliol in the night at a 
figure drelTed up to reprefent Maythorn, 
whom he, by this means, fiifpc6ls of an 
intention to plunder his houle. Hilary 
and Ins accomplices frighten Saveall from 
home, and, while he flies to take refuge 
in t.church, Lucilla efcapes with her For- 
rune.—The lovers, in iheir flighi, meet 
Mayihorn, and Ihut hiiti into Saveall’s 
houfe, to anfwer for the Confequgnccs' of 
their-tricks. Saveall retuins, and, be. 
lieving he*had killed him, concludes Inin 
to be a giioft, and, during* his terror, 
Maythorn leaves the houle unmolelted.—* 
Lucilia's fortune .is relfored by the difin. 
terelfednefs of her lovei, and his title to 
her hand confirmed by the Duke. Ro- 
diigf, Ifabel, and Valentine, meeting in 
Savcall's houfe, Valentine's artifice is ex- 
poled, and the Duke reproves and pardons 
him. Valentine obtains the hand of 
Ifabel; Hilary and Annetta are admitted 
to the Duke’s favour, and Saveall receives 
into his houfe again his daughter and his 
new foil-in-law. 

This Piece may be confidered in fome 
refpe£fs as an imitation of Shak,efpeare*s 
“ As you like itthe general ftyJe of 
that Author being to be tiaced,. and that 
not tinfuccefsfully, in various parts of it. 
Little novelty of chara^ar is,to be found 
but the who|a is a pleafing attempt to 
unyte the ferious and comic into one per¬ 
formance, and the execution has not been 
unfuccersiul.

On the prelent occafion, the 
paits of .^ncas, Narbal, Jarbas, ud 
Dido, originally perform^ .by Meflrs. 
Powell, Holland, Benfley, and Mrs. 
Yates, were leprelented by MelTrsI Barry, 
more, Palmer, C-iulfield, and Mrs. Sid. 
Mons. Candour requires us to fay, that 
this Piece is, not unworthy of repre. 
leiitaiion; the (lory, though hackneyed 
and familiar, is not impioprr for the 
llage, and the chamflers are ably difcij. 
minuted, the language fufficiently dillant 
fiom familial ity or bombalf, and the fitii. 
ations interellmg. it was, as on its ori« 
ginal perfoi mance, teceived with ap. 
plaule.

1) hatter, a volatile young fellow, 
fees her, ^ntl makes a favourable im- 
ureiTion on her h,eart; this he imparts to 
Froward, ignoraitt that he afluines the 
name of Whimfey, and, even after her 
elopement wjth him, her undci his- 

care. In the meai> time Mr. Allworthy 
is dillrafted the fuppoled loj's ot his 
ilaiighter; but on his fei vant's rccoiiining 
to Sir Thomas Sevem all that lie could" 
learn from ihe'potiage, hij imincdiately 
cjocludes it mull be tioward’s r/rvr, and 
uccordingly flie i6ftored to btr tather, 
vho beltows her on young Sliatiei, the 
fun of his intimate friend. 

This long dormant Com-dy appeared 
with lefs credit tp the Author from the 
ciicuiiiltance of fcveial pieces on the fam^ 
fubjeft having made their appcaraiicc fmee 
his death. It is bonewed from Molitre's 
• LEivle des h'ernmt !from which, in 
1765, Mr. Lee extiaifed a •Farpe called 
“ The Country Witcand Mr. Garrick, 
in 1756, the popular pertoimance of 

The Countiy Giil.” Mr.. Murphy 
atfo again made ule ul the plot in a Co* 
inedy, m 1767, calltil, “ The School fur 
Guaidians.” In the prel'ent i'iece, the 
main plot is lelievcd and enlivened by a 
well-direfted faliic at the fully of lcand.il: 
Lady Nettleton, an adept in that favourite 
cxercife of wit and talents, being lirit 
niortihed, and- aftei wards toiled by her 
own weapons. This chaiailiiei' w.is wcli^ 
diawn and colomed.

DEBTORS AND t'RJiDIT0!»S. 

Earl Moira, in an excellent Ipeech, 
flated the hardlhips which Debtors la¬ 
boured under by being fiibjeft to im- 
prifonment on mefne procefs, and fre¬ 
quently being obliged, for want of bail, 
to lie twelve months in^prifon before 
the plaintiff would bring the matter to 
a trial. He alfo Ihcwcd the h?rdfliips 
many hundreds of others luffcred 
by being imprifbned in execution, and, 
where the plaintiff did not proceed, be- 
ing kept in gaol fometimes for many 
years from want of money to liberate 
f' emfelves by fiipcrfcdeas. The Society 
for the Relief of Perfons confined for 
Small Debts liberated by their benevo- 
lence in the laft year one hundred and 
thirty unfortunate perfons under this 
wret'ched predicament. His Lordfhip 
moved, “ That a Committee be ap¬ 
pointed toconfider the ftaie of the laws 
^^tween debtor and crcilitor, and to 
maKC their report on the fame. * Be¬ 
fore his Lordlhip fat down, he men¬ 
tioned that the Learned Lord then on 
the woolfack had put into his hands a 
Icandalous letter, which the Learned 
Lord had received from fotne perfon, 
who therein accufes the Learned Lord 
of authorizing a long lift of enormmes 
which unfoners for debt were fubjedted 
to, and which, he faid, he wa* fure 
there was not one Lord in that Houle 
who would not all together diibclieve. 

Lord Kenyon began by 
the letter mentioned by the Noble Lord, 
and declared, by all that was facred, 
and as he hoped for mercy at the Dav 
of Judgment, that every word in it, lo 
far as related to hiinfelf encouraging 
enormities in the prifon, or in any re- 
fpea whatever promoting corruptiM, 
was abfolutely and pofitively falie.^ He 
hoped, nay he entreated and conjured 
their Lordihips wopW appoint a Com. 
fniftee to enquire into nts conduct in 
VVOL.

this refpea. On the fubjeaof the Cont* 
mittec moved for by the Noble Lord* 
he oppofed it, on the ground of the in¬ 
jury that any alteratiun in the Law of 
Arrefts would do to the credit of thit 
country as a commercial one. 

Earl Moira deprecated the idea of a 
Committee toe,nqnire into the Learned 
Lord’s condu£l, and paffed fome very 
high encomiums on his Lordfliip's chv 
raster, of the truth of which he was 
fure every Noble Lord was convinced. 
It was only an anonymous letter, and 
not worthy of notice. He had a fimilar 
one in his pocket, from a' man who 
called himfelf a Dejperate Creditott and 
who threatened to kill his Lordlbip 
himfelf for the exertions he was tiling 
in favour of unfortunate Debtors. He 
hoped, therefore, the two anonymoua 
letters might be allowed xopair off to¬ 
gether, without any further notice be¬ 
ing taken of them.

MOTION FOR THE REMOVAL Of 
MR. riTT. 

The Earl of Suffolk offered himfelf 
to theirLordfliips’ attention, as poffelfing 
the warmeft love for his country, which 
by the mifeonduil of hisMajefty’s Ml- 
nifters had been reduced from a ftaie of 
the highifl profperity to the vstga 
of ruin. He adverted to the eonduA 
of Minifters, in facrificiag the feelings 
of men who had performed the moff 
eminent fer vices to their country, to pro¬ 
mote their own perfonal influence, and 
political jobs with individuals. They had 
given to a Noble Duke (Portland) a mark 
of honour intended by his Majefty as a re¬ 
ward for a Noble Earl (Howe), which 
he had been well alTurcd was, as it ought 
to have been, confidered by the Noole 
Earl as an indignity to him. How had 
they treated another Noble Lord (Rod¬ 
ney) for the glorious fcrviccs of the 
13th of April ? It was true he had a 
mifcrable penfion, but he had been fuf. 
fered to Unguilh in poverty in hit old 
age; and, but for the perlonal protec¬ 
tion he enjoyed as a Peer in Parlia- 
ment, he would have ended his days in 

Yy •jail. 
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ft jail. When dccealed,' his bo^y wai 
feiftcd on. nod for a. coafiderablft time 
ilenied the rights of hurial. Their whole 
fyftetn was to govern by influence; they 
had libelled the loyalty of the peoplct 
and branded every man with tne epi¬ 
thets of JacofuK and Democrat who op- 
pofed their meafures. In tracing them 
through every Court on the Continent, 
from the Treaty of Pilnitz to the pre* 

' fenttnoment, duplicity, incapacity, and 
corruption were difcernibSe in all their 
tneafures. The Noble Earl faid, in re-, 
viewing the circumftances of the War, 
he found Mipifters at incapable in their 
plans of hoftility, as they were in their 
uegociations for Peace ; and after com. 
menting at fome length on the fituation 
to whicl) they had reduced the finances 
of the country, he concluded by a mo* 
tion to the following efTeft: 

“ That an humble Addrefs be pre- 
fented to his Maje0y, praying that he 
would be gracioufly pleafcd to remove 
from nis Councils his Minifier, namely, 
the Pirft Lord of the Trcafury, who 
by hit milconduft had forfeited the 
confidence of the People.'’ 

Lord Grenville very ably replied to 
the variety of topics in the Noble Earl’s 
Addrefs. He vindicated the condudt 
of Minifters with refpeft to the War; 
he laid, every nerve nad been ftrained 
to profccute It with vigour and effe£l ; 
and contended, that as far as the arms 
of Great Britain were coi cerncd, the 
defired fuccefus gencriiily enfued. The 
mificarriages of the Allies on the Conti, 
nent could nor fairly be imputed to Mi- 
ni0ers { and they leized the firil oppor¬ 
tunity, where it could be done with 
honour and advantage, of bringing 
about a Peace, which overtures were 
notorioufiy counteradled by the enemy. 
With regafd to the tenor of the motion, 
he muA fay,he never knetv any inAance 
of the kind^ where.fuch a motion was 
brought forward ywithout aity one fpe- 
ciAc charge alledgcd of mifeonduft or 
malverfation againA the perfbnin quef> 
tton } it wati therefore unneceAary to 
dwell 00 that h^atj, He thought it nc- 
cefTary, however, to fay, tlist one part 
of the Noble Lord’s accufation had no 
foundation in truth. The Treaty of 
Pilnitz, be afferted, was pot only entered 
into without the participation, but even 
without the knowledge ot the BritiAi 
Government.

In confequcnce of hia 
motion for Peace being negatived (See 
Page zyi, a7a.) he had come down tq 
the Clerk’s room next day to enter a 
ProtcA upon the books ; but to his fur. 
prife he tound that Lord Kenyon had 
carried oflf the motion in his pocket. He 
therefore moiled, " That a Lord Chan, 
ceilor carrying away a motion from the 
Table of their Lordlhips, was guilty 
of a high breach of the Privileges of 
their Houfe ; and that* Lord Kenyon, 
adling as Pro-Chancellor, having car., 
ried away his motion,had been guilty of a 
high breach of Privilege, and ought to 
be cenfured.” 

The Biihop of RocheAer moved. 

That the yyth Aanding Order of that 
Houfe fliould be read, which declares 
it to be a high breach of Privilege to 
print any part of the proceedings of 
that Houfe without the authority of 
their Lordlhips.'* When he came down 
to the Houft. on this day, he conceived 
that the Noble Earl had it in contem. 
plation to move that the Printer and 
PubliAicr of a Newfpaper called Thq 
Oracle, had been guilty of a breach 
of Privilege in publifhing, under thq 
title of an Addrefs to the NatioKf an ac.

The Bidiop ofRocheder explained, 
that what he meant was, that Parlia¬ 
ment as an aggregate body, and com¬ 
pofed as it was of Lords and Commons, 
was the King’s Parliament ; he was 
fubje6t to corre6tion if he was wrong. 
The Noble Prelate added, that he would 
have moved, that the Printer and Fub- 
liflicr of the Oracle had been guilty 
of a high breach of privilege, had he 
not conceived that fuch a motion would 
have come with more propriety from 
the Noble Earl (of Oxford). 

Marquis Townihend faid, that he 
would nave no obje6tion to a motion 
being made by the Noble Prelate, that 
the Printer and Publilher of that Paper 
, had been guilty of a high breach of 
privilege ; the more fo, as he had ob- 
ferv'ed an infamous falfchood in ano¬ 
ther Morning Paper of this day, dating 
the fubftance of ananfwer faid to have 
been made by bis Majefty to a Noble 
Earl, when no anfwer had been made 
at all. 

The Earl of Sufiblk ftated, that cer¬ 
tainly no anfwer had been made by bis 
Majeiiy on the occafion alluded to, and 
that what he had faid had been grofsly 
mifreprefentcd in the feme paper.

The Royal Afiient was give® by

Thb Duke of (jt-afeon exprefled kia 
furprizc at the abfenoe of MiniRers, 
when their Lordflups and the Public 
might naturally be fuppofed to be nadci- 
ous for fome information refpefting the 
rumours which had lately been in cir¬ 
culation. Whether thofe rnttioBrs 
were falfe, or whether they were 
founded in he was unable to deter¬ 
mine s but of courfb he concluded thCjr 
were falfe, becaufe he had no authority 
to fiate them to be true. Their Loitd. 
Alps muft have known, through the 
medium of the public prints, and po¬ 
pular report, that three very great and 
alarming events were faid to have takcU 
place during the recefs. The firft was, 
a feparate Negociation for Peace between 
his Imperial Majefty and the French 
Republic, which muft be impoiiible, 
fince no perfen in Adniinifiratioa had 
chofen to apprife their Lordlkips. The 
fecond was, the report of increafed dif- 
tuibances in Ireland, which muft be 
eq^ually erroneous; and the other was, 
a foit of detailed and ctrcumftntial ac¬ 
count of the infurreAion of the Seamen 
on board of his MajelU’s Fleet at 
Portfmouth, which mnlt be equally 
untrue, or their Lordfiiips would havo 
been officially acquainted with it, wid 
informed of the mcafurcs adopted to 
reftore peace and fubordinatien. If 
they had been true, their Lordihipa 
ought to have been informed of every 
circumfiance by a MefTage from the 
Crown, unlefs it was the intention of 
Minifters to realize an opinion which 
he had heard fome time 1^0, that their 
Lordfhips merely fat in that Hoaft to 
regille r t he adks of Adminiftration. He 
warned their Lordfliips to be cautlOBs

The Bill for repealing the Aft of the 
laft fellion, which permits the importa¬ 
tion, and prohibits the exportation of 
Corn, was brought in by Mr. Ryder, 
read a hrd time, and ordered to be read 
a fecoiid time to-morrow. 

BANK INDEMNITY BILL. 

This Bill being recommitted to a 
Committee of the whole Houfe, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer moved for 
the introduftion of a claufe, to make 
Bank notes a legal payment to the Col- 
leftors in every department of the pub¬ 
lic.revenue. The claufe was received, 
and read a Hrft and fecond time. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
then dated, that he had to propofe ano¬ 
ther claufe of much more importance, 
and which related to the commercial 
inrercourfe of individuals. At prefent, 
however competent pcrions might be to 
the payment of their debts, they were 
liable to be arreded if they were not 
able to make their payments in fpecie. 
Uis objeft was, not to make Bank notes 
a legal tender, but to provide that no 
perfon fliail bearreded, on drd procefs, 
who ihail tender Bank notes to the 
amount of his debt. Such aclaufe would 
do no more than give to Bank notes the 
cSeft of fpecial bail; but it would dill 
be in the power of the creditor to make 
his debtor depodt the Bank notes in 
Court, and there would be no fort of 
iocarruption to further procefs, or any 




fuu. ' It would give relief to perfous 
againd the fc verity of immediate procefs, 
•Wr without going «o the extent of ren* 
^ring Bank notes a'legai tender. 

The claule was paOed, and ordered 
Cahe added to the Bill. 


COMMONS. 

A claufe wat then brought up by 
Mr. Fox, enaftiug, That no further 
advances in cadi or notes diould be 
made from the Bank to Government, 
as long as the former was redrained 
from paying in fpecie.” 

Mr. Pitt moved an exception with 
refpeft to thofe Exchequer bills to the 
amount of 6 Vjo,oooI. 

The claufe, thus amended, was 
pafled, and ordered to be added to the 
Bill. <• 

TUESDAY, MARCH xS. 

Mr. Ryder moved the order of t|l« 
day for the fecund reading of the Bill 
for repealing that part of an Aft of the 
prefent Seflion which prohibited the 
exportation of Corn. 

Mr. Alderman Combe oppofed the 
motion. Brewers, he laid, had fuf*. 
taired very heavy Ioffes from the enor¬ 
mous price of barley, and it was but rea* 
fonable that they diould have an oppor* 
tunity of indemnifying themfelves no.w- 
that the price was fomewhat reduced. 

Mr. Whitbread fpuke to the (amc 
effeft, and moved, as an Amendment,

Mr. Ryder and Mr. Yorke oppalcd 
the amendment, bccaufe it had a ten¬ 
dency to affeft the agriculture of the 
country.

If there was not 
a profpedf of the Rept^rt of the Secret 
Committee being before the Houfe in a 
day or two, he certainly fiiould net de¬ 
fer his motion upon this fubjedt; an i in 
this view he moved, “ Tfiat there be 
laid before the Houle copies ot the re- 
prefentations made by the Directors of 
the Bank, with*regafd to the advances

Buary 1795, with the anfwer of his 
Majelty’s Minilters thereto.” 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, that it was impollible for him to 
anfwer the queltion, when the Report 
of the Secret Committee would be laid 
beSorcthe Houfe. He did not wifli to 
avoid the difcuirion of the fuhjedt, nor 
waa it poffible for him to avoid it; but 
-Aill he was delirous to meet it fairly 
and fully. In ail the circumtlances of 
the cafe, to make further advances to 
the Emperor, provided we could fo ob« 
tain his cordial co-opcration in the com¬ 
mon caufe, he conndered as a meafure 
the moft elTcnctal to the intercfls of the 
country. Whether it was proper, how¬ 
ever, to enter upon the fuhjefl: upon 
partial information, he would leave to 
the Houfe to detc.ni)ine. He did not 
•ppofe the produAion of the papers. 

The motion was then carried. 

The Report of the Bill for continuing 
the Order of Council was brought up, 
read, and agreed to; and on the motion 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
the Houfe agaigi went into the Commit¬ 
tee to confider certain claufes that were 
to be offered 

Mr. Pitt faid, that after an inter- 
eeurfe which had taken place between 
him and Gentlemen from the Bank, and 
aifo from the great body of the Bankers, 
he underftoodthat they approved of the 
general principle of the claufe which he 
had to offer to the Committee. The 
fubftauce of it was, to allow the Bank to 
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repay, at different perioda, in eatfi to, 
thofe who may, at their difcivtiOB, 
hereafter depofit calh with them, fV> that 
no more than thiee-fourthsof fuch fuin 
fhoiild be repaid by the Bunk in caA 
during the continuance of the prefent 
Bill. This claufe, he apprehended, 
would be of great advantage to the Bank, 
and to the Public. 

After fome obfervationt from Mr. 
Dent, Mr. Thornton, Mr. Sheridaa, 
and Mr. Tierney, the claufe was agreed 
to without a div.fion. 

MONDAY, APRIL 3. 

On the Report of the Bank Indem¬ 
nity Bill^ Mr. Tierney moved a ctaufie 
to this effed, “That any perfon mak¬ 
ing a tender of Bank notes in payment 
of a debt, Ihould not be allowed to have 
this tender Band in the place of holding 
fuch perfon to fpecial bail, ualefs fuch 
perfon Ihould make oath that he or (he 
did not polTcfs the whole or thr^e- 
fourths of the fum for which fuch per¬ 
fon had been arrelled.” 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, this claufe would entirely do away 
the effefVs of a former claufe refpe^iag 
the tender of Bank notes. 

The cldufe was negatived without a 
divifion. 

Sir William Pulteney prefented a 
claufe by which the Bill was not to 
have effe£i, un'efs at the third reading 
of it, the Directors of the Bank (hould 
notify to the Speaker of the Houfe that 
the reftriAion contained in it was at 
their deltrc. 

The Houfe divided on this claufe.-^ 
Ayes 45, Noes 86. 

The Bill was then ordered to be en- 
grofled. 

The Report of the Corn Bill wlas 
brought up, and, on the reading of the 
Amendment, That barley be exempted 
from exportation, 

Mr. Coke propofed to reftore the 
claufe as it originally hood; and that 
barley (hould be included in the regula¬ 
tion.

Mr. Ellis role to make hit promifed 
piotion refpefting the Slave Tude. 

It might be fuppofed, he faid, that 
the mcal'ure he intended to offer to the 
confideration of Parliament, was fotiie 
iDodidcatton of the Abolition Bill ; but 
U was of adireftly oppudte nature; for 
be coofldereJ an abolition *i the trade, 
and the meafures adopted for that pur- 
pufe, fo fraught with impolicy, and 
pregnant with injudice to individuals— 
;n ikort, fo radically faulty, that nopof- 
fibl'e modification of them could be made 
innoxious. Prom the civilization of the 
Negroes in Africa, very falutary effefts 
might be expefted 3 but the procefs 
mud ncceffarily be flow, and the eSefta 
produced be at a very difiant period ; 
and much applaufe was due to thofe 
who had embarked in that laudable at¬ 
tempt. The ciriltutioQ iind refurna* 


tion of moral* and manners in the Ne¬ 
groes of the Wed-Indies wasanobjeft 
of dill greater importance in the great 
febeme of ultimate emancipation : for 
it would be found, that population waa 
always on the dccreafe among thefe 
people ; fo that the very exidence of 
the colonies depended upon the fupply 
from Africa ; and that dccreafe or po¬ 
pulation was attributed, by fome, to a 
vicious fydem of morals and mannera 
among the Negroes ; by others, to an 
txcefs of labour, and the want of a fup- 
ply of proper food 3 and by others to 
both caufes taken together. After hav¬ 
ing enforced thefe topics by the relation 
of many fafts, he moved, “ That an 
humble AJdrefs be prefented to his 
Majcdy, requeding that he would i;ive 
direftion to the Governors of his Wed 
India Iflands, to recommend to their 
refpeftive Councils to adopt fuch niea- 
furesas wilt tend to the natural increafe 
of the Negroes, and to employ fuch 
means as will contrioute to their moral 
and religious improvement, fo as gra¬ 
dually to diminilh the necclfity of the 
Slave Trade, and lead to an ultimate 
AboUiiofl, and fecure to them the pro- 
teftion of the laws.” 

Mr. Bartiam fcconded the motion, 
and fupported the meafure in a fpeecli 
of fome length. 

Mr.Wilberforce oppofed the motion, 
as falling fliurt of what it was his wilh 
and opinion diould be adopted. 

Mr. Put faid, this funjeft had been fu 
frequently and fo minutely difcufTcd, 
that very little argument was neceffary- 
The only queflion that remained was 
as to the time ; and fur himielf he hc- 
fuated not to declare, that no Abolition 
would fatisfy him that viAi not irtmediatCff 
and total. 

Mr. Dudley Ryder moved to amend 
the motion, by leaving out the words 

gradually dimmifli, and ultimately 
abolifli." 

Mr. Fox reviewed the feveral argu¬ 
ments againft the immediate abolition, 
and infifted they were totally unfacis^ 
faftory. He oppofed the motion, aa 
tending to fubfliiute an unreal and pre¬ 
tended remedy, inflead of that which 
ought to take place, an immediate abo-' 
litioa.

BANK BILL. 

Upon the queftion. That this Bill’s du. 
ration be to the t4th nf June, Sir W. 
Pulteney rofc to opp<.fc it. He entered 
into a hiftory of the Dank, from its 
commencement to the prefent hour, 
and declared himfelf to be perfectly 
peifuAded, that all tlie embarrairments 
which Government had in money tran- 
(aflions arofe from the monopoly of the 
Bank of England } from whi;h he 
formed an opinion, that another Bank 
ought to be cllablinicd ; he did not mean 
a rival Hank, but a Bank that {h<.<uld 
ifTue its paper, and be capable of paying 
that paper on demand. He knew that 
there was great terror on the idea of 
oppofmg the Bank, but he did not think 
that fuch terror would be of long du¬ 
ration. He believed that the Bank it- 
ftlf would be bentfited, and that the 
value of flock would ri'c, ihould the 
Bank monopoly be done away. Jn or¬ 
der to fhew ili.at two Banks would be 
fcrviceablc to thi« country, he referred 
to Scotland, xvhere ilure were two, the 
hiftcry of which he gave at full len 'th. 
Theie was no coiintrv m any part of the 
globe, Americ.t excepted, which had im¬ 
proved fo rapidly in Agnculture,Trade, 
Commerce, and Maniifartures, as Sc<'t- 
Imd hid lince the t flablifhinent of theie 
two Banks, and this improvement was 
chiefly owing to thofe tftablifhmenrs. 
He enlarged much on tins topic, and 
concluded by moving, tmt tne Bill be 
in force only to the &t!i of May, infttad 
of the 14th of June. 

Mr. Pitt declined entering into the 
topics the Honourable Baronet had 
brought torih 5 but oppofed the Amend- 
inenr, which was rejetfed, and the Houfe 
adjourned. 

MONDAY, APRIL lO. 

Mr. Pollen rofc, in conformity to 
notice, to fubmic a propofitton on the 
I'ubjcft of negotiation. In doing this, 
he tlifclaimed the idea of being aftutted 
by party-motives. He was impelled by 
a ronviftion of the neceifity of termi¬ 
nating the war, or convincing the world, 
that the profccution of it was owing to 
the ur.juft demands of the enemy. He 
tht.T took a review of the calamities 
produced by it, expatiated on the cri¬ 
tical fituation of this country, and con¬ 
cluded by moving an addrefs to his Ma- 
jefty, reprefenting, “ That it appeared, 
on matur- confideration, from the refult 
of the iate negotiation, that his Majefty’s 
gracious and benign intentions had been 


mifconceived by the Government of 
France, or unexplained to the French 
nation; the Houfe therefore prayed 
that his Majcfly would be pleafed to 
adopt fuch meafures as he may judge 
moft effedfual to remove thofe mifcon- 
ceprions and mifreprefenrations relative 
to the fincerity of his Majeily’s Mi» 
niflers.” 

Mr. Pitt faid, at the prefent con- 
i'lmJturc, the motion could not be pro- 
dmEIive of an^ praflical benefit to the 
country, and might prove injurious to 
frc(h negotiations. The Hon. Gentle¬ 
man’s lamentations on the calxmities of 
war would always prevail, tinlefs war 
could be wholly excluded ; but on every 
evil the Houfe ought to decide on the 
comparative evil, without fuffering their 
judgment to be biaifed by circumflaftces 
unavoidable in a comefl founded on 
jultice, neveffity, and fcif-defeiice. —- 
With refpeft to the Addrefs itfelf, it 
was calculated to encourage the enemy 
and embarrafs frefh chances of general 
pacifiCHtion.—If any fuccefs could be at¬ 
tained, It inuft be by a direft negotia¬ 
tion in concert with our Allies. But 
be begged (0 prefs upon the Houfe that 
thcic were even limits to the wifli for 
peace. That objeft wes only deflrable 
where there was adequate fecnrity 
againfl additional infults, and on ilits 
principle the Country ought to aft. If 
therefore meafures of this nature are 
now depending, any thing that may 
fruftratc them was dangerous at the 
prelint crifis.—Our views ought to be 
Uireftfd to difap(V)int the policy of the 
enemy, in difuniting our Allies. “ [ 
have,”faid Mr.Pitt, “nodifTiculty in ftat- 
ing, that his M^jefly’s bBrnflersare at 
this moment about to embrace an op¬ 
portunity for negotiation. In confe- 
qucnce of the determination exprefled 
bv the Emperor, not to enter into any 
Negotiation for Peace, except in concert 
with Great Britain, fleps have been 
taken for the renewal of a joint nego¬ 
tiation, and his Majcfly has determined 
to fi nd a confidential peribn to Vienna 
to concert meafures with the Emperor 
for a joint negotiation. Under thefc 
circuiiiflances he hoped the Hun. Gen¬ 
tleman would not prefs his Motion. 

Col. Porter contended, that Miniflers 
were not aftuated by a fincere defire 
to make Peace. 

Mr. Addington combated ^the topics 
advanced by Mr. Pollen, and entered

MaVDAY, APRIL 24, 

The Speaker, on taking the Chair, 
informed the Houfe, that he had receiv¬ 
ed a letter from Admiral Sir John Jer¬ 
vis, exprelfing his moft grateful ac¬ 
knowledgments for the honour con¬ 
ferred upon him by the Houfe, in vot¬ 
ing him their thanks for hisfervices on 
the 14th of Februai y hift, when the Spa- 
nifh fleet was defeated by the Britilh 
under his command. 

The Order of the Day being read for 
the Houfe to form itfcif into a Com¬ 
mittee of Supply, Mr. Fox enquired 
VotXXXi. May 1797. 
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whether any information waa intendetT 
to be given to the Houfe relative to the 
proceedings which, he underflood from 
the newfpapers, had lately taken place 
on hoard the fleet at Portfmouth, and 
at what time it might be expefted. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, th.tt a communication upon the 
circuinftances alluded to would be made 
as loon as poflible. He had none to 
make this day, nor could he flate the 
piccifu day when the Houfe would be 
applied to upon the fubjeft ; but he 
could proniife that no time would be 
loft. On going into the Committee of 
Supply, the Chancellor of the Exche¬ 
quer, after fome previous flatements, 
which were rcnnrkcd upon by Mr. Fox, 
moved, that the fuin of 5,000,000!. be 
gr-inted for the Navy ; the fum of 
i,ioo,oool. to difcharge Exchequer 
Bills; and thefumof 2,177,0001.10 make 
good charges on the Confuiidated Fund.

The H oufe, in a Committee on the 
Navit'aiion Adis, refolved, “ That it is 
ttpedient to giant to certain foreign 
Ihips under his Majefty's protefiieii 
in confequence of capitulations, the 
privileges of prize Ihips under certain 
regulaiums and reftridtions. Alfo, to 
allow aliens, in certain foreign colonies 
lurrendcrcd to his Majefty, to exercife 
the uciupations of merchants and fac¬ 
tors.

COUNTY KATE. 

Mr. Main waring moved the fecond 
reading of his Bill for making a more 
equal County Race in Middlefcx. He 
Zz ob. 
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obferved, that according to the prefent 
rate, the Strand, the rental of which 
did notexceed 70,000!. per annum, paid 
annually 215I. while Mary<le«bonne,the 
rental of which e^cceeded 300,000). paid 
only 54I. per annum. The fame lort of 
argument he applied to SpitalBelds and 
Shoreditch, where numbers of the poor 
induftrious people are compelled to 
contribute, with difficulty, a larger por> 
tion to the county rate than parilhes 
(fuch as Mary le-bonnc) wheie fcarce- 
ly any but the rich and idle relided. He 
obferved aifo, that if the Bill did pal's, 
Mary-le-bonne would not have a great 
deal to complain of, fince an equal 
County rate would not affitTs it more, in 
addition to the t.idc which it now 
contributes, than one penny in the 
pound. 

The Marquis of Tichfield (fon of 
the Duke of Porthiid, the great propri¬ 
etor of the parilh of Mary-le-Bonne) 
oppofed the Bill, and argued for the 
ancient contributions, on the plea, that 
perfons who had made purchal'es fince 
they were fettled, and under an idea they 
would not be altered, would be mate¬ 
rial fufferers by the Bdl, He was, 
however, out-voted. On the firft di- 
vifion, that the Bill be read a fecond 
time, there being for it 81, againfl: it 
71 : and on the fecond divifion, that it 
he read a third time on Wednefday 
fc’nnight-v-the Ayes being 80, Noes 77. 

THE SECOND JIUUGET. 

Mr. Pitt rofe, and lamented that the 
various circumllances of unforefeen dif¬ 
ficulty made it necelTary for him topro- 
pofe a very large addition to the ex¬ 
penditure of the year, and confequently 
to the taxes to ^e borne by the people ;

Newfpapere the Minif- 
ter thought proper to confidcr as a lux¬ 
ury, and that the tafte for them was fo 
great and general in the country, that it 
was not likely to be fhaken Wy any addi¬ 
tion tD their price. The prefent ftamp 
duty upon a Newfpaper was two-pence, 
and he propofed to add to this a duty of 
three half-pence more, which would 
produce s 14,000!. per annum at lead. 
AdvbrtisrmiiNTS.] He would pro- 
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pofc a Hill further charge on this article. 
All Advertifements lodifcriminately, 
whether long or fhort, now^iaid a duty 
of three Ihillings ; he ihould therefore 
now proportiun the duty according to 
their length, or tiuir fituation in a print. 
Upon the fcalc which he Ihould lay 
down m this CAfe, he calculated an in¬ 
creafe of annual revenue of ao,oool. 

TollTax.] Ladly, laid the Mini-

tolls round the capital, amount to a 
tenth part of the whole kingdom. I 
lhall, tliereforc, take the tax at 450,000!. 
a year, lulpofing upon all carriages for 
the public, the lame fum as taken by the 
Receiver of the Toll.

Mr. Wm. Smith obferyed, that if the 
tnarriage of the Princefs Royal took 
place, there would be a further fum to 
provide for her dower of 8o, or too.oaol. 
To this was to be added 400,000!. at lead 
for the increafed pay of the Seamen, and 
the additional bonus to the fubferihers of 
the Loyalty Loan would amount to 
about 300,0001. more, making in all a 
further fum to be provided of 8oo,oool.

And his Majedy recommends to the 
Houfe to conlider of guaranteeing a 
Loan on account of his Ally the Em¬ 
peror, to be applied in making good the 
advances to the amount of i,6oo,oool. 
which have already been made to his 
Imperial Majedy, and to defray the 
charge of fuch further advances as his 
Majedy may, from time to time, direct 
to be made in the courfe of the prefeut 
year, to an amount not exceeding 
a,000,000!. 

His M^jedy truds that he fhall ex- 
perience the ready concurrence of his 
faithful Commons, at'this important 
conjuniffure, in a meafurc calculated tp 
enable the Emperor the more etfedtually 
10 continue his exertions for the fup- 
port of the common caufc, and for the 
attainment of a general Peace on lecure 
and equitable terms. 

And his Majedy relies on the zeal an^ 
afFedlion of his faithful Commons, t« 
provide for enabling his Majedy to de¬ 
fray fuch other extraordinary expences 
as may be necedary for ihe public fer¬ 
vice, and to take fuch meafures as the 
exigency of affairs may require.

BUONAPARTE. 

The following is an Extiaft of a Letter 
from M. VoLNEY to the Editor of 
the Philadelphia Auror.i on the Birth¬ 
place of General Buonafarte. 

“ THE family of Buonaparte be¬ 
longs to Ccrlica- The father of the 
Buonapartes now living was a fanner 
at Ajaccio, a little town and port upon 
the Weltetn coalt; he there was in poC- 
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feflion of lands, which is Indeed a proof 
that he was not a foreigner, ^ying 
about 14. or 15 years ago, he left a 
widow and fix children, four fons artd 
■ two daughters. Governor Marbauf, 
wlio was iond of his family, lent to 
France, to one of^ the Military Schools, 
llie two eldcfl, viz. Napilone, the 
prefent General, and Giufeppe, his 
younger broilitr. Maibaut dying in 
1786, they returned from Fiance to their 
mother. Thceideft, the pielent Gene- 
r.il, was then 18 or 19 years old. When 
the Revolution began in Corfica, in 
1790, the younger was appointed Mem¬ 
ber of the Depaitmental Diieftory at 
Corte, and the eldelt Commander or the 
National Guaids at Ajaccio. It was here 
I firlt got acquainted with him, and from 
this 1 am enabled to give you the fol¬ 
lowing^ dcl’cription of him: As to lan¬ 
guage, I never-could peiceive he under- 
ftood a word of Englifh. Italian he 
jironounccs as his mother tongue, and 
French better than any Gorfican I ever 
law. He is a mail of middle ftature, of 
a pale and delicate complexion, thougli 
toliiahiy lliong; blue eyes, aqu line 
nole, the chin prominent, the foiehtad 
w'idi. ; the whole a countenance ftrongly 
iiulicative of a dilcerning and elevated 
mind: he is habitually of a tacltiun and 
contemplative diipolition, yet he is not 
devoid of the Fiencli elegance and gaiety. 
He appeals pafiionately fond of nothing 
but politics and military ait. Pawli, 
who feared him, did us the fervice to 
diive him and his family from Corfica. 
AccordiniJ to pulilic accounts, he has 
man i«l the widow of Geneial Beau- 
chamois; fo that, for the future, this 
family belongs to Fiance by this a6l of 
blood and iiiieieli, as it before belonged 
liy tlic'e of L.iucation, and ahnoft of 
I''i:h, lij’ce C./i Ilea has for I’ome years 
back been one of its provinces.”

“ And we think it expedient Jw t’ er tq 
detlare our averlion and abhorrence of 
all proceedings tending to excite dif- 
cord, at a time when unanimity is fo > 
effentially nectffaiy; or to fandlinn 
meafurcs of turbulence, when the 
good order of the country is the impe¬ 
rious duty of every Briton to maintain. 
Every deviation from that line of con¬ 
duct muff (limulate our enemies to rife 
in their demands; and mull place the 
profpedl of reconciliation at a greater 
diftance. 

“ In the name of Peace, then, we fuh- 
Jcr'ibe'. And we invite our Brethren of 
the Livery to join us in giving our 
Sovereign that faithful Support which 
we owe to him, and to our Fellow S-ib- 
jedls throughout the Uifited Kingdoms 
that Example which will bell tend^o 
fecure our national happinefs, a|id to 
preferve to ourfclves, and to our pofie- 
rity, the advantages of our free Conlli- 
tufion.”

AUTHOR OF “A JOURNEY FROM PRINCE OF WALES’S FORT, IN HUDSON’S 
BAY, TO THE NORTHERN OCEAN, UNDERTAKEN BY ORDER OF THE HUD¬ 
SON’S BAY COMPANY, FOR THE DISCOVERY OF COPPER MINES,, A NORTH¬ 
WEST PASSAGE, SCC ,» IN THU YEARS 1769, 1770, 1771, AND 1771 

(with a PORTRAIT.) 


SAMUEL HEARNE was born 
in the year 17455 he was the fon 
of Mr. Hearne, Secretary to the Water¬ 
works, London-bridge, a veiy lenfible 
man, and of a refpeftable family in So- 
merfetfliire 5 he died of a fever in his 
40th year, and left Mrs. Hearne with 
this fon, then but three yeais of age, and 
a daughter two years older. Mrs. H. 
finding her income too linall to admit 
her living in town as ibe had been ac- 
cultomed to do, retiied to Bimmifier, in 
Doilelfliire (her native place), where 
file lived as a gentlewoman, and was 
much rel'pefted. It was her wifli to give 
her children as good an education as the 
place afforded, and accordingly lent her 
Ion to I'chool at a very early period : but 
his diflike to leading and writing was 
lb great, that he made very little pro- 

f jrefs in either. His mailers, indeed, 
pared neither threats nor periuafion to 
induce him to learn, but their arguments 
were thrown away on one who iccincit 
predetermined never to become a Icdibed 
man; he had, however, a very quick 
apprehenfion, and in his childilh iports 
Ihewed unufual aflivity and ingenuity 5 
he was particularly tend of drawing; 
and though he never had the lead inllruc- 
tion in the art, copied with great deli¬ 
cacy and correftneis even from nature, 
Mrs. Hearne’s friends, finding her fon 
had no tallc for ftudy, advifed her fixing 
on fomc bufinefs, and propoled fuch as 
they judged moil fuitaolc for him ; but 


he declared himfelf utterly averfe to trade, 
and begged he might be lent to fca. His 
mother Vtiy reluilantly complied with 
his leqiull, took him toPortlmouth, and 
lemaincd with him till he failed. His 
Captain (now Lord Hood) promifed to 
take caie ot him, and he kept his word ; 
for he gave him every indulgence his 
youth required. He was then but eleven 
years of age. They had a warm engage- 
nient;,lbon alter he entered, and took le¬ 
vel al pi i/es: the Captain told him he 
lliould have his lhare, but he begged, in 
a very alfeftionate manner, it might be 
given to his mother, and^lhe would 
know bell what to do vvith it. He was 
a Midihipman leveral years under the 
fame Commander; but either on the con- 
clulion of the War, or having no hopes 
of preferment, he left the Navy, and 
entered into the fervice ol the Hudfon^s 
Bay Company, as Mate of one of th*ir 
lloops. He was, however, loon diAin- 
guilned from his aflociates by his inge¬ 
nuity, indullry, and a wifli to undertake 
Ibme hazardous enterprlzc by which man¬ 
kind might be benefited. This was re- 
prelcnted to the Company, and they im¬ 
mediately applied to him as a proper 
perlbn to be fent on an expedition they 
had long had in view, viz.—to find oitt 
the North Weft PalTagc: he gUdly ac-.

FT* HERE hath been for fome time 
in almoft all Kuropenn counI 
much talk concerning the Propaga. 


a. fociety whole members are bound by 
folemn engagements to ftir up fubjefls 
againfl their lawful rulers, and to pro- 
mote dilTenfions and agitations in all 


European Hates. Hitherto this Ibciety 
is known chiefly by the effe£fs produced 
by it: it conlilts of two orders 01 clalTes 
or men, viz. men of enthulialfic dilpo- 
fitions, who imagine themlelves to, be 
called to reform the world, and of am¬ 


bitious, mifehievous knaves, who flatter 
the former in order to ufe them as their 


tools, and whole wilh it is to breed 
trouble, confufion, and diflra£fion, which 
affords them an oppoitunity to fifli in 
troubled waters, and to lay hold on power 
after it hath been wrefted from the hands 


of thofe men in whom it had been law¬ 


fully and rightfully placed. 

I have taken great pains (even in 
France itfelf) to obtain an accurate ac¬ 
count of this club or fociety : I found 
means to become a member of almoft 


every club in Paris, even of that famous 
club of 1789, whofe Prelident was the 
Marquis de Condorcet; and which, to 
the beft of my knowledge, never ad- 
any foreigner a; a member except 


myfidf. But notwithftanding nil my 
pains, endeavours, and relcarches, con¬ 
cerning the Ptfipnganda, were in vain 
until lately, when I obtained, by the 
kindnel's of an emmuu many in whofe 
heait the welfare of mankind is fincerely 
imprefl'ed, the following authentic ac~ 
county which I have here tranflated, and, 
by Ills pci million communicate 1 I have 
no doubt of the authenticity of this ac¬ 
count : 

The club of the Propaganda is very 
different from the Jacobinc club, not- 
withrtanding they are too frequently con¬ 
founded with each other. The Jacoblnes 
are the Itirrcrs up of the National Af- 
lembly; on the other hand, the Propa¬ 
ganda are the feducers and Itirrcrs up of 
the tvhole human race. This club exilt- 
ed as early as the year 1786, and the 
Lords Rochcfoucault, Condorcet, and 
the Abbe Sieyt s, were at the head of it. 

Their tenets are as follows ; and for 
the fui therance of them, their fociety Is 
eftabliflied as a pbilofopbical order, whofij 
obje£l it is to controul the opinions of 
mankind. To become a member of this 
fociety, it is necelTary that the candidate 
be either a defender and promoter of 
modern philofophy (that is dogmatical 
Rtheilm)| or die r ram of an ambitious 

cbaraflcri 
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charafler, turbulent, and difcontented 
with the Government under wrhich he 
lives. When he is admitted he gives 
his tooyd of honour to obl’erve fecrefy ; 
betorff^he is accepted, he is informed 
that the number of members is very 
great, fpread over all the earth, and that 
all tliefe members labour incelTantly to 
pHtanyfalfe or traittrous members (who 
might betray their fecrets) out of the 
way. The candidate further gives his 
word of honour, that he will communi¬ 
cate all information he may acquire to 
his brethren j that he will always defend 
the people in oppofition to the Govein- 
nient; that he will do his utmoft to 
refift all peremptory (by him called ar¬ 
bitrary) commands, aiul do all that in 
him lies to introduce an univerial to- 
leiance of all religions. 

There are two clafl'es of members, 
fuch as pay and fucb as 9 o nut pay ; 
they pay according to their ability : tl.e 
number of contributing membeis weie 
about 5000, the dumber of non-contii-- 
buting members about 50,000 j thef'e 
bind theml'elves to fpread the doftrincs 
of the Propaganda in all coiintiies, and 
to promote the deiigns theieof. 

The order has two degrees, adfpirants 
and initiate: the firft is acquainted with 
tlie fcope of the order, but the latter is 
alfo informed as to the means the order 
ules to obtain this end. An adfpirant 
cannot be admitted into the degree of 
initiate until he has undertaken a philo- 
foplucal miffion, and can clearly prove 
that he has made ten profelytes. The 
treafury of the onlcr podlfles at prelent 
20 millions of livres, ready money ; and, 
according to the lalt accounts, there will 
be, before the end of this year (1791), 
30 millions in it. 

The order is built upon the following 
principles ; opinion and nrccffilv (or 
need) are ibe fprings oj all human nilion ; 
if you therefore can caufe the needy ne- 
ceffuyynvanty or dependame (call it which 
you will), to fpread, you may thereby con- 
troul the opinions oj mankind, and ’mill 
be enabled to fhnke all the fyjhms of the

The Dutch patriots 
who fled to Fiance conlideied the Propa¬ 
ganda as their chief anchor: Suppofe 
(lay they), luppole then that the Houfe 
of Aullria will afford us no afliftance, 
there yet remains fur us the Propaganda j 
there are miffionaries of this order all 
over Holland, and peihaps even already 
feme regular lodges. 

In the club of the friends of the people 
at Bruflels, a I'peaker lately exprefled 
himfclf in the following woids : ‘ Every 
where they are piepaiing fetters, but 
philolophy and real'on will one day tri¬ 
umph ; and the time Svill come when tlie 
unlimited, uncontrouled > «/rr of the Ot¬ 
toman Empire in the evening fhall lay 
himfclf to rdt as a defpot, and in the 
morning fhall aril'e as a citizen.’

GARRICK’S MONUMENT, 

IN WESTMINSTER-.VBEEY. 


S UNDAY (the nth of June) the new 
monument to the memory of the late 
David Garrick, Efq. in Poets Corner, 
Weftminfter-.abbey, was opened. 

This interefting and well-executed tri¬ 
bute of a private friend, to the menioiy 
of a man- to whom the Public owe amule- 
nient of the highelt kind, being now open¬ 
ed for inrpe£fion, fome delcnption of it, 
by explaining the Sculptor’s tkligns, m.ay 
be ufeful and proper. Garrick is repre- 
fented at full length, in an animated po- 
fition, throwing aiide a curtain, wliich 
difeovers a medallion of the great Poet, 
whom he has illuftiated ; while Tragedy 
and Comedy, adorned with their relpec- 
tive emblems, and half Icattd on a pedef- 
tal, feem to approve the tribute. The 
curtain Itfelf is deiigned to reprefent the 
Veil of Ignorance and Barbarifm, which 
darkened the Drama of the immortal 
Baid till the appearance of Garrick.-— 
The carefling attitude, airy figure, and 
filliling countenance of the Comic Mule, 
is intended to del'cribe the latisfaftion 
flic derives from at length beholding a 
memorial to her favourite; while Melpo¬ 
mene, with a more majeftic and dignified 
mien, raifing her veil, gazes with clia- 
rafteriftic admiration on the “ fovertign 
of the willing foul,” whom flie at once 
delights in and deplores. The fimllltude 
to Garrick will immediately be felt fly 
every fpcAator who has his featuies in 


remembrance: and where is the perfoa

EEOROB VILLIERS, ftUKE OF BUCK¬ 
INGHAM. 

A mongst the foliu-s of this very 
witty and profligate Nobleman, hi? 
pajfon for cbemiftty was a principal drain 
in thediffipation of his iminenle fortune. 
The hunt after the philofopher’s ftone 
was one of the great impofitions of his 
time ; and, with all his wit and judgment 
in many other matters, he tell into the 
belief of this folly : hence he built a 
laboratory at great expellee in his boufe j 
uteniils were provided, and the moll 
celebrated artifts in the tranlmutation of 
metals employed. 

The Duke coRtinued this great charge 
for many years, in the midfl ot “ ten 
thoufand other freaks which died in 
thinking;" for whoever was unpaid, or 
whoever was neglefled, money was to be 
found to pay the expences of this labora¬ 
tory, till this chimera, with other extra- 
v.gancics, caufed him to fell a great part 
of his eflates. 

In all this time, however, nothing was 
produced by thofe fons of art but Ibme 
dilcoveries of little value. Excules 
and large promifes were conftantly held 
out; fuch as, “ that the glalTes broke, 
or the man let out the fire, or Ibme other 
accident which retarded the grand pro- 
cefs.” At laft, the Duke encountering 
nothing but misfortunes, money very dif¬ 
ficult to be had, and the operators finding 
themfelves flighted, the projedl entirely 
fell to the ground. 

It is impoffible to calculate the expences 
which the Duke was at in paying the 
numberof Italians,French, and Germans, 
concerned in this mad undertaking: one 
of them, we are told in Lemory s Clie- 
miftry, of the name of Huniadcs carried 
off about Jixtten thoufand poundst which, 
by afterwards lending money to the Duke 
and others at ufurious intcreft, he in a few 
years increalcd to thirty thoufand \ the 
wliole of which he left by will to his fif- 

ier, a poor woman who fold caithen-ware 

in Shoreditch.

This Nobleman, who is fo often men¬ 
tioned in the annals of Queen Anne^ 
though not a very fortunate General, was 
a man of uncommon penetration and me¬ 
rit. He often vifited the old Marchionefs 
of Halifax, tlie widow of the celebrated 
Marquis,whodifl.inguiflicd himlclfno lels 
as a man of wit thas as a great Stalefman, 
during the reigns of Charles, James, and, 
William; and here meeting with the late 
Earl of Chelterfield, whom he obferv^ 
had a Itrong inclination for political life, 
and at the lame time an unconquerable 
love of pleafure, with fome tinflure of 
lazinefs, gave him the following advice t 
“ If you intend to be a man of bufinefs, 
you muft be an Inthediftin- 

guiftied pofts rank and fortune will en¬ 
title you to fill, you will be liable to 
have vifitors at every hour of the day j 
and unlefs you «>/// nfe conftantly at an 
early hour you will never have any leifure ; 
for yourfelf."—This admonition, deli¬ 
vered in the moft obliging manner* oiRde 
a confiderable imprelhon on the OiUid of 
young Chelterfield, who ever after ob- 
ferved that excellent rule, even when 
went to bed late, and was adyii^fled 4 a 1 
years. 

LORD CHIEF JUSTICE IfflLLRE. 

In confirmation of the abate advice we 
fubjoin the following obftwationof Lord 
C Q Q I . Cbitt 
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Chief Juftice Willes. • It was amongft 
the deliderata of his Lordihip's private 
enquiries to find out the principal caufes 
of longevity } and, accordingly whenever 
he examin^ a witnefs who had the ap¬ 
pearance of advanced age, he generally 
enquired, “ how he livra, what regimen 
he kept, &c. &c.” This hepraflifed for 
a great number of years, fometimes 
balanced in his mind in favour of one 
fyllem, and fometimes in favour of ano¬ 
ther, till at laft he found out, that what¬ 
ever were their private habits, \.\\t early 
rifers had by far the greateft claim to 
longevity : and this he often enforced to 
young people ^s an obfervation they 
fhould by no means overlook in the con- 
duft of life. 


SIR ROBERT TAYLOR 
affords a flriking example of the habit and 
good eftefts of early rx/ingm We have 
been informed that this Gentleman, who 
was bred an architeff, and followed it 
with coniiderable reputation, never was 
found in bed for the fpace of forty years 
at five o'clock. He lived in good health 
to feventy-five years of age, and lelt to 
his only Ion, the prefent Michael Angelo 
Taylor, Efq. a foi tunc of above one hun¬ 
dred thoufand pounds, befide an handfome 
jointure to his widow. 

His death was occafioned by a cold 
which he caught attending the funeral of 
a friend. 


KING WILLIAM. 

About November 1674, his Majefty 
(Charles II.) fent over the EarlofOifory 
to the Hague,with a commifllon topropoie 
the Lady Mary, eldeft daughter of the 
Duke of York, as a match for the then 
Prince of Orange. His Highnefs re¬ 
ceived the meiTage with great refpefl, and 
anfweied, “ There was nothing he more 
anibitioncd when the war was over; but 
then he could neither leave the war, or 
think it very pleafing to the Lady to 
bri^ her where the noife of war was.” 

This anfwer incenfed the Duke of 
York to fo high a degree, that he abufed 
the Earl pf OlTory in very ftrong terms j 
but when that Noblemen came hack and 
Ihewedhis Royal Highnefs his Majefty’s 
commifllon for what he did (which was 
ftot then known to. him) he became paci¬ 
fied ; but continued his anger fo fharp 
againft the Prince, that none ever thought 
at that time that his Royal Highnefs 
would ever permit that match to proceed.

finilhed them when they were drunk, lb 
very improbable are the means by which 
they produce their denouments. 

“ To produce a good play from one 
of theirs, I believe the only way woulcj

be to take their plan; draw the,chara£lers 
B'om nature; omit all that is improbabfey 
and entirely new write the dialogue j for 
their language is at once hard and pert, 
viilgar and incorrebl, and has neither 
the pathos of the preceding age, nor the 
elegance of this—tney are grolsly indeli* 
«te, and yet have no fimphcity. There 
is a wide difference between unrefined and 
vicious indecency: —the firft would not 
invent fig-leaves—the latter tears holes 
in them after they are invented.

SOME ACCOUNT OF HORACE EARL OF ORFORD. 
[ Concluded from Page 301. ] 


I N 1768 Mr. Walpole gave to the pub¬ 
lic his “ Hiftoric Doubts on tlic Life 
and Reign of King Richard the Third," 
Ito.: a work endeavouring to eftablifli 
uie favourable idea given by Buck, the 
hiftorian, of that tyrannical Monarch, 
whofe memory is held in general detefta- 


tion in Great Britain; a deteftation which 
is kept alive by the frequency of the «- 
prefentation of his charadleron the Stage, 
drawn by the mafterly hand of Shak- 
fpeare. This defence did not receive 
univerfal afl'ent ; it was controverted in 
various quarters, and generally cwfidered 
C e c z Rt 
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at more in^nlout than {olid. It wat 
anAnrered by Frederick Guy Dickens, Efq. 
in a 4to. volume ; and the evidence from 
the wardrobe-joll was controverted by Dr. 
Milles and Mr. Mailers, in papers read 
before the Antiquarian Society. It is 
ftid, one or both of theS? latter pieces 

g ave Mr. Walpole f* much difgult, that 
c ordered his name to be llruck out of 
the lid of Members, and renounced the 
honour annexed to it from his conne£lIon 
with the body of Antiquarians,. It can¬ 
not, however, be denied, that thcch:uac- 
ter of Richard is cleared from many of 
the enormities charged upon him by hif-, 
torians and poets. 

It was about tliis time that the tranfla- 
tion took place for which he has luifered 
the greatelr cenfure, and from which, we 
believe, he derived a very lading concern ; 
though, when every ciicumdance is duly 
weighed, perhaps but little blame will 
attach to his memory. We diall give 
Mr. Walpole’s own narrative in hi$ own 
words, extrafted from a letter to Mr. 
W. B.

Walpole's unpublifhed defence, we con¬ 
ceive much oi the prejudice enteitaincd 
agaiiift him by fomc on account of this 
tranfaflion, will eitlier totally difappear, 
or at leaft be conftderably leileneil. 

In the year 176R, Mr. Walpole printed 
fifty copies of his tragedy of the ” Myl'- 
terious Mother,” a performance entitled 
to very high praife. Of this piece an 
account is given in our Magazine of beji- 
tember 1787, to which, on this occalion, 
we muft rcler. It was oiiginally cem- 
pofed with a view to the ptrloi mance of 
Mrs. Pritchard; and could tl;e hoirible 
circumftance on which it is founded be 
fpftened, we are of opinion it might ftill 
be reprefented with great efi'eft by the 
prefent ornament of the tragic feene. 

From this period no circumftancc of 
importance occurred in the courfe of Mr. 
Walpole’s life until the year i7<ji, when, 
by the death of his nephew, he fucceeded 
to the title ofEai'l of Orford. The ac- 
ceflion of this honour, and of the foi tune 
annexed to it, made no alteration, in any 
refped, in his manner of Jiving. He 
fiilJ purfued the fame unvaried tenor of 
life, devoting himfelf to the converlation 
of his friends and to the purfuits of lite¬ 
rature. He had been early afflifled with 
the gout, which, as he advanced in years. 


acquired llrength, though it did not 4^ 
qualify him either for company or 
verfation. The fame fpirit of enqiikyi 
the fame ardour of purfuit, and the iame^ 
candour in judgment, prevailed aimoftto, 
the latelf period of his life. He was ca¬ 
pable of enjoying the fociety of his friends 
until a very Ihort time before his deaths 
v/hich happened on the ad March 1797.. 

By his will, which contains 32 fheets.,

manuicripts, to be publilhed at their {lif- 
cretion, and for their own emolument.

* This very beautiful villa was originally a fmall tenement, built 1698, by the Earl of 
Bradford’s coachman, as a lodging-houfe. Colley Cibber was one of its firft tenants; and 
after him, fucceflively, Talbot, Biihop of Durham, the Marquis of Carnarvon, Mrs. Cheue- 
vix, the toy-woman, and Lord John Philip Sackwlle. Mr. W. purchafed it 1747, began tq 
fit it up in the Gothic ftylc 1753, and completed it 1776. He permitted it to be fiiewn, 
by tickets, to parties of four, from May to Odober, between the hours of i3 and 3, and only 
one party a day. The bell, concife account of this villa, and its valuable contents, that haf 
hitherto appeared, may be found in Mr. Lyfons’s “ Environs of London,” but a more parti, 
eulardefciiptionof it mayfoon beexpefted in a Hillory (already printed) of the Parilh of 
Twickenham.

The Ihrugging up of the 
Ihoulders of his friend concluded with 
an alfurance, that though his works were 
not likely to be held in high ellimation 
in their prefent itate, fome expeftations 
might be railed from them, if he con¬ 
tinued the fame application for ten years. 

Luckily for our young Artilf his 
parents relented, and he was permitted 
to fpend his time as he liked at Berlin. 
Here he formed acquaintance with artifts 
and men of letters : Kraufe, Hempel, 
Bamler, Sulzer, were his companions ; 
Bamler was his friend, from the linenefs 
of whofc ear and tafte he derived the 
greateft advantages. With much diffi¬ 
dence he prefenud to Ramlcr fome of his 
compofitions ; but cveiy verle and every 
word were criticifed, and very few could 
pals through the fiery trial. The Swifs 
dialeft, he found at lall, was thcobftacle 
in his veay, and me exertions lequiiitc to 
fatisfy the delfcacy of a Geiman car 
would be exceflive. Rainier adviled him 
to clothe his thoughts in haimonious 
profe; this counlel he lollowed, and the 
anecdote may be of uli; in Britain, where 
many a would-be Poet is probably ham¬ 
mering at a verfe, which, from the cir- 
cutUltances of his birth and education, he 
can never make agreeable to the ear of 
tade.

Daphnis appeared firft with¬ 
out a name iu the year 175+ j it was 
followed in 1756, by Inkle and Yarico } 
and Gefl'ncr’s reputation was fpread in 
the fame year, over Germany and 
Switzerland, by his Paftorals, a tranf- 
lation of which into Englilh, in 1763, 
was publilhed by Dr. K-cnrick. His 
brother poets acknowledged the merit of 
thefe light compofitions, as they were 
pleafed te call them ; but conceived their 
Author to be incapable of forming a 
grander plan, or aiming at the dignity of 
heroic poetry.

Pallas in vain points cut the road 
to happinel’s ; his aim is not to enjoy hap- 
pinets hiinlelf, but to])eiluade others that 
lie enjoys it. His perpetual error is oc- 
ci.'joned net by a dilpolition naturallyde- 
piaveil, but trom an overbearing conceit 
<irtlic lUperini ity of his abilities, canting 
liini to dildain Advice and lejeft Atfilt- 
ante. 

In his journey through life he perpetu¬ 
ally tiumhles ; but teems, like Antams, to 
life llrouger Irem the fall, and to exult in 
his fancied fagacity. All thole who find 
the road to Wifdom too deep and labori¬ 
ous, become the votaiies of Obftinacy, 
though dally experience might convince 
them of the treachery of their commander. 
Thus, though fure to createadiflike and 
difleminate difpute wherever he appears, 
Obllinacy thinks to afl'ume the fembbnee 
ot Wildom, and at every defeat flies for 
conlblation to the fociety of his mother, 
(who is lieqiiently feen to wear the garb 
of age) and who with open arms receives 
hei I'on. 'I'hey then flatter themfelves 
thc'r happinefs is complete : fancied ado¬ 
ration is liibflituted for real neglc£l- 
they laugh at the world, and thus are 
prevented from obferving that the world 
l-iuglis at them.

OBSERVATIONS and EXBERIMFNTS on the DIGESTIVE POWERS of the 

BILE in ANIMALS.

Touring the beginning of the prefent 
war, I attended a man who was 
troubled with the jaundice, which vve 
thought to proceed from a wound he had 
received in his liver. His foeces were 
whit^jfeftp gall could be difeharged by 
his appetite was almoll as 
good as formerly, when in health j but 
lus dij^Hipn was in a great mcafure loft » 


for whatever food he took into his fto- 
mach, inflead of being digelled into 
wholefcmc,chyle, entered Into l^rmenta- 
tlon, producing gi'cat diilenfion of the 
llomach, head-aent, and often vomiting. 
Not liicceeding in relieving the patient 
by the ulual means, and as he was de¬ 
clining in his flrength daily, T endea¬ 
voured, by a temporary method, to r»- 
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IJcrc hirti» which'was by making him 
tAc inwardly the gall of other animals j 
as it appeared to me that all the fymp- 
toms of indigeftion pioceeded from a 
want of th t fluid finding its way info 
the fluniach. 

I tlieietcre gave him half an ounce of 
the gall of a ftetp, lecently killed, in two 
ounces of water : this, drank after a mo¬ 
del ate meal promoted digeflion, and 
fet'ined to reflore the patient, for a while, 
to his former ftate of luaUli. To be fa- 
tisHtd of this fail, I repeated the expe- 
rnreut leveral times, and theTcby lup- 
poiied the patient until the obffru^lionof 
the gall into the ftomach was fortunately 
removed. 

Tiiis led me to make the following 
expel'.meiits, to atcertain the digtllive 
po-neis ol the hepatic lecretion. . . . 
It Is d generally leceived opinion, foinied 
on the expeliineiits of the* Abbe Spallan¬ 
zani Kauiiieur, and others, that the di- 
gcffion is performed.by the folve-nt power 
of ihc a fluid lecieted from 

the interior luilace of the tm rihuinuus^ 
and from the'alophagns of animals with 
ftroiig muicular ftoinachs, as in gallena- 
ccous fowls, &c. 

EXPERIMENT THE FIRST. 

Having enclofed loinc grains of barley 
(bru 'feU ,js 10 admit oj contafl iviih the 
Jluuh) in two tin tubes (ptifurated at 
each tnd, and nvith fmall holes tn the 
tnididr), I t'afteiied them to the end of a 
piece of jmekthread, and thnilc them 
down the alophagus of a young cock, lb 
as to lie near ihe-entrance of the imilcul.ir 
ftouiach. But Within the cavity of that 
vifcio, I falter.id it by the other end to 
the beak of the bird, and kept it there 
for twelve houis, during which time it 
had iiicrealecf much in its weiglif, from 
the abltiption of the al'ophageal juice. 
Nodigcltion feemed to have taken pbacc, 
neither was it in any incalure tinged with 
gall, as the tafte of the inclofed fubftance 
was entirely infipid, and had acquired no 
particular colour. 

I thmk it has been proved, and is a 
general opinion, that there is little or no 
fecretion from the horny fubftance which 
lines the ftomach in thefe animals j yet 
we find their food, before it paffes out of 
the ftomach into the inteftints, to be en¬ 
tirely changed in its confiftence and ap¬ 
pearance : it becomes a fluid of a yellow 
cineritious colour, and of a bitter talte. 

I repeated this experiment on other birds, 
gs turkeys, pigeons^ &p, 
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EXPERIMENT THE SECOND. 

Having bruiibdtwo diachms of boiled 
veal, I cmcloled it in a tin tube fimilar 
to flic former. I thruft it down the afq- 
phagus of an owl, and faftened it with a 
piece of packthread to the beak of the bird, 
fo as to prevent its entering into the fto-, 
m.icli. I kept it there for fourteen hours, 
during vvhich fpace it had not loft any 
thing of its wciglit, but had Increafed, 
from the abforption cf the afophageal 
juice. It had not acquired any particular 
tafte', (he juice of the alophagUs itfclf 
lieing iiifipid. I then thiuft it down fo 
far as to enter the ftomach of the biid, 
but fo as not to reach the bottom, thereby 
preventing any cont'dil between the meat 
and the g.ill, which generally lies at the 
bottom of the ftomach in all animals. 
After fouitcen hours there appeared not 
the leaft .ilteration, nor had it acquired 
any particular fmell. 


EXPERIMENT THE THIRD. 

I inclofed two drachms of boiled veal In 
the lame tin tube with which I made the 
former experiment, and thruft it down the 
afophagus of the fame owl, and allowed 
it to reach the bottom of the ftomach. 
After five hours I jmlled it up. I found 
it had loft one halt of its weight, and the 
itmaindcr was entirely clyaiiged in its 
confiftence, being now of a white colour, 
and reduced to a kind of pulp, and tafted 
extiemcly hitter from being impregnated 
with the bile. I thruft this remainder 
down the throiit of rhe birda fecond time. 
After two hours I pulled it up, and I 
found the tube quite empty. I have 
often repeated this expeliment, and wi^ 
the lame fuccels, on owls, crows, and 
other biids of prey. 


EXPERIMENT THE FOURTH. 

To fome ftieep which were going to be 
killed I had an opportunity of making 
the following experiment : Having 
bruifed Ibme leaves of vegetables, I 
inclofed them in tin tubes, perforated at 
both ends, as well as in their Tides, with 
final! holes. To one Iheep I gave fix of 
thefe tubes, and ut different periods of 
time, fo that when the animal was killed 
they might not all have paifedthe pyterus 
of the laft ftomach. After feven hours 
the animal was killed. J found one tube 
in the duodenum quite empty'; two in 
the bottom of the fourth ftomach in the 
famb ftate. > One which Teemed recently 
to have pafied the cardia of the fourth fto< 
mach was fcarcely chsui|;ed, haying ac- 

P d 4 a quired 
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quired no particular taile nor fmell, but 
Jiad abforbed much gaftric juice. The 
remaining two had not got quite To far as 
the above mentioned ; did not feem in the 
leaft altered, but were a little bruifed 
with che\Ving. I repeated this experi* 
mentfince, and with near the fame effeft. 
The tubes which wei*e in contact with 
the bile, which is always found in large 
quantities at the bottom of the laft fto- 
mach, were generally found empty, or 
Vvhat remained was reduced to a loFt grey- 
ilh pulp, and had a very bitter tafte. 


E^tPERlMENT THE FIFTH. 

In order to try yvhjther animals could 
digelt their food while their gall-du£ts 
were obfti uiled by ligature, I made the 
following experiments on frogs. Cold¬ 
blooded animals Teemed well adapted to 
my purpoTe, being moil tenacious of their 
living principle, and their interior cavi¬ 
ties being leTs TuTceptible of inflamma¬ 
tion when laid open by incifion. I 
therefore laid open the abdomen of Teveral 
frogs. I then palled a ligature round the 
dua which tranfmits the gall into the 
duodenum, (in frogs it enters the duo¬ 
denum) at about a third of an inch 
from the pylorus of the ftomach. Hav¬ 
ing tied the ligatures pretty tight, I then 
fewed up the wounds, and allowed them 
fome time to recover themfelves. In 
this Hate I fed them with inl'e^ls, and 
pieces of earth-worm cut fmall. Two 
days after this I opened the ftomach of 
two frogs, and found that there was not 
the leaft appearance of digeftion having 
taken place In the inre6ls. The abforbents 
feemea to have a£led a little on fome of 
the pieces of the earth-worms, but to little 
as rcarccly to be perceptible. The re¬ 
maining frogs I fed with the gall of other 
frogs, which I killed for the purpofe. 
After twelve hours, on opening thei'e I 
found the appearances quite different 
from the foregoing, as I always found 
their ftomachs empty, and nothing re¬ 
maining but the wings of the iniefls, 
the pieces of earth-worm having entirely 
difappeared. I could not obferve any 
alteration in regard to the healthinefs of 
the animals on which I had performed the 
operation, ** as milk put into their flo- 
machs coagulated as in a natural ftate of 
that cavity.” In this experiment I never 
failed in fucceeding during the fummer, 
ithofe animals are arrived at their 
: decree of irritability or life. 

EXPERIMENT THE SIXTH, 
ir -to try the digeftivc powers of 
hen out of the ai^u, and to 



compare it with that of the gaftrie juice, 

I inclofed one drachm of boiled beef 
^bruifed fo as to extofe a large furfuce) 
in a tin tube, perforated fimilar to the 
former. This I Immerled into the gall 
of a fheep recently killed, having previ- 
oufly diluted it with a imall quantity of 
water, that it'might enter the pores of the 
tube more eafily. The fame quantity of 
beef I immerled into the juice fecreted 
from the afophagus of gallenaceous fowls j 
and likewife the lame quantity of beef 
I immerled into the fluid lecreted from the 
lower part of the afophagus in crows. 
TheTe juices I obtained by means of 
fponges. They did not appear to have 
any particular tafte or colour, not being 
in the imaileft degree mixed with the bile. 
At the lame time I immerfed the fame 
quantity of beef into water. I kept them 
fourteen hours in a dtgree of heat equal 
to that of theAuman body ; after which 
time I ►ook them out, when I foui'd that 
the beef which was immerled in the gall 
had loft one-half of its weight; the re¬ 
mainder being intirely changed in its 
confiftcnce, it was now become a white 
pulp, of a Tweetifh bitter tafte. Thofe 
in the other juices did not appear at all 
changed, either in weight, colour, or con- 
fiftetice. I often varied this eiqieriment, 
but always with the fame efTefl, as well 
on vegetables as on flelh meat. 

From the foregoing experiments' It ap- • 
pears, that the gall, and not the gaftric 
juice, is the principle of digeftion in ani¬ 
mals. I do npt deny that animals may 
live a confiderable time without the gall 
finding an entrance into the ftomach, as is 
often the cafe in the jaundice. Food 
after maftication may be eafily a£led on 
by the abforbents, as we find extraneous 
fubftwices are when put into any cavity 
of the human body. An animal may be 
fupported for weeks by clyfter. Gall, as 
a ftomatick had been long in ufe in 
France and Italy, and was found of great 
ufe to people with weak ftomachs ; and I 
have frequently given it to people who 
were Uoubled with uneafinefs after a full 
meal, and never failed in relieving the 
patient. But it feems to have fallen out 
of ufe through principles of delicacy j 
but furcly no better can fupply its place 
with equal effe£K In fome lefs civilized 
nations, and where much animal food is 
ufed, ^11 is reckoned a luxury,

ihofl animals j and no fufficienlly mate¬ 
rial ufe has been afbribed to its fecretioii. 
We know of no animal wluch wants the 

liver ( 
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liver ; and in fome voraciou* fifhes It 
difciwrges it« fluid immediately into the 
icavity of the (Itmiach. Befides, we never 
£nd that diseftion has taken place in vty 
animal until the food has found its way 
to the bottom of the ftomach, when it 
meets with the bile. This is not only 
leen in men and other animals which 
feed on flefli meat; but, in the ilomachs 
ef calves, the congulum of milk is only 
digefled In proportion as it becomes 
mixed with the bile In the lafl Itomach 
or duodenum. In ferpents and lome 
flffies which fwallow their fsod whole, it 
Is little altered, except in that part which 
lies contiguous to the bottom of their 
ftomachs; ard,onexaminingtheflomachs 
of thefe animals, we do not find any dif¬ 


ference, in regard to the furface, either of 
the upper or lower ends. On prefliuvy 
the tranfuding liquor appears to be the 
fame in eveiy part i a ohurlfi's mfipid 
jiuid. Gall has a great power of ailimu- 
iating animal oils with water, and hat 
been much ufed by dyers to take the 

f ;reafe out of tlieir wool before the co- 
uuring matter is applied; and it is by 
this lame power of aflimulation that 1 
conceive it alfifts digeflion. 

On examining the experiments of 
Spallcnzani ar.d Mr. J. Hunter, I do not 
And any experiment which militates 
againfl this conclufion; which, ifproved* 
would certainly be of the greateft benefit 
to Icciety.

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^N the morning of the 9th Mr4 Carter 
was fo much reduced as to be under 
the ncccflity of drinking his own urine, 
which example was followed by the other 
two, and notwithllanding its being dif- 
agreeable, they found gieat relict from 
it. About nine at night Mr. Shaw and 
Mr. Halkett tound thtinfelves fo weak 
and overcome liy llcep, that not being 
longer able to Hand to the Iteer oar, they 
Jaflied flic oar, and toiind the boat went 
along very fleaclily. After joining in a 
prayer of thanklglving to the Almighty, 
to whole protediou they committed 
themielves, they lay down and had a re- 
frjthing deep j otcalionally, however, 
they could not relrain from ftarting up 
to look out for land or danger. 

They refumed their labours at the 
oar on the morning of the loth, which 
were rather inert did by its blowing 
fre/h and by a heavy fwell, which 
obliged them to reef the fail. It was 
with the greatell dilliculty Mr. Carter’s 
.wound could be dielTed. Mr. Shaw’s 
wound in the throat was by this time 
nearly clofed up. 

They Hood on this day witheut .iny 
thing material occuiring ; Mr. Shaw 
ftill ufing all his poweis to clictr them 
with the alfuranccs of feeing land in a 
iHay or two, althc ugh at the lame time 
he had hardly ftrenath to haul the Hieet 
aft, while Mr. Halkett ladud the oar. 

At ten P. M. they found very Ihoal 
water, with breakers all round, on which 
^fr. Halkett took the oar, while Mr. 
Shaw kept a lock cut for a channel; in 
vehicli manner they lan on for the dif- 
tance of three or tour miles in not more 
than three or four teet water; the lea 
fieqtiently breaking over them, which 
rendered Mr. Carter’s lituation truly de¬ 
plorable, as, from extreme weakneis, he 
could not llir from th® bottom of the 
"boat, which was fo full of water that it 
was with the greatclt dilbculty he could 
ke» his head above it. 

To add to their diitrefs, no fooner 
had^tbey got clear of one Ihoal, than 
from' the violence of the oar beating 


againft another Mr. Halkett was knocked 
out of the boat, which requited all the 
exertions of Mr. Shaw to get him in 
again, and which he could have accom- 
piilhcd by no other mode than that of 
putting an oar under his arm, and lift¬ 
ing him up as by a lever. 

On the 11 th they felt themfelves much 
relieved by getting dlear ot the llioals 
and launching once more into the ocean ; 
on which occaiion, as often before, they 
addrelTed themlelves to that P>ywer to 
which they tVulted for deliverance. Mr. 
Carter’s vi^bund was again wallifid, 
and four pieces rao\e taken from the 
Ikull, when they clcarl;^dilcovered, that - 
■from the blow being given llantways 
down the back of the head, it had been 
given by a hatchet, whicli they had no 
doubt was the one which had been ftolen 
from the fiiip. They Hill however aflured 
him ot its looking well and bciiig about 
to heal. 

7 'hey were now in greater diftrefs than 
ever tor water s even the laft niilerable» 
refourtc they had coniiderably failing 
them. This threw luch a damp on 
their fpirits that they grew dilconlblate, 
and were making up their minds to meet 
death with becoming foit.>tude, having 
given up every hope of luri4ving another 
day, when Mr. Halkett cagcily exclaimed 
“ he law land.” 

Mr. Shaw likewife perceiving it, they 
weriin an inftant revived. Once more 
putting their hopes in Providence, they 
Hood in for the foutliem extremity of the 
land, which they made no doubt was 
‘Timor, and loon got in a few miles to 
the leeward of the extreme, where they 
difeovered a bay, at the head of which 
were cocoa-nut trees. 

^ They Ihoitly after perceived the na¬ 
tives on Ihore. Recent circumHances, 
however, made them fearful of landing ; 
but Mr. Shaw obierved, that they might 
as fafely trull to the chance of being 
well received on ihore as perilh at lea,' 
which they muft inevitably have done 
another day. 

ifavihg refolved, therefo|:e, they ran 

inm 
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into the bay, when it was propofcd that 
Mr. Haikctt fliould remain in the boat, 
while Mr. Carter and Mr. Shaw went in 
fearch of water. But on Mr. Carter’s 
being helped out of the boat it was 
found he could not Hand; he was 
therefore helped in again, and Mr. Haf- 
kett with Mr. Shaw advanced towards 
the natives, Mr. Sh.aw having a water 
keg and Mr. Halkett a innrquet, when 
they were overjoyed by hearing the na¬ 
tives call out, Bhgh ! reconciling 

that Caf>tatn Bligb was very humanely 
treated at Timor j and tliey had now no 
doubt left but they had the good for- 
tu.nc to touch at the lame place. They 
made motions to (he natives for cocoa 
lii nuts, who gave them to uiiderdand that 
they did not belong to them j one of 
them however gave Mr. Shaw a baked 
yam, which he found it inipoflTibh to 
eat on account of his throaif being fo 
exceedingly parched. Having made ligns 
for water, the natives -led tlieni to a 
I'pring where they Ijiienched their third; 
W'heii, having filled the keg, they ran to 
Mr. Carter, who was calling out for 
water, after which they devoured tne 
yam with the greatell eagernels, the na¬ 
tives looking at them the whole of the 
time in aftonilhment. 

After their (lender repaft they men¬ 
tioned the word Timor to the natives, 
who repeated it veiy dlftinftly, and 
•jAflnted towards the point to the Ibiith- 
ward, and then to a prow on the beach, 
intimating that they would cundu6f 
them there; in conlequence of which 
Mr. Shaw gave them two mul’quets and 
a number of knives and Icifl’ars which re¬ 
mained in the boat. 

The natives made figns to go farther 
up the bar, which they acquiclced in^ 
but finding they wiflied to lead them up 
a very narrow inlet, Mr. Shaw refufed 
to go in with the boat, reprefenting that 
it would be highly imprudent, and, as 
they wifhed to get to Cultaii:^ .is foon as 
poflible, thought it adviicablc to make 
the bell of their way there. 

This being agreed to, the boat was 
pufhed off, and two oai s got out in order 
to row round the point, exp/< 5 ling, after 
that, to.have a lair wind to Oipang. 
Finding, however, a prow in chace of 
them, they lay on their oars, hoifted 
their fail, and put away before the wind, 
in order to elcape from ilavery, which 
they made no doubt of experiencing if 
taken by the prow in chace of them, 
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The prow continued chafing them aloa^ 
the fhore, between a reef and the beach* 
which extends the whole length of the 
jfland. Finding the prow (fill in chace 
they ftood over the reef, which is a con¬ 
tinued chain of breakers, and the prow < 
not thinking it pioper to follow them, 
they efc.iped and coalK-d it down the 
Ifland. Night approaching, and finding 
themfelves much fatigued, they hauled 
the fheet aft, and hfhed the oar as be¬ 
fore, and found the boat went along 
fhore very fteadily. I'hey then lay down 
to deep, and on waking in the morning 
were refrefhed with the finell of Ipiccs, 
which was conveyed by the land wind, 
and which lo revived Mr. Carter that 
he feveral times exclaimed, “ Keep up 
your hearts my boys, we finll dine with 
the Governor of Gufting to-day,”'Their 
hopes were however finflrated by the 
numerous difficulties they had yet to 
encounter, owing to the innumerable 
fhoals and points. The water they had 
drank tended likewife to increafe their 
appetites. They weie forced at night, 
notwithftanding, to purl'ue the fame 
method they had formerly adopted in 
order to obtain fufficient reft to enable 
them to go through the fatigues of the 
eni'uing day. 

On the morning of the 13th, Mr. 
Shaw took the fteer oar ; but tiie wind 
being frefli, and the boat going with 
great velocity through the water, he 
was, from weaknefs, unable to itand the 
force of the oar and fell overboard ; 
luckily, however, he held by the gunnel 
until Mr. Hafkett came to his afliltance, 
when with gieat exertions he was got 
into the boat again. 

Shortly after this they faw a point 
a-head, which they fou.nd it impoflible to 
weather while the wind remained the 
fame way. They, therefore, once more 
detemined to land, and accordingly ran 
into a fmali bay ; when the natives 
came running towards them, beckoning 
them to come afhore, and calling out,^ 
Bttgh! Bl.'gb They immediately ran 
the boat on- fliore, and Mr. Hafkett 
being helped out of the boat by the 
natives, they fat him down on the, 
beach, and went immediately to the aflifU 
ance of his companions. When they 
had brought them on flfore, they pre« 
iented them with a couple of cocoa nuts, 
yams, and Indian corn, which' Uiey re¬ 
ceived with unfeigned gratitude. 

The natives gazed on theie three ft- 

miflied 
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mifted fufferers in ftlent aftoni(hment: 
oor is it to be wondered at) ibr their 
cheeks were ftirivellcd> their eyes lunk 
ahnoit into their heads, their beards 
long, and their whole frames totally 
emaciated. 

The natives, far from didurbing them, 
made figns for them to eat and drink, 
which they did with the greateft eager- 
Beis. Mr. Carter then begged to have 
Iiis wound dred'ed, which was done with 
frefli water. Mr. Shaw having unbound 
lus woul d tound it nearly htaled. 

The natives apjiearing to exprefs fomc 
curiofity as to the manner in which thoie 
wounds were received, NIr. Shaw ex¬ 
plained it in the beft raaiiner he could, 
at which they made ligns ot being much 
ihocked, which did not however fully 
fatisly the three Gentlemen of their 
pacific intentions ; but as they beckoned 
to proceed on towards their huts, they 
complied, which gave the natives, appa- 
rentlv, great fatistaflion. 

They then attempted to get up and 
walk, but found they could not accom¬ 
pli Ih it without fupport, which the 
natives very kindly afforded them, and 
led them to their town, which is fituated 
at the top of a fteep hill, acccfllble only 
by two perpendicular ladders, up which 
they were lifted by their guides. When 
they arrived they were taken to the 
Chief's houfe, wheie were aflcinbled an 
immenie concourle, who came to view 
the Urangers. Here tliey were again 
prelentt-d with corn, yams, and toddy 
to drink ; after which the Chiefs preflld 
them to take reft. Mr. Carter and Mr. 
Shaw accordingly laid themielves down 
there, but Mr. Halkctt was removed to 
another houfe, there not being I'uiGcient 
room for all. 

They were a little alarmed at feeing 
two men watching at the door; not- 
withftanding that the Chief placed him- 
feif between them and the men, and had 
a fpear by his fide. Mr. Shaw got up 
in the night and went out of the door, 
in order to try if they would prevent 
him going farther, but was agreeably 
furpruixl to find they waited only lert 
any thing fhculd he wanted by theilran- 
gers. 

Oa the morning of the 14th of July. 


when they again met together, the 
tives presented them with Indian com. 
yam, and toddy ; which when they had 
taken they made enquiry into the name 
of the land, and found that it was 
called Sarrftj and was feparate from the 
Timor Land, which was the firft place 
they refrclhed at. They were alfo in¬ 
formed that there was another fmall 
iiland to the northward called fardette 
by them, but which is in our charts 
called 'ternabor. They alfo underltood 
that a prow came yearly to trade to Trrna^ 
bor, and that Aie would arrive in feven 
or eight months. 

This information greatly relieved 
them, and they were foon convinced that 
the natives were of a hnmai>c and hof- 
pitable nature. 

The fiift and ftcord week clapfed 
without any material occurrence, except 
that of a {^air ot Icilfars being ifolen by 
one of the chiluien. As tncy were very 
fcrviceablc in cutting the hair round Mr. 
Carter’s wound, the Cnief was informed 
of the circumifance, and he immeiii- 
ately called a council, confilfing oi the 
elders of the community; when after an 
hour's debate they withdrew, and on the 
day following the feilfars were found. 

On the 25th of July Mr. Carter’s 
wound was entirely healed, after having 
had thii'tecn pieces of the f'ra6lured Ikuu 
taken out. 

They remained in perfefl health unfil ' 
the 24th of November, when Mr. Car¬ 
ter caught a fever, and died on the lotit 
of December 1793, much regretted by 
his friends Shaw and Haikett, as well as 
by the natives of Timor Land. 

The twe furvivors waited in anxious 
expeflation for the arrival of the annual 
trading prow from Banda, and fhe ar¬ 
rived, to their great joy, on the 12th of 
March 1794. 

They failed from Ternabor on the 
10th of April, and on the ift of May 
arrived at Banda, where they were re¬ 
ceived with the utmoll hofpitaiity by the 
Governor, who fupplied them with every 
thing neceflary for men in their fitua- 
tion, and Jprccured them a palTage on 
board an Jndiaman bound to Batavia^ 
where they arrived on the loth of Ofto- 
ber 1794.

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'■pHOUGH this very affeJling fubje^l 
-*• nas been treated by a great vaiiety 
ot wi iters, the Volumes betore us tin mill 
new fouiccs of emotion as well as ot in- 
lliuil.on.

were, in a great mealtne, the ciule ol Ins 
mibloUunes. Mi. JLiHand hid no in¬ 
tention that theie Mi moil s (Inmlii be 
pul'IiiheJ during his b'e. “ liis*cliiet 
^aw in iliis Wcik w.'s to do jnliite to 
the cliai.ieiUrol Loim. XVT.; to il.,!iel 
tlie cali'i'iinies iiiventcil by the moli 
wicked of men to juh.dy the dttlironing, 
inipriioning, anel mind.ti ing the molt vir¬ 
tuous of K-ings. Pi,iced iw liiiiitiors 
that afforded me epp'rtunities ol know- 
itig the principles on which his Ma'elty 
aiitcd, and the motives ot his conduit at 
a melt important ciilis, I conllder mylelf 
as a necedary witnels in the guat caiiL 
between Louis XVI. and his Muideicrs, 
tjf which pofteiity is to judge. 

“ My til It delign was, that thole Mca 
nmirs Ihould be refeived tor the impartial 
judgment of future ages, as my perfonal 
tcltimcny refpeiling all the tails within 
my knowledge j but it has been fuggelied 
Vot.XXXl. June 1797* 


to me fince, that thole fails would derive 
a gii.ite-r ilegiee of aulhenticity Ircm 
their being liimnilted to the contradiicion 
of all cotemporaries who think themlclv^s 
inUiellcd in refuting them; that t^e 
trulh of ihe Memoirs may be brought to 
tlie tell ol that crofs-ex.niun.ation, I h.i^e 
been prcv.iiled upon not to defer their 
publication any longer. 

“ Tile henour ot the French Nation 
I:>udly demands, that all the manoeuvres, 
inliigues, and conibiiacies that brought 
on the pielent Revolution Ihould be laid 
open ; that all the fails flior.M he .known ; 
that tile real ciiminals Ihould be branded 
fin the )wltltic.iUon of the imif’cent'; and 
theauthois of fuel) gmeial cnlamily, and 
of io inany atrcciiie-s may not be ctfi- 
loimded with their numerous yfitimS. 
J'nilli and juftice diall trace the lilic 
winch ought to diltinguiUi and feparntc 
theeirois which pi educed and favoured 
the Revidution fiom ihe horrid crimes 
whiclulifgraced it. This lepamtion wjH 
e.xhibit on one fide but a iin.all number 
of men; the greatell^ portion and the 
moll hloe'd-thiiily, of the guilly having 
already been overtaken by , the div’fnc 
vengearce. On the other fide will ap¬ 
pear the whole Fiench Nation, compoled 
of dilFe-rent parties, now mdrd divided'By 
their recolleilions than by thedr opinion^ 5 
for the gieale-lt part being at length en¬ 
lightened by time and by luistbrfune',' fte- 
tclt thole v/hofe exaggerations led ttrem 
adray : they are now more eftrang^ by 
the hatred which they fuppofe iii each 
other, than by that whicn they really 
feel i all aie harraded by, ^hd aifgulled 
E e e * ’ with 
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' with the Revolution; all feel the ne< 
ce/Hty of a genera] union to obtain the 
eftablifliment of that order and tran¬ 
quillity foe which they all ligh) anci are 
willing to purchafe by reciprocal facri- 
fices, and by the oblivion ot all injuries 
and refentments ! How can they refulc 
to forget and forgive the confequences ot 
errors, into which alinolt every indi¬ 
vidual of the French Nation have been 
led ? for there is hardly one who did not 
with for fome change in the Government, 
at a period when the minds of men were 
in fuch a ftate of exaltatii.n, that the 
antient edifice of the Conftitution was in 
danger of being f'ctally overturned, if at 
all attacked. To vows imprudently 
made, to the chimerical and ambitious 
hopes of hot-headed and faflious men, 
to an inconliderate defire for a new order 
of things, was owing that general fer¬ 
mentation, of which a dais of men, as 
artful as peifidious, took advantage to 
throw all info confidion. Since then, 
every one has, in fome way or other, 
helped on the Revolution; this ought to 
produce a reciprocal forgivenefs, as uni- 
verfal as the errors from which it ori¬ 
ginated ; —' I fay the errors, not tlie 
crimes j—for I am far from thinking, 
that certain exccvable deeds, objeifs of 
everlafting degradation to the French 
Nation, will ever be forgiven by it. 
But, fortunately, the greattft criminals, 
the chiefs of the Regicide faitlion, no 
longer exilf; and, among thofe of their 
accomplices who have the misfoitune to 
be alive, how few there ate who were 
not driven by threats and by terror, 
rather than prompted by native wicked- 
nefs i and who would expiate the crime 
of their cowardice, if remorfc copid ex¬ 
piate fuch a crime! ” 

Mr, Bertrand forefees that the publi¬ 
cation of thefe Memoirs will offend the 
violent of all parties; but he has formed 
refolution of making no anfwer to any 
attack that may be made on his political 
opinions : which he leaves to anfwer for 
thcmfclves, and to the judgment of the 
candid. However, he reta'ins the right 
of reftifying, in the Original, fuch as 
may appear Weal ter, in his own judg¬ 
ment, erroneous. 

The Exordium which we have here 
extrafted appears to us to be excellent. 
He brings forward' the moft prominent 
■LAttures of the pifture he \$ going to 
aHke, which are indeed as juftly as boldly 
marked; and, throughout the w*JoIe of 
‘ ‘ t Memoirs, there is an air of fincerity 
cUKlour. Mr. Bertrand has re¬ 


corded a very great number of Anep- 
dotes, not a few of them interefting tq 
every reader; but the greater number, 
perhaps, to the natives of f^rance only.— 
It is as a book of iblid and leafbnable 
indruftion, rather than a book of enter¬ 
tainment, that we regard thefe Memoirs. 
Mr. Bertrand is a judicious and pene¬ 
trating obferver ; and his obfervations 
are commonly of fuch a nature as to de- 
I'erve the attention of Statefmen. As an 
example, we fliall give the following 
extiafl; It is generally known, that an 
open refiftance of the Fiench Monarchy 
fiift broke out in Rennes, the Capital of 
Brittany. “ The capital error which 
M. de Thiard committed, and what im¬ 
mediately occalioned the infurreftioq, 
was the order he was known to have 
given to the troops, not to make any ufe 
of their arms, except to intimidate ; for 
he had directed, that the foldiers fhould 
put the rammers into the barrels of their 
firelocks, in fight of the populace ; to 
prove clearly, in cafe tiiey lliould have 
harboured any fufpicion of being fired 
upon, that no harm was intended, 
Having received this pledge of their fe- 
curity, the mob became inlblent and 
outrageous in the higheft degree ; while 
the foldiers, on the other hand, were in¬ 
timidated and palTive, fufFering themfelves 
to be cuffed and kicked, and even allow¬ 
ing their arms to be taken from them, 
without attempting retaliation or refift-" 
ance. In fliort, a party of fixty foldiers 
were fo obedient to the orders of re¬ 
maining paffivc, as tamely to allow their 
fentry-box to be broken in pieces by an 
inconfiderable mob, and they themfelves 
to be beaten and wounded by the broken 
pieces of this very box. 

“ The people were emboldened to the 
exceifes, rather from the impunity with 
which they were permitted to aft, than 
from any idea of their own flrength. At 
fiift, the diforder might have been fup- 
prefltd, if M.de Thiard had given orders 
aloud fo charge immediately, and fire 
upon thofe who did not difperi'e at the 
firff warning ; but, moft Unfortunately, 
he thought it would he better to over¬ 
awe the people by a more confiderable 
appearance of force; and that very night 
he difpatched couriers to St. Malo, with 
orders for frefh battalions of infant^, a 
few fqtiadrons of cavalry, with fome 
pieces of artillery, to march immediately 
to Rennes. This little army would cer¬ 
tainly have been fufficient to ranfack the 
fown, knd exterminate the inhabitants; 
but, as the character of M. de 'I'Uard 

was 
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tras too well known to be fufpe^ed of 
havifig fuch defigns, the arrival of thofe 
troops, fo far from terrifying the multi¬ 
tude, only rendered the infurreflion more 
general, and augmented the mortification 
and difgull of the foldiers, who were full 
of indignation at the defpicable part 
which they had been made to afl. The 
military officers were not I'eceived in any 
family in town; and there never palTed a 
day but what fome of the Ibldiers were 
attacked or beaten. We were not much 
more refpefted ourfelves : we Itldom 
appeai'ed m the flreets without hearing 
very dii'agreeable comments pafTed upon 
us. To this M. de Thiard always re¬ 
turned a gracious fmile, which the po¬ 
pulace. (not comprehending its refined 
delicacy) imputed to affeftation, or took 
for a fign of fome fear. This cuftom of 
overlooking every attempt which was 
made againft Royal authoaity, and the 
licence which was given to degrade and 
infult the perfons employed to fupport 
it, infpired the ladders of the infurrc6lion 
with the higheft degree of inlblencc. A 
farce was afted in the fquares and public 
ftreets, particularly under the windows 
of the Commandant and the Attendant, 
which was deligned as a burlel'que on 
the /j/ de jujiice, the laft feffion of par¬ 
liament, and fbmeofthe new laws. This 
piece was performed by fhoe-blatks and 
chimney-fweepers, (heffed in tattered 
’black rol)es, Iquare caps, aiul paper cra¬ 
vats, and Icated on the little llools which 
thcle blackguards biought for the oc- 
cafion ; giving, us it was faid, an 
reprclcntation of putting the Judge on 
a level with the judged. Printed papers, 
giving an account of all that pafl'ed at 
this Royal fitting of flioe-blacks, were 
diltrihuted with profuiion among tlie 
populace. Thefe papers contained* allb 
the fpeeches which the aftors in tliis 
were fuppoled to have pronounced j but 
which tne loud applaiile and mirth of 
the immenie crouds whicli followed them 
prevented from being heard. 

“ M. de Thiard, wlio dined with me 
that day, happened to arrive while this 
entertainment was going on under my 
window. The idea feemed to him very 
amuling j and he endeavoured to nuke 
me laugh at fome of the I'aicafms con¬ 
tained in a piece, where we were both 
made to aft the loweft and mod indecent 
parts. I could not help faying to him, 
with fome degree of fpleen, * that it this 
farce had been afted in Conftantinoplc, 
and that I had read the account of it in 
the Gazette, I might perhaps have been 


as much inclined to laugh he was j 
but that it was impoffible for me to find 
any amufement in iwing the King's 
authority fo fcandaloufly degraded.* 
This was the cafe already to fuch a de> 
gree, that the fpirit of revolt infefted 
every clafs. The Parliament, which had 
till then given an example of fubmiffion 
to his Majedy's orders, was loudly ac- 
culcxl of having fold itfelfto the Court j 
and was in a manner compelled, by cir- 
cumdances, to inhinge the interdtftion 
againd afl'embling. I palled within ten 
paces of the mob, without attrafting any 
attention: they were entirely occupied 
by a detachment of dragoons, whs came 
to fupport the liege or blockade of the 
Hote/ de Luilli\ and who, indead of 
marching againd the mob, whom they 
might have dil'perled in a twinkling, 
form.illy drew themlelves up, a/rcording 
to the orders ol M. de ^t^d Hood 

peaceable l]ie:cators in the walk which 
overlooks tiut town. A few moments 
afteiwaids I met a dragoon, who, in 
galloping to join the detachment, chaced 
before him all the people in the, dreet. 
Twenty-live dragoons, I am convinced, 
by a brilk cliarge, would have been fuf- 
ficient to put all the inhabitants of the 
town to flight.” 

Mr. Bertrantl gives a very fatisfaftory 
account of the commencement of the 
Revolution; of which he very judly ob- 
lervcs, that “ the lirlt lymptoms are as 
important as the td’efts.” 

He has occalion to remark many in¬ 
dances of the cowardice and infclence of 
the mob ; eaiily dil))eiled, it timeoully 
and vigoroiilly attacked j but rendered 
audacious and fierce by helitation and 
forheai ancc. 

There is fomething at once curious 
.and inlhuftivc in the States, Parliament, 
and Bailiages of Brittany reviving and 
recovering their pilvileges that had been 
fo long antiquated. 'I'liis fliews the im¬ 
portance of even obl’olete and dormant 
claims; which may be realized by time 
and accidents. 

Our Author, throughout his Book, has 
manifold occalions, which he readily em¬ 
braces, of doing judice to the memory of 
his Royal Malter; but, among the many 
and various tellimonics exhibited to the 
innocence and goodncls of the late King 
of France, tlicie is none more emphatic 
than that of our countryman General 
Melville, recorded in a note, page 173. 
vol. 3. “ The General, Ipeaking of that 

Prince, faid with much emotion, that he 
was over-gtad. The fenfiblUty of the 
£ e e a ' humaue 
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humane and philanthropic General is 
well known. It feemed, however, to 
have been excited by the misfortunes and 
unmerited AifFenngs of the Kin^ in a 
very extraordinary degree. The General 
had opportunities of being intimately ac¬ 
quainted v/itl. the virtues of Louis XVI. 
jjy the Peace of 1783, it was fettled that 
the Illand of Tobago IhouUl lemain to 
the Crown of France; but no conditions 
had been ftipuiated in favourof the Bntifh 
proprietors, who dreaded the idea ol’ ilieir 
rights and properties tallii g uiultr a 
French Government. It was tliouglit 
necellaiv to lend a deputation to the 

j i 

Court of Verfiilles; anti this was hap¬ 
pily committed toGineial Melville, w-iili 
another Gentleman. 'I lie Gential had 
not only been the fiilt Governor of To¬ 
bago from 1764, but indeed the Founder 
of the Colony ; that Illand, then covered 
with wood and uninhabited, li.iving been 
included in his general Goverrment of 
the Ceded Klands. lie had acquned, of 
rouile, a paitieiilar knowledge of the- 
Illanel, and ot its interells ; and he was 
alfo confidercd as a peillin nnil likely to 
be well iccelvcd at the I'lench Couii, 
from his eondufi towaivls the French in 
his Government ot Guadaluupe, and af¬ 


terwards of the Ceded Iflands, Through 
the candid and honourable attentions of 
the Marquis of Caftries, Minifter of 
Marine and Colonies j and, above ail, to 
tlie juftice and generofity of the King 
himlelf, on which the fate of tlie con¬ 
quered Colony had been entirely thrown ; 
lie obtained various conceflions, beyrnid 
the moft I'anguine expeftations of the 
Bi'itirti Settlers. Geneial Melville hav¬ 
ing tlius pclFcHed uncommon oppoilu- 
nities of knowing the amiable qu. lilies 
of the King, was therefore affefled in an 
uncommon depitc by the lecollediion of 
tin. in.” 

Mr. Bertrand fets out with giving, in 
tile manner of Tacitus and the belt Hif- 
torians, the outlines of the pidluie which 
he alteiwauis (ills up; but he falls too 
foon, agreeably to the vivacity of his 
notion, into a pallion : even at the fixth 
page he begins an apoliiophe, wliich lie 
coniiniiesivrn tothelixteenth. Thiough- 
(■iit the whole of the Memoirs, indeed, 
l.e appeals too muLh instlie light of an 
Advocate on one band, and an Acculi-r 
<ei .inotlu-r. 'I'his may well be extufed; 
but the Memoirs would have had gieater 
weight, if til. ^Xtithor had adhere.] more 
to tile (tylc ot Nanation and Delciiption.

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Our work is not intended far the dif- 
cufliAi of metal'Iiyficaljubtletiest which, 
ill truth, enter not, nor were ever intended 
to enter, deeply into the buiinefs and bo- 
fcini of men. Let us return to our friend 
ya,ves'. The following detached incident 
will give an idea of his charai^tcr : 

“ While our two tlieologians were dlf- 
jniting without underttandingeach other, 
as in tneology it will lomctimcs happen, 
night ajipi o iched.

I' was a waiter 
whom iheie mfolent and dangerous neigh- 
binns had c inpelkd to cairy to oui ti a- 
Vclk-is, on one of tiieir pi.itcs, all the 
bones of .i I.avI whkli t!j..y had eaten up, 

“ J.iniis, filed with it'digli tlioii at»tl, IS 
treatment, laid hold of hie inaff^r’s pifkals. 
“ \Vhere aie \ou gi ing f”—“ Leave 
me to nr.ma-'/e tlie matter.”—“ Where 
arc ycu going, I lay 'Why ! to 

bring this i.ihhie to reafon.”—Don’t 
you know iheie is a do'cii of them ■' 

“ Weic they an hunditd, il;e number is 
ofno CKn!'..i,i’er.ce // /.' • '.n high 

that they aic not enough.”—*' De. if con- 
lound ycu v. ith your impertinent bab¬ 
ble.”—James made his etcape fiom h;s 
matter, ei'teis the rocjn wiieie tb.c luf- 
lians weie ullemblcd wuh a loaded pilfol 
in each hand. “ Quick to bed,” laid 
he j “ tlu- iirlt that lii'rs I lhaiJ blow his 
brains out.” 

“ James’s sir and tone of voice fo 
flxongly provedJijju to be iiiearneft, tJiat 


the rogues, who rallied their lives u 
much as honeft men, role from table with> 
out the fmalieft murmur, undieil^ them- 
felves, and went to bed. His mafter, 
doubtful of the iflue of this adventure* 
waited his return in fear and trembling. 
James entered the room lo.ided with the 
Ijioils ot thele people •, he had feized the 
whole of their c-fferts, that they might not 
be tempted to rife again ; he had extin- 
guillieii their candles, and double-locked 
their dooi, the key of which he kept in his 
hand witli oiieofhis pillols. “ At pic- 
lent, Sir,” laid lie to his mailer, “ we 
hav« iiolhing mere to do tliaii b.iiTic.ide 
tins dooi, by pulliiiig our beds clola to it, 
lid llieii go to lltep in tnuiquillity. Ac¬ 
cordingly he lets to werk, and pulhed the 
beds up agaiiill the door, recounting to 
his mallcj, with gre.it coolne/'s *nd bre- 
vify the clti.iil ot this expedition.— 
Mailer. “ What a devil of .1 fellowyou 
are, James' hebeve then”—-James. 

“ I neither believe nor dillielieve.”—- 
Maltei. “Had tiKvrcfufed togotohed." 
—James. “ Th.it w.is impollible.”— 
Mallei. “ Why ?”—James. “ Bc- 
caule they did not refufe.”—Mafler.

All 
the people in this hcule dread one ano¬ 
ther, wlm'-’ pjoves that we tne a pared 
of fools.”— k inveiling thus h.. undreflfs, 
ipniblcs into oe.. 1 J fails allccp. His 
rnalltr eating in his .1,. a llice of black 
biead, and (iriiikinga plarsofb.id wine, 
pricked up his ears, Tooked at James, 
who j.iv inoiing, and faid, “ What a 
devil cf a Icllow is this ?” Following 
the ex'imple of liis valet, tlie rnalltr 
lUetched htinklf alfb upon his bt*d, but 
he could not, like liim, enjoy rcpolc, fur 
he did not lieep a wink. At ciay-brenk 
James felt lotnebcdy lliakirg him ; it 
was his mailer, who whiJpeied fcbn, 
“ Jr.mes ! Janus !” 

J:u.i..s. “ What is the matter ?”— 

Mailer. “'Itisday”—James. “V«f 
poltibly.”—Meltcr. “ Rife tlven.”*— 
James. “ Why >” —Mailer. ** That 
wc may leave this place in all hafle.'”— 
James. “ Why ?”—Mafler. Eecaule 
we'arenot wei) here.”—Janie*. ** Who 

knows 
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knows that we are not; or that we fhall 
be better any where elfe ?”—Matter. 

James !”—James. “ Hey-day ! 
James ! James I What a devil of a fel- 
Jew you are ? 

Matter. “ What a devil of a fellow 
rather are you, James, my friend.” 

“ Janies rubbed his eyes, yawned feve- 
ral times, ttretched himfelf, rofe, put on 
his clothes very deliberately, replaced 
their beds in their former ftation, tallied 
out of the room, went down ttairs into 
the ttable, faddled and bridled the horfes, 
awoke the landlord who was ttill afleep, 
dilcharged the reckoning, kept the keys 
of the two chambers, and off fet our he¬ 
roes.” 

James you fee is endued with cottflilu- 
tional bravery, which has been the cafe 
alfo of more dtJlinguiJJjtd Fatahjis of 
whom hiftory has recorded the atchieve- 
menls. Concerning the friendly alliance 
between courage and fatalilmwe fliall not 
now fpeak ; obferving only, that this 
fpecies of philolbphy is very fit to infpire 
confidence in fucli as are engaged in peri¬ 
lous undertakings. According to thefe 
principles, frcuritv and apparent fafrty 
are fometimes, to ule an expreffion of our 
}>oet, more dangerous than danger. 7 'Iie 
reader may not be foiry to be told, that 
James and his matter continue their jour¬ 
ney unmoletted liy the robbers whom the 
foiiner had routed. 

But let us diop James for a while, 
and attend to his majhr ; not him of the 
fable, but Diderot, the mafitr of both, 
who, quitting his fiditious character, 
thus relates an anecdote of himlelf: 

I'he hiftory of the poet of Pondi- 
tberry. —After the ufual compliments 
«pon my wit, my genius, my taftc, my 
condefeenfion, and other diicourle of 
which I do not believe a word, though I 
have been in the habit of hearing it re¬ 
peated, and perhaps with fmcerity, for 
twenty years. 

“ The young Poet drew a paper from 
liis pocket. “ There are a few verfes,” 
he fays to me.—“ Verfes “ Yes, 
Sir ; and I hope that you will have the 
goodnefs to give me your opinion of 
them.”—“ Do you like to be told the 
twuh ?”—“ Yes, Sir; and I defire to hear 
iw^n you.”—** Well, you fliall hear 
it.“What 1 are you fuch a fool as to 
bewve that a poet would come to you in 
quell of truth “ Yes.”—“ And 
really to tell it him ?”—“ Mott cer¬ 
tainly !”—“ Without management ?” 
-^“ Certainly; management in fuch cafes 
ri the beft a grofs infult j when fairly 


interpreted, it means you are a bad poef i 
and as I do not think you have nerves to‘ 
hear the truth, you are but a filly fel¬ 
low.”—“ Anddoyou find thatfranknefs 
always fucceeds “ It very feldom 
fails.” 

“ I read the verfes of my young Poet; 
and I told him, “ Your verfes not only 
are bad, but they prove to me that you 
will never make good ones.”—“ I mutt 
make bad ones then, for I cannot I'efrain 
from writing.”—“ What a dreadful 
curie ! Do you know the difgrace. Sir, 
into which you are about to fall ? Mcdi- 
ocrity in Poets can neither be endured 
by gods nor men, nor by bookfcllers- 
ftielves; fo faid Horace.”—“ I know 
it.”—“ Are you rich “ No.”— 

“ Are you poor “ Very poor.”— 

“ And to poverty you are going to add 
the ridicule which attaches to a bad poet; 
j'ou fliall have thrown away your whole 
life; you will become old. Old, poor, 
and a bad Poet ! Ah ! Sir, What a ca¬ 
talogue !”—“ I am fenfiible of it; but I 
am conftralned in fpite of niylelf.” (Here 
James would have find, but this moas de¬ 
creed on high"). —“ Have you any rela¬ 
tions —“ I liave.”—“ What are their 
fitiiations in lile —“ They are jewel¬ 
lers.”—“ Are they difpoled to do any 
thing for you ?”—“ They may.”— 

“ Well j go Ice youi relations, and pro¬ 
pole to them to advance youa fmall quan¬ 
tity of jewels. Embark for Pondicheriy, ^ 
make bad verles on your voyage ; on 
your an ival make a fortune. Your for¬ 
tune made, return here, and write as many 
bad verfes as you pleal'e, provided that 
you don’t print them, for it is needlels to 
ruin any body.” 

“ About a dozen years after I gave 
this advice to the young man he again 
mad# his appearance. I did not recolleti 
him. “ I am. Sir, faid he, the perfon 
whom you lent to Pondicherry ; I have 
been there, and have amafl'ed a fortune of 
an hundred thou land francs. I am're- 
turned, have fet about writing verfes, and 
here are fomc which I have brought 
you.”—“ Are they ttill bad “ Still.” 

—“ But your lot is fettled, and I have 
no objeflion to your perfifting to write 
bad verfes.”—“ In truth, this is my in¬ 
tention." 

This you will think. Reader, a Angular 
occurrence and a fingnlar charafler j but 
M. Diderot has many of them in ftore. 
Here what he fays in another place upon 
this fubjefl; : 

Is it this that excites your incredulity ? 
In the firtt place, nature is fo diverfified, 

cfpecially 
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^{pecially in characters and inftinCls, that 
rhere^is nothing in the imagination of the 
poet fo extravagant of which oblervation 
and experience do not prelent us with the 
model. I myielft who new fpeak, have 
met with the fellow of the Mnk-Do£ior, 
which till then 1 had con£dered as the moft 
entertaining of all fiClions.—What! the 
fellow of a hulband whofe wife fays to 
him, / have three cbildrea on my bandst 
and who anfwers. Lav them donun then. 
“ They alk for bread." “ Give tliem 
a rod.” Precifely.—The following is 
the dialogue that palfed between him and 
my wife ; “ Are you there Menfieur 
Goufle “ Yes, Madam, for I can¬ 
not be in two places at once.—“ Where 
are you come from ?”—“ From the place 
I went to."—“ What have you done 
there ?”—I have i&paircd a mill that 
was out of order."—“ Whofe mill was 
it ?”—“ I know nothing ci that; I did 
not go there to fet the miller to rights.” 
—“ You are very w'ell Jrefled, contrary 
to cuftom. Why under this fuit, which 
is very becoming, have you adirty fhirt ?’’ 
—“ Becaufe 1 have no more than one." 
—“ And why no more ?—‘< Becauf^ I 
have no more bodies than one at a time ?" 
—“ How are your children “ Admi¬ 
rably “ And the boy that has fuch 
fine eyes, fo plump, lo pretty a fkin >”--- 
“ Much better than the red j he Is 
dead.” 

<• “ Take Goufle to a t.ivern, tell him 
your bulinefs, propole that he fliould go 
with you twenty leagues ofFhe will ac¬ 
company you. After having employed 
him.dilmils him without a penny; he will 
return perfedly fatisfied with his treat¬ 
ment. 

“ Goufle and Premonval kept a fchool 
of in.itheinatics together. Among- the 
numerous fcholais that attended llieie 
was a yottng Lady, called Mifs Pigeon, 
the daughter of the celebrated artilf who 
conftrufted thole two planilpheres which 
have been tranfported from the Royal 
Garden to the Hall of the Academy of 
Sciences. Mifs Pigeon went eveiy morn¬ 
ing with her fluchel under her arm, and 
her mathematical inltrument cafe in her 
muff. One of the profeilbrs, Premonval, 
fell in love with his fcbolar, and in fpiteof 
the propofitions upon lblids,infcrib(dupon 
the fphere, * fhe was got with child. ’ Fa^er 
Pigeon was not a man to acquiefee with pa¬ 
tience in the truth of this corollary. The 
fituation of the lovers becomes embarrafl'.. 
iqg ; they hold a conference ; but having 
nothing, nothing at all in the world, what 
fould be the rcfult of their deliberations 1 


They call to their alliftance their friend 
Goufle. The latter, without faying a 
word, fells his whole property, linen* 
clothes, inflruments, furniture, books ; 
raifes a fum of money ; hurries the two 
lovers into a pofi-chaife } accompanies 
them mod cheerfully as far as the Alps ; 
there he empties his purfe of the little 
money that remained j prpfents them 
with it } embraces them j wilhes them a 
ood journey ; returi^s on foot, begging 
is way as far as Lyons, where, by paint¬ 
ing the rooms of a cloider of Monies, he 
earned as much as enabled him to return 
to Paris without begging. 

“ This was very fine.”—“ Certainly." 
—“ And from this heroic aflion you 
imagine that Goufle was poflefled of a 
great fund of morality .”—*• No, indeed I 
be undeceived } he had no more idea of it 
thana horfe.”—“ Impoflible“ It is 
true, however. I had employed him in a 
piece of bulinefs; I gave him adraftupon 
my agent for eighty livres j the fum was 
written in figures. What docs my man 
but add a cypher, and draws eight hun¬ 
dred livres.”—“ Ah ! fhccking I”—. 
“ He is not more diflioned when he robs 
me than generous when he drips himlelf 
to lerve his friend. He is an original, 
dediliite of principles. The eighty livres 
were not fulficient for him 5 with a dalh 
of the pen he procured the eight hundred, 
for which he had occafion. And th(n 
with what a valuable book I pre- 
fented ? Some time after J had occafion 
for another valuable hook, and again he 
furnilhed me with it. I wiflied to pay 
for it; he refufed to accept the price. I 
had occafion fora third.” “ This time," 
faid he, “ I cannot fupply you j my 
Do^or of theSoibonne is dead.’* 

, “ And what conneflion has the death 
of your Do6lor of th« Sorbonne with the 
book that 1 wifli to piocure > Did you 
take the two former out of his library ?" 
—“ Afluredly !”—“ Without his 
leave ?”—“ Poh ! What need had I of 
that, in order to adminider didributiye 
judice > I only difplaced thefe books for 
the better, by transferring them from a 
plaee where they were ulelefs, to another 
where they were to be ufed to advantage." 
After this, lhall we venture to judge of 
men by their conduct ? But there is tb^ 
dory of Goufle and his wife which is bell 
of all."

Aftei having I'uffeitd all my impel ti- 
nences ?”---Mailer. “ 1 IntDid to lutl'er 
them no longer.”--James. “ Alttr 
featiiig me at talilc by your fide, calling 
me your friend.”—Mailer. “ You do 
not know then what is the meaning of tiic' 
word friend, when bcltoued by a lujitrior 
upon his inferior.’’---James. “ When, 

it is known that all your ordeis are not 
worth a pinch of fnufF till latified by 
James : after having coupled youi name 
lb clofe to mine that the one nevei goes 
witlioiit the other, and all the world fays, 
yamfs and bis M ,Jl< r ! ail at once you aie 
picafed to leparate them Ko, Sir, tint 
will not be. It is detued on ht)rh, that 
as long as James lives, as long asliismal- 
ter lives, and even alter they arc both 
dead, itwillbeiaid, James and his Maf- 
tcr !”—Mailer. “ And I fay, James, 
jyou ihall go down ftaiis ir.ftantly, 
jlie I command you.” --James, 
bmmand me to do fomething elie, 
you have a mind to be obeyed.” 

* And now James and his Mailer, who 
hitherto contaiiKd themfelves, both 
+ 


at once fiy out, and fet a crying, might 
and main, Tou Jhall go dcivn Jlans—.l 
ivtU not go down flairs. The hoftefs 
came up (-the quarrel was at an inn), and 
being adifcreet and prudent dame adjuiled 
the m.itter, by lequiring mutual concef- 
lions, not knowing,” adds the Author, 

th.it this, which fhe took to be the firft 
conteil, was more than the hundredth of 
the fame iptcies that had happened.’* 
Jair.es very wiiUy remarks, on an amica¬ 
ble lelumption of the arf'ument after- 
waids, when the mailer jirojioi'es that they 
fhoukl now change Ifations, “ Do you 
know what would be the confl-quence ? 
You wouhl lole the title vvitlioiit obtain¬ 
ing the fuhfianre. l.et us nmam as we 
are ; we are both very well ; and let tlie 
relt of cur hie be cmpioved m making a 
proverb.”—Maflei. “What pioveib^” 
---Jame.-.. “ ‘Jan/os nnviagc' his niaflrr." 
— -We ihaltibe the full to whom the fay- 
inp; will be applied, but it will be re¬ 
pealed of a thoul.md far ftipeiior to you 
and me.” ^ 

Tlieic is iiu'chfolidi'y of refleftion and 
knowledge oi human iiatuie in this little 
cccunence, wliich Ins the appearance of 
leviiv ; and a very uiefnl hint may be 
g.itheitd fiom it tor the diredVion of 
j'.cial londnr. Hut this we willingly re¬ 
fer to the leader’s lagacity. He will al.o 
find, in diiTtient pails of this work, 
feveial inppy liiokis of ivit and httnioia ; 
but ill this j)aitieiil.ir Diderot is muc 4 k 
infciic'rto his piedereiloi Voltaire. In 
mixing it cccai.oiially with indfentry and 
proi.iitiiiifl bolh Authors agree ; and the 
jihiloiopher of Feimcy may be thought to 
be equalled, if not outdone, in the fable 
of ihe .Ji'd the i, and in the 

appiicatiim of that line paCage of Ovid, 
Oi li'ifnint lu'jlinh dfciti, which that Poet 
attributes to the author of nature, to 
James’s Or.ad Jhiabt'd bat. For his 
indtcmiy Didtiot deierths hiinlelf for- 
inallv in the very arguments of Sterne j 
but Inch arguments, by proving too much, 
prove nothing. If their truth be admit¬ 
ted, it follows, that books do not at all 
tontiibiite either to injure the morals or 
to improve them ; it fhould be added, 
that tile more exceptionable paflages are 
omitted in the tranflation before us. 
Many other i< Itmbionces of Sterne occur 
belides this which we have noticed. The 
Author confefles this njetnblance in one 
cafe-y admitting alio, that the point of 
orij^inaltiy can only be decided by priority 
of compofition. 

The main queftion, conttinin^prtdef- 
tination arfatality, remains in its primi¬ 
tive 
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tive metaphyfical darkrtefs • from which, 
learning and diligence, far fuperior to 
Diderot's, have not hitherto been able to 
draw it forth. A work of levity and 
gaiety was certainly not deligned to alter 
the condition of it; but may contribute 
a little to difplay the charafter of thofe 
who maintain it. James is a pleafant 
fellow ; but he fometimes appears, what 
his Mailer calls him, a dangerous raga- 


Whoever conceive theinieivet 
impelled by inevitable fate will probably 
feel lefs remorfe for the maltgm^ of their 
khemes, than grief for their fruftratmt 
for how convince him of guilt, who 
throws the fault upon tktflarsf or how 
delight his fancy with the temporal re¬ 
wards of honefly, who believes that he is 
born to be banged f

T N the following paflage wl fee the (late 
of Religion during the tyranny of 
Robefpierre, and his unprincipled and 
langu inary taaidb: 

“ While the confternation was yet re¬ 
cent, the deputies on million in the de¬ 
partments (liut up the churches entirely: 
The reful'e of law clulis were paid and 
encouraged to break the windows and 
deftroy the monuments of them, and thefe 
outrages, which it was previoufly con¬ 
certed, fliould at firll aifume the appear¬ 
ance of a popular tumult, were foon re¬ 
gulated and direfted by the mandatories 
of the Convention themfelves. The 
churches were again opened—atheiftical 
and licentious homilies were I’ubftituted 
for the proferibed fervice, and an abfurd 
and ludicrous imitation of the Greek 
mythology was exhibited, under the title 
of the Religion of Reafon. On the prin¬ 
cipal church of every town was in- 
Icribed the temple of Reafon ; ■ adll a 
tutelary goddefs was inltalled with a ce¬ 
remony equally pedantic, ridiculous, and 
profane; yet the philofophers did not on 
this occalion difdain thole adventitious 
aids, the ufe of which they had fo much 
declaimed againft, while they were the 
auxiliaries of chriilianity. 

“ Mufic, procelfions, and decorations, 
which had been baniihed from the ancient 
worlhip, were introduced in the new one; 
and the philofophical reformer, even in 
the very attempt to eftablilh a religion 
purely mctaphylical, found himfelf 
obliged to inculcate it by a grofs and 
material idolatry. Thus by fubmitting 
his abftraflions to the genius of the peo¬ 
ple, and the imperfeflions of our nature, 
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perhaps the bed apology was offered fot 
the eirors of that worfhip, which had 
been prolciibed, perfecuted, and ridi¬ 
culed. 

“ Previous to the tenth day, in which 
a celebation of this kind was to take 
place, 3 Deputy arrived, accompanied by 
the female goddefs; that is, (if the town 
itli'If did not produce one for the purpofe)^ 
a Roman drels of white fatin was hired 
from the theatre, with which the was in- 
vefted, her head was covered with a red 
cap, ornamented with oak-leaves, one 
arm was reclined on a plough, the other 
grafped a fpear—and her feet were fup- 
ported by a globe, and environed by 
mutilated emblems of feodality. 

“ Thus equipped, the divinity and 
her appendages, were borne on the 
(houldeis of Jacobins in bonnet rouge, 
and efcorted by the National Guard, 
Mayor, Judges, and all the conftituted 
authorities, who, whether diverted or 
indignant, were obliged to oblerve a re- 
fpeftful gravity of exterior. When the 
whole cavalcade arrived at the place ap¬ 
pointed, the goddefs was placed on an altar 
erefted for the occafion, from whence (he 
harangued the people, who in return pro- 
ffiTed their adoration, and fung the Car¬ 
magnole, and other Republican hymns of 
the fort. 

They then proceeded In the lame 
order to the principal church, in the 
choir of which the fame ceremonies werts 
renewed; a prielt was fometimes procured 
to abjure his faith, and avow the whole 
of Chriftianity an impodure: though it 
muft be oblerved in julUce to the f reueb 
Clergy, that it was feidotn poflibk toiind 
Fff W 



any who would confent to this infamy: 
!n fuch cafes the part was exhibited by a 
man hired and dreflld for the purpofe. 
The feftival concluded with the burning 
of prayer books, I'aints, confelfionals, 
and every thing appropriated to the ule 
of public woifliip. 

“ The greater part of the attendants 
looked on in fijent tenor and al^onilh- 
ment j whilft others intoxicated, or pro¬ 
bably paid to a6i: this I'candalous farce, 
danced round the flames with an appear¬ 
ance of irantic and favagciniith. Itisnut 
to be forgotten, that Reprefentatives of 
the People, otlcn piefuitd as tlic High 
Pritfts of theie rites ; and their oflicial 
difpatches to the Convention, in which 
thcleciiemonies wtie minutely delcrihed, 
were always lieard with burlis of ap- 
pluule, and lan^Honed by a decree of in- 
I'ertion in the Bulletin.” 

It might have been expefted that dur¬ 
ing the extreme Icarcity oi grain, the far- 
ineis would become, and often with fuf- 
ficieiit reafon, objedf s of f'ulpieion; yet 
the records of oppiefllve cruelty have i'tl- 
(dom, probably, have never before equalled 
the following detail of their perfecutions; 

It occurs in a note at the i ooth page 
•f the Second Volume, and is in part 
authenticated by tlie fpteeh of Dubois 
Crance, Sept. 22, 1794. 

“ The aval ice of the farmer was 
doubtlefs to be condemned, but the cruel 
defpotifm of the goveinment almull: 
weakened the fenfe of rectitude, for by 
confounding error with guilt, and guilt 
with innocence, they habituated you to 
indilcriminate pity, and obliged you to 
transfer your hatred of a crime to thole 
who in punifhing it, obfeivcd neither 
mercy nor jufticc. A Farmer was guil¬ 
lotined, becaufe fome blades of corn ap¬ 
peared growing in his pond; from which 
Circumliance it was inferred, he had 
thrown in a large quantity, in oidcr to 
promote a fcarcity; though it was fub- 
itantialiy proved on his trial, that at the 
preceding harvefl the grain of an adjoin¬ 
ing field had been got in during a high 
wind, and that in alt probability fome 
fcattered ears which reached the water. 
Kid produced what was deemed fiifhcient 
tcfliiDony to convi£f him. Another.un¬ 
derwent the fame punifhment for pur- 
I'uing his ufual courfe of tillage, and 
fowing part pf his ground with lucerne, 
inflead of employing the whole for 
wheat} and every where thefe people be- 
the pbj‘e{l$ of perlecution, both in 
their perfons and property. 

^jjAlmo'ft'tn our confiderable farmers,” 


fays Dubois Crance, have been throwil 
into prifon; the confequence is, that 
their capital is eat up, their flock gone 
to ruin, and our lands have lofl the al- 
mort incalculable efFeft of their induftry. 
In La Vendee fix millions of acres of 
kind lie uncultivated, and five hundred 
tlioiiland oxen have been turned aflray» 
without fheltcr and without an ow- 
nti.” 

Maniacs of every nation, as was the 
cafe of Margaret Nicht-llon, and others, 
have occafionaily, ard it may ealily be 
accounted for, direfted their wild ven¬ 
geance againft the Throne; but no in- 
flance of the bloody retaliation of de- 
fpotilm c.in exceed that of Robd'pierre. 
Let the reader run Over the following 
narrative, and fhudder at Revolutionary 
Syftems. 

“ 'Pile aflaflins of Henry the Fourth 
liad all the bfiefit of the laws, and fuf- 
f'ered only after a legal condemnation; 
yet the unfortunate Cecilia Renaud, 
though evidently under r. flate of mental 
derangement, was huriied to the fcafl'old 
without a heal ing, for the vague utter¬ 
ance of a truth, to which every heart in 
France, not loft to humanity, muft 
aflent. Brooding on the milcrics of her 
country, till her imagination became 
heated and difordered, this young woman 
feems to have conceived Ibme hopelefs 
plan of redrefs from expoftvilation with 
Robefpierre, whom fhe regarded as a' 
principal in all the evils fhe deplored. 
The difficulty of obtaining an audience of 
him, initated her to make fomecompari- 
fon between an hereditary Sovereign and 
a Republican one; and flie avowed, that 
in defiling to fee Robefpierre, fhe was 
afluated only by a curiofity to contemplate 
the features of a tyrant. On being 
examined before the Committee, flie ftiil 
peififled that her defigii was JeuUmfnt 
four voir commtnt etoit fait un tjran ; 
and no inftrument, or poflible means of 
deifi itiilioii was found upon her to jultify 
a charge of any thing more than the 
wild and enthufiaflic attachment to 
Royalifiii, which fhe did not attempt to 
difguife. The influence of a feminine 
propenfity, which often fyrvives even the 
wreck of reafon and beauty, had induced 
hei to drefs with peculiar neatnefs when 
flic went in I'earch of Robefpierre; and 
fioin the complexion of the times, iup- 
pofing it very probable a vifit of this 
nature might end in imprifonment and 
death, fhenadalfo provided herlHfwitha 
change of clothes to wear in her laft mo¬ 
ments. *' Such 
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*« Such an attention in a beautiful girl 
of ^^ghtl;en, was not very unnatural j 
yet the mean and cruel wretches who 
Were her judges, had the littlenels to en¬ 
deavour at in.'-rtitying, by divefting. her 
of her ornaments, and covering her with 
the moll loathlome rags. But a mind 
tojtured to inadnels by the lutferings of 
her country, was not hkelv to be fltaken 
by luch puerile malice; and when inter¬ 
rogated under this ililguiie, ihe Itill pre¬ 
served the lame liimnels, mingled with 
contempt, which llie had Ihown when 
firlt apprehinileil. No accuiation, or 
even iniplicdtioii, ot any peiii.n could be 
drawn tioni her, and h>.r own contelhon 
was that ot a pafi'mnate J"yalry ; yet an 
univcnal conlpiracy was neveithelels 
decreed by thi. Convention to exill, and 
Mils Renaod, with ii.';ty-iiine others. 
Wire lentenced to the Guiljjptine without 
farther tiii’l, than meicly calling over 
their names. They were coiiducled to 
the Icaffold in ^ ll-rt ot red frocks, in 
tended, as was alleged, to maik them 
as alfaihns—but, in reality, to prevent 
the croud diltingulftii.-.g or leceiving any 
imprctli -n lr< m the numbei ot young and 
inierefting temales who wticcompiiled in 
this dieadtul llaughter. They met deatli 
w’lth acourage wnich letmed .iliiiolt todif- 
appoint the malice of their tyiants, who, 
in an original excels ot baib.irity, are^ 
• faid to have lanu ted that their power of 
infllfling could not reath thole mental 
faculties which enahUtl their viiliins to 
fuller with turlilude.” 

We find tarther in two notes below, 
explanatoiy ot the above p.illage, tluit 
the fixty-nine people executed with 
hladamoileile Henaud, except hci father, 
mother, and aunt, were totally unconneiil- 
ed with her and with eacli othei, aii4 had 
been colle' ted from ditfeient prifons, be¬ 
tween which no communication could 
have fubfilted. We aic told all’o that 
Fouquier Tinville, Public Acculer ot the 
Revolutionary T. libunal, enraged at the 
courage with whioh his vlilnns fub- 
mitted to their fate, had formed the de- 
tlgn of having them bled previous to 
their execution, intending by this means 
to weaken their Ipirits, tnat they might 
appear lefs interelling to the people, by 
a pufillaniijious behaviour in their lali 
pioments! 

In Auguft i794> ouf authorefs 
quitted her dreary prifon, in confequence 
of the fall of the deteftable Robefpierre. 
Phe reckons it among her fatisfaftions, 
with the exception ot the Marechallc 
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de Biron, none of her fellove'-prlfoners 
had lutFered on the Icaffold. O/’ bett 
however, the fate appears to exceed the 
mealure of uuthoiifed MutJer. 

It li-cins Hie was a very old and infirm 
woman, and taken from her confinement 
ill the fame prilon with this Lady, to the 
Luxembourg at P.iiis, where her 
daughter-in law, the Duchefs, was aifo 
confined. A cait arriving at that priibn 
to convey a number ot vidlims to the 
Tribunal, the lilt, in the courfe diale£l of 
Republicaiiilm, contained the name of 
La Femme Biron. “ But there are two 
of them,” laliT^he Keeper “ Then 
bring them both.”—I'lie aged Mare- 
challe, who was at lupper, concluded 
her meal while the lelt were prepaiing, 
then took up her book of devotion, and 
ilepai tfd chearfuHy. The next day both 
motiier and daughter were guiirolined! 

The enthufiahn of RouHeau’s genius 
was fonietimes uletully fubniitted to his 
good lenie and knowledge of mankind. 
He oblei ves very juflly, that it is danger¬ 
ous to teach the common people to rea- 
fon! it mull not always be informed of 
too much, becaule it cannot be informed 
tulficieiitly. Nothing therefore is gene¬ 
rally more ridiculous or pcinicious, than 
to make the bulk of the people neglefl 
their ufcful callings to hecomt phtlofo- 
pbers and hatiiot^. 

Yet this light of dlrefling public 
affaiis, and of negleiling their own, is 
one chaia6leriltic ot the new politics of 
France. Remark the following fentence 
of tianfpcitation in the regifters of a 
popular Commiflion \ 

“ Begeron, a dealer in (kins, 

—having done nothing in favour of the 
Revolution—exLremeiy lelfifh, (egoijie) 
3 nd blaming the Sans Culottes for neg- 
Iciling their callings, that they may 
attend only to public concerns.” Signed 
by the Member of the Commiffion and 
the two Committees.” 

Much clamour and heart-burning has 
arilcn in this country, from the check 
which Government has given of late to 
the formation of Political Clubs and 
Aflbeiations. The following paragraph 
from .the hiftory of the late ralers of 
France, will be the higheft praife of the 
prudence of our Minifter's condufl, in 
the mind of every impartial Friend of 
Ibcial order. 

Xhe profligate, the turbulent, the 
idle, and needy of various countries in 
Europe, have been tempted by the fuc- 
cefles of the Freneb jfacobine to en- 
F 4 ff» d^avour 
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deavour at eftablilhing fimilar inAitu- 
tions; but the fame fuccelTes have ope¬ 
rated as a warning to people of a different 
defcription, and the fall of thefe focieties 
has arawn two confefHons from their 
original partisans, which ought never to 
be forgotten', namely, that they were 
fermed for the purpoie of fubverting the 
monarchy, ana that their exigence is 
incompatible with regular government of 
any kind. “ While the monarchy ftill 
fxifted," fays the philofophic Lequino, 
it was politic and neceffary to en¬ 
courage popular focieties, as the moft 
efficacious means of operating its de- 
ilru 61 ion{ but now we have effefted a 
revolution, and have only to confolidate 
it by mild and philofophic laws, thefe 
focieties are dangerous, becaufe they can 
produce only confufion and diforder.” 

This is alfo the language of Briflbt, 
who admires the Jacobins from their 
origin till the end of i79z, but after that 
period he admits they are only the inllru- 
tnents of faflion, and deftruflive of all 
order and property. For the period of 
the Jacobin annals, fo much admiied by 
that Revolutionift, and commended in 
his addrefs to his Conltituents, cumprifes 
the dethronement of the King, the mafla- 
cres of the prifons, and the baiiillimcnt 
of the priefts. The period he reproaches, 
begins precifely where the Jacobins dii- 
pnted the claims of himfelf and his party 
to the exclufive dire^ion of the govern¬ 
ment. 

“ We learn therefore, not from the 
abufes alone, but fj-om the praifes be- 
ftowed on the Jacobins, how much fuch 
combinations are to be dreaded; their 
merit, it appears, was to have fubverted 
the monarcnical government, and their 
crime that of not being ufeful as agents 6f 
tyranny longer than while they could alfo 
|}e principals.'’ 

Of the following example of enormity, 
pofterity might have been permitted to 
doubt, did not the circumltance of its 
having become the fubjefl of legal in- 
ipeflion, ellablilh the horrid fa£l. 

The Deputy Maignet, was on miffion 
in the Departn^ent of Vauclufe, and be- 
iides numberlefs other crueltie.s, he 
^aufed the whole town of Bedouin to be 
burnt, a part of its inhabitants to he 

f uillotined, ani| the reft to be difperied, 
ecaufe the Tree of Liberty was cut 
, down bn a dark night, while they were 
.alleep. The order mv burnings the place 
heginsthus; Libertit ‘Egaliley au nom 
(tu feufle Fraiijois j and after ftating the 


offence of the inhabitants, and inftituting 
a commiffion for trying them, pioceeds 
thus: ** It is hereby ordered that as foon 
as the principal criminals are executed, 
the National Agent, fhall notify to the 
remaining inhabitants not confined, that 
they are enjoined to evacuate their dwel¬ 
lings, and take out their eftefls in twenty- 
four hours j at the expiration of which 
he is to commit the town to the flames, 
and leave no veftige of a building ftand- 
ing. Further, it is forbidden to erefl 
any building on the fpot in future, or to 
cultivate the foil. 

“ Doncat Avignon, the 17th Floreal.” 

Maignet efcaped the juft punilhment 
of his atrocity; as it was proved in the 
courfe of the debate, that he was autho¬ 
rized by an exprefs deciee of the Con¬ 
vention, to inflifl this Ipeciflc example 
of barbarity. 

Of the mihualfufpicions which tyranny 
never fails to excite amongft private in¬ 
dividuals, to prevent them from uniting 
to make an effeftual remittance to a go¬ 
vernment they fecretly deleft, the follow¬ 
ing fa£f is an illuftration; 

“ Two gentlemen dined with us yef- 
terday, whom I knew to be zealous 
royalilts, and as they were acquainted, J 
made no fci uple of pi oducing an engra v mg 
which commemorates myfterioully the 
death of the King, and which I had juft re¬ 
ceived from Paris by a private conveyance.^ 
They looked alarmed, and affcfled not 
to underftaiid it j and perceiving I had 
done wrong, I replaced the print with¬ 
out farther explanation : but they both 
called this evening, and leproaclied me 
feparately for thus expofmg their leuti- 
ments to each other.” 

In fuch times indeed how could any 
man be hire of his life, or his liberty, 
for a fingle moment ? The fair writer tells 
that the municipality of Dijon common¬ 
ly iflued their writs of anell in this 
form;—“ Such and fuch a perfon flialj 
be arrefted, and his wife—if he has one.” 

But our time and our paper are fail¬ 
ing us, while we aie citing a few of the 
faas and paflages in thel’e letters, worthy 
of an Englifliman’s moft ftrious atten¬ 
tion and meditation. War, even the 
moft neceffary and moft defenlive, is a 
calamity which humanity miift always 
demeciate j but when weighed againft 
a Peace, which may doincfticatc fucl^ 
maxims and fuch conduct, it be¬ 
comes comparatively a bleffing. K\ 
prefent a Briton delights to fave and to 
proteft an fnemy, when i\ibdued{ ■ 
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but vi^hat are the fentiments which a 
Jtcvdlution muft excite in him towards 
hiit relations, his countrymen, his friends ? 
If there be truth in this narrative, which 
we have no ground to queilion, a father, 
a brother, a bencfa6lor, fiiould he diflent

WE are at a iofs how to clafs this per- 
form.ince, which attempts, and we tiiink 
rot unruccefiifuUy, to unite wl h the enter¬ 
tainment afforded by the novel, fomething 
of tilt higher order of litemture. To exalt 
the charadlcr without dimmifliing the intcielt 
of tnis fpecics of coinpofitiOn, is certainly no 
eafy talk; but tlie princi).al difficulty of it, 
a« the Author obferves, feems to confiff in 
combining the one with llic other, fo as to 
invigorate both. “ Of the poffibility of raifing 
the general charadler of tlie Englilh romance 
by the mterfperffon of fubje&s of weight 
and fublimity, cMierin fcience or morals (lie 
alfo obfcivci.}, fo ai> hkewife to raife the 
paffions and affeftions of the fable, there 
cannot be a doubt: and it has indeed been 
by feveral authors occafionally attempted, 
and with luccifs to a degree, but with ap¬ 
parent 3'piehcnfion,’’ It is very evident, 
that the Author offeis his Work to the 
Ptiblick not without appielienfion ; though 
we think he niny difmifs liis Icais, and con- 
fidenily demand approbation from the fucctfs 
of his attempt. The principal charadltrs of 
this Wotk «re three brothers, ot d.ftcient 
difpofit.ons, puifuits, and manners; all 
amiable in gcneia', though not wholly fault- 
lefs.

THE RIGHT OF SANCTUARY CONSIDERED.

T EAVING the fabulous ftories of 
Malmucius, and the pgihaps equally 
fabulous hiftory of Lucius, as the dreams 
of Monachilm, 1 fliall leturn tu the point 
from which Il^ve, .in a long digrclllon, 
diverged , namely, the itign of Edward 
thi CoiifelTor, who, as I have heictoltre 
obieivcd, laid the foundati-n ol thole 
livilegts and immunities which were 
y lome of his lucceH’ois enlarged; by 
feme curtailed down to the age of Henry 
the Eigoth 

In ancient times, the right of fanc- 
liiaiy extended not only to the Church 
iti^rlf, but included the Vicar s or Mi- 
nirter’s houfe and lurroundine preinil’cs •(■; 
yet it was ftill far mcie coni taxied than 
that of the Greeks, whole I’andiuaries 
fuquently conijnehended the gloves in 
•which their Temples were fituatcd, and 
cumprifed a ciicuit ul feveral miles. 

Ofthe lanflviaiy at Weftminlter, once 
fo famous, little now remains. Its pri¬ 
vileges have been long lince take* away, 
pnd the part which dill retains its ancient 
name, is not, as k is coiijc^lured, more 
than one third of its original dimenlions : 
yet, upon the vediges ot that little, it is 
no unpleafant purfuit for a contem¬ 
plative mind to dwell ; and in a mo- 
jnent of reflexion, endeavour to retrace 
the events that have happened, the Icenes 
that have paifed, and the ch.anges which 
a feries of ages have wrought in the 
tiarrow compafs of the few acres Air¬ 


rounding the venerable and auguft fibri^ 
which Iccins to liavc reared us head im- 
petvious to the dorm, and to have tri, 
umphed over ihe ruin ol time. 

Tile Coiiiliuit:on of the Bencdifline 
Monadery ot St. Peter at Wcltminder, 
It was once thougiit, reded upon as firm 
a balls as the Abbey itlelf; and, fenced 
around by Jaws ecciefialtical and civil, 
was for centuries unalfaiJcd, and indeed 
deemed unalf.iiiable. It was a fortunate 
ciicumdance for this Nation, that the 
pel ions to whom its fall w'as owing, 
th ugh rapacious, were not [bihJoj>bers f 
conlequeiuly, they did not attempt t» 
root iqj one religious edablidiment, with¬ 
out planting anuthei in its ficadj aiui, 
although we owe little to /bt/r motives, 
we have gieat obligations to Piovidcnce 
foi the idue of an event, which has beeu 
a lingular bledtng to the ages which have 
fuccceded that memoiable epoch in tlie 
hidory of this Country. 

Although it is more than probable 
that the lujiplinnts and tugitives who 
fought the pioteihUon which the dirino 
and cloideis of St. Peter afforded, were, 
in peiiods far remote, very numerous, 
I do not find any that have been deemed 
of liifficient conlbquence to attraft the 
attention of'the Hilloiian, from the reiga 
of Hlward the Confefl'or down to that

Voltaire ufed to fay, that nothing 
couldbe foeafy as to make a commciitary 
upon the writings of this elegant writer, 
for that the author would have nothing 
to do but to put under every palFagc, 
“ fine, admirable, excellent, charming, 
&c.” The French fcholars univcrfally 
prefer hi.s verfes to thofe of any Poet in 
their unmufical language. Racine was 
by no means a man of good temper, and 
was extremely rough and impetuous in 
converfation. He had once a Umg and 
' a violent difpute with his friend Boi- 
Icau when it was over, Boileau, with 
great fang front, laid to him, “ Had 
you any real intention juft now of mak¬ 
ing me uneafy?’’ “God forbid, my 
good old friend,” replied Ratine.— 
“ Well then,” faid Boileau, “ you 
have done what you did not intend to 
do, for indeed you have made me un- 
ealy.’’ • 

Yet Racine had fo great an attach¬ 
ment to Boileau, ihat when the fatyrilt 
vifited him on his deaih-btd, he faid, 
throwing his arms aroiffid him, *■ 1 
look upon it as a great happinefs that 
I die before you.” 

Racine read extremely well. Louis 
the Fcnirteentli fent to him one day 
Vvhen he was indifpofed, to read fome- 
thing to him. Racine propofed the 
celebrated Tranflation of Plutarcii’s 
Lives by Amyoi. “ The language is 
antiquated,” laid the King.—'* Well, 
then, Sir,” replied Racine, “ 1 can 
.corre£t that defe£l} 1 .will put him into 
modern French.” This Racine did, 
and pleafed his Sovereign extremely. 

Racine, fuon after his appointment to 
the place of Hifloriographer to Louis 
the Fourteenth, requeltcd an audience 
VoL. June 1797. 


—Sire,” fsid he, <* an Hiftorian 
ought not to flatter; he is bound to re> 
prefent his hero exadly as he is. He 
ought indeed to pafs over nothing. In 
what way do(( your Majefly choofe that 
I Ihould fpeak of your gallantries?’* 
“ Pal's them over,” replied the King* 
coolly. “ But, alas 1 Sire," replied 
Racine, with great manlinefs, “ what 
1 omit, the reader will fupply.” Louis 
replied, “Pafs them over, I tell you.’* 
— Racjnc added, “As there ate many 
incredible things, Sire, in the life of 
your Majefty, tlic finecrity with which 
1 Ihould avow the weakneffes of my 
Hero to my reader, will perfuade him 
that I regard the truth, and thisr^ard 
to truth will, in his mind, be a pau^rc 
for my hiftory.” Louis replied, “ I 
am not yet decided in my opinion what 
you ougi't to do: All that I can tell 
you at prefent is, to pafs over my in¬ 
trigues.”

Ben Jonfon told - Mr. Drummond, 
of Houthorden, that by the Blatcd 
Bead in the “ Fairy Q_ueen,'* Spenfer 
meant the Printers, and by the falfe 
DiielFa, rlie Queen of Scots. He faid 
toothu Speol'jr’s goods were robbed 
Dy the Irilh, and his houfe and a little 
child burnt, and that he and his wife 
cfcaped ; and that afterwards he died 
in King-ftrcer fqr want of bread ; and 
that Ifc refilled twenty pieces fent him 
by Lord ElFcx, and laid he bad no time 
to fpend them.

This learned man ufed to curfe Pe- 
tr-^rch for feduiting vcrfcs into fonnets, 
whicii, he faid, was like that tyrant’s 
htd, where foine who were too Ihort 
were racked, others too long cur (hort. 
He faid, that Petronius, Plenlus Sccun- 
dus, and Plautus, fpoke heft Latin, and 
that Tacitus wrote the fecrcts of the 
Council and Senate, -as Suetonius did 
thofe of the Cabinet and the Court j 
that Lucan taken in parts was excel¬ 
lent,*b*u altogether naught ; thic the 
fixtii, fevenih, and eighth hooka of 
j^intilian were not only to be read* 
but altogether digelfed; that Juvenal* 
Horace, and Martial were to be read 
for delight, and Hippocrates for health. 
Of the. Eiiglifh Nation, he faid* that 
“ Hooker’s Ecclefialiical Hiftory” wat 
good for Church matters, and “ Sed- 
don’s Titles of Honour for Antiquities.’*

HOUSE OF LORDS. 


MOWDAY, May 1. 

HrS day the varinub Bills upon the 
Table were read in iheir rel'pedtive 
ftages. Among tUefe was the Mmiite 
of Council Bill, which was read a third 
time, and palTed. 

The Ulhcr of the Black Rod apprized 
the Houfe, that a number of Members 
of the Houfe of Commons were waiting 
for a conference with their Lordfliips 
in the Paintid Chamber, which took 
place with the accuftomed forms. The 
Deputation from the Commons was 
Jieided by the Mailer of the Rolls, who 
read the Relolutions agreed to by that 
Houfe rcfpedling a Plan lor the more 
cffrftual Promull',ation of the Statutes. 

After fume private bufinefs bad been 
difpofed of, the Houfe adjourned. 

TUISPAY, MAY 2. 

Lord Miincaftcr preicnted, from the 
Houfe of Common'., certain R'-ports, 
made by the Secret Committee of that 
Houle, for the ufc of their Lordfliips. 

Lord Grenville prtfented a MclTage 
from Ills Majefty, prccifcly the fame as 
that delivered to the Houfe of CodUrnons 
on Saturday lafl [fee page 356.], which 
was read by the Clerk. 

His Lordlhip then moved, “ That his 
Majtfty’s Melfage he taken into con- 
fidcration on Thurftlay next, ami that 
the Lords be fummoned for that day j" 
which was ordered accordingly. 

WEDNESDAY, MAV 3. 

The Royal Aflent was given by Corn- 
million to the Minute of Council Bill, 
(he ] riih Funds Transfer Bill, and to 
nineteen private Bills. 

ROYAL MARRIAGE. 

Lord Grenvil.'c prefented a Meffage 
from his Majelly, iimilar to that dc- 
liveped to the Houfe of Commo’nli, re- 
Tpeding the intended Marriage of the 
Princei's Royal to the Heredirary PrincQ 
of Wirtemberg. His Lordlhip then 
moved an Addrefs to hit Majelly, in 
anfwcr to his gracious MelTage, which 
he prefaced by obferving, that the ut- 
moil oiuft pervade the Houfe 

'on fuch;nn occafioti, and that all their 
Lordfliiiit muR.fcel happy in exprelfing 
their ^jtfere eongratulatidn at an event 
which'XroducedTuch an advantageous 


alliance, and contributed to the domellic 
hri|ip'iiefs of hii M.ije(iy’s Royal Fa- 
mil/. 

The Addrefs was then read, which, 
aft.-r thanking his .Vl.iiclly for his 
nioft gracious comniuniiaiion, faithfully 
tcht’ctl the Meffzgr, and exprelTcd the 
fatis.^adlion and concurrence of the 
Honfe in the warmell and moll af- i 
fcdhon.ite language. 

The qudlion was then put, and the 
Addrefs was voted )icm. dif. 

The Duke^of Bedford intimated his 
intention to bring forward, on I'ome fu¬ 
ture day, a Motion for tne produ6tion 
of papers relative to the l^te proceedings 
on board the Channel Fleet at Spi'.hcad, 
unlefs Minillers dcemeil it expcdiens 
fo to do of their own accord. . 

Earl S[)encer faid, that he had it not ’ 
in command from his .Majelly to make 
any communication to the Houfe on the 
fnbjeAt; nor did it appear to him as 
likely that he ihould be ordered to do 
fo. 

Earl Howe faid, that he had attended ' 
the Houfe lately fcvcral times, and 
waited with anxious impatience for an 
opportunity of vindicating liimfcll from 
an unfounded charge tliar had been al- 
Icdged againll him, which alfedted his 
profelllonal cred.t and cliaradler: he 
felt tliat he could not regularly have 
originated the difculfion liui felf, but 
was f<\far happy, that he was likely to 
have a regular opportunity of vincli. 
eating himfelf j at, the fame time it 
llruck him (alluding to the affair of the 
Mutiny) as a'very improper fubjeft for 
difculfion, and, in the prefent circum- 
llancLS, rather likely to be produdlive 
of mifehief, than of good effects. 

His Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
Clarence took the opportunity toexprefs 
his opinion, that the Noble Admiral’s 
condufl bad been perfcdlly unexception¬ 
able, and that when the opportunity 
arrived, he would be able to vindicate 
himfelf in a manner confonant to the 
illullrious charjdler he had always 
maintained. He alfo coincided vvith the 
Noble Admiral, in deprecating the dif¬ 
culfion of the fubje£l, as likely to be 
produdlive of no polliblc good efle£l. 

Lord 
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Lord Grenville oircrved to the fame 
efFcft. He deprecated the difcuffion of 
a ifabieA of Lich delicacy and import¬ 
ance, a<! of the moft injurious tendenev, 
and, under the prcfent circumftances, 
as ind lutrer never been mentioned. 

The Earl of Carl-.fle Tud, that al¬ 
lowing the prefcnt moment not to be a 
proper one for fueb a dircu{rion,it might 
be proper to lovefti^ite the affair, for 
the ptirpofe of determining where the 
faults lay, or how an affair of its alarm¬ 
ing tendency had originated. 

Karl Howe rofe and laid, that by what 
had tranfpircd, it \vas not likely that 
he Ihould hcivea fitter opportunity than 
the prcfent moment, for hating to their 
LordOiips the lharc he had in the un¬ 
fortunate tranfaftion before alluded to, 
M'hlch to the beft of his rccolleftion 
was this: During his rcfidencc at Bath, 
about three or lour months ago, the 
Noule E irl faid he receMred feveral pe¬ 
titions, accompanied by anonymous let¬ 
ters, reprefenting the exiftcnce of 
grievanci s onboard the fleet which he 
once had the honour to command ; but, 
on account of their coming in lo quef- 
tioiiable a fli.ipe, he did not tranimic 
them to the Admiralty. He was in¬ 
duced, however, to communicate what 
had happened to an Officer on board 
the fleet, and rcqiicftcd infoi iintion as 
to the ev.ftence of thofe gricv.inces. 
f His friend alTurid him in reply, that if 
nny grievances did t xift, they were un¬ 
known to him. With this anfwtr his 
Lordfliip was latisficd, and concluded 
that the allegations in the petitions were 
svithout foundation. On his return to 
town, however, one of the Lords of the 
Admiralty called at his houlc on the 
fubjc 61 of the petitions, and the lequel 
was well known to tliLir Lordllups and 
. the Country, by public nimouri 

After a few explanatory words, the 
converfation drt*j?ped. Adjourned. 

rHURSMAV, MAY 4. 
ADVANCES TO THE EMPCllOR AND 
IRELAND. 

The Order of the D .v, for the con- 
fideration of his Majefty’s MefTage to 
the Houfe, delivered on Tuefday, rc- 
fpefting a pecuniary Loan to the Em¬ 
peror, and alio a Loan to the Govern- • 
ment of Ireland, having been moved. 

Lord Grenville then rofe to move an 
Addrefs to his Majefty on the occafion, 
which he prefaced with a Very few oh- 
fervations, as he was*confident that but 
one opinion could prevail among their 
Lordlhlps on the fubjeft of his Majefty’s 
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communication. The fituation of Ire¬ 
land was obvioufly fuch as to render 
the propofed pecuniary afllftance ne- 
cclTary: to this he deemed it impoinble 
to offer an objeftion. With refpeft to 
the projefted Loan to our illuftriou* 
Ally, his Imperial Majefty, it was 
deemed expedient, under the prcfent 
circumftances of the War, to enable this 
Country to accommodate that Prince 
with a Loan, to the amount mentioned 
in his Majefly’s gracious Ml ffage, (hould 
the fituation of afftirs require it, as the 
heft means of effecting a general and 
fccjre Peace. His Lordlhip then read 
the Addrefs, which, after thanking his 
Majefty for nis gracious communication, 
as ufual, faithfully echoed chi MelTage. 
The Addrefs being read from the Wool- 
fack, the queftion was put, and it was 
voted item. dif. 

The Addrefs was then ordered to be 
prefented to his Majefty In the ufual 
form, and an adjournment took place. 
miiiAy, MAY 5. 

The vat urns Bills on the Table were 
forwarded in their refpeftivc ftages, 
and fomc private bufinefs difpofed of, 
after which an .idjournment took place, 
MONDAY, iMAY 8. 

The Loan Bill was biought up from 
the Commons, and read a rirft tunc. 

Various Bills were forwarded in their 
refpL’ttivc ftages, after whicu the Houfe 
adjourned. 

, TUESDAY, MAY 9. 

On the Q_^ieftion for the fecund read¬ 
ing of the Loan Bill, 

The Earl of Sufolk took the oppor¬ 
tunity to obferve upon the magnitude of 
tlic fum that wus intended to be fent to 
Ireland, and thought that the mealure 
require’d explaiintion. 

f.ord Grcnvi'lc replied, that the fitu* 
atioii of licland W.1S obvioufty fuch, as 
to leave no doubt of the propriety of 
raifing a fum of money for its defence, 
in this country ; and that its difpof'A was 
to be under the diredtton of the Parlia¬ 
ment of Ireland. 

The Earl of SulFdk obferved, that if 
he iinagined it were to be applied to the 
external defence of Ireland, no perfon 
could be Icfs inclined to oppofe it, as he 
well knesv the importance of,Ireland to 
this Country; it was us right band, 
which, if lopt off, the effcdls might be 
fatal : but if it was for the fuppori of 
afyftem of coercion' in that Country, 
he deprecated ilie confequenees. 

Lord Moira advened to thlc! Motion 
he had not long fiote made refpeding 
H h h a ■ ; 
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the Affairs of Ireland, and afferted, that 
had his advice then been taken, the 
various unfortunate circumffances that 
had flnce happened in that Country 
would not have taken place. It was 
not yet too late for the H"ufe to inter¬ 
fere, and to prevent Minifiers from 
carrying theii nugatory fcheine of co¬ 
ercion into effect} they might addrefs 
the Sovereign, and by his paternal in¬ 
tervention, his Kingdom of Inland 
might yet be faved. He did hot allude 
to a reparation of the two countties, 
but feared that Ireland would be 
plunged into fuch a (ituation,- as to be 
not only not a fuppon to Britain, but to 
become dangerous to her. 

Lord Grenville obi'erved, that at pre- 
fent there was no queffion before the 
Houfe. With refpert to what the 
Noble ^arl (Moira) had alluded to, 
and the Motion be propofed, he muff 
fay, th^t its adoption would be a vio¬ 
lation of public iaith, and of the foleinn 
contrad made with Ireland, which was 
guaranteed by. the Parliament of this 
Country, of veiling in the Parliament 
of Ireland the abmlute and exclufive 
legillation with refpeft to Irifli con¬ 
cerns. 

The Earl of Moira faid a few words 
to the fame tendency as what he had 
before advanced ; and he ccnl'urcd the 
diffin£tions made by Miniffcrs as eva- 
lions. 

The Bill was then read a fccondtinne, 
«nd ordered to be committed. 

The Duke of Bedford ffated, that 
feveral Gentlemen of the Surgical Pro- 
feffion confidcred themCelves as ag¬ 
grieved by fome of the piovifions of liic 
Surgeon’s Bill, and lequeffid to be 
permitted to be heard by Counkl againft 
It.' His Grace therefore moved, “ That 
the third reading of the Bill be deferred 
until the 19th mftant,” which was or¬ 
dered accordingly. 

Mr. Pybus prefented a Bill from the 
Houfe of Commons, to enable his Ma- 
jefty to carry into effeft the Order of 
Council of the 3d of May, refpci^ing a 
certain increafe nf pay and nllowanccs 
to the Seamen, &c. which was read a 
iirfi time. > 

Lord Grenville moved the immediate 
fecond reading of the Bill. 

The Earl of Suffolk having expatiated 
on the g^eat importance of the meafure, 
wiihed tcfknow of Miniffers, why they 
had abt brought it fofward earlier f 
Lord Stiinge (Duke of Athol, in 
Scotland) foie, and with fnme warmth 
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deprecated all difcufflon of this meafure. 
which, amongff other evils, might afford 
the opportunity of mifreprefentation, 
and might be attended wichferious con-; 
fequences. 

Lord Grenville ffated his firm con- 
viblion, th.at all difcuirion of the prefent 
fubjulSf was highly improper; and better 
reaions could not be alligned by him 
againff it than thofe given by the Noble 
Earl (Strange). 

The Duke of Bedford faid, he had 
no wiih to provoke diiculfion ; but his 
duty led him to deprecate the condud^ 
of Miniffers, in thus delaying to come 
to Parliament. What pafl'edihat night 
could not be cenfured as dil'cullion ; it 
only afforded Miniffers an opportunity 
to vindicate themfelves, and to ftate 
their reafons for delaying the meafure. 

The Earl of Moira obi'erved, that an 
explanation omthe part of Miniffers was 
neceffary to fatisfy the Country, as well 
as Parliament, refpeftiug the caufes of 
their delay in bringingt forward the 
Bill ; and that a fatisfa^lory explanation 
might prevent the evil from Ipreading 
farther. The Seamen would then fee 
that they were not ncglefted. The 
queffion propofed by the Noble Earl, 
he thought, embraced ne difcullion. 

The Lord Chancellor quitted the 
Woolfack, and obferved, that he would 
appeal to the iinderftani.;ing of all pre¬ 
fent, if the prefent moment was to be 
loft in unavailing dilpucc. Let them 
confider what might be the prefent 
condition of the Fleet.—Tranquillity 
was ihe ubjeft of all.—There was no 
ohjiction to the p-illing of the Bill.— 
Then why clog its progrefs by inquiries, 
for winch there would be time enough 
fhcrcafrer > 

Tifediill was then read a fccond time, 
the commitment of it negatived, and' 
then read a third time, and palfed. 

The Houfe then waited forlomc time 
for the arrival of the CoinmilQon to 
autboni^e certain Peers to give his Ma- 
jelly’s AlTent to the Seamen’s Incrcafed 
Pay Bill, and to other Bills. On the 
Commililm being brought down, the 
Houfe ot Commons were fent for, and 
his Majefty's Royal AiTent was given 
to the Bill for Increafing the Pay and 
certain .Allowances to the Seamen, and 
to eight private Bills. 

The Houfe then adjourned. 

WEDKE5DAY, MAY 10. 

The various Bills upon the Table 
were forwarded in their rerpeflive ftages, 
Six private Bills were brought pp from

timcj after which the Houfe adjourned, 
TMURSDAYi MAY II.

The 
only difference between the period of 
the laH difcuffion and the prefent pe¬ 
riod was produced by the circumHancea 
which had occurred at the Bank by the 
Vourfe of the Exchange, and by ihe 
advantage which the Houfe had in pof- 
fefling the Report of their Committee 
of Secrecy upon the Public Finances. 
That Report, Mr. Pitt contended, 
fliewed the diHiculties with refpe£l to 
calh to have been occafioned by the 
concurrence of many caufes at home, 
and nfit* either immediately or exclu- 
fively by foreign remittarices. During 
the continuance of the late drains froin 
abroad, fo much were they counterafled 
by the fltllirifhing Hate of our com¬ 
merce, that the courfeof the Exchange 
had rifen. Mr. Pitt concluded by 
flating, that of the three milHons and 
a half which he fliould pr^fe ta grant 
by way.of Loan to the Emperor, the 
fum of i,6ao,oool, had been already 

remitted ^ 
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remittee^; fo tint the Rclolution which 
he 1 atl now to move was for the further 
Turn of i,8So,aool. 

Mr. Vox (loftrvert, tint however the 
Hon. G>.nt!«nian might rejoice in hold¬ 
ing out the Imperial Loans not to have 
been the exclufive caul’es of the prefent 
difficultieK, which no man fuppofed, it 
was well known that they were material 
caulcs of thofe difficulties The gr at 
importation of corn might have been 
another caufe, and it was time that this 
did not now cxift ; but in the courfe of 
the prefent year the payment for neutral 
cargoes might be a drain equivalent to 
that. The rt.il difference, however, 
between the prefent period and that in 
which the lafl Loan was granted, con- 
lifted in the interior circumftancts of 
the country. It was unnccefl'ary for 
him to ftatc the' alarming fafls whtcii 
conftiruted that difference- There was 
now iilfo a drain for Ireland. Tlie 
Hon. Gentleman had referred to his 
triumphant arguments in a former dif- 
cnftion ; anoc'rtainly they did prticure 
him all that triumph, which, in the 
eircumftaiices of the country, the ma¬ 
jority of the Hoitfe could bellow ; yet 
he was furpriltd to find that triumi>h, 
and the l^me arguments, referred to 
upon the jircfent occafion. 

Mr. F(,x, alter Icverely condemning 
the conduA of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, in drain’ng the Country 
of fpecie and inipovtriUiing aK ranks 
of people, in granting Loan a'ter Loan 
to the Emperor, faul, ht did not know 
that he Ihoold objeft to the Loin pro- 
pofed for Irel.mel; not that he thouglit 
the fum inconfidcrable ; but vvlicn 
mtafurts were taken for bringing that 
country into the fame fituation as Ame¬ 
rica ; when tlie-rc was apparently a van/ 
intention, he had almoft f.^id he hoped 
it would be vain, to fiibjcft it by ar- 
Jiiics; when that iflaiid was in a Hate 
slmolt as bad ns rebellion; in this fitu¬ 
ation, however much he might feel for 
allifting Ireland, he did not know 
whether he couM entirely appiove the 
Loan.

“ His Majefty having agreed to the 
marr age of the PrmccL Royal with 
the Hereditary Prince of Wirtemberg, 
has thought fit to communicate intcl- 
lii'ence of it to the Houfe of Commons. 
His Majefty fully fafsfied, that th,e 
marriage of her Royal Highnefs with a 
Proteftant Prince, fo confiderable in 
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rank and ftation,who is connefted with 
ihe Royal Family by common defcent 
from the Princefs Sophia of Hanover, 
could not fail of being hijjhiy, accept- 
able to all his fubjedls; and the many 
proofs cf alTcition and attachment which 
he has received from this Houfe, afford 
him no room to doubt, tha: the H lule 
will enable him to give fuch a portion, 
as may be fuitable to the dignity of the 
cldcll da iphttr of the Crown.” 

Mr. Put tlicn moved, “ That an 
hunible .'\d(lrels be prJented to Ins 
Mijefty on the above MefTage which 
pafled nfm, con. 

Mr. Fr,x afictd the ChnneeMor of the 
Exchequer, v.hether it was not his in¬ 
tention, 111 conlcquence of intelligence 
received in town of the Emperor having 
figncd the preliminaries of a feoaratc 
Peace, to abandon the Loan ’ For his 
own part, he did n-t liuiJk it polfihle 
for the floufe to proceed in it. 

Mr. Put declared, that he had no 
more inforiTiati^n on the fubjett al¬ 
luded to than any other Gentleinim. 
The only intelligence be had was in the 
I French Paper:, and that medium was 
not fuificient authoiity to mduce the 
Houfe to alter the line cf condudfthey 
were to piirfue. 

Mr. Shcrici.in aflted tlie Miniftcr,

Mr. Pitt laid, he piirpofed going on 
with the Losn Bill to-mrrrow, and 
wilhed to decline all difculftons at 
pre fent. 

Mr. Jekyil moved for an account of 
all advances now outflanding made to 
the Emperor, above the lum of 
i,6to,ooo!. Agreed to, * 

The Report of the Committee cn the 
Cultivation ofWalteLmds washrmiglu 
up; and, after a fhort coiiverfaiion. the 
Bill was oideredto be re-coniinictcd for 
Friday next. 

Sir John Sinclair faid, it was with the 
utmoft aftonifhment he faw the manner 
in which this Bill had been received*.

MONDAY, May 8 . 

The Addition Stamp Duty, and At- 
tornies* Regulating Bills, were brought 
in and read a firft time. 

The Cambrick and French Lawns 
Bill was read a firft time. 

Mr. Tierney prefented feveral pe¬ 
titions, figned by upwards of 3000 lhip> 
buildres, caulkers, maft-makers.fawycrs, 
and artificers employed on the Thames, 
in confequence of a Bill now depending 
in Parliament^' whofe operation they 
conceive to be injurious to themfelves 
and families. The Bill alluded to con¬ 
tained a claufe “ For regiftering Ships 
built in the Settlements in poffelfion of 
the Eaft India Company,” which the 
Petitioners confidered as a virtual re¬ 
peal of the Navigation A(k. 

The petitions were brought up, read, 
and laid upon the Table. * 

Mr. Pitt moved the Order of the Day 
for the Houfc to refolve itftif into a 
Committee, to take into confideration 
the Eftiniates prefented to the Houfe 
by his Majefty’s command, for enabling 
him to increafe the pay and allowance 
to Seamen, &c. in conformity to an Or¬ 
der of Council on the 3d of May, 1797. 
The Houle having rel’olved iifelf in the 
faid Committee, , 

Mr. Pitt rofe, apparently much agi¬ 
tated and embarralTcd. He began by 
dating, that when any propoficion was 
brought forward for an increafe of the 
ubiic expenditure, it might naturally 
e expected that he fhould enter upon 
a detailed ftatemcnc of thecaufe that led 
to that augmentation of pay and allow< 
ance in any of the fervices. On the 
prefent accafion, however, he declared, 
that he did not find himfelf at liberty to 
enter into a detail of the tranra6iions.--- 
Obferving how much this fabje£f occu- 
ied the attention of the Houfe, he felt 
imfclf obliged to fay, that he muft truft 
to their judgment in concurrbg to the 
Motion, in preference to their entering 
into a long difeuftion. He was, befides, 
unable to enter into a ftatement of rlie 
events that had more cecently happen¬ 
ed, and if he could, he diould feel a re- 
luAance in doing it; for whatever the 
extent of thole embarralTments might 
be, they were wholly, or in a great de¬ 
gree, to be aferibed to pnifreprefenta- 
tions. The utmoft caution ought to be 
employed to avoid even the poffibility of 


mirreprefentation. Nothing could, id 
his opinion, contribute fo eneAually to 
fllence discontent, as the unanimous de- 
cifion af Parliament. He therefore felt 
it his duty, on public grounds, to en¬ 
treat the judgment, and, if poffible, the 
filent judgment of the Houfe. He theai 
moved that the fum of 536,000!. he 
granted to his Majefty, to enable him to 
defray the incrcafed pay and allowance 
to Seamen, Marines, &c. according to 
the diftribution in the Order of Coun¬ 
cil, founded on the Report of the Com- 
milTioncrs of the Admiralty, and alfo 
about 21,000 It for incrcafed expences 
already incurred. 

The Refolutions were read by the 
Chairman ; and, on the quefiion for 
their being read a fecond time, 

Mr. Fox rofe and faid be fhould cer¬ 
tainly agree to the Refolutions, but he 
fhould bctri.y his duty to the country 
were he to give a filen? vote. He dif¬ 
fered from the Right Hon. Gentleman 
in his notions of confidence. Every 
queftion relative to the public expendi¬ 
ture ought to be fully difcufied. The 
Minifler had alluded to mifreprefenta- 
tion of debates, but, inftead of difeuf- 
fion, a profound filence had been ob- 
ferved, and a fufpicion of the fincerity 
of Miniftcrs had ripened into revolt.-— 
Why, he defired to know, had they fuf- 
fered a whole fortnight to elapfe before 
any application was made for the inter¬ 
ference of Parliament ? The confe- 
qucncc of this criminal condudb, which 
argued a degree of guilt and incapacity 
unparalleled in the annals of the coun¬ 
try, would attach generally upon the 
Houfe, were the Refolutions to pafs 
without remonilrance. 

It was the duty of the Houfe to in-^ 
quirt how far the Admiralty had ac¬ 
ceded to the wifhes of the Seamen, afid 
how far the Scamew were fatisfied, and 
whether the remedy propofed was likely 
to be efFedtual in allaying the difeon- 
tents. The Houfe had a right to com¬ 
plete information, and if their privileges 
were not maintained, they were giving 
‘them up to men who had proved them¬ 
felves unworthy of the confidence of the 
country. 

Mr. Sheridan declared that the cir- 
cumftanccs of the cafe were fuch as to 
induce him to vote without information. 
The Mtnifter had alluded to the new 
mutiny, and faid, ** Nothing can tend 
more towards the reftoration w harmony 
than an unanimous vote.’* He wi(hea 
to know why he did not bring forward 
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hii propoiition on the publication of his 
M9jefty*s pardon ? 

Mr. Pitt declared that the buiinefs 
was not brought on in confequence of 
freih difturbances j and contended that 
the previous notice was a fulHctent'proof 
of the intention of Government to ap* 
ply to Parliament for a confirmation of 
their promifes. 

Mr. Sheridan contended, that the 
fecond difcontents were wholly to be 
afcribed to the piocraflination of ML* 
niAers. 

The Rcfolutions were then agreed 
to. 

Mr. Pitt propofed, on account of the 
urgency of the buAnefs, that the report 
be now received. 

This motion was agreed to, and the 
report received.-Adjourned. 

TtJliSDAY, MAY 9. 

Mr. Whitbread faid, ifk confequence 
of what happened yeAerday, on a fub- 
je£L which arreAed the attention of every 
individual, he ,conAdered it his duty to 
inquire of the MiniAer, why he did not 
at an earlier period propofe the refolu- 
tion which he fubmitted to the Houfe 
yeAerday,which was unanimoufly adopt¬ 
ed, and which, if prefented fooner, 
would probably have pi evented the 
moA difaArous confequences f 

Mr. Pitt faid, no man could avoid la- 
, menting that the earlieA opportunity 
poflihle was not taken; but the Hon. 
Gentleman was miAnfornied, if he fup- 
pofed that no Aeps had been taken. So 
early as the z6th of April, the fubjedt 
was referred to the Privy Council, to 
confider of the Memorial of the Lords 
of the Admiralty, relative to the Sea¬ 
men’s demands. The matter was after¬ 
wards fubmitted to the King in Council, , 
and, upon his approbation of it, adirec- 
fions were given for the eAimate to be 
laid before the Htufe. Every .thing 
bad been put into an official train ; but 
more fpeed would certainly have been 
employed, were it poiiible to forefee the 
cffeAs of procraAination. On any fu¬ 
ture occaAon he expreffed his readinefs 
to fubmir to an inveAigation of his coiv 
dudt to the deciAon of the Houfe. At 
prefent, however, he felt it bis ArAduty 
to recommend that a bill, founded on 
the Refolutions which had already been 
adopted, fhould be immediately paAed, 
as the beA mode of terminating this un¬ 
fortunate buAnefs. • 

Mr. Fox defired to know whether 
fuch language as the Houfe had JuA 
now heard was to be endured, after an 
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inAance of fuch fatal and unfafferable 
negle£t ? The e 0 e£f of thefe mifebtev- 
ous delays might eafily have been pre- 
di£led. He then took a review or the 
negotiation between the Delegates and 
the Commiffioners of the Admiralty, 
and the fubfequent refolutions of Go¬ 
vernment to the Order of Council on 
the 3d inAant, on which the eAimatea 
(delayed to fo late a period as Monday 
laA) were founded. In the whole of 
this proceeding there were fuch evident 
marks of confetous guilt, as, he truArd, 
would induce the Houfe to cenfure the 
coiidu 61 : of AdminiAration. The Mi¬ 
niAer affedied to lament the confe- 
qucnccs that had arifen from his delay ; 
but could he Aate any individual adt of 
his MiniAry which had not afforded to 
his country a fubjedf of lamentation ?— 
More lives, it was now und^Aood, had 
been loA, and manv high in profeffiunal 
charadler, for whole ferviccs their coun¬ 
try were deeply indebted, were at thia 
moment in a tituation of the utmoA pe¬ 
ril. Under luch circumAances, it be¬ 
came the bounden duty of the Houfe to 
Aaiiip the condudt which had produced 
this effedt with fume mark of reproba¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Whitbread faid, in confequence 
of what had fallen from Mr. Fox, he 
Aiould proceed immediately to move a 
vore of cenfure. The thinnefs of the 
Houfe could be no objedLion, for it was 
certainly as full as when fums of money 
had been voted in the utmoA profufion. 

Mr. Sheridan began an eloquent and 
animated fpeech, by reprobating the 
condudl of MiniAers for delaying the 
conlideration of the Seamen’s claims, to 
make way for the Imperial Loan, the 
jPrincefs Royal’s Portion, 2 cc. of Icfs 
imp Ttance to the true iiitereAs of the 
country. Unlefs the MiniAer had beea 
completely befotted, it was impoilible 
for him not t 6 have apprehended new 
jcalQufies and difcontents from his fcan- 
dalous procraAinatiuu. The nature o£ 
the difcontents were unknown to the 
HoufI; but if" there were men among 
them Ivtio wiAied to facrifice the Coo- 
Aitution, they were the bafeA traitors 
on earth, and he could not perfuade 
himfclf the BritiAs Sailors, who 
ought to be adiuated by nobler fenti- 
ments, would of their own accord be 
found cavilling for an increafe of pay, 
when the deareAintcreAs of their coun¬ 
try were involved. Some encroach¬ 
ments he was inclined to think had been 
made on thsir rights^ or Ktempts to 
I i t abridge 
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abridtre their comforts. Whatever the 
cnnfi qiieitces may be, he declared that 
they were wholly imputable to rhe mif- 
condu6f of AJminiiiratioii. Ho con- 
ditdcdbv propofiny a Commitrectomeet 
the other Houfe n/iiu, with a view to a 
joint Committee, ertipowered to fend for 
P'.rfons, papers, and recordc, and like- 
wife to be at liberty to adjourn from 
time to time, and from place to place. 

Mr. Pitt f.iid, the tpieftion he wifhed 
to brinj; before the Houfe was of infi* 
nitely more importance than the propo- 
fition of the Hm. Member; a propofi- 
tion calculated to produce atotal change 
in the difeiplinedf the Navy, and tofiib- 
vert the fundamental priutiples of the 
Conflirution; hecaiife its obvious ten¬ 
dency was to fuperfede the funftions, 
not only of the Exicurive Governmenr, 
but alfo thofe of the Lee'rta'urc of the 
country. He concluded hy moving, 
that a meflage be fent to the Lords, de¬ 
fining them to continue their fittings for 
fome time. ' 

Mr. Sheridan flill perfified in his Mj- 
tion for the appointment of a joint Com¬ 
mittee to inquite into the caufes that 
had produced the extraordinary infub- 
ordmationin the fleet. 

The Speaker put Mr. Pitt’s Motion, 
and a Meffagc was lent accordingly to 
the other Houfe. 

The Refeluticn of the Committee of 
Supply, for granting the film of (ly mil¬ 
lions five lumdrcdand feventy-rwo thou- 
fiind pounds to His Majefly, for the in- 
creafed pay and altowance of the Sea¬ 
men, &c. was read, and a bill ordered 
in purfuance of that Refolution. 

Mr. Whitbread poftponed his motion, 
on account of the iliortnefs of the notice. 

Mr. Pitt then brought up the Bill' 
founded on the above Refiilution. It 
Contained a provifion not before men¬ 
tioned, bccaufe an ellimatc of the ex- 
pence could not be made, namely, for 
the continuance of pay to Seamen, &c. 
who were wounded, until their wounds 
were healed. The Bil) was read the 
firft and fecond time, committed, en- 
grofTed, read a thud time, pafTed, and, 
after an adjournment of feveral hbtirs, 
received the Royal Affcnt by Commif* 
fion, which gives it the efficacy of Law. 
—^Adjourned. 

WEDNESPAy, MAY lO. 

Mr. Whitbread rofe to make his pro- 
mifed Motion for a-cenfure on Miniflers 
for delaying to bnngthe AdmiraltyRe- 
ports on the late Mutiny at Portfmouth 
before the ^ufe,' He took a view of 


all the iranfaflions that have tranfpired 
on the unfortunate bulirefs, from the 
fill! fvmprcans of difcomcnt to the late 
explofion, and contended, that, accord¬ 
ing to the negoii.ition \s ith the Admi¬ 
ralty, it WPS exprcfslv llipulated on the 
part of rhe Seamen, that the prornifc of 
the I.orcls of the Admiralty and tl>e pio- 
clamanon Ihnuld be ratified by Parha- 
merit with the utmoft celnity and dif- 
}>«:h. This was fhamefully dtlayed to 
Monday lall, and to the crinimal dtlay 
were to he afiribcd the late liifoontents. 

He fltoiild thej'cfore move, that '* the 
Right Hon. William Pitt,hiving folong 
delayed the ellimares of the Seimen’s 
inertafed pay and allowance, is guilty 
of a grofs negleft of duty, and deftrves 
the cenflire of this Houfe.” 

Mr. Pitt rofe, and proceeded to dif- 
ciifs the Queflion as applicable to delay, 
and having e#«tered upon a hiftory of 
the whole tranfaflion, contended that 
there was unqucftionable evidence of 
the intention of Minifies to bring for¬ 
ward the bufintfs on Mi.nday, (fo'iner 
it could not poffibty have been done), 
for the completion of the engagement 
with the Sclamen. Of the fmccrity of 
Miniflers the proofs were niiinerous 
and irrefragalde, and denied that any 
imputation of guilt or criminality at¬ 
tached upon them. He Ci ncluded oy 
Hating, that whatever cenfurc might be , 
due to him, that the country would not 
be longer deprived of the exertions of 
the fleet. 

Mr Whitbread, in confeqtiencc of 
what had fallen from the Chancellor of 
rhe Exchequer, wifiicd to amend his 
Motion, by leaving out “ The Hon. W. 
Pitt, and inferting “ His Majefly’s Mi- 
nifters.” 

Mr« Rofe, jun. urged the propriety 
of poftponing the queflion. Tne ae* 
cufatjon of the MiniAer, he contended, 
was the eft'tft of party animofity, rather 
than a fincere with to promote the in- 
terefts of the country. 

■ Mr. Fox went through the various 
flages of the bujinefs, and concluded by 
ofefefving, th t the Houfe could not 
give a better earned to the puuiic for 
preventing a recurrence of the error or 
crime, than to mark it by their cenfure. } 

Mr. VV'httbread made a general replif', 
and declared his intention to perfift m 
his Motion. 

A divifion th«n took place, when 
there appeared for the Motion, 63 j 
agaiuH It, 237. Adjourned.

tliu N.jtion. Wenowj with Ihrruw, le- 
lu’iic the lubie6l ; 

"I'lie coiiteirions of Pailiamtnt, and 
the iiicdvUrion of Loid Howi, appejud 
to Inve leirled every thing in di'piite, 
and cidci was expcilcd to ciil'uc. In 
this, liowcvtr, we were difappointed : 
the failors at Portimoinh ioon alter c.ime 
cn fuoie and cainniitted cveiy kind of 
exceis, and four of them weie Itciiied in 
< ultody lor a rape and lobheiy. Si me 
attempts were made to relcne tluin, 
but without ellefl. » 

On May ani, tlie Fleet .at Slveiiufs 
began to Ihew figns of ferment, and 
fliojtly the Mi’tinevis took poireffion of 
tlic flips then tlieie.

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{ •rincipal Delegate) was the fpokefman 
or his colleague!) who amounted to 
about a dozen. They ftood behind 
Parker, forming a fort of half circle, and 
the Lonlsof the Admiralty I'eemed feveral 
times defirous i f inviting them to fpeak, 
but none of them >vould take a part in 
the difcufTion except Parker, who, being 
the chief of the Delegates, is called the 
Port Admiral. 

Lord Spencer addreffed himfelf to the 
Delegates. He told them they fhould 
have every indulgence that had been 
granted to the feamen at Portfinoufh, and 
with which they had been contented ; 
and his Lordfhip exprelTed a hope, that 
thp feamen at Sheernefs would be alfo 
fatisfied with thofe indulgfences. The 
feamen faid, they had other grounds of 
complaint. They prefented a lift of 
them, amounting to eight articles, the 
firft and principal of which was, the 
unequal Diftribution of Prize Money. 
The Lords Cominiflioners told the De¬ 
legates they could grant nothing of 
themfelves, but they would lay their' 
demands before thofe who muft finally 
decide upon them. 

In the courle of the difeourfe. Lord 
Spencer afked them, rather pecvilhly, 
** What do you wart?” To this Par¬ 
ker anfwered, “You are a man of Icnfe, 
and you know what is due to us j you 
know what we want.” The audacious 
infoleuce of Parker was inlolciablr. 
When Lord Spencer hinted, he rnuft lufcr 
their demands to Minifters in l.ondon, 
Parker faid, “ Aye, go and confiilt tlie 
ringleaders of your gangand as the 
Delegates were retiring, Parker, in an- 
fwer to fome very juft admonitions from 
Lord Spencer, faid, “ You may all 
be-” 

On Tuefday afternoon, the Lonls of 
the Admiralty returned to tows, without 
having accomplifhed the objefl of their 
journey. The Mutineers grew bolder : 
in addition to mutiny, they committed 
a£ls of plunder and piracy. The 


Grampus ftore-fhip, equipped for the 
Weft Indies, with a fupply of Naval And, 
Ordnance Stores for the Fleet there, was 
flopped by tlie Dekgates-^the ftores were 
taken out of her, and diftributed amonsft 
the (hips under the command of 
Delegates. The Serapis ftore-fhip, from 
the Weft Indies, was likewife flopped. 

On Thurfday evening the Delegates 
fent on fhore to the Admiral a decla¬ 
ration, ftating their intention of blocking 
up the River Thames. They gave as 
the rtafon for this, their having heard 
that the Dutch Fleet was on the point of 
failing ; and as‘they were determined to 
have their grievances, as they call them, 
fettled, they would bring things to an 
extremity at once. This was confidered 
as a threat which they would fcarcely 
venture to execute i but yefterday, about 
half pad twelve, the Standard, Infpeflor, 
Brilliant, and Swan, got under weigli, 
and moored at espial diftanccs acrofs the 
mouth of the Thames. Soon after, 
Icveral velfels Handing down the River 
were obliged to come to an anchor near 
the fhips of the Mutineers. The Mon¬ 
mouth at the fame time moved her birth. 

The Prcfid(yit of the Delegates now 
held his office only for a day. A fiefti 
Piefident was chofen every day. 

The following is a lift of" the Ihips at 
the Norc, and in the Mouth of the 
Thames. Three or four of the number, 
however, were well dirpofed, but thefe 
were kept in the middle of the fleet, and 
were obliged to coniorm to the orders 
of the Delegates.

remains no doubt; for Capt Watfon, of the Leith tender, who arrived in Leith Roads a 
few days ago, fays, that before he faildils'rom the I{orc, he was ordered by the crew of/he 
Sandwich to come on board, which he did, and was then Introduced, and inteirogated by 
Parker, whom he knew Ut ftrft fight. Parkey alfo rccolle£ted him, and from this circum- 
ftance he experienced great f.ivour.—Parker oi^ercd every man on board to treat Captain 
Watfon well, faying he was the feamens’ friend, and had treated him well; and that if any 
man ufed him otherwiC;, he fhould inftantly be —\Htrt he pnuttd to the rope at the yard arm.] 
Captain Watfon took an opportunity of hinting to Parker the impropriety of his conduA, and 


gb« copiequences that might Mow ; it feemed to throw a momentar^r damp on his fpirits } 
but he cxpreftMywifh to wave thefubjeft, and Captain Watfon left him, having obuined 
t c^fcp iwd onhia voyage. 
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Th« San FioreMO» which had Iain for 
fomc days in a ftate of captivity under 
the (fern of the Sandwich, mu^h to the 
honour of her gallant officers and her 
loyal crew, made a furprifin? efcape, 
equally remaikable for the boTdnels* of 
the attempt, as well as for the manage¬ 
ment and litill with which it was exe¬ 
cuted. It appears, that the moment 
when the iVvcral Ihips were to pipe all 
hands to dinner, was the time fixed upon 
for carrying this plan into effeft; when 
it was naturally fqppofed that the holtile 
Ihips mutt have been in a ftate of the 
leart preparation to prevent its com- 
jjletion. The Boatfwaln’s whittle, there¬ 
fore, was the fignal on this occafion ; the 
cables of the San Fiorenzo were inftarttly 
cut, and flie got under weigh without 
lofs of time. This efcape was favoured 
by the arrival of the Montague, which 
came up at that moment, and by the 
fudden agitation which the tvent caufed 
in the Fleet, the mutinous crews were by 
this, and the circumftance already men¬ 
tioned, Ittarded% their endeavours to 
bring back the St. Fiorenio by force. 
Notwithttanding all this, (lie was fired 
at by feveral of the Ihips, and ^s fhe was 
perceived to have futtained confiderable 
damage in her rigging and hci main fore 
chains, it was feared that loine lives 
might have been loft. She proceeded 
immediately to Harwich, where flie ex- 
J)eaed to meet the other fiigates which 
were to convoy the Prince and Princefs 
of Wirtemberg to Germany. 

On May 31, part of Admiial Duncan’s 
fl<et, viz. the Iris, Agamemnon, Ardent, 
and Leopard, delerted him and came to 
Yarmouth, and foon afterwards joined the 
Mutineers. 

Mcafures now became neceflary to be 
taken, on behalf of Government On 
J<WS bis Majefty communicated to 
Parliament the diforders which had taken 
place in the fleef, and recommended ibme 
jnorceffettual provilionlor the prevention 
and puniftnnent of all traitcrous attempts 
to excite fedition and mutiny.^ This 
communication pioduced immediately an 
a6t of ^parliament, which was com-^ 
pleated on the 6th of June. 

During that night, the Serapis, Capt. 
Duncan, made her efcape. though da¬ 
maged from the (hot of the rebel fliips. 
Two others attempted to efcape, but 
were overpowered. 

June the ylh, in the foyenoon, the Earl 
of Northclk, who has fo long been con¬ 
fined on board the Montague of 64 guns, 


arrived in town, charged with fermi 
Propofitions, in a Letter addrefled to the 
King, from the Mutineer Committee on. 
board the Sandwich. The following 
were the particulars of hit mtinotl 1 

At one o'clock P. M. on Tuefday, 
the two Delegates of the Monmouth weite 
rowed on board that (hip, and intbnncd 
Lord Northclk, it was the pleafuie of the 
Committee, that he (liould immediately 
accompany them on board the flag (hip, 
as they had prcpofalt to make leading to 
accommodation. His Lordfhip iiniDe> 
diately complied, attended only by one 
Officer. He found the Convention in 
the State Cabin, confiding of 60 Dele¬ 
gates, with Parker fitting at their head. 
Before they entered upqn bulineft, the 
Preiident demanded of the perlbn ac¬ 
companying Lord Northelk, Who ha 
was ? The anfwer was, “ An Officer 
of the Monmouth, who accompanied hia 
Captain in the capacity of Secretary, 
(rom a fuppofition that he might wrant 
one on the prelent occafion.”—“ Who 
knws liiin i Say, Delegates of the 
Monmouth, what kind of man is he f** 
—The two Delegates ftated, that he waa 
a worthy good man j cn which it waa 
vnanimouiry voted, that he might attend 
the conference. Lord Northelk was now 
told by Paiker, “ That the Committee, 
with one voice, had come to a declaration 
of the terms on which alone, without the 
fmalltitt alteiation, they would give up 
the (hips: and that they had lent for 
him, as a known Seamen’s friend, to be 
charged with them to the King j from 
whom he mutt pledge his honour to return 
on board, with a clear and pofitive an- 
fwer, in 54 hours.” Paiker here read 
the letter, which was faid to contain (bnw 
rough tompliinents on his Majefty ’a vir¬ 
tues, and as many coarfe ftriciures on the 
fuppofed demerits of his Minifters. Hit 
Lordffiip faid, “ he would certainly bear 
the letter as they defired; but he could 
not, from the unreafonabieneft of the 
demands, flatter them with any expec¬ 
tation ot liiccefs.” They ptrlifted that 
the whole mull be complied with, or they 
would siftmcdiately put the fleet to lea! 
Lord Northelk was now rowed on board 
the Duke of York Margate packet, un* 
dfr a flag of trace, with three cheer* 
from the Sandwich, and with the" follow¬ 
ing State paper to ratify his credentials a 
“ Sandwich, June 6, 3 P, flf. 

“ To Captain Lord Northisk. 

*< You are hereby authorifed and or¬ 
dered to wait upon the King, wherever 
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lie tMiy be, - with the Refolutions of the 
Ccmmittee of Delegates, and are du elled 
to return back with an aniwer to the 
lame within 54.houi!i trcm the date heieot. 

“ K. Parklr, Prefidcnt.” 

Lord Nortlieik arrived at Gravelend, 
took a little re^iole, and proceeded by land 
to town} when, after (topping for a 
ikort time at the Admiialty, he attended 
Earl Spencer to the King. 

To this application no anfwer was 
returned ; and (liortly after, divilions 
took place in the rebel councils. The 
tcriuination of the Mutiny lucceeded ; 
the particulars of which are extracted 
from the fcllowing letter printed in 'The 
Whitehall Evening Post of the 
ayth of June: 

“ SJ^eernefi, Jnne 15 . 

A violwit difference of opinion arole 
among tlis men at the Nore on PinUy ; 
and it was on that afternoon the Repulle 
made foi this place, and that the Leopard 
went up the Thames. Other vtliels, 
particulaily the Nail'au, all'o at'i.ciiii.)ied 
to efcape, but they vvi.ie prevenicei. 
Some men were killed in the vniioiis 
ftriigglcs on board the ftiips, and n.any 
wcie wounded ; but the mult ag. ni’iiig 
fight was the Keimll'e, which i.in agriAind, 
and ill that helphis iiiuarion was l.ied 
upon at a mofl teiiible rate by the Mon¬ 
mouth, the vellel wiiicli followed her 
clofe. 'I'lie people of this place Ipcak 
with the ULiiioli luiiioi of the light, and 
witlithe utniolt indignation of tee tiew 
of the Monmouth, wlio weic guilty of lo 
barbarous a conduil. They naiuially 
imagined, that tlie daughter was great 
on boaid the Jiepull'e, but happily they 
Were deceived : only a Lieutenant lolt 
his leg, and another man was wounded 
by a. fplinter. This was veiy rtmaik- 
ablc,' as many liundicd Ihot weie fired af 
her, and they were Icen in great inimbeis 
to firike the water clofe to the Repulle. 
The Ardtfit afterwards in the daik cl- 
capctl,iand, in pafling the Monmouth, 
fired at her and killed orwojindcd ftveral 
of the crew. Next day, namely, on 
Saturday laff, the Dclegntes, finding it 
impoffible to effect their piii puft?, various 

S ofitions were made, but dilcord uni- 
Jly- reigned. It was then tliat t)?e 
red flags were ftruck, and that the tiade 
was allowed to pals up the Thames, a 
meafure which the Delegates took in con- 
fequence of being affured, that flopping 
the trade bad excited the public relent- 


roent; it was then that diftruft of each 
other, and defpair of fucceeding in their 
demands, took poflefTion of the feamens’ 
minds, ara that every fliip was fuffered 
to Icllow her own comic. In this ftafe 
they lemained on Sunday, in hopes of a 
general pardon; but finding that Go- 
veiiiinent was deci.lcd in refufing it, and 
that the molt vigoious preparations were 
making to foicc them to lubmiflion ; 
finding that thcii coiiduif was odious to 
the wliolc Country, they relblved to al¬ 
low every (flip to do ^the belt fer itlelf, 
and to oppoic the delcition no longer. 

“ On MiJnday night, the Nail'au, the 
Si and aid, and othtis, made off a little 
way up the Thames, and early on 'Fuef- 
day moining the fiic Hups alieady men¬ 
tioned i.ultii up the River to tuavclcnd, 
with a flag ol tiuce flying. On Tuefday 
aiteinonn the Cliampioii failed in under 
the guns ol Siiceineis, and on 'I’uelday 
night the Monmouth, regarded as tlie 
moll ileipeiate (liip of all, came into the 
Little Nine, under the guns of the Foit, 
to luiieniLi; but lo^iitrlc laitli was 
placid in hei apparent intentions, that 
tveiy piepai.iiiuii was made to cunpil 
her 10 lui^niit. 'J'he gun» at the Foit 
weie ready to lire on her, anil the Ardciit 
ditw uj) on till oppofite iide, lo that flie 
Would ilicii have liicn between two hies 
if flic liad attein])tcd to rtlilf. When 
flic liifl came 111, it was with difliculty 
tile new ul theLepulie could be reniainei? 
iioni going to tight her. Inch was their 
indignatiGii at the ciuel conduit of the 
Aloi) mouth. 

“ 'J'he lame night the Billliant and 
feme otlieis came into Sheet nefs, and the 
Lion and a frigate went up the I'haines. 
About three o'clock on Wednelilay mi'iii- 
iiig, the Sandwich came under the guns 
of the fort. 

“ 1 he Giampus ariivcd in the cqimfc 
of the lorenoon, and the Director Jiiived 
ofl'tiie Fort about half jialt toui o’clock. 
The Swan floop of war arnved in the 
evening. She is nick named the Little 
IiiflcxiTile, to diifiiiguilh her lor her 
violence the Inflexible being legardcd, 
as well as chaiaitei iled by lier n:};ne, as 
file is tile in' It outrageoufly mutinous, 
ami the inolf obllinate of the whole fleet. 
'Fhere was a dcl'peratc llniggle on 
board the Swan, befoic the loyal party 
tiiumphcd.”

Sir Harry Neale, in the 
St. Fiorenzo, recaptured the Cynthia 
brig, from Lilbon to Poole, laden with 
fruit, which had been taken eight days 
before by a privateer brig. On the 8th 
inil.the Impetueux captured La Va- 
tour, a fmall cutter privateer, armed 
with mufkets, having twenty-ei^ht men 
•n board, and only one day from Breft. 
In the afternoon of that day, the wind 
coming to the northward, 1 bore up 
for Uihant, and detached the St. Fio¬ 
renzo and Nymphe to look into Bred; 
and 1 have the fatisfaftion to inform 
their Lordihips, that on the St. Fio¬ 
renzo and Nymphe’s returning to rcr 
join the fquadron, they fell in with and 
captured La Rcfidance and La Con-

MY LORO, 

I have the fatisfa^ion to acquaint 
you, that after having (agreeable to 
your diijPedlioa), with the ainitance of 
Captain ^>oke, of his Majefty's (hip 
La Nadtlii,under my otden> rcsoa- 


noitred the enemy's force in the Outer 
Road of Breft Harbour, Captain Cooke 
informed: me he faw two (hips to the 
wed ward, (landing in for Bred; in con- 
fequence of which we tacked, and 
made fail, clofe on a wind, for the pur- 
pofe ef going the weather gage; 
which being with eafe accomphihedf 
we bore down upon the (hips together, 
having afcertained them to be two 
French frigates; and as we were not 
more than^two or three leagues from 
Point St. Matthew’s; witn a leading 
wind out of.Bred, and the French fleet 
in fight from our top.s, it was an objedt 
of great importance to be as dccifive 
as pofliblc in our mode of attack. As 
the larged (hip was the headmod, we 
both engaged her very warmly, at the 
didance of about forty yards, and com¬ 
pelled her to furrender, after a Ihort 
rcfidance. cBy this time the fmaller fri¬ 
gate bad arrived up, and being imme¬ 
diately attacked by bath (hips in the 
fame manner as the fermer, her refid- 
ance, though better made, was not long. 
She diuck her colours about nine 
o’clock A. M. The whole of the 
adlion wa& a running fight, and did not 
lad more than half an hour. 

I have great pleafure. in exprefling to 
your Lordihip, that 1 feel'particularly 
obliged to my friend Captain Cooke, 
for his judicious and adtive condu^ 
during the time we jointly engaged the 
enemy. 1 have long known his abilities 
and zeal for the lervice, and am happy 
to have this opportunity of teftifying 
it, both as an a£l grateful to myfcl^ 
and as a duty I owe to his Majefty’s 
fervice. 

I Ihould be wanting in gratitude to 
all my Officers and (hip’s company, if 
I dk) cot acknowledge myfelf imeh 
indebted to them for their fleady ccftl, 
anti affiftance I received from 
them during the a£lion. Lieutenants 
Durell, Farnell, and Renwick, Mr. 
Kitcatt, the Mafter, and Lieutenant 
Caruthers, the Officer of Marines, are 
particularly entitled to my thanks for 
their adlivity at their different (i.ation 5 . 
^r. Durell, my firft Lieutenant, who 
has been an Officer eighteen years, 
merits my warmeft recommendation. 
And it is with equal pleafure 1 exprefs 
myfelf obliged to the Officers and mip’s 
company ef La Nymphe. Captain 
Cooke (peaks of the alullance he re¬ 
ceived from them in trfms highly to 
fheir hbnealr, and in particular of 
Lieutenants Irvine, Lawrence,

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Maftersy and Mr. Dyetf the Mailer, 
811^ Lieutenant Campbell, the Marine 
Omcer: in mentioning tijem to your 
Lordlhip I comply with their Captain’s 
wilh. 1 beg your Lordihips will men* 
tion Lieutenant Dureil and Lieutenant 
Irvine to my Lords Commillioners of 
the Admiralty as Officers deferving of 
the higheft commendation. 

The Ihips taken are La Rellflance, 
commanded by Monlieur Montagne, 
mounting 48 guns, iS-pounders, on 
her main-decli, and manned with 345 
men. She is only fix months old, built 
upon a new conllrudlion* and it in every 
refpedl one of the fined frigates the 
French had, and certainly the larged, 
meafuring 45 feet beam. The other 
frigate. La Condance, commanded by 
Monfieur Defauney, mounting 24 
nine-pounders upon the main-deck, and 
manned with 189 mei^: flic is two 
years old, and a very fine ihip. Thefe 
are two of the frigates which landed 
troops in W4fs : it is a pleafing cir- 
cumdance to have completed the failure 
of that expedition. I am particularly 
happy to inform your Lordlhip, that 
neither the St. Fiorenzo nor LaNymphe 
have had any men killed or wounded, 
•r the Ihips hurt; the St. Fiorenzo 
only having received two fiiot in her 
hull. La Refidance had ten men 
killed, the fird Lieutenant and eight 
men wounded ; La Condance had eight 
men killed and fix wounded.

Copy 

Ucad-i^mrters, lumdad, Felr. 27, 

SIR, 

On my arrival in this country, I did 
nor fail to lay befoic the Admiral my 
initru£ltons, and lo confult with him 
upon the means to cany them into 
execution. I found m him every dc- 
firc to co-operate in the e.xecution of 
the views to-which they are direfted.' 
The arrival of part of the convoy from 
England enabled us to proceed with 
confidence in our operations •, therefore, 
as foon as the troops could be collefted 
from the different iflands, .which were 
ordered to rendezvous at Cariacou, the 
Admiral failed from Maitinique, which 
ifland be left with his fquadroilL on the 
j2th inft. 

The precifion with which the Ad^ 
miral had given his orders to alTemble 
the fbips 01war and tranfports, left us 
not a moment qf delay. On the 15th, 
in the morning, the fleet failed from 
Cariacou. On the i6th, in the after¬ 
noon, it p30ed throirgh the Bocas, or 
entrance liijtn the Gulf of Faria, where 
we found Spanifh Admirali with 


four fail 6f the line and a frijrate, at 
anchor, under cover of the Ifland of 
Gafpagrai|de, which was fortified. 

Our fquadron worked up, and came 
to anchor oppoflte to, and nearly within 
gunfiiutt of the Spanifli fhips. The 
fngaics and tranfports were ordered to 
anclior iiigher up in the Bay, and at the 
diflance nearly of five miles from the 
town of Port D’Efpagne. The difpo- 
fition was immediately made for land¬ 
ing at daylight next morning, and for 
a general attack upop the town and 
fhips of war. . 

At two o’dock in tlie morning of fhc 
17th, we perceived ihe Spanifh fqu.i- 
dron to be on fire ; the fliips burnt 
With great fury, one line of battle lh:p 
excepted, which tfeaped the conflagra- 
tion, and was taken poft'eflion of at 
day-light in the morning by the boats 
from our fleet: the enemy at the fame 
time evacuated the ifland, andabandoiicd 
that quarter. 

This unexpefted turn of affairs di¬ 
rected our whole attenfion to the attack 
of the town. The troops were imme¬ 
diately ordered to land, and, as foon 
as a few hundred men could be got on 
fliore, about four miles to the weltward 
of it, we advanced, meeting with little 
or no refiflancc. Before night vve were 
mafters of Port D’Efpagne and the 
neighbourhood, two fmall forts except¬ 
ed. In the morning a capitulation waF 
entered into with the Governor, Don 
Chacon, and in the evening all the 
Spanifh tioops laid down their arms, 
and tile whole colony paflTed under the 
dominion of his Britannic Majefly. 

Copies of the Capitulation, of the 
flores and provifions taken, are here¬ 
with traiifmitted. 

It a peculiar fatisfaflion to me that 
there is no lift of killed or wount[^; 
Lieut. Villeneuve, of the 8th regiment 
of foot, who was Brigade Major to Bri¬ 
gadier-General Hompefch, being the 
only perfun who was wounded, and 
he IS hnee dead of his wounds. 

From the Admiral 1 have experienced 
every poifible co-operation, ^^aprain 
Woolley, pf hit Majefty’s (hip the Arc- 
thufa, and Captain Wood, of the Fa¬ 
vourite floop of war, . who had been 
fenc to reconnoitre in the Gulph of 
Paria, afforded us minute information 
of the fituation of the enemy previous 
to our arrival. Captain Woolley, who 
directed the dilembarkation, fhewed all 
the zeal and intelligence' which I have 
ezperieaced from him 00 former occa-

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iions* To Lord Craven, who begged 
to attend the expedition, 1 am indebted 
for gVeat zeal and exertion. 

Lieutenant - Colonel SoteV, who is 
intimately acquainted with this cuun> 
try, has been, and continues to be', of 
very great ufe to me. I fliould not do 
juiiice to his general chara£ler, if 1 did 
not cake this opportunity ro exprefs it. 
My Aid-de-Cainp, Capt. Drew, of the 
45th regiment, will have the honour to 
deliver this letter : he has ferved long 
in this country,Jind is capable to give 
fuch further information as m .y be re¬ 
quired.

'Froopsuf its Garrifon, &c. &c. &c. 

Art. I. The Officers and troops of his 
Catholic Mc'jefty and his allies in the 
Ifland of 'Fiinidad are to fiirrender 
thcmfelves prifoners of war, and are to 
deliver up the terntoiy, Lris, build¬ 
ings, arms, ammunition, money, tflreft!i, 
plans,^and ftorcs, withexadf inventnues 
thereof, belonging to his Cutholig Ma- 
jeJly j and they are tliereby transfeneJ 
tonis Britannic iVjajeft/, in the fame 
manner and iiylTc.'fion as has been‘held 
heretofore by his faid Catholic Majeflv. 

Art. II. The troops of his Catholic 
Majcfty are to march out with the ho¬ 
nours of war, and to lay down their 
arms, at the diftance of three hundrtfj 
paces *from the forts they occupy, at 
five o’clock this evening, the i8th of 
February. 

Art. HI. All the Officers and troops 
aforefaid of his Catholic Majcfty are 
allowed to keep their private effects, 
and the OlScers aie allowed to wear 
their fwords. 

Art. IV. Admiral Don Sebaftian Ruiz 
de Apodaca, being on fliore in the 
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ifland, after having burnt and abandon* 
ed his (hips, he, with the Officers and 
men belonging to the fquadron under 
his command, arc incluaed in this ca¬ 
pitulation, under the fame terms as are 
gi anted ro his Catholic Majefty’s troops. 

Art. V. As foon as ftips can oe 
conveniently provided for the purpofe, 
the prifoners arc to be conveyed to Old 
Spain, tney remaining prifoners of war 
until exchani'ed by a Cartel between the 
two Nations, or until the Peace; it be¬ 
ing clearly underftood that they fliali not 
ferve againft Great Britain or her Allies 
until exchanged. 

Art. VI. Tnere being fome Officers 
among his Catholic M-ijefty's troops, 
whole private affairs require their pre¬ 
fence at different places of the Conti¬ 
nent of America, fuch Officers are per¬ 
muted to go upon their p^crle to the 
faid places for fix months, more or left, 
after which period they are to return 
to Europe; bur as the number receiv¬ 
ing this indulgence muft be limited, 
his Excellency Don Chacon wil, pre- 
vioufly deliver to the Bntilh Comman¬ 
ders of their names, rank, and 

places which they arc going to. 

Art. VII. The Officers of the Royal 
Atlminifti^iion, upon the delivery of 
ihc ftorcs with which they are charged, 
to fuch Officers as may be appointed 
by tile Britiih Comniinclers, will re* 
cf.vv receipts, according to the cuftom in 
like c.ifcs, from the Officers fu appointed' 
to receive rhe ftores.

nave been done according to the laws 
of Spain, arc to be held binding and 
valid by the Britifti Government. 

Arc. X. • The Spanifli Officers of 
Adminiftration, who are puffefled of 
landed property in Trinidad, are al¬ 
lowed‘tfi remain in the Ifland, the^ 
taking the oaths of allegiance to his 
l^itannic Majefty j and they are fur¬ 
ther allowed, ihould they pleafe, to 
fell or difpofc of their property , and 
to retire elfewhere.

The (ick of the Spaniih 
troops ^vlll be taken care of, hut to be 
attended, and to be under the inrpec- 
Von of their own furgeons. 

Art. XV. All the inhabitants of Tri¬ 
nidad (hall, within thirty days from the 
date hereof, take the oath of allegiance 
to his Britannic Majefty, to demean 
themfelves quietly and faithfully to his 
Government, upon pain, in cafe of 
non-compliance, of being fent away 
from the liland.

YESTERDAY the following pro* 
clamation was publifhcd : 

“ The Preliminary Articles of Peace 
are (igncd, in confequence of which hof. 
tilicies have ceafcd, and the hope of a 
fpeedy reftoration of peace is brought 
nearer to its completion. 

**His Imperial Mtjefty will feel the 
mofi heart-felt pteafure, ihould he fuc- 
ceed in his endeavours to put an end tq 
the war, and fpare theeifunon of human 
blood, and by a lafiing peace fecure the 
honour and happinefs of his beloved 
fubjeiSis. His Majefty has therefore 
given it in charge to the underligned, tq 
give public notice of the figning of the 
Preliminary Articles of Peace, and thet 
confcquent retiring of the French army; 
and fince by this event the country of 
Lower Auftrk. is freed from the imme¬ 
diate danger with which it was threaten¬ 
ed, his Majefty will no longer impofe 
on his brave and loyal ffTojeits the bur¬ 
den of bearing arms, and therefore com¬ 
mands that the general levy be funcr- 
feded. His Imperial Majefty has like- 
wife given orders, that a medal ftiall be 
ftruck fuitable to the occafton, which 
Iball be worn on the breaft by thofe who 
voluntarily took up arms for the general 
levy, as an honourable teftimony of the 

f ;ratifude of the country for their tidc-o 
ity and valour. 

“ It is now therefore the will of hi^ 
Majefty, that the peafants ihould re¬ 
turn to their ruftic labours, the ftudents 
to their fchools, and the artizans to their 
refpe^tive employments; and by iiiduf- 
try, economy, morals, diftingui^ 
themfelves, as much as by the ipirit with* 
which they armed in defence of theic 
country. Should, however, contrary to 
every expedation, the pacific viewtfTif 
his Imperial Majefty be fruftrated by 
any adverfe circumftanc&s, he is confi¬ 
dent that he can rely on (he tried valouf 
and uufhaken fidelity of all his fub- 
jefts.’* 

General Buonaparte ha$ publifhcd an 
important Manifefto againft th<f Vene¬ 
tian Government, charging them with 
various aAs of hoftility whifft the 
French army was engaged in the defiles 
of Styria; with infultingall Frenchmen 
in Venice,by calling them Jacobins, Re¬ 
gicides, and Atheifts, and prohibiting 
their refidence'iQ that city ; with inter¬ 
cepting their conv^s, murdering their 

fOMrjers, and aflafiinating zeo men on 
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the road* to L’epano and Verona, and 
upwards of 400 in Verona^ not fparing 
eveifthe iick in the hofpitaU; with fet« 
tine fire to the French Conful’s houfe 
in Dalmatia; and with having funk a 
French veffel in the port of Venice,'kil- 
Jed Lieut. Haugier the commander, and 
feveral of the crew who attempted to 
fwim to diore for fafety, barbaroufly 
cutting oiF the Mailer’s hand with an 
axe when he had reached the ihore. —

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DUBLIN, MAY 16. 

A MOST awful (pe£tacle took place 
at the camp at Blaris Warren: four 
privates of the Monaghan Militia, in 
purfuance of the fentence of a Court 
Martial, were (hot. Thefe men had 
been feduced from their^allegiance by 
the United irilhtnen; they had engaged 
to deferc from their Officers upon a f\g-i 
nal, and wert^fluaily appointed Om« 
cers, and had received commiffions to- 
aft in a rebel coi^s. The enormity of 
the offence was of that magnitude, that 
the lenity of Government sould not be 
extended to them, and the fentence of 
the law was accordingly executed. The 
whole of the execution was conduiled 
with the greatett folcmnity ; the pro- 
^ ceffion of the troops from Belfaft was 
marked by its regularity and filence.— 
On the ground were drawn up a de- 
tachpnentof the axd dragoons, a detach* 
inent of the Royal artillery, the 64th 
regiment, the 3d batallion of light in¬ 
fantry, the Monaghan and Carlow' regi¬ 
ments of militia, the Bradalbane and 
Argylc fencibics. After the execution 
the troops marched in ordinary time by, 
the bodies, which had been conveyed to 
church-yard} and the ceremony 
clofed, leaving the ftrongeft fyrqptoms 
of impreffiothon all the fpedlators. 

June 3. This mornipg their Serene 
Higneifes fet out from St. James’s for 
Harwich, on their way to Germany, 
efcorted by a party of Light Dragoons. 
The .Prince and PrinctS were in the 
King’s travelling puA-chaife ; General 
Garth and the Countefs of Aylelbury, 
in one of the Queen’s coaches, and the 
attendants in one of the private car¬ 
riages. 

Their Serene HighnelTes breakfafted 
at St. Jaines’s palace,^>and fet off from 
the garden gate. The Princefs was 
drelTed in a blue riding habit, with the 
flar of the order of St. Catheriue at her 


bread, and wore a draw bonnet. She 
endeavoured to appear chearful; but the 
faultering accents with which ihe bade 
her attendants and the furrounding 
multitude farewel, befpoke the agita¬ 
tion of her Serene Highnef;. The 
Prince appeared feveraT timts at the 
window, and affc£luin;itely embraced 
his amiable confort on their leaving thd 
apartments. The feene was highly af- 
fedling, and drew tears from many of 
the fpcflators. 

None of th« Royal Family were prej 
fent, as they had taken leave the^re- 
ceding night at twelve o'clock. They 
were allTo deeply affefted on her Serene 
Highnefs’s parting with them, that it is 
impoffible to do juiVice to their feelings 
upon the occafion. Her Majedy and 
thePrincefles died abundant tears, whil^ 
the Princefs hung upon her Royal fa¬ 
ther’s neck, overwhelmed in grief. — 
The Prince at length prevailed on her 
Serene Htghnefs to go with him, and 
fupported her to the coach. The King 
followed them to bid bis daughter nit 
affeftionate farewel,but fo overpowered 
were his parental feeling,, that he could 
fcarcely give utterance ira his words.
